Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  j^ear  ending  Xovem- 
ber  30,  1877. 

The  excitement  caused  by  the  labor  disturbances  has  made  this  the  most 
eventful  year  in  the  history  of  the  service,  and  I  proceed  at  once  to  their 
V  consideration. 

*  Pittsburg  Riots. 

On  tlie  evening  of  the  19th  of  July,  at  Philadelphia,  I  was  notified  by 
the  Pennsylvania  railway  officials  of  the  stoppage  of  their  freight  trains 
at  Pittsburg  and  in  its  vicinity,  and  of  the  conflicts  that  had  ensued,  when 
attempts  had  been  made  to  run  them.  I  immediately  started  for  Harris- 
s^  burg,  and  was  handed  the  following  telegram,  at  Lancaster,  about  two 
o'clock  on  the  morninor  of  the  20th  :  \

.    I  have  addressed  to  Grovernor  Hartranft  the  followuag  message,  and  learning  that  he

Honorable  John  F.  Hartranft: 

-       A  tumultuous  mob  exists  on  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  at  East   Liberty,  in  the 

'     Twelfth  ward  of  Pittsburg.     Large  assemblages  of  people  are  upon  the  railroad,  and 

the  movement  of  freight  trains,  either  east  or  west,  is  prevented  bj'  intimidation  and 

violence,  molesting,  obstructing  the  engineers,  and  otlier  emploj^es  of  the  railroad 

'     company,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.    As  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  I  have  en- 

.     deavored  to  suppress  the  riot,  and  liave  not  adequate  means  at  my  command  to  do  so.   I 

,^    therefore  request  you  to  interfere  your  authority  in  calling  out  the  military  to  suppress 

the  same.

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The  open  and  defiant  seizure  of  the  property  of  a  great  corporation,  and 
of  individuals  in  transitu,,  the  stoppage  of  one  of  the  main  trans-continental 
lines  of  transportation,  and  the  prevention  of  law  abiding  citizens  from 
pursuing  their  usual  occupations,  were,  of  themselves,  matters  of  grave  im- 
portance, and  the  public  interests  demanded  their  speedy  rectification. 
But  it  will  be  remembered  that  a  like  trouble  existed  on  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  railroad,  where  the  strikers  had,  so  far,  successfully  resisted  all  eflforts 
of  the  troops  of  the  regular  army  to  open  that  road.  In  all  parts  of  the 
country,  there  existed  a  feeling  of  uneasiness  and  uncertainty,  among  law 
abiding  citizens,  and  it  was  evident  that  the  lawless  element  was  feverishly 
awaiting  au}^  signs  of  weakness  in  the  authorities.  It  cannot  be  doubted, 
that  if  the  disorder  in  Pittsburg  had  been  promptlj"  suppressed,  little  or 
no  trouble  would  have  occurred  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  critical 
situation  of  afi^airs  demanded  prompt  action,  and  upon  your  special  direc- 
tions, given  me  just  previous  to  jowv  departure,  that  in  case  of  trouble  re- 
quiring the  presence  of  the  military",  I  must,  on  the  requisition  of  the 
proper  civil  authorities,  assume  the  responsibility,  and  act  as  occasion  de- 
manded, I  immediately  directed  General  Pearson  to  aid  the  civil  authorities 
in  suppressing  existing  disorders.  He  was  directed  to  assume  charge  of 
the  militar}^  situation,  and  place  one  regiment  on  duty,  and  if  he  found 
one  regiment  not  sufficiently  strong,  to  order  out  other  troops  of  his  di- 
vision, and  report  generally. 

Having  given  these  directions,  I  informed  jon  of  the  situation  in  the 
following  telegram : 

Governor  J.  F.  Hartranft,  (care  S.  H.  H.  Clark,)  Omaha,  Nebraska: 

Mob  stoijped  all  freight  trains  at  Pittsburg.  Sheriff  called  for  troops.  Ordered 
Pearson  to  take  charge,  and  to  put  one  regiment  on  dut3\    Says  he  may  need  more.

I  heard  nothing  further  of  the  situation,  until  two  o'clock,  p.  m.,  of  the 
20th,  when,  in  response  to  a  telegram  requesting  some  advices,  the  fol- 
lowing Avas  received  : 

Pittsburg,  July  20,  1877—1.58  P.  M. 
General  James  W.  Latta,  Harrishnrg  : 

I  have  ordered  out  all  my  infantry  and  two  sections  of  Hutchinson's  battery.  The 
Eighteenth  regiment,  under  command  of  Colonel  Guthrie,  are  at  Torrens'  Station,  where 
several  hundred  determined  rioters  are  assembled,  and  defy  the  officers  of  the  law. 
The  Fourteenth  and  Nineteenth  I  will  station  between  Union  depot  and  East  Liberty. 
At  the  outer  depot,  fifteen  hundred  or  two  thousand  men  are  congregated,  and  refuse 
to  allow  the  passage  of  any  freight  trains.  I  will  station  the  artillery  at  that  point.  It 
will  require  a  stroHg  hand  to  quell  the  disturbances,  and  disperse  the  mob.  Thinking 
it  better  to  overawe  the  mob  by  an  appearance  of  strategy,  and  to  save  bloodshed,  I 
have  ordered  out  my  command  as  above.  A  portion  of  Eighteenth  regiment  were  on 
dutj'  at  eiglit  o'cloclc,  a.  m.

I  left  for  the  scene  of  the  disturbance  on  the  Fast  Line  west,  at  3.4 
o'clock,   p.    M.,   on   the    20tli,   accompanied  by    Colonel    Hassinger    and 
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Messrs.  Farr  and  Russell.  At  Huntingdon,  I  was  joined  by  Colonel  Norris, 
and  at  Altoona  by  Captain  Linn.  I  mention  this  because  the  services  of 
these  gentlemen  became  afterwards  of  great  value.  I  had  calculated  that 
the  Pittsburg  division,  (Sixth,)  which  ranked  equal  with  any  in  the  State, 
would  furnish  promptl}^  at  least  one  thousand  men ;  but  tlie  following  dis- 
patch confirmed  the  intimation  I  had  subsequently  received  of  an  indispo- 
sition on  the  part  of  some  of  them  to  respond  promptly  to  the  call  for  ser- 
vice : 

PlTTSBURfi,  Jit^y  20, 1877—5  P.  M. 
Major  General  James  V^.  Latta,  Adjutant  General,  (^on  Fast  Line  west:) 

Matters  are  getthig  worse.  The  Fourteenth  regiment,  up  to  this  time,  four  o'clock 
have  not  reported  a  man  ;  the  Nineteenth  has  but  fifty  (50)  men  ;  the  Eighteenth 
Regiment  has  had  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  on  duty  since  morning.  Captain  Breck 
lias  liis  battery  horsed  and  ready  for  duty.  Is  now  at  Union  depot.  I  fear  the  major- 
ity of  the  troops  sympathize  with  the  strikers.  Mr.  Cassatt  is  most  anxious  to  have 
other  troops,  and  as  it  will  take  a  long  time  to  get  country  troops  together,  the  Phila- 
delphia troops  could  be  brought  liere  in  less  time  than  any  others,  and  would  not  be 
in  s^-mpathy  with  the  strilvcrs.  ]Mr.  Cassatt  suggests  that  j'ou  Iiave  a  good  regiment 
under  arms,  and  if  I  fail  with  what  I  have  got,  they  can  be  ordered  here  by  special 
train,  and  would  arrive  early  in  the  morning.  I  will  make  the  attemi^t  to  run  the 
trains  through  in  less  than  an  hour,  and  will  notify  you  of  the  result.

I  then  opened  communication  with  General  Brinton,  and  waited  the 
report  of  the  result  of  the  attempt  to  move  the  trains,  (which  it  appears 
was  not  deemed  advisable,  and  was  abandoned,)  and  wired  as  follows:

General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Pittshtirg  : 

Your  dispatch  received.  You  say  Cassatt  suggests  that  another  regiment  be  held 
under  arms.     Do  you  ask  that  the  order  be  issued  ?

At  ^IcYej^town  tower,  east  of  Huntingdon,  I  heard  again  from  General 
Pearson : 

Pittsburg,  July  20,  1877— G.35  P.  M. 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  (Fast  Line  west .-) 

After  every  exertion  on  the  part  of  myself  and  staff,  since  four  o'clock  this  a.  m., 
I  have  but  two  hundred  and  thirty  men  on  hand.  There  are  not  less  than  four 
or  five  thousand  strikers,  and  increasing  in  large  numbers  hourly.  The  syinjiathy  of 
the  various  companies  is  Avith  them,  and  I  have  no  liesitation  in  saying,  that  to  avert 
bloodshed,  Ave  should  have  not  less  than  tAA^o  thousand  troops.  While  I  can 
scatter  the  croAvd,  it  aaHI  be  only  for  the  time  being,  and  at  fearful  loss  of  life.  I  sug- 
gest that  tAvo  thousand  men  be  sent  to-night.

I  at  once  ordered  the  divisions  of  Generals  Brinton,  Gallagher,  Huidc- 
koper,  and  White,  and  the  Fifth  regiment  of  General  Beaver's  division 
imder  arms,  and  advised  General  Pearson  of  tliis  by  the  following  tele- 
gram : 
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General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Pittsburg : 

Have  ordered  Brinton's,  Gallagher's,  Huidekoper's,  Beaver's,  and  White's  divisions 
under  arms,  to  be  in  readiness  to  move  at  a  moment's  notice.  Can  3'ou  get  sufficient 
supply  of  ammunition  from  United  States  arsenal.  Arrange  for  caliber  fifty  ball  car- 
tridges, and  a  few  j-ounds  of  caliber  sixty-nine  paper  ball  cartridges.

Almost  immediatelj,  I  followed  this,  by  directing  the  movement  of  Gen- 
eral Brinton's  (First)  division,  by  dispatches,  which  are  fully  given  in  his 
report. 

I  arrived  at  Pittsburg,  about  one  o'clock,  a.  m.,  on  the  21st,  where 
Colonel  Quay,  at  my  request,  joined  me,  and,  shortly  after,  received  the 
following,  from  you : 

Cheyenne,  Wyoming  Tebritoky,  July  SO,  1877. 
General  James  W.  Latta  : 

Order,  promptly,  all  troojDS  necessary  to  support  the  Sheriffs,  in  protecting  moving 
trains  on  B.  and  O.  R.  R.  Go  to  Pittsburg,  and  keep  supervision  of  all  troojjs  ordered 
out.  Will  be  due  at  Ogden,  to-morrow,  at  six  (6)  o'clock.  In  the  meantime,  en  route, 
let  me  know  the  situation.

And  again,  during  Saturday,  the  following: 

Laramie  City,  Wyoming  Territory,  July  20,  1877. 

General  James  W.  Latta  and  C.  IST.  Farr: 

Spare  nothing  to  protect  all  persons  in  their  rights,  under  the  Constitution  and  laws 

of  the  State,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  heretofore  adopted.    Am  on  the  train  to 

Ogden.

The  full  details  of  General  Pearson's  movements  are  set  forth  in  his  re- 
port. 

On  the  morning  of  Saturdaj^,  (21st,)  I  was  astonished  to  find,  that 
public  sentiment  was  in  much  accord  and  sympathy  with  the  strikers ;  if 
not  openly  supporting  their  course,  yet,  by  its  quiescence  and  non-con- 
demnation of  their  unlawful  acts,  certainly  affording  a  popular  encourage- 
ment, that  tended  to  support  the  evil  disposed,  in  all  that  had  then  been 
done  b}^  them,  in  their  interference  with  the  rightful  prosecution  of  the 
business  of  a  great  railway.  This  sentiment  was  coupled  with  a  bitterness 
of  feeling  against  the  railway  corporation,  that  was  surprising.  Although 
it  seems  to  have  long  existed,  it  had  just  then  culminated  with  the  crisis 
that  the  strike  hac^  forced.  This  sympathy  and  feeling  were  backed  and 
supported  by  the  almost  unanimous  endorsement  of  the  newspapers  of  the 
city,  which,  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions,  I  believe,  hy  their  references 
and  comments,  either  discouraged  the  action  of  the  State  authorities,  to 
protect  property  and  restore  order,  or  so  far  countenanced  those  who  were 
obstructing  travel,  as  to  warrant  them,  with  their  passions  inflamed,  as  they 
were,  in  assuming  that  the  law  abiding  citizens  believed  that  the  course  pur- 
sued by  them,  to  right  their  grievances,  was  just  and  proper.  Whether 
this  sentiment  against  the  railway  was  righteous,  or  not,  the  prominence 
given  it  by  press  and  people,  when  the  right  to  enjoy  property  for  lawful 
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trade  and  traffic  had  been  actually-  stopped,  had  much  to  do  with  the  ter- 
rible disasters  of  the  21st  and  22d  of  Jul}^  Nor  were  the  people  aroused 
to  the  full  consequences  of  their  S3'nipatlietic  tendencies,  until  the  appalling 
destruction  of  propert}^  and  its  attendant  financial  liabiltiies  awakened 
them  to  the  real  situation. 

The  first  detachment  of  the  Philadelphia  troops  arrived  at  the  Union 
depot,  Pittsburg,  at  two  o'clock,  p.  m.,  Jul}^  21,  "  nearl}^  six  hundred 
and  fift}'"  strong,  bringing  all  the  fort3--five  thousand  rounds  of  ammuni- 
tion, with  which  the  division  was  ordered  to  supply  itself  at  Harris- 
burg,  which  led  to  serious  embarrassment  in  future  operations.  At 
that  time,  the  Pittsburg  division  mustered  about  six  hundred  men,  wliom 
its  officers  reported  reliable.  This  force  of  one  thou>;and  men,  (Colonel 
Guthrie's  command  being  at  Torrens)  with  two  Gatling  guns,  was  fur- 
nished with  tAvent3'  rounds  per  man  and  two  thousand  per  gun,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  ammunition  was  left  at  the  Union  depot.  In  view  of  the 
general  feeling,  above  referred  t<:),  and  of  his  own  dispatches,  I  inquired 
several  times  of  General  Pearson  as  to  the  sufficiene}'-  of  the  force,  and  he 
expressed  himself  confident  of  its  strength.  He  showed  me  his  plan  of 
operation.  Of  its  execution,  I  knew  nothing  until  after  the  conclusion  of 
the  affair.  I  remained  nt  the  Union  depot  hotel,  and  next  heard  from 
General  Pearson,  as  follows : 

Outer  Depot,  July  21,  1877—5.25  P.  M. 
Major  General  Latta,  Union  Depot: 

Send  for  Huidekoper's,  Gallagher's,  Beaver's,  and  White's  divisions.  The  location 
of  the  ground  is  such,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  handle  troops.  The  troops  have 
just  fired  into  the  crowd,  and  I  am  informed  a  number  are  killed.  I  am  satisfied  no 
trains  can  be  sent  out  to-night.    The  appearance  of  affairs  is  desperate.

As   requested,  the  divisions  of  Generals  Beaver,  (Fifth,)  Huidekoper, 
(Seventh,)   Gallagher,    (Eighth,)   and   White,    (Xinth.)   were    ordered    to 
move  to  Pittsburg.     I  was  next  advised  of  the   details  of  tlie  situation 
-further,  b}^  the  following  dispatch:  ^ 

Outer  Depot,  July  31,  1877. 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Union  Depot: 

Brinton  reports  about  fifteen  killed  and  wounded,  and  child  of  ten  years.  The 
rioters  numbered  not  less  then  ten  thousand,  and  corapleteh'  surrounded  the  troops, 
and  fired  the  first  shots.  It  is  reported  that  the  United  States  arsenal  will  be  attacked, 
and  arms  and  ammunition  captured.  Have  notified  the  commandant  of  the  fact.  The 
rioters  contemplate  burning  the  railroad  buildings,  and  I  have  ordered  all  \n\  troojis 
inside  the  walls  of  the  buildings,  and  will  protect  at  all  haztirds.

The  buildings  referred  to,  were  the  round-houses  and  adjacent  shops,  a 
little  over  a  mile  from  the  Union  depot. 

I  communicated  again  with  General  Pearson,  in  two  dispatches : 
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General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Outer  Depot: 

The  troops  that  will  arrive  to-night  are  generally  without  ammunition.    If  there  is 
a  likelihood  of  their  being  attacked,  some  means  must  be  taken  of  preventing  it.     If 
you  intend  debarking  them  at  Outer  depot,  and  it  is  safe,  I  will  send  you  all  the  am- 
mvmition ;  otherwise,  I  will  keej)  some  here  for  them. 
How  about  armories,  etc. ;  are  they  unprotected  ? 

JAMES  W.  LATTA, 
Adjutant  General. 
General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Outer  Depot: 

Is  there  any  way  by  which  I  can  get  ammunition  to  you?  A  troop  train,  now  at 
Latrobe,  likely  to  be  without  ammunition.  If  you  say  so,  I  wall  wire  its  commanding 
officer  to  debark  at  Torrens,  and,  with  Guthrie,  march  via  Fifth  avenue  to  Union  depot 
hotel.  Answer  me  on  this  proposition  speedily.  I  have  sent  same  dispatch  by  Col- 
onel Stewart.     Will  not  wire  troop  train  until  I  hear  from  you.

General  Pearson  agreed  with  the  suggestion,  and  the  troops  were 
ordered  to  march  accordingly. 

I  have  understood  tliat  the  sheriff  accompanied  General  Pearson's 
column  to  Twenty-eighth  street.  Although  1  remained  at  the  Union  depot 
from  one  o'clock,  Saturday  morning,  until  eleven  o'clock,  Sunday  morning, 
and  at  the  Monongahela  House  until  nine  o'clock  Sunday  evening,  and  my 
presence  was  heralded  in  all  the  papers  of  Pittsburg,  not  a  single  civil  officer, 
of  the  city  or  count}^,  ever  appeared  upon  the  scene.  The  Philadelphia 
soldiery,  deserted  by  these  civilians,  and,  during  the  night,  by  the  troops 
ordered  on  duty  in  their  vicinit}^  (with  several  honorable  exceptions,)  were 
left  alone.  And  on  Saturday  night,  after  the  collision,  when  sent  for  and 
requested  to  cooperate,  the  mnj^or  of  Pittsburg  pronounced  the  matter 
be3^ond  civil  control,  and  shortly  left.  The  Eighteenth  regiment  remained 
continuously  at  Torrens. 

About  ten  o'clock  p.  m.,  I  was  considerably  surprised  at  the  entrance  of 
General  Pearson,  accompanied  by  several  members  of  his  staff.  The 
accounts  of  the  mob,  which  made  such  a  trip  a})pear  almost  an  impossi- 
bility, led  me  to  ask  how  thej"  had  succeeded  in  reaching  the  hotel,  and 
they  informed  me  that  they  had  managed  to  slip  through  the  lines  of  cars 
luiobserved.  The  olyect  of  his  trip,  he  stated,  was  to  procure  rations  and 
ammunition.  At  the  time  \ie  arrived,  the  telegraph  operator  reported  that 
communication  with  the  round-house  was  cut.  After  General  Pearson's 
repeated  assurances,  in  repl}'  to  my  interrogations,  that  he  had  left  Gen- 
eral Brinton  in  absolute  command,  and  his  admission  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  him  to  return  to  the  round-house,  and  knowing  tliat  he  was 
S})ecially  marked  by  the  mob,  and  that  it  was  im])Ossible  for  au}^  soldier 
in  uniform  to  appear  in  the  streets,  away  from  the  i)rotection  of  the  troops, 
I  considered  his  usefulness  at  an  end,  and  as  it  was  not  advisable  to  exe- 
cute any  movements  during  tiie  night,  I  instructed  him  to  find  other 
quarters  and  i-eport  to  me  at  daylight.  Daylight  brought  no  better  oppor- 
tunity of  his  doing  further  good,  or  returning  to  me,  and  I  heard  nothing 
from  him  until  about  one  o'clock,  when  a  staff  officer  of  his,  Major  Evans, 
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brought  to  tlie  Monongahola  House  a  commuuicatioii  from  him,  offering- 
to  do  au}^  clutj'  that  might  be  demanded  of  him,  making  some  sugges- 
tions as  to  the  movement  of  troops,  urging  me  to  request  3'our  return,  and 
stating  that  lie  did  not,  however,  believe  that  he  could  move  anj^where 
without  the  certainty  of  personal  attack.  Still  convinced  of  this  fact,  I 
instructed  his  statf  officer  to  hnve  him  remain  Avhere  he  was,  and  that  the 
stall'  officer  should  report  again,  and,  if  before  he  did  so,  I  wanted  Gen- 
eral Pearson,  I  should  send  for  him.  These  instructions  amounted,  vir- 
tually, to  temporaril}'  relieving  General  Pearson  from  command.  Much 
criticism  has  been  passed  upon  General  Pearson  for  his  action  in  this  matter, 
but  after  he  left  the  round-house,  I  do  not  see  how  he  could  have  done 
otherwise.  His  mistake  was  in  leaving  his  troops,  upon  a  mere  speculation 
that  he  could  open  communications,  which,  under  the  circumstances,  could 
only  have  been  done  by  the  troops  themselves. 

Several  attempts  were  made  to  get  provisions  to  the  round-house.  A 
wagon  had  gotten  to  within  a  few  rods  of  it,  when  its  driver  was,  b}' threats 
and  intimidations,  forbidden  to  enter;  in  another  instance,  plates,  dishes, 
and  provisions  were  destroA^ed  by  the  mob,  in  the   face   of  the  soldiery. 

During  the  uight.  Sergeant  Joseph  F.  Wilson,  of  the  Jefferson  cavalry, 
disguised  as  a  working  man,  at  great  personal  risk  and  the  exercise  of  much 
tact,  twice  made  the  round  trip  from  and  to  General  Brinton,in  the  round- 
house. The  first  dispatch  brought  by  him  was  of  a  character  to  awaken 
considerable  alarm  as  to  the  ultimate  safety  of  the  "whole  body  of  troops, 
and  the  likelihood  of  their  destruction  b}' fire.  Although  it  had  been  con- 
templated to  suggest  the  movement  of  the  troops  back  to  the  Union  depot 
hotel,  the  riot  had  apparently  assumed  such  magnitude,  as  to  make  it  ad- 
visable to  concentrate  the  forces.  The  following  dispatch  was,  therefore, 
sent  to  General  Brinton  ; 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brintox,  Round-House : 

I  know  3'our  situation  fully.  Regret  tliat  you  are  so  placed,  but  knowing  3'our  high 
soldierly  qualities,  know  that  you  will  hold  out  to  the  last.  It  would  be  sad  to  sacri- 
fice life,  as  you  would  have  to,  in  case  of  a  persistent  attack,  but  if  it  comes,  it  conse- 
quently must  follow.  Every  one  has  been  untiring  in  efforts  to  get  rations  and 
ammunition  to  you,  and,  in  every  instance,  it  has  failed.  Cassatt\md  Phillips,  of  the 
railroad,  Baugh,  of  your  statf,  Norris,  Farr  and  Linn,  volunteers,  are  now  making 
every  effort  to  again  shortly  reach  you.    No  chance  for  friction  primers. 

Have  again  made  every  effort  to  reacli  you,  but  failed  on  account  of  the  fire.  Tlie 
rest  of  Philadelpliia  troops  are  at  Wall's  station,  twelve  miles  east,  and  there  remain 
awaiting  amnumition.  I  am  starting  private  conveyance  to  Torrens,  with  ammunition 
to  Guthrie,  in  large  enough  quantities  to  supply"  himself  and  the  troops  now  at  Wall's. 
When  I  hear  of  its  safe  arrival,  I  will  order  them  forward  to  Guthrie,  to  report  to  him, 
directing  him  to  move  to  your  relief,  with  the  whole  command.  His  march  will  be 
about  five  miles,  and,  if  all  things  prove  successful,  he  ought  to  reach  you  by  five  or 
six  o'clock.  If  compelled  to  escape  at  last,  do  so  to  the  eastward  ;  take  Penn  avenue, 
if  possible,  and  make  for  Guthrie,  at  Torrens.

These  instructions  were  not  followed,  but,  as  will  subsequentlj'  appear, 

another  and  different  direction  was  taken.    Knowing  that  continuous  fatigues 
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could  not  be  expected  from  troops  suddenly  called  from  the  regular  habits 
of  civil  life,  and  so  long  unprovided  with  subsistence,  and  having  ascertained 
that  the  Exchange  hotel,  at  East  Liberty,  could  readil}^  supply  the  entire 
command,  with  this  object  in  view,  and  a  concentration  of  the  forces,  ready 
for  such  other  movements  as  might  be  necessary,  I  directed  accordingly. 

Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  provision  the  round-house ;  the  railroad 
authorities  secured  an  engineer,  who  volunteered  to  run  the  engine  to  that 
point,  and  the  gentlemen  who  are  named  in  the  dispatch,  personally  carried 
to  it  the  necessary  supplies,  readj^  for  loading,  when  the  engineer  reported 
that  the  fire  had  gotten  between  the  round-house  and  the  depot,  and  that 
it  was  impossible  to  run  alongside  of  the  burning  cars.  This  attempt, 
therefore,  proved  abortive.  There  was  no  means  by  which  this  could  be 
accomplished,  and  for  the  time  being  the  scheme  was  necessarily^  abandoned. 
At  the  same  time,  every  effort  was  made  to  have  the  only  commands  that 
were  accessible — Colonel  Guthrie,  with  his  Eighteenth  regiment,  at  Torrens, 
six  miles  distant,  and  Colonel  Hugh  Rodgers,  with  his  detachment  at 
Walls,  eleven  miles  distant,  where  it  arrived  about  ten  o'cloclv,  p.  M.,  and 
was  ordered  to  remain  until  ammunition  could  be  supplied — move  to  the  re- 
lief of  General  Brinton.  Colonel  James  H.  Stewart,  accompanied  by 
Major  James  B.  Steen,  of  General  Pearson's  staff,  was  directed  to  secure 
transportation,  and  convey  ammunition  to  Colonel  Guthrie  for  the  use  of 
Colonel  Rodgers'  men.  They  started  on  their  mission  shortly  after  mid- 
night, and  Colonel  Guthrie  was  instructed  by  wire,  about  midnight,  as  fol- 
lows : 
Colonel  P.  N.  GuTHBiE,  Torrens  : 

A  train,  Avith  troops  from  Philadelphia,  is  directed  to  report  to  you,  on  its  arrival  at 
Torrens.  On  its  reporting,  you  will  take  charge  of  the  whole  column,  and  move  it 
down  and  relieve  the  Philadelphia  troops,  now  besieged  in  the  round-house. 

This  movement  is  oiily  to  be  made  provided  ammunition  reaches  you,  which  I  have 
ordered  shipped,  by  wagon,  undercharge  of  Major  Stewart.  You  Avill  issue  supply  to 
those  troops  who  report. 

Report  to  me  tlie  general  situation  at  Torrens,  the  receipt  of  this  dispatch,  and  the 

arrival  of  the  amnnmition/

At  two  o'clock,  A.  M.,  I  received  the  following ; 

Torrens,  July  22,  1S77—2  A.  M. 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Union  Depot  Hotel : 

Are  you  going  to  give  me  any  idea  of  the  position  of  the  mob?  Can  anything  be 
done  to  assist  me  at  Lawrenceville?  Can  anj^  one  suggest  a  route  by  which  I  can  reach 
you  without  passing  Lawrenceville?  I  have  had  men,  and  do  not  think  I  am  strong 
enough.  The  railroad  men  have  refused  to  guard  this  place  any  longer,  and  have  left 
the  place  to  the  mob.    The  crowd  is  finding  its  way  here.

And  sent  the  following 


Colonel  P.  N.  Guthrie,  Torrens: 

I  sent  INIajor  Stewart  with  message  to  j-ou,  some  two  hours  ago,  and  also  repeated 
same  by  wire,  directing  you  generally  to  Brinton's  relief.  How  about  skirting  Law- 
renceville, coming  down  Penn  avenue,  or  taking  route  over  Forty-third  street  bridge? 
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Brinton  still  remains  in  same  position,  witliout  food.  Tliere  has  been  more  or  less 
skirmishing  during  the  night,  and  the  tires  you  no  doubt  see.  Don't  fail  to  report  ar- 
rival of  ainmunition,  as  I  am  awaiting  your  report  to  order  advance  of  troops  from 
Walls.

The  amminiition  was  reported  as  received  at  half  past  two  o'clock,  and 
Colonel  Rodgers  was  then  directed  to  move  by  rail  to  Torrens,  and  there 
report  to  Colonel  Guthrie,  who  would  supply  him  with  ammunition.  Colo- 
nel Guthrie  was  advised  of  Colonel  Rodgers'  instructions,  and  also  informed 
that  General  Brinton  had  been  sent  information  of  the  proposed  movement. 
Colonel  Rodgers  replied  as  follows : 

Walls,  July  22,  1877. 
Major  General  Latta  : 

Major  Fell  telegraphs  from  Philadelphia  that  Colonel  Lyle  is  en  route  with  ammu- 
nition, but  we  cannot  learn  that  he  has  left  Harrisburg.  Engineer  of  our  train  refuses 
to  take  us  further  west.  Your  order  to  move  to  Torrens  cannot,  therefore,  be  obeyed, 
until  engineer  can  be  found.    Have  telegraphed  both  ways  for  an  engineer. 

HUGH  RODGERS. 

Before  the  receipt  of  this,  however,  a  railway  official  had  reported  that 
the  train  could  not  be  moved  bej^ond  Walls,  and  as  the  continuance  of  wire 
communication  was  as  uncertain  as  the  rail,  positive  directions  w^ere  neces- 
sary, and  Colonel  Guthrie  was  consequently  sent  information  and  instruc- 
tions, as  follows  : 

Colonel  P.  N.  Guthrie,  Torrens  ; 

Troops  cannot  get  beyond  Walls.  Hire  wagon,  and  send  four  boxes  of  ammunition 
as  speedily  as  possible  to  that  point.  He  has  been  directed  to  take  up  the  march  to 
join  you,  as  soon  as  he  receives  it.     When  he  does,  pursue  tlie  movement  directed.

And  Colonel  Rodgers,  also,  advised: 

Liutenant  Colonel  Hugh  Rodgers,  Walls  : 

Colonel  Guthrie  has  been  directed  to  send  ammunition  by  wagon  to  you.  When 
you  receive  it,  take  up  the  march,  and  report  to  him  at  Torrens.  The  lives  of  all  the 
Philadelphia  troops,  here,  may  depend  on  your  getting  to  Torrens,  ^Vith  the  least  pos- 
sible delay.

And  his  dispatch  reporting  no  engineers  to  move  train,  also,  subse- 
quentl}"  answered ; 

Colonel  Hugh  Rodgers,  Walls: 

As  soon  as  ammunition  arrives,  as  my  last  dispatch  directs,  j-ou  will  march.  Have 
directed  Colonel  Guthrie  to  wagon  it  to  Walls.

Calculations  had  been  made  for  the  movement  of  the  troops  by  rail  from 
Walls  to  Torrens,  and  then  their  subsequent  march  to  the  round-house.  This 
should  have  brought  the  whole  detachment  to  its  destination  between  five 
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and  six  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  difference  in  time  in  marching,  it  was 
belived,  wonkl  bring  the  command  to  the  round-house  about  ten  o'clock. 
Before  the  knowledge  that  the  whole  distance  would  have  to  be  marched, 
reached  me,  General  Brinton's  messenger  had  returned  for  the  last  time, 
and  there  was  no  way  of  communicating  with  him.  In  the  meantime,  the 
purpose  of  the  mov^ement  was  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  withdrawal  of 
General  Brinton's  command  from  the  round-house,  and  he  having  been  in- 
structed to  join  Colonel  Guthrie,  at  Torrens,  the  latter  was  directed  as 
follows : 

Union  Depot,  Pittsburg,  July  22,  1877. 
Colonel  P.  N.  Guthrie  :  \ 

The  order,  directing  yon  to  combine  with  the  troops  marching  from  Walls,  is  coun- 
termanded. You  will  remain  in  position,  where  you  are,  reporting  to  Major  General 
R.  M.  Brinton. 

JAMES  W.  LATTA, 
Adjutant  General. 

To  which  he  replied  as  follows: 

I  sent  out  to  look  for  General  Brinton,  and  find  he  has  ci'ossed  the  Allegheny  at 
Sharpsburg.  I  think  I  can  remain  here  by  myself  without  molestation;  any  addi- 
ditional  force  will  provoke  conflict. 

I  have  ordered  Colonel  Rodgers  to  remain  at  Walls,  until  there  can  be  some  con- 
certed action. 

If  that  mob  comes  out  here  to-night,  I  will  try  to  avoid  trouble  as  long  as  I  can.  I 
have  telegraphic  communication  with  Walls  station. 

Can  you  give  me  any  information  ? 

P.  N.  GUTHRIE. 

It  was  expected,  also,  that  part  of  the  troops  of  the  Seventh  division, 
under  Lieutenant  Colonel  Magee,  reported  as  moving  down  the  Allegheny 
Yalley  railroad,  w^ould,  also,  arrive  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  movement, 
and  instructions  were  given  accordingly: 

Colonel  P.  N.  Guthrie,  Torreyis: 

Colonel  Magee,  with  companies  from  line  of  Allegheny  Valley  railroad,  will  arrive 
at  end  of  Sharpsburg  bridge,  in  about  three  hours.  Send  party  to  guide  hini  to  you, 
at  Torrens.  He  will  report  to  you,  and  remain  under  your  orders,  until  you  have  se- 
cured Brinton's  relief. 

JAMES  W.  LATTA, 
Adjutayit  General. 

In  the  general  stoppage  of  all  trains  about  this  time,  this  command  did 
not  reach  that  point. 

Once  again  during  the  night  I  received,  through  the  same  messenger,  a 
communication  from  General  Brinton.  It  was  of  a  character,  showing 
that  his  force  was  bearing  up  well  in  its  trjdng  position,  still  suffering, 
as  I  well  knew,  for  its  want  of  subsistence,  and  expending  its  ammunition 
cautious]}'.  To  this  I  replied,  the  text  of  which  is  given  in  full  in  Gen- 
eral Brinton's  report. 

About  nine  o'clock,  on  the  morning  of  the  22d,  two  citizens  from 
East  Liberty,  or  its  vicinity,  reported  at  the  hotel,  with  the  request 
that  the   Eighteenth  regiment  be  permitted  to  remain  where  it  was  then 
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stationed,  at  or  near  Torrens.  Believing  that  General  Brinton,  with  his 
command,  was  still  in  the  ronnd-house,  to  whose  relief  Colonel  Gnthrie, 
when  joined  b}^  Colonel  Rodgers,  had  been  directed  to  march,  I  was  abont 
to  refuse  my  consent,  when  Captain  Anil,  of  the  Eighteenth  regiment, 
who  had  entered  the  room,  in  citizen's  dress,  and  heard  their  request 
evidently  seeing  that  I  was  not  advised  of  the  sitnation,  informed  me  that 
General  Brmton  was  out  of  the  round-house,  and  that  he  had  passed  his  col- 
umn on  the  march,  on  his  way  in.  This  was  the  first  information  I  had 
received  of  the  withdrawal,  (the  messenger  who  had  been  engaged  as  dis- 
patch bearer  during  the  night,  and  whom  General  Brinton  had  sent  to  ad- 
vise me,  had  not  3^et  arrived.) 

I  at  once  directed  Captain  Anil  to  return  to  Colonel  Guthrie,  and  in- 
struct him  to  remain  tliere,  and  at  the  same  time  preparing  the  following 
instructions,  which  contained,  substantiall}',  the  directions  as  to  destina- 
tion, as  did  m}^  dispatch  of  the  night.  I  intrusted  them  to  him,  with  in- 
structions to  deliver  them  to  General  Brinton,  who  had  been  directed  to 
move  over  the  same  route  Captain  Anil  would  take  to  rejoin  his  regiment: 

PiTTSBUKG,  Jldy  22,  1877. 

Major  General  R.  M.  Brixton  : 

Remahi  in  position  at  stock-yards,  or  thereabouts,  securing  yourself,  and  await 
further  orders.  Congratulate  you  on  your  manoeuver  of  this  morning.  Consult  with 
Colonel  Guthrie,  and  govern  yourself  accordingly.  From  information  received  here, 
it  appears  Eighteenth  regiment  is  sufficient  to  protect  stock-yards,  and  will  not  excite 
special  prejudices  of  the  mob.  There  is  an  old  fort  in  the  vicinity,  which  is  suggested 
as  a  good  place  to  hold.  It  can  be  shown  to  you  by  parties  familiar  with  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

Keep  your  channels  of  subsistence  well  open,  and  await  further  orders.  There  may 
be  some  developments,  which,  of  course,  will  require  you  to  act  on  your  own  respons- 
ibility. If  any  troops  arrive  at  East  Liberty,  assume  command  of  them.  Report 
there  arrival  here,  if  possible.    Norris  will  be  on  the  ground  shortly,  and  explain  the 

situation  here.    Act  after  consultation  with  him.

At  the  same  time,  and  in  the  presence  of  Captain  AuU,  I  gave  Colonel 
Xorris  verbal  instructions,  read  him  those  Captain  AulJ  was  to  deliver, 
who  was  to  rejoin  his  regiment,  and  not  return  and  report  to  me;  while 
Colonel  Xorris  was  to  reach  General  Brinton,  give  him  general  directions, 
explain  to  him  the  situation  in  Pittsburg,  and  return  to  me  and  report. 
Accompanied  hy  Colonel  James  H.  Stewart,  he  departed  on  his  mission, 
and  returned,  reporting  that  he  had  found  General  Brinton  a  short  distance 
bej^ond  Sharpsburg,  and  conveyed  to  him  the  purport  of  my  order.  The 
General  responded,  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  take  his  com- 
mand back  to  Pittsburg,  and  that  he  had  made  no  effort^o  form  a  junction 
with  Colonel  Guthrie,  because  he  did  not  know  where  the  Colonel  was,  and 
that  in  the  inflamed  condition  of  the  mob,  it  would  be  imprudent  to  come 
in  collision  with  it,  until  his  troops  had  recuperated.  To  Colonel  Norris' 
suggestion,  that  he  should  return  to  Sharpsburg,  where  he  would  be  access- 
ible by  railroad,  he  replied  that  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the  disposition 
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of  the  people  of  that  place,  and  that  he  would  move  about  half  a  mile 
further,  take  position  on  the  hills,  and  await  food  and  ammunition.  The 
Colonel's  report  confirmed  the  general  tenor  of  General  Brinton's  dis- 
patches during-  the  night,  which  were  by  no  means  encouraging. 

The  following  telegram  to  Captain  A  nil,  of  Julj^  31,  and  his  report  in 
reply,  in  this  connection,  explain  themselves  : 

Pittsburg,  July  31,  1877. 
Captain  W.  F.  Aull,,  Pittsburg  : 

Did  YOU  deliver  my  orders  of  Smida3^  to  General  Brinton  ?  If  you  did  not,  please  let 
me  know  to-morrow,  why,  and  return  original.

Pittsburg,  JuJy  SI,  1877. 
General  James  W.  Latta  : 

Dear  General,  :  After  leaving  you  at  the  Union  depot,  Sunday  morning,  July  22, 
with  jowx  order  to  General  Brinton,  I  drove  as  rapidly  as  possible  out  Liberty,  Penn, 
and  Butler  streets,  through  the  armed,  howling,  and  cursing  mob,  who  openly  threat- 
ened to  shoot  me  several  times.  On  Penn,  just  east  of  Thirty-third  street,  surrounded 
by  a  mob  of  fiends,  cursing,  and  brandishing  their  weapons,  lay  the  body  of  their  dead 
victim,  a  Philadelphia  soldier.  At  or  near  Thirty-seventh  street,  on  Butler,  I  passed  a 
similar  spectacle.  Upon  reaching  the  arsenal,  I  made  inquiry  of  the  sentinel  for  the 
Philadelphia  troops,  and  was  informed  they  had  gone  on  out  Butler  street.  (At  this 
point,  I  met,  and  directed  on  their  course,  Colonels  Norris  and  Stewart.)  I  followed 
as  far  as  Sharpsburg,  passing  at  the  cemetery  another  mutilated  victim,  of  the  murder 
ous  mob,  lying  on  the  street.  At  Sharpsburg,  I  learned  that  the  troops,  with  General 
Brinton,  were  at  least  two  miles  ahead  of  me,  and  on  the  road  to  Butler. 

Believing  it  useless  to  follow,  and  deliver  the  order,  ordering  them  to  East  Liberty, 
I  concluded  to  first  consult  Colonel  Guthrie,  and  if  he  thought  it  advisable,  to  again 
strike  across  the  country,  and  find  General  Brinton.  I  accordingly  delivered  both 
orders  to  Colonel  Guthrie,  at  Torrens,  who  immediately  thereafter  left  our  camp, 
taking  with  him  the  order  for  a  i^ersonal  interview  with  you. 

Colonel  Guthrie  has  since  informed  me,  that  he  delivered  the  order  to  General  Brin- 
ton.

Immediately  after  the  departure  of  these  gentlemen,  as  the  mob  was 
said  to  be  moving  toward  the  Union  Depot  hotel,  it  became  a  matter  of 
urgent  moment  to  secure  the  safety',  if  possible,  of  the  Inrge  quantity  of 
ammunition  still  there.  During  the  night,  it  had  been  carried,  by  the  few 
gentlemen  I  had  around  me,  from  the  platform  to  the  cellar.  I  placed  the 
matter  in  the  charge  of  Captain  E.  Y.  Breck,  of  Hutchinson's  batter}^,  who, 
with  a  few  men,  had  passed  the  night  in  the  round-house,  and,  upon  General 
]5rinton's  departure,  had  marched  down  the  railroad,  to  the  Union  depot, 
in  safet}^ — home  troops  coukl  move  through  tlie  mob  witliout  attack — in- 
structing him  to  see  it^agonedto  Colonel  Guthrie.  The  difficulty  of  pro- 
curing transportation  caused  so  much  delay,  that  he  was  forced  to  aban- 
don it  to  the  fire. 

There  had  been  no  general  demonstration  against  the  hotel,  but  both  it 
and  the  depot  offices  were  prepared,  so  far  as  could  be,  for  abandonment. 
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After  having  been  several  times  invited  to  leave,  as  I  was  finally  informed, 
because  the  presence  of  our  party  was  supposed  to  draw  the  bad  element 
of  the  people  around  the  buikling^  and  likely  cause  them  to  destroy  it, 
shortly  before  noon,  we  left  for  the  Monongahela  House. 

About  that  time,  rumors  prevailed  of  the  utter  demoralization  and  rout 
of  the  entire  Philadelphia  division,  and  their  taking  shelter  and  refuge  be- 
hind the  grave-stones  and  trees  in  the  cemetery,  and  individually  engaging 
their  assailants.  Colonel  Norris  not  having  3'et  returned,  I  dispatched 
Colonel  Hassinger  and  Mr.  Farr  to  the  points  designated.  The}^  returned, 
reporting  them  without  foundation. 

In  the  meantime,  Major  General  Huidekoper  had  arrived  in  the  city, 
shortly  before  daylight,  on  the  22d,  on  his  way  from  the  west,  to  join  his 
division,  which  he  expected  to  be  moving  down  the  Erie  and  Pittsburg 
railroad.  To  secure  the  communication  for  it,  a  steamboat,  after  two 
hours'  effort,  was  chartered,  and  ammunition  sent  to  Rochester.  He  went 
on  the  same  boat  to  Rochester,  with  the  intejition  of  returning  with  his 
command  to  the  city.  His  command  was  unable  to  move  be3^ond  points 
some  sixty  miles  distant,  engineers  refusing  to  run  their  trains.  It  was 
subsequently  ascertained  that  some  portion  of  his  division  was  moving  by 
the  Alleghen}^  Valley  railroad,  when  arrangements  were  made  to  dispatch 
Captain  Linn,  with  ammunition  to  the  nearest  station,  on  the  railwa}^,  out- 
side of  the  city,  to  meet  it.  The  efforts  to  secure  conveyance  were  in  pro- 
gress when  the  intelligence  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  the  round- 
house was  received,  and  the  stoppage  of  the  train,  at  a  considerable  dis- 
tance north,  on  the  railwaj^,  rendered  further  efforts  in  that  behalf  useless, 
and  they  were  consequently  abandoned.  During  the  morning,  General 
Gallagher,  also,  leaving  three  of  his  companies,  without  ammunition,  at 
Brinton's  station,  beyond  which  no  engineers,  to  run  troop  trains,  could  be 
had,  secured  transportation  for  himself  to  East  Liberty,  and  walked  thence 
to  the  Union  Depot  hotel,  and  reported  to.  me  in  person. 

During  the  afternoon,  at  the  Monongahela  House,  I  was  engaged  in 
making  efforts  to  secure  a  concentration  of  forces  somewlx^re  in  the  near 
vicinit}^  of  the  city,  to  use,  if  the  desire  of  the  authorities  or  the  necessity 
demanded  it,  for  such  purpose  as  the  occasion  might  require.  Colonel 
Norman  M.  Smith,  an  olHcer  of  field  experience  and  much  energ}^  and  per- 
severance, and  well  acquainted  with  the  topography  of  the  vicinity,  volun- 
teered to  aid  in  ettecting  a  junction  between  the  forces  of  Colonel  Rodgers, 
which  I  still  believed  to  be  at  Walls,  and  those  of  General  Brinton, 
which  had  moved  out  towards  the  West  Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  also  to 
secure,  if  possible,  provisions  for  the  troops.  He  performed  the  duties  he  had 
voluntarily  assumed  faithfully,  but  found  that  the  Walls  detachment  had  gone 
further  'east.  Captain  Breck  had  also  been  started  on  a  similar  errand. 
,Mr.  Cassatt,  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  was,  at  the  same  time,  untiring 
in  his  efi'orts  to  provision  the  troops.  About  the  same  time,  just  after 
Colonel  Smith's  departure,  I  received  a  communication  from  General  Brin- 
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ton,  annonncing  that  his  troops  were  so  wearied  and  worn  with  hunger  and 
fatigue,  that  they  needed  rest,  before  the}^  shonkl  be  again  called  upon  for 
duty.  Not  knowing  the  situation  of  affairs  at  Altoona,  as  a  considerable 
portion  of  his  division  was  then  there,  and  believing  that  to  be  the  most 
availal)le  point,  from  its  hotel  accommodations,  to  feed  a  large  body  of 
men,  I  directed  him  to  return  there  and  await  further  orders,  advising  him 
of  my  intended  route  and  movement  to  Harrisburg. 

The  details  of  his  movements  are  given  full}^  by  him.  I  had  been  ad- 
vised of  the  disappearance  of  the  Fourteenth  and  Nineteenth  regiments. 
There  was  no  command  at  hand  for  immediate  service,  except  the  Eigh- 
teenth regiment,  and  military  movements  were  temporarily  suspended. 
About  this  time,  too,  it  appears,  the  mob  exhausted  itself,  and  burning  and 
pillaging  ceased. 

Throughout  the  whole  operations,  during  the  interruption  of  ordinary 
railroad  traffic,  the  want  of  a  regularly  organized  commissariat  and  trans- 
portation seriously  interfered  with  prompt  maneuvering. 

During  the  afternoon,  reliable  reports  of  the  most  alarming  character 
reached  Pittsburg  of  general  or  threatened  riot  prevailing  at  all  prominent 
railway  points,  especially  the  larger  cities,  particularly  Lancaster,  Colum- 
bia, and  Harrisburg,  with  a  prospect  of  its  extending  further  east,  as  it  did, 
in  fact,  to  all   prominent   railway  points   throughout  the   Commonwealth. 

Lenrning  of  the  threatening  demonstrations  at  Harrisburg,  I  telegraphed 
the  following  instructions  to  General  Sigfried  : 

Pittsburg,  July  22,  1877. 
General  J.  K.  Sigfried,  Pottsville,  Pa  : 

Put  City  Grays  on  duty  at  arsenal  at  once.  Order  whole  division  under  arms,  and 
move  it  to  Harrisburg,  or  retain  so  much  in  Scliuylkill  vicinity  as  circumstances  may 
warrant.  Have  so  advised  Awl ;  cause,  necessity  of  immediate  action  in  Harrisburg. 
Outside  of  Harrisburg,  I  leave  disposition  of  troops  and  the  putting  them  on  duty,  at 
all,  largely  to  your  discretion,  but  from  all  information  we  have  had,  matters  look  so 
decidedly  threatening,  as  to  need  decided  action.  All  our  ammunition  at  Harrisburg 
arsenal.     If  rails  be  blocked,  march  your  troops  to  points  of  concentration.

The  necessity  that  I  should  reach  the  State  Capital,  was  becoming  hourly 
more  and  more  apparent. 

The  obstruction  of  all  lines  running  into  Pittsburg,  the  danger  of  hav- 
ing telegraphic  communication  cut  otf  at  any  moment,  the  importance  of 
being  in  a  position  to  communicate  with  the  dili'crent  bodies  of  troops  with 
certainty,  and  the  necessity  of  preparing  the  troops  for  an  active  marching 
campaign,  determined  me  to  attempt  to  reach  Harrisburg. 

I  inquired  from  Mr.  Phillips,  Assistant  Superintendent  Pittsburg  divis- 
ion, Penns3dvania  railroad,  as  to  the  probability  of  trains  getting  tlirough 
on  tiiat  road,  when  he  stated  that  there  was  no  prospect  of  any  that  day, 
nor  could  he  give  me  any  assurance  as  to  the  probability  of  making  one 
on  Monda3\     Something  to  the  like  effect  had  previously  been  stated  in 
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my  presence  by  another  prominent  railway  official.  I  have  since  seen  it 
stated,  that  a  train  left  AUeghenj'^  City,  via  West  Pennsylvania  Branch, 
Sunday  evening.  If  such  be  the  fact,  unfortunately  I  was  not  advised  of 
it  at  the  time.  After  furtlier  investigation,  I  discovered  tliat  the  most 
practicable  route  for  reaching  Ilnrrisburg,  was  by  way  of  Erie.  I,  there- 
fore, about  nine  o'clock,  P.  M.,  left  Pittsburg,  by  boat,  for  Beaver,  there  being 
no  rail  communication  open,  intending  to  take  the  train  from  Rochester 
the  next  moruing,  (Mondii}'.)  I  advised  all  the  general  officers,  and  this 
office,  at  Harrisburg,  of  my  intended  movements,  but  it  ma}-  be  that  some 
dispatches  failed  to  reach  their  destination. 
The  full  text  of  tlie  telegram  was  as  follows  : 

"  I  go  to  Harrisburg-  via  Erie  to-night.     Will  be  at  Erie  to-morrow  evening,  on  the 
rail  Tuesday,  Harrisburg  Wednesday." 

Before  leaving  Pittsburg,  all  the  divisions  of  tlie  Guard,  not  heretofore 
mentioned,  were  ordered  to  concentrate,  under  arms,  at  the  most  conveni- 
ent points,  for  speedy  movement. 

Upon  the  following  morning,  no  trains  were  running  either  to  Erie  or 
back  to  Pittsburg.  Finding  no  rail  communications  open,  either  from 
Beaver  or  Rochester,  I  returned  b}"  carriage  to  Allegheny  City,  on  Mon- 
da}'  afternoon ;  there  found  that  passenger  travel  had  been  resumed  over 
the  West  Pennsylvania  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  east,  and  I 
took  the  first  train  to  Harrisburg. 

After  the  Philadelphia  troops  left  Pittsburg,  the  burning  ceased,  through 
the  sheer  exhaustion  of  the  rioters,  and  their  diversion  to  the  pillaging  of 
the  accumulated  freight,  but  it  was  not  until  the  retuni  of  j'our  Excellency, 
with  the  concentrated  force  of  the  National  Guard,  that  the  original  cause 
of  the  disturbance  was  removed  and  traffic  resumed,  and  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  restored  to  the  possession  of  its  propert}',  and  its  employes  pro- 
tected in  their  right  to  work. 

In  the  foregoing  account  of  the  action  of  the  Guard,  during  the  diffi- 
culties in  Pennsylvania,  before  your  return,  j^ou  will,  no  doubt,  be  struck, 
from  a  military  point  of  view,  with  the  anomalous  position  of  an  Adjutant 
General,  with  general  instructions,  in  the  absence  of  his  chief.  Judged  by 
militar}'-  usages,  I  desire  to  share  whatever  responsibilit}^  attaches  to  the 
troops,  yiy  position  in  Pittsburg  was  a  peculiarly  delicate  one.  I  did 
not  regard  j^our  instructions  to  go  to  Pittsburg  and  supervise  the  move- 
ments of  troops  as  superceding  tlie  general  officers,  who  might  be  ordered 
tliere  witli  their  divisions.  1  considered  Generals  Pearson  and  Brinton  as 
respectively  in  command  of  the  military  position,  and  confined  my  action 
to  assembling  and  directing  the  other  divisions,  in  accordance  with  their 
wishes,  and  to  sucli  instructions  and  susf^estions  as  mis'ht  assist  them  in 
their  military'  movements.  To  have  done  more,  would,  in  m}' judgment, 
have  reflected  upon  the  courage  and  capacity  of  those  officers  without  cause, 
and  transcended  the  limits  of  the  duties  and  authority  of  an  Adjutant 
General. 
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The  Subsequent  Situation. 

Advised  hj  me  and  others  of  your  counselors,  3^ou  continued  j^our 
journey  until  Saturday  afternoon,  the  21st,  when  you  left  Salt  Lake 
Cit}',  and,  traveling  continuously,  arrived  at  Pittsburg  on  the  evening  of 
the  24th  of  July,  (Tuesday.) 

Your  presence  effected  a  decided  change  in  public  sentiment,  restored 
confidence,  and  satisfied  the  people  that  the  strong  arm  of  the  law  would 
at  once  be  exerted  in  suppressing  violence,  protecting  life  and  property, 
and  maintaining  order. 

On  Monday  morning,  early,  the  general  outbreak  demanding  it,  the  Presi- 
dent had  been  requested  to  furnish  the  aid  of  the  army,  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  the  domestic  violence  then  existing,  and  General  Hancock,  com- 
manding the  department  of  the  Atlantic,  was  immediately  instructed  to 
furnish  the  necessary  force.  On  Wednesday,  at  noon,  you  passed  through 
Harrisburg,  moved  immediately  to  Philadelphia,  and  there  established 
head-quarters.  On  Thursda}^,  General  Order,  No.  3,  was  published. 
Its  general  circulation  produced  a  wonderfully  salutary  effect,  and  the 
determination  shown  in  its  tone,  as  events  subsequently  proved,  had 
largely  to  do  with  preventing  further  collisions,  and  consequent  blood- 
shed. 

Emergency  Troops  Accepted. 

Up  to  this  time,  and  subsequently,  tenders  of  services  of  bodies  of 
troops  and  officers,  many  of  the  latter  of  a  high  order  of  miltary  talent, 
and  with  distinguished  war  records,  had  come  from  all  parts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. Except  in  two  cases,  they  were  declined.  The  veteran  corps, 
of  the  Fiist  regiment,  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  Philadel- 
phia, tendered  the  services  each  of  a  regiment.  There  being  an  urgent 
necessity  for  an  increased  force,  the}^  were  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  re- 
cruited immediatel}^  The  first  was  recognized  as  the  Twentieth  regiment, 
National  Guard,  Colonel  S.  Bonnaffon,  junior,  commanding.  It  was  re- 
cruited in  thirt3^-six  hours,  fully  clothed  by  the  contributions  of  patriotic 
citizens,  armed  by  the  State,  and,  in  fifty-six  hours  from  the  time  recruit- 
ing was  commenced,  was  on  duty  in  Pittsburg.  The  services  of  this  or- 
ganization became  of  great  value.  It  was  kept  continuously  in  the  field 
until  the  20th  of  September,  and  discharged,  most  faithfully,  onerous  and 
fatiguing  duties.     The  report  of  the  Colonel  is  submitted. 

The  Twenty-first,  recruited  from  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  had 
progressed  as  far  as  a  battalion  organization  of  four  companies,  and  had 
elected  Colonel  Robert  L.  Orr,  of  Philadelphia,  its  commanding  officer, 
with  the  rest  of  the  companies  all  ready  for  muster,  when,  its  services  not 
being  required,  it  was  directed  to  be  mustered  out. 

At  the  same  time,  authority  was  also  given  General  Bolton  to  recruit 
for  the  emergency,  the  Fourth  and  Sixteenth  regiments,  to  the  maximum 
number  of  companies. 
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The  Western  Movement. 

At  two  o'clock,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  26th  of  July,  having  issued  the 
necessary  directions  to  the  general  officers  who  were  to  take  part  in  the 
movement,  you  left  West  Philadelphia — with  a  detachment  of  some  two 
hundred  men  of  the  First  division,  who  had  not  accompanied  the  com- 
mand to  Pittsburg — for  the  West.  At  Malvern  station  you  were  joined 
by  the  Tenth  division,  General  Dobson ;  at  Harrisburg,  by  the  First  Troop 
Philadelphia  City  cavalry.  Captain  A.  Loudon  Snowden ;  at  Altoona,  by 
Colonel  Peter  Lyle,  with  those  troops  of  the  First  division  who  had  been 
detained  there  since  the  previous  Saturday ;  at  Blairsville  Intersection, 
by  the  First  and  Ninth  divisions,  Generals  Brinton  and  White,  and  at 
Greensburg,  by  the  troops  of  General  Gallagher  ;  the  whole  force  reaching 
Pittsburg  at  daylight,  on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  Jul}^  28.  Diffi- 
culty was  anticipated  at  Altoona,  and  other  prominent  railroad  points,  but 
the  trains  moved  without  molestation.  Great  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  getting  engineers,  firemen,  and  trainmen.  Captain  Statler,  of  the  Fifth 
regiment,  and  a  number  of  soldiers  who  understood  the  handling  of  a 
locomotive,  volunteered  at  Altoona,  and  rendered  valuable  assistance. 
No  change  could  be  obtained,  and  the  trains  were  run  the  entire  distance 
to  Pittsburg  with  the  same  engineer  and  fireman,  and  some  of  the  brake- 
men,  that  manned  them  at  Philadelphia. 

The  troops,  upon  arrival  at  Pittsburg,  were  at  once  assigned  to  posi- 
tion, and  head-quarters  established  at  Thirty-third  street.  On  Saturday 
evening  General  Huidekoper's  division  arrived.  Details  from  tlie  Tenth 
division  were  made  to  guard  the  freight  trains  moving  east,  early  Sunday 
morning,  and  the  opening  of  the  railroad  for  freight  traffic  was  success- 
fully accomplished  on  that  da}^  The  Fifteenth  regiment.  Colonel  Car- 
penter, was  moved  to  Wilkinsburg,  and  General  Huidekoper,  with  it, 
directed  to  patrol  the  railway  as  far  east  as  Johnstown.  On  the  31st,  the 
Fourth  regiment  was  ordered  to  the  State  arsenal,  Harrisburg,  to  relieve 
the  Eighth,  and  the  whole  of  General  Sigfried's  division  ordered  to  Pitts- 
burg. N 

Engineers  Enlisted. 

It  was  apparent  that  a  corps  of  men,  skilled  as  engineers,  was  necessary 
to  be  organized  to  serve,  where  the  railways  were  unable  to  furnish  their 
own  employes  to  run  their  engines.  Instances  of  those  who  were  willing 
to  serve  being  taxed  beyond  human  endurance,  because  of  those  who 
should  have  relieved  them  being  unwilling  to  take  their  posts,  became 
frequent.  In  fact,  dependence  upon  the  regular  employe  was  uncertain. 
Ten  competent  men,  under  David  B.  Ilershey,  were,  on  the  28th  day  of 
July,  secured  in  Philadelphia,  and  placed  on  duty.  They  were  at  all  times 
on  hand,  and  the  knowledge  that  the  State  was  ready  to  supply  its  own 
men,  to  perform  railway  service,  had  much  to  do  with  avoiding  further 
difficulty. 

2  Adj.  Gen.  Rep. 
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Troubles  in  Luzerne  County. 

On  the  night  of  the  31st  of  Jnly,  the  First  division  commenced  its  move- 
ment to  Philadelphia,  with  orders,  on  its  arrival  there,  to  be  dismissed 
until  Thursday,  the  2d  of  August,  when  it  was  to  be  reassembled  at  its  armo- 
ries. While  the  division  was  still  en  route,  the  mayor  of  Scranton — the 
miners  of  the  Luzerne  region,  being  on  a  strike,  and  all  its  railways  stop- 
ped, entirel}^  for  freight  and  partiall}^  for  passenger  travel — informed  you 
of  the  collision  between  his  posse  and  the  rioters,  the  firing  and  loss  of 
life  attending  it,  tlie  likelihood  of  further  outbreak,  and  his  inability  to 
control  it,  and  requested  the  immediate  aid  of  the  militar}^ 

The  First  division  was  at  once  turned  from  its  route,  the  first  portion  at 
Harrisburg,  and  the  other  at  Lewistown,  and  ordered  to  move,  by  shortest 
practicable  rail  route,  to  Scranton.     The  order  was  promptly  executed. 

In  the  evening  of  August  1,  head-quarters  moved  by  rail  to  the  same 
point,  accompanied  by  General  Huidekoper's  division,  reaching  there  on 
tlie  afternoon  of  the  2d.  General  Pearson's  Sixth  division  followed,  and 
arrived  at  Plymouth  during  the  night.  Pittsburg  and  its  vicinity  was  left 
in  charge  of  the  Fourth,  Eighth,  Ninth,  and  Tenth  divisions,  with  General 
Sigfried  in  command.  Head-quarters  were  established  at  Kingston,  and 
the  following  day,  August  3,  all  travel  b}'  rail,  which  had  been  almost 
completel}^  stopped,  was,  with  the  protection  of  the  military,  successfully 
resumed. 

Relieving  the  Troops. 

On  Saturday,  the  4th  of  August,  the  First  division  was  relieved,  and 
ordered  to  Philadelphia  to  be  discharged  from  further  active  service.  The 
Third  division.  General  Osborne,  which  had  been  in  camp  at  Wilkesbarre, 
was  also  relieved  on  the  samedaj^  The  Eighth  and  Ninth  divisions,  and 
Sixteenth  regiment  of  the  Second,  were  relieved  on  the  6th  of  August,  and 
the  Tenth  on  the  Hh  of  August.  The  Fifth  division  was  relieved  on  the 
8th,  the  Fourth  division  on  the  9tli  and  10th,  and  the  Seventh  division, 
and  the  Fourtli  regiment  of  the  Second  division,  on  the  10th  of  August. 

Three  Months  Volunteers  Detailed. 

The  Sixth  division  remained  on  dut}^  until  September  Y,  except  Knap's 
battery  and  Jefferson  cavalry,  previoush^  relieved,  when  the  Twentieth  reg- 
iment, whicli  had  been  doing  duty  with  it,  took  charge  of  the  entire  region, 
until  September  20,  when  it  was  relieved  by  the  First  regiment  volunteers, 
N.  G.  of  Pa. 

It  became  apparent,  during  the  latter  part  of  August,  that  there  was  no 
immediate  prospect  of  resumption  in  the  Luzerne  region,  nor  was  it  likely 
to  come  for  some  months.  It  had  all  along  been  satisftictoril}-  demonstra- 
ted that  armed  protection  was  needed  there,  so  long  as  the  strike  continued. 
The  troops  had  been  called  suddenl}^  from  their  employments,  with  no  ex- 
pectation of  remaining  in  the  field  for  a  longer  time  than  a  few  weeks,  but 
their  service  was  likeh'  to   run  into  months.     It  was  necessar}"  that  some- 
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thing  should  be  done  to  relieve  them,  and  place  a  force  on  duty  for  a  fixed 
period  of  enlistment.  You  directed  the  asking  of  volunteers,  from  the 
guard,  to  serve  for  three  months,  and  promulgated  the  plan  in  General 
Orders,  Nos.  8  and  9. 

The  call  was  speedily  answered  from  all  over  the  State,  and  the  two  reg- 
iments could  have  been  at  once  filled,  had  their  services  been  necessary. 
In  appendix,  marked  ""H,"  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  officers  who  volun- 
teered. 

From  these  tenders,  six  companies  were  authorized,  which,  with  Hutchin- 
son's battery,  Captain  E.  Y.  Breck,  that  was  continuously  in  the  field  from 
July  20,  to  November  15,  performed  the  requisite  duties  without  further 
details.  The  assignments  were  made  by  Special  Order,  No.  53,  which 
appears  in  Appendix  "  N."  The  volunteering  was  from  the  several  regi- 
ments represented  by  these  respective  compan}^  oflficers.  The  selections 
proved  to  have  been  most  wisely  made.  It  is  not  extravagant  nor  unfair 
to  other  organizations,  to  state  that  no  better  body,  for  the  character  of 
its  officers^  personnel,,  discipline,  and  efficiency,  could  have  been  well  got- 
ten together,  and  that  the  experience  and  instruction  it  received  from  its 
field  associations,  secured  it  a  reputation  that  should  record  it  as  the  equal 
of  an}'  in  the  service. 

At  3'our  request,  the  Quartermaster  General's  Department  of  the  United 
States  issued  instructions,  for  the  manufacture  and  inspection  of  the  cloth- 
ing for  this  command,  at  the  Schuylkill  arsenal,  Philadelphia.  The  mate- 
rial was  purchased  at  Government  contract  rates,  and  passed  the  rigid 
scrutiu}^  of  the  inspecting  officer.  The  labor  was  paid  for  at  the  figures 
allowed  Government  operatives.  It  resulted  in  procuring  clothing,  equal 
in  all  respects  to  the  arm}^  standard,  and  superior  for  service,  in  appear- 
ance and  durabilit}^,  to  any  equipment  that  our  troops  have  ever  before 
had. 

A  consolidated  field  return  of  the  Guard,  showing  the  maximum  strength 
attained  b}^  each  division,  while  in  actiA^e  service,  is  appended,  marked  "'I." 
It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  this  whole  force  was  not  in  the  field 
at  any  one  time,  but  that  the  figures  given  for  each  division,  show  the 
greatest  strength  it  reached  on  any  da^^  during  its  service. 

Conclusions. 

There  is  much  matter  that  has  floated  by  print  and  word  of  mouth  that 
practically  points  to  an  expected  finding  in  ni}'  report.  It  is  apparently 
believed,  that  I  shall  determine  the  military  standing  of  the  several  com- 
mands, engaged  in  actual  conflict,  in  the  Pittsburg  riots,  and  fix  the  re- 
sponsibilit}'  in  the  several  leaderships,  where  it  should  properl}'^  belong.  I 
am  not  willing  to  assume  to  pass  a  judgmeut  upon  facts,  that  come  to  my 
knowledge,  only  from  being  casually  mentioned  in  ni}'  hearing,  or  brought 
to  my  notice  outside  of  ofl&cial  channels,  or  put  such  data  among  historic 
archives.  If  the  doings  of  those  two  da3's  entitle  some  to  praise  and 
others  to  condemnation,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  in  immediate  command, 
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and  under  whose  direct  observations  acts  were  done,  to  notice  them  with 
proper  commendation  or  censure.  I  have  submitted  the  written  communi- 
cations of  the  general  officers,  and  all  reports  that  have  been  forwarded  b}^ 
them.  My  story  is  told  from  observation,  and  official  information,  and  it 
and  those  of  the  others  who  had  charge  on  those  days,  are  submitted  for 
such  conclusions  as  may  be  fairly  deduced  therefrom.  The  general  officers, 
who  were  successive!}^  in  command  of  the  military  situation  must  find  their 
justification  or  condemnation  in  the  facts. 

The  Pittsburg  collision  especially,  and  the  disturbances  generally,  have 
awakened,  in  many  instances  and  various  localities,  much  asperity  and 
severe  comment  among  the  soldiery.  This  disposition  to  discuss  and  com- 
ment has  not  been  confined  to  this  occasion.  It  has  only  been  intensified 
because  of  the  more  than  usual  magnitude  of  the  event.  Emulation  be- 
tween the  various  commands  is  not  incompatible  with  the  good  of  the  ser- 
vice, but,  unfortunately,  in  this  case,  it  has  been  shown,  not  in  a  desire  to 
surpass  others  in  achievements,  but  by  dragging  them  down  by  unfriendly 
criticism.  Outsiders  may  praise  or  blame,  as  is  their  right,  but  a  true 
military  spirit  and  the  cultivation  of  a  proper  esprit  de  corps  demands,  on 
the  soldier's  part,  within  the  organization,  a  silent  acceptance  of  the  situa- 
tion and  result.  Whatever  criticisms  of  bodies  or  individuals,  or  of  the 
system,  officers  may  have  to  make,  whatever  improvements  experience  may 
suggest,  should  be  made  through  proper  military  channels,  and  not  un- 
officiall}^  disseminated  to  the  detriment  of  discipline  and  the  reputation  of 
the  Guard. 

Conduct  of  the  Guard. 

Amidst  the  widely  extended  sympathy,  the  Guard,  as  a  whole,  stood 
firm  to  its  allegiance  to  law  and  order,  and  restored  the  traffic  and  rights  of 
the  citizen.  Composed  as  it  is,  not  of  capitalists,  but  largely  of  men  who  are 
employed,  it  is  surprising  that,  under  the  circumstances,  there  was  not  more 
real  and  permanent  disaffection.  What  little  there  was,  was  only  tempo- 
rary, and  the  speedy  return  to  duty,  which  was  thereafter  performed  with 
courage,  zeal,  and  fidelity,  entitle  the  citizen  soldiery  to  the  confidence  and 
support  of  the  people. 

Executions  in  Carbon  Countv. 

The  first  necessity  for  the  use  of  an}' troops,  during  the  year,  was  on  the 
occasion  of  the  execution  of  four  members  of  the  organization  commonly 
known  as  "Mollie  Maguires,"  who  were  sentenced  to  be  hanged  at  Maucli 
Chunk,  on  J  une  21 .  By  your  direction,  upon  the  call  of  the  sheriff  of  Car- 
bon county,  I  ordered  Captain  Frank  A.  Stitzer,  company  F,  Fourth  reg- 
iment, Eastou,  to  report  to  him  at  Mauch  Chunk.  Captain  Stitzer  re- 
sponded i)r()mptly,  and,  with  full  ranks,  reported,  and  well  and  faithfully 
performed  the  service.     His  report  is  submitted. 

Inspections. 

With  the  exception  of  the  First  division,  the  Fourth  regiment,  and  a  few 
companies,  the  inspections  were  conducted  while  the  troops  were  in  active 
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service  during  the  disturbances  of  Jul}^  and  August.  On  no  occasion  since 
the  system  of  inspections  has  been  fixed  by  hiw  has  the  Guard  appeared  to  bet- 
ter advantage.  The  standard  of  all  the  commands  as  heretofore  announced 
has  been  generally  preserved,  and  in  many  instances  there  was  a  marked 
improvement.  Where  new  coni})anies  have  been  recruited,  officers  and 
men  have  been  selected  with  judgment,  and  their  appearance  indicates  that 
wlien  properly  instructed,  they  will  take  rank  with  the  best  of  their  seniors. 

The  inspections  were  held  as  follows: 

Second  division,  (Sixteenth  regiment,)  at  Xorristown,  Jul}"  27. 

Third  division,  at  Wilkesbarre,  August  3. 

Fourth  division,  at  Pittsburg,  August  6. 

Fifth  division,  at  Altoona,  August  8. 

Sixth  division,  at  Pittsburg,  July  30. 

Seventh  division,  at  Pittsburg,  Jul}'  31. 

Eighth  division,  at  Pittsburg,  Jul}-  30. 

Ninth  division,  at  Pittsburg,  July  30. 

Tenth  division,  at  Pittsburg,  August  6. 

First  division,  at  Philadelphia,  September  24. 

Second  division,  (Fourth  regiment,)  at  Catasauqua,  November  20. 

The  rating  of  the  several  companies  will  appear  in  appendix,  marked  "B." 

There  are  now  in  service,  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  (871)  officers, 
and  nine  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  (9,485)  enlisted  men  ;  one 
hundred  and  ninety-three  (193)  company  organizations,  seven  (7)  cavalry, 
six  (6)  artiller}^,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  infantr3^  But  seven 
(7)  infantry  companies  are  unattached;  the  rest  are  attached  to  nineteen 
(19)  regimental  organizations. 

Reorganization. 

I  am  firml}'  convinced,  as  I  know  you  are,  that  there  should  be  a  si)eedy 
re-arrangement  and  composition  of  the  divisions  ;  their  reduction  in  num- 
ber and  increase  in  numerical  strength  and  territory.  I  again  renew  my 
recommendation  in  this  behalf,  suggesting  that  there  be  but  one  majoi- 
general,  with  three  or  four  brigades.  Such  an  arrangement  of  troops 
would  be  in  proper  conformity  to  the  organization  of  a  division  of  an  army 
with  the  numbers  in  fair  proportion  to  the  rank  of  the  several  command- 
ants. Or,  if  it  be  desirable  to  preserve  the  rank  of  those  gentlemen  who 
are  to  be  retained,  three  major  generals  might  be  kept  in  service,  and  the 
brigade  organization  dispensed  with. 

The  events  of  the  year  liave  conclusive)}'  shown,  that,  organized  as  the 
force  now  is,  it  is  cumbersome  and  unwield}",  with  a  disproi)ortionate 
allotment  of  officers  to  men,  and  with  its  c<msequent  uncertainty  as  to 
responsibility.  The  regiment  is  the  unit  that  in  oar  service  almost  always 
is  the  body  that  must  be  depended  upbn.  The  occasions  requiring  a 
larger  bod}^  are  rare,  and  when  they  do  come,  tlie  crowding  together  of 
general  and  field  officers,  with  a  force  only  equal  to  a  colonel's  command, 
makes  divided  responsibility,  and  works  to  no  advantage. 
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Equipment. 

The  Guard  is  not  in  proper  condition  as  to  equipment  for  active  field 
duty.  There  is  but  one  organization,  the  First  regiment,  that  is  complete 
in  all  appointments,  and  it  is  so  equipped  at  its  own  expense.  The  Eigh- 
teenth regiment,  also,  is  partl}^  equipped  at  its  own  expense.  The  others 
are  uniformed  onl^-,  and  in  but  few  instances  provided  with  overcoats. 

There  should  be  a  full  equipment  of  clothing  and  quartermaster  stores, 
a  prescribed  uniform,  made  after  the  pattern  and  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
United  States  regulation  fatigue. 

Provision  should  be  made  to  place  the  force  ou  a  footing  to  meet  all 
demands  for  field  dut}^,  with  the  comforts  and  conveniences  with  which  the 
soldier  in  all  well  appointed  armies  is  furnished. 

The  State  should  own  all  the  necessary  supplies.  Regimental  quarter- 
masters be  under  bonds,  and  held  to  strict  accountability  for  their  issues. 
In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  report  of  several  divis- 
ion commanders,  who  have  brought  the  subject  to  special  notice. 

Military  Code. 

The  code  that  now  governs  our  military  system  can  be  improved.  Gen- 
erall3%  it  meets  the  requirements  of  the  service.  There  are  several  neces- 
sary changes,  to  which  it  is  wise  to  direct  attention.  Since  1822,  the 
repealing  clauses  of  each  successive  act,  and  its  supplements,  have  been  so 
framed  as  to  not  absolutel}^  repeal  the  preceding  statutes,  but  leave  some 
matter  still  existing  that  is  either  virtually  useless,  or  needs  condensation 
to  be  practical. 

As  the  Constitution  provides  that  the  militia  shall  be  maintained  by 
appropriations  from  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  act  of 
18T3  repeals  the  militia  tax,  the  brigade  fund,  so  often  referred  to,  only 
exists  from  the  imposition  of  fines,  and  is  consequently  wholly  inoperative. 
There  should  be  complete  and  comprehensive  legislation,  that  will  insure 
a  thorough  understanding  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  civil  and  mili- 
tary authorities,  when. the  one  shall  be  treated  as  exhausted  and  the  other 
begin,  providing  for  the  exemption  of  officers  and  men,  so  far  as  statutes 
can,  from  the  annoyance  of  arrest  and  trial,  for  such  acts  as  the}^  may  do 
in  the  lawful  discharge  of  their  duties  as  soldiers. 

It  is  a  question  as  to  whether  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  companies, 
with  an  increased  minimum  of  enlisted  men,  would  not  work  to  a  more 
thorough  effectiveness,  when  the  force  shall  be  reorganized.  This,  how- 
ever, with  a  continuance  of  the  present  appropriation,  but  its  apportionment 
in  larger  amounts  to  the  lesser  number.  A  different  system  of  disburse- 
ment, or  the  application  of  the  monej^s  to  more  substantial  military  benefit, 
would  secure  permanent  advantages.  There  should  be  an  increased  allow- 
ance of  pay  to  the  enlisted  men,  when  called  on  for  active  service,  and 
prompt  payment  of  their  earnings. 

All  officers  should  be  compelled  to  undergo  an  examination  before  their 
commissions  issue.     As  the  law  now  stands,  division  commanders  may 
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send  before  such  board  as  they  may  organize,  such  officers  as  they  ma}- 
select  as  the  subjects  for  its  action.  To  be  selected  for  such  purpose,  is 
generally  considered  as  a  distinctive  reason  for  a  summarj'^  disposition  of 
the  party  so  selected.  If  a  general  appearance  of  all  be  provided  for,  tlie 
fact  that  a  selection  is  apparentl}^  made  for  cause  will  be  removed,  aud  a 
standard  of  qualification  secured,  based  upon  proper  investigation  and  in- 
quiry. 

Phj^sical  capacity  should  be  passed  upon  by  the  regimental  surgeon  be- 
fore the  recruit  is  accepted. 

The  system  of  court-martial  needs  readjustment  to  secure  prompt  and 
speedy  action  where  delinquencies  require  the  application  of  light  punish- 
ment. The  field  officers'  court,  as  known  in  the  volunteer  service,  with 
the  requisite  powers  for  the  execution  of  its  decrees,  would  meet  the  re- 
quirements. 

I  submit  these  suggestions,  deeming  them  of  sufficient  importance  to 
to  require  legislative  action. 

Rifle  Practice. 

I  desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  taking  some  steps 
towards  the  organization  of  a  system  of  rifle  practice,  and  an  appropria- 
tion of  means  to  meet,  at  least,  a  portion  of  the  attendant  expenses.  I 
would  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  officer  of  the  general  staff,  to 
be  specially  charged  with  the  arrangements,  details,  and  management  of 
that  branch  of  the  service.  With  commendable  zeal,  a  number  of  teams 
have  already  been  organized,  and  are  reported  as  having  reached  consid- 
erable proficiency.  The  subject  has  become  one  of  world-wide  promi- 
nence. The  National  Rifle  Range,  at  Creedmoor,  has,  for  several  years, 
established  an  inter-State  match.  As  3^et,  Pennsjdvania  has  not  been  rep- 
resented. The  attention  of  division  commanders  has  been  particularly 
called  to  the  subject,  but  no  teams  have  volunteered.  Another  year  should 
see  us  in  the  field.  The  question  of  establishing  ranges  in  the  several 
States  has  already  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  and  the 
members  of  the  Guard  should  be  urgent  in  their  efforts  to'^secure  its  favor- 
able consideration. 

Ordnance. 

Except  a  few  companies,  the  entire  Guard  is  now  armed  with  the  caliber 
.50  Springfield  breech  loading  rifle,  of  the  models  of  different  years.  The 
General  Government  has  adopted,  and  the  National  troops  are  now  supplied 
with  the  caliber  .45  only.  Ammunition  is  now  manufactured  only  for  tihs 
caliber.  The  question  is  worth}^  of  serious  consideration,  w^hether  our  State 
troops  should  not  be  armed  with  the  same  calibered  weapon. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1808,  "for  arming  and  equipping  the 
militia,"  appropriating  proportionately  among  the  States  and  Territories, 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  for  such  purpose,  our  State  is  en- 
titled to  thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and  seventj'- 
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six  cents  ($13,913  76)  aniiuall}',  and  we  are  now  overdrawn  eighteen  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  sixty -seven  cents,  ($18,512  67.) 
The  chief  of  ordnance  has  stated  that  it  is  not  possible  to  effect  an  ex- 
change with  the  Goverment  of  the  pieces  we  now  have,  for  all  of  the  same 
model,  or  for  those  at  present  in  use  by  the  national  troops.  A  rearma- 
ment, at  the  State's  expense,  would  involve  an  outlaj^  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  ($150,000,)  at  least.  The  Secretary  of  War,  how- 
ever, has  recommended  that  the  appropriation  for  "arming  and  equipping 
the  militia,"  be  increased  to  one  million  dollars,  ($1,000,000,)  and  a  bill  will, 
no  doubt,  be  introduced  into  Congress  to  this  effect.  The  General  Govern- 
ment should  supply  the  uniformed  militia  with  arms,  and  no  effort  should 
be  spared  to  influence  our  Senators  and  Representatives,  to  urge  and  sup- 
port the  measure.  The  manj^  emergencies  we  are  so  often  called  upon  to 
meet,  the  difficult}^  of,  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  procuring  ammunition 
of  the  proper  calibre,  render  this  subject  one  of  great  importance. 

Acknowledgiiients. 

Your  staff  has  been  frequently  called  upon  for  service  during  the  year. 
On  all  occasions,  they  have  responded  promptly,  and  in  force.  Generals 
Smith,  Read,  and  Coxe,  and  Colonels  Hassinger,  Compton,  Greene,  Harts- 
horne,  Dunkel,  Norris,  Knight,  Stewart,  Farr,  and  Guthrie,  were  with  you 
during  the  entire  period  of  the  summer  disturbances,  whilst  Colonels 
North,  Campion,  Grant,  Schall,  Young,  and  Woodward,  ware  assigned  to 
important  and  necessary  service  elsewhere.  All  these  gentlemen  have  dis- 
charged their  several  duties  with  promptness,  efficiency,  and  vigor.  They 
are  zealous  and  faithful  to  their  trusts,  and  especially  capable  in  their  sev- 
eral offices. 

James  H.  Stewart,  R.  Walker  Guthrie,  and  Chester  X.  Farr,  junior,  hav- 
ing served  in  that  capacity  from  the  outbreak  of  the  troubles,  were  com- 
missioned temporary  aids-de-camps,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  for  the  emer- 
gency, resulting  from  the  riots  of  1877,  to  rank  from  Jul}'  20,  1877. 

I  submit  the  reports  of  Generals  Read  and  Coxe.  Both,  officers  Of  ex- 
tended experience,  they  placed  their  departments,  virtually  unorganized, 
in  complete  and  successful  operation,  immediately  upon  the  breaking  out 
of  the  July  disturbances.  The  commissariat  has  been  administered  with 
the  strictest  economy,  and  its  issues  have  been,  at  all  times,  sufficient  and 
satisfactory^ 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  Honorable  M.  S. 
Quaj^,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  Captain  John  B.  Linn,  Deputj'^ 
Secretary,  and  Chester  N.  Farr,  junior,  Esq.,  Private  Secretary,  for  val- 
uable aid  and  counsel,  particularl}^  at  Pittsburg,  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
troubles. 

Colonels  Hassinger,  Norris,  and  Stewart,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  to  which  they  were  assigned,  on  the  same  occasion,  are  enti- 
tled to  especial  mention.     Colonel  Greene  accompanied  the  detachment  of 
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Colonel  Rodgers  to  Walls,  with  the  intention  of  joining  me  at  Pittsburg, 
rendering,  with  it,  valuable  and  judicious  service. 

Obituary. 

Brigadier  General  George  F.  Smith,  judge  advocate  general,  died  at  his 
home,  in  West  Chester,  on  the  18th  day  of  October.  His  death  was  an- 
nounced in  General  Orders,  No.  11,  (see  appendix  "N,")  and  tlie  staff,  as 
directed,  attended  the  funeral.  General  Smith  was  a  soldier  of  experience 
and  distinction,  a  lawyer  and  scholar  of  high  repute,  and  a  staff  associate 
genial,  gentlemanl}-,  and  capable.  The  bar,  at  which  he  had  been  a  practi- 
tioner for  thirteen  years,  testified  their  liigh  api)reciation  of  his  worth,  and 
the  communit}^  in  which  he  was  born,  and  where  he  had  lived  continuously, 
showed  the  evidences  of  that  true  grief,  that  forcibl^^  told  it  deeply  felt 
liis  loss. 

Military  Board  and  Clerical  Duties. 

The  militaiy  board  has  been  several  times  in  session,  during  the  present 
year,  for  the  consideration  of  the  financial  questions,  that  were  necessaril3' 
raised  by  the  active  service  of  the  troops.  Honorable  Henv}-  Rawle  and 
Honorable  Justus  F.  Temple  have  been,  at  all  times,  in  attendance,  and 
the  questions  brought  before  the  board  have  been  disposed  of  with  the 
care  and  caution  which  their  importance  has  demanded.  The  records  of 
their  proceedings  are  carefull^^  kept,  and  set  forth  fullv  the  action  of  the 
board. 

The  clerical  duties  have  been  greater  than  heretofore,  and  will  so  con- 
tinue, until  all  the  claims  of  the  riot  have  been  satisfied  and  disposed  of. 
George  C.  Kelle}',  chief  clerk,  and  Captain  Joseph  Liness,  pay  depart- 
ment clerk,  habituall}^  discharging  their  respective  employments  faithfully, 
sliowed  especial  aptitude  and  judgment  in  the  performance  of  the  labors, 
which  the  situation  in  July  and  its  attendant  responsibilities,  suddenly 
brought  upon  them.  William  K.  Russell,  who  was  continuall}^  with  me  in 
all  the  movements  of  the  campaign,  was  of  great  value.  His  capacities 
were  fully  equal  to  all  occasions,  his  energy  untiring,  an(3  his  service 
prompt.  Thomas  Numbers,  as  messenger,  has  continued  his  record  for 
faithfulness  and  efficiency. 

General  Charles  W.  Hiven  has  kept  the  arsenal  ready  to  meet  the  sud- 
den ami  frequent  issues,  that  the  continued  field  service  rendered  necessaiy.

Philadelphia,  September  i,  1877. 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General.,  State  of  Pennsyl cania: 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  snbmitthe  following  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  this  division,  under  my  command,  during  the  late  campaign,  end- 
ing August  5,  1877. 

On  Friday,  Julj^  20,  at  7.20  p.  m.,  I  received  from  jou  the  followina; 
message  : 

TuscARORA,  6.27  p.  J£,  July  20,  1877. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton,  Philadelphia: 

Should  it  happen  that  troops  should  be  required  from  jouy  division, 
how  long  will  it  take  to  get  two  of  your  regiments  ready  to  move  to  Pitts- 
burg, should  orders  to  that  effect  follow  ?  But  make  no  movement  in  that 
direction  until  you  hear  further.  I  am  on  Fast  Line  west.  Dispatch  over 
Pennsylvania  railroad  wires  will  reach  me.

Beplying  to  the  above,  I  stated  that  I  had  confidence  in  the  troops,  and 
believed  that  thej^  could  be  relied  on,  but  requested  that,  if  anj-  were  sent, 
the  whole  division  might  go. 

About  eight  o'clock,  p.  m.,  I  received  the  following  order  from  3'on, 
dated  at  Mount  Union,  Pa. : 

Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton,  Philadelphia: 

Put  your  division  under  arms,  in  readiness  to  move  to  Pittsburg  at  a 
moment's  notice.  Take  such  ammunition  as  you  have  in  jour  armories, 
and  you  will  be  supplied  with  more  at  Harrisburg.  Communicate  with 
me  at  once,  as  to  how  yow  are  progressing  as  to  readiness  and  sentiment 
of  men.

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I  then  visited  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  depot,  in  West  Philadelphia, 
relative  to   procuring  transportation,   in  case  the  division  was  ordered 

west. 

I  saw  Colonel  Thomas  A.  Scott  himself,  who  offered  every  facility  for 
promptly  carrying  out  any  orders  that  might  be  given  me,  and  he  at  once 
ordered  several  sections  of  trains  placed  at  my  disposal. 

At  8.30  P.  M.,  I  received  the  following : 

Huntingdon,  8M  P.  M.,  July  20. 

You  will  move,  with  your  entire  division,  at  once,  cavalry  and  artillerj- 
dismounted,  ma  Pennsylvania  railroad,  to  Pittsburg,  reporting,  on  3'our 
arrival,  to  Major  General  Pearson,  and  advising  him  and  me  of  the  hour  of 
your  departure  from  Philadelphia,  and  your  progress  along  the  road. 
Ammunition  will  be  furnished  you  at  Harrisburg,  and  will  be  in  charge  of 
George  C.  Kelly  and  General  Diven.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
will  furnish  transportation.

In  anticipation  of  this  order,  I  had  already  instructed  the  brigade  com- 
manders to  notify  their  commands.  The  officers  and  men  were  scattered 
throughout  the  cit}^,  and  many  had  left,  on  their  summer  vacation ;  the 
hour  was  late ;  brigade,  regimental,  and  company  commanders  had  to  be 
notified,  and,  through  them,  the  men,  none  of  whom  were  at  their  armo- 
ries, but  all  of  whom  had  to  be  hunted  up  at  their  homes,  or  usual  places 
of  resort. 

The  order  was  imperative  to  move  at  once,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  men  were  so  difficult  to  reach,  and  were  without  overcoats,  tents, 
blankets,  canteens,  or  camp  or  garrison  equipage  of  any  kind,  at  one 
o'clock  they  were  assembled  at  the  West  Philadelphia  depot,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Second  regiment,  none  of  whom  were  there,  the  other 
organizations  appeared,  considering  all  the  circumstances,  very  creditably. 
The  Third  regiment,  to  my  surprise,  furnished  nearly  one  hundred  men, 
headed  by  their  colonel,  who,  being  in  the  country,  did  not  wait  to  procure 
his  uniform,  but  left  at  the  head  of  his  command  in  citizen's  clothing. 

Just  before  this  time,  I  received  the  following  : 

Tyrone,  Penna.,  9.20  P.  M.,  July  20,  1877. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton,  Philadelphia: 

Sufficient  heavy  artillery  at  Pittsburg.  Mr.  Kell}-  has  been  directed  to 
turn  over  to  you,  for  Keystone  battery,  the  two  Gatling  guns  now  at 
Harrisburg.  Leave  all  their  pieces  home.  Have  requested  Colonels  Cam- 
pion, Green,  and  North  to  accompany  you.

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I  telegraphed  General  Pearson  that  mj^  division  was  about  embarking, 
and  reported  to  him,  asking  for  instructions,  in  reply  to  which,  I  received 
the  following  : 

Pittsburg,  July  20 — Midnight. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton,  Philadelphia : 
Will  telegraph  j^ou  instructions  at  Altoona. 

A.  L.  Pearson, 
Major  General. 

Having  no  place  in  Philadelphia  where  ?a\y  ammunition  could  be  stored, 
the  division  was  without  any  ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  notification  that 
ammunition  would  be  furnished  at  Harrisburg,  I  telegraphed  a  requisition 
for  some,  and  received  the  following  repl}^,  and  carried  out  the  instruc- 
tions contained  therein : 

Pittsburg,  1.50  A.  31.,  July  21,  1877. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton,  Philadelphia: 

An  additional  twenty  thousand  rounds  of  ball  cartridge  have  been  or- 
dered ready  at  Harrisburg  depot,  for  deliverj^  to  3^ou,  on  3^our  arrival 
there.  Take  charge  of  it,  and  bring  it  along,  issuing  to  your  own  men, 
ten  (10)  rounds  per  man.

I  had  requested  Colonel  Scott  to  have  breakfast  prepared  at  Altoona, 
for  my  command,  which  he  promptly  acceded  to,  and  telegraphed  instruc- 
tions to  that  effect. 

We  left  Philadelphia  about  two  o'clock,  a.  m.,  Julj^  21,  in  two  sections, 
consisting  of  various  detachments  of  the  division,  amounting  to  about 
five  hundred  and  fifty  men,  of  which  the  first  regiment,  Colonel  R.  Dale 
Benson,  commanding,  furnished  nearly  one  half. 

We  arrived  in  Harrisburg  about  six,  A.  M.,  wdiere  we  found  our  ammu- 
nition and  Gatling  guns  already  loaded,  on  a  car,  which  was  attached  to 
the  first  section  of  our  train,  and  we  immediately  proceeded  to  Altoona, 
before  reaching  which  place  I  received  the  following  instructions : 

Pittsburg,  5  a.  m.,  July  21. 

Major  General  Brinton,  Commanding  First  Division,  N.  G.,  Pa.  : 

Your  command  will  stop  at  Torrens  station,  where  you  will  relieve  the 
Eighteenth  regiment.  I  will  be  there  to  meet  you.  Advise  me  when  ^'^ou 
go  to  Altoona.

Arriving  at  Altoona  about  9.30,  a.  m.,  I  telegraphed  to  General  Pearson, 
as  follows : 
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Major  General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Pittsburg: 

Have  arrived  at  Altoona,  9.30,  a.  m.,  with  a  little  over  five  hun- 
dred men  and  two  Gatling  guns.  The  remainder  of  division  will  not 
arrive  at  Pittsburg,  I  fear,  before  to-night.  Received  your  dispatch  order- 
ing me  to  relieve  the  Eighteenth.  What  men  I  have  in  this  detachment 
are  all  right,  but  want  my  whole  division  w]}.  \

I  also  sent  the  following,  from  Altoona,  to  Major  General  Latta,  for  his 
information  : 

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Pittsburg  : 

Second  regiment  and  part  of  Third  failed  to  report  at  depot  at  hour 
named.  Left  without  them.  They,  with  large  detachments  from  other 
commands,  will  leave  this  morning.  Left  two  staff  officers  to  attend  to 
this.  My  command  with  me  amounts  to  over  five  hundred  men.  Got 
all  the  ammunition  I  want,  and  the  Gatlings  at  Harrisburg.  The  fact  of 
district  telegraph  being  closed,  previous  to  forwarding  orders,  prevented 
proper  notification  of  men.  My  command  will  be  more  than  doubled  to- 
night, b}^  arrival  of  remainder  of  division.  We  have  no  sympathies,  and 
nothing  but  duty  to  perform.

I  had  also  telegraphed  General  Pearson,  requesting  him  to  have  his  com- 
missary provide  cooked  rations  for  my  men  on  arrival  at  Pittsburg,  to 
which  he  replied  : 

Telegraph  me  at  once  the  number  of  rations  3'our  command  requires, 
and  what  time  you  will  reach  this  city.  It  may  be  necessary  for  you  to 
leave  a  j^ortion  of  your  command  at  Derry,  but  of  that  I  will  notif}-  you  in 
ample  time.  If  3^ou  get  no  further  orders,  your  entii^  division  will 
report  at  Union  depot.     Up  to  this  time  ev^erything  is  quiet.

Coffee,  bread,  and  cold  ham  were  served  to  the  men,  in  the  cars,  at 
Altoona,  where  I  was  joined  by  fifty  men  of  the  Second  regiment,  and 
forty-seven  of  the  Sixth  regiment,  who  had  left  Philadelphia  on  a  special 
train,  making  nearly  six  hundred  and  fifty  men  in  my  division,  and  imme- 
diately afterwards  proceeded  towards  Pittsburg. 

The  crowd  assembled  at  the  Altoona  depot  showed  some  disposition  to 
tamper  with  our  engines,  but,  by  prompt  measures,  we  suppressed  the  de- 
monstration, and  proceeded  without  serious  molestation. 

Shortly  after  leaving  Altoona,  General  Pearson  countermanded  his  pre- 
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vious  instructions  relative  to  disembarking  outside   of  Pittsburg,  and  or- 
dered me  into  the  cit}^,  by  tlie  following  telegram  : 

Pittsburg,  July  21 — 10.57. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

Bring  your  command  through  to  Union  depot. 

A.  L.  Pearson, 
Major  General. 

We  arrived  at  Union  depot,  Pittsburg,  at  two  o'clock,  Saturda}^  afternoon, 
where  I  reported  in  person  to  Major  General  Pearson,  having  kept  you  in- 
formed of  my  progress  along  the  road.  The  troops  were  at  once  disem- 
barked ;  coffee  and  sandwiches  were  provided,  and  ten  (10)  additional 
rounds  of  ammunition,  making  in  all  twenty  (20)  rounds  per  man,  were 
distributed.  Major  General  Pearson  ordered  my  entire  column  to  move 
down  the  railroad  track  to  Twenty-eighth  street,  (against  which  I  protested, 
desiring  to  move  down  Libery  street  instead  of  the  railroad,)  at  once, 
which  was  done,  with  the  sheriff's  j^osse  in  advance,  followed  by  the  First 
brigade,  then  the  Keystone  batter}^,  (assisted  b}?^  the  Washington  Grays,) 
dragging  the  Gatling  guns,  and  the  Second  brigade  bringing  up  the  rear. 

Before  reaching  Twenty-eighth  street,  however,  General  Pearson  had 
ordered  me  to  detach  the  Second  brigade  from  my  command,  order  part  of 
them  to  guard  the  train  that  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  proposed  running 
out,  and  the  balance  to  keep  the  crowd  from  coming  on  the  railroad. 

He  also  directed  that  a  regiment  should  guard  the  crossing  near  the 
outer  depot,  and  protect  the  entrances  to  the  shops  at  that  place,  leaving 
me  but  the  First  regiment,  Weccacoe  Legion,  Washington  Grays,  and  the 
Keystone  battery,  or  a  total  of  about  three  hundred  men  to  disperse  the 
crowd,  and  keep  the  railroad  clear  to  Twenty-eighth  street. 

Previous  to  leaving  the  Union  depot,  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr. 
Cassatt,  vice  president,  Pennsylvania  railroad,  and  General  Pearson,  when 
I  was  informed  that  as  soon  as  the  track  was  cleared,'  trains  would  imme- 
diately commence  running. 

General  Pearson  also  informed  me,  that  the  hills  overlooking  the  railroad 
had  been  taken  possession  of,  early  in  the  morning,  by  troops  of  his  divi- 
sion, and  there  would  be  no  crowd,  saA^e  on  the  railroad. 

Upon  our  proceeding  out  the  road,  however,  I  discovered  that  the  whole 
hillside  was  covered  with  people,  while  Twenty-eighth  street  and  the  railroad 
were  filled  with  a  dense  mass  of  surging,  turbulent  men,  who  defied  and 
jeered  the  troops,  and  refused  to  move  when  ordered. 

The  order  liaving  been  giA^en  me  by  General  Pearson  to  clear  the  tracks 
and  crossings,  I  directed  it  to  be  done,  when  the  First  regiment  pressed 
the  mob  back  and  cleared  two  tracks,  and  the  "  Gatlings  "  were  brought  be- 
tween its  ranks. 

The  mob  I  estimated  at  not  less  than  twenty-five  thousand,  and  the}'  now 
began  to  be  very  riotous.     The  sheriff*'s  posse  was  powerless,  and  the  mob 
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• 
began  to  attempt  to  force  its  wa}^,  (on  the  Twenty-eighth  street  end,)  be- 
tween the  ranks  of  tlie  First  regiment,  when  I  ordered  the  Weccacoe  Legion 
and  Washington  Grays  to  from  the  third  side  of  tlie  square,  and,  with 
"  arms  port,"  to  push  the  mob  back.  This  angered  the  crowd,  and  finding 
it  impracticable  to  move  them  in  this  manner,  I  ordered  the  two  companies 
named  above  to  come  to  a  "charge  bayonets,"  when  immediately  we  were 
assailed  by  a  shower  of  stones  from  the  streets  and  hillside,  the  crowd 
began  to  surge  in  front  of  and  around  us,  and  to  attempt  to  wrench  the 
pieces  from  the  hands  of  the  troops,  while  pistol  shots  were  fired  at  us 
from  different  directions,  instantly  wounding  three  of  my  men,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  scA^eral  were  knocked  ow^n  b}'  the  stones. 

Being  obliged  to  act  in  self  defense,  some  of  the  men  fired  a  shot  or  two, 
which,  before  orders  could  be  given,  was  followed  by  a  volle}^  along  the 
line,  when  the"  mob  commenced  to  scatter  in  ever}'  direction. 

I  at  once  endeaA^ored,  with  the  aid  of  my  staff  and  the  commanding 
oflScers  of  the  organizations,  to  stop  the  firing,  the  mob  having  fled,  leaving 
a  large  number  of  dead  and  wounded  on  the  tracks  and  hillside. 

Our  own  losses  were  fifteen  men  wounded  by  bullets,  and  six  with  stones, 
(most  of  whom  were  sent  home  the  same  evening  b}'  the  division  surgeon,) 
while  a  number  of  the  mob,  either  dead  or  wounded,  were  afterwards  car- 
ried away  by  their  friends. 

I  promptl}'  notified  General  Pearson  and  the  railroad  company  that  the 
crossing  was  clear,  and  that  the  trains  could  be  run. 

The  behavior  of  the  men  was  simpl}'  w^onderful.  Thej^  marched  a  mile 
throuo;h  a  mob,  which  insulted  them  from  the  moment  thev  started,  bv 
jeers,  3'ells,  and  foul  epithets,  with  perfect  coolness.  Their  only  reply  was 
"get  back,  we  must  clear  this  way."  No  actual  use  of  their  pieces  was 
made  hy  them,  until  it  had  become  a  question  whether  they  or  the  mob 
should  possess  their  muskets.  Five  per  centum  of  my  command  fell  from 
stones  and  bullets  fired  from  the  bluff. 

Some  women  and  children  were  hurt  by  stray  sliots,  but  no  one  could 
or  did  regret  the  sad  sight  of  that  field  more  deeply  than  we  did.  Very  many 
of  the  rioters  owe  their  safety  to  the  fact,  that  every  man  in  the  command 
felt  reluctant  to  again  fire  into  the  crowd,  lest  some  of  the  innocent  might 
suffer. 

But  what  could  we  do  ?  We  were  compelled  either  to  dishonorably  yield 
to  the  mob,  or  fire  on  them ;  there  was  no  room  for  hesitation. 

The  tracks  were  clear.  The  people  came  3'elling  back,  but  except  those 
who  were  carrying  away  the  injured,  no  one  was  allowed  to  stand  upon, 
or  even  cross,  the  two  main  tracks  of  the  railroad,  wiiich  I  had  been  ordered 
to  clear,  and  I  reported  to  General  Pearson  and  the  railroad  authorities, 
that  I  had  executed  their  orders,  and  to  send  their  trains,  and  I  would  pro- 
tect their  starting. 

Then  followed  a  long  wait  of  some  two  hours  for  the  promised  train,  the 
mob,  in  the  meantime,  growing  larger  and  larger.     Their  jeers  and  abuse 
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changed  to  bitter  curses,  and  violent  threats,  joined  by  occasional  pistol 
shots  in  the  distance,  which  the  men  bore  with  a  disciplined,  calm  indiffer- 
ence and  impassibility,  which  could  not  be  excelled. 

They  had  fired  in  self-defense — in  discharge  of  a  duty,  and  not  in  revenge 
for  insult ;  and  it  was  noticed  that  the  mob  understood  the  distinction,  for 
while  they  pressed  closely  to  the  prescribed  line,  none  ventured  to  cross 
it,  and  while  their  abuse  was  fearful,  they  restrained  their  pistol  shooting 
to  the  far  distance. 

General  Pearson  had  gone  to  consult  with  the  railroad  officials,  and 
while  waiting  at  Twentj'-eighth  street,  for  further  instructions,  I  received 
the  following  from  the  round-house  r 

5.10  p.  M. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

I  have  telegraphed  to  Latta,  for  White's,  Huidekoper's,  Gallagher's,  and 
Beaver's  divisions.  I  am  satisfied  with  the  force  on  hand,  we  can  do 
nothing.  Send  word  if  au}^  have  been  killed  or  wounded,  and  how  many. 
I  am  at  outer  depot  with  Mr.  Cassatt,  where  you  can  send  staff  officers,  if 
you  desire.

Major  General. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  suggestion,  I  immediately  sent  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Wilson  for  instruction,  for  it  became  necessary  to  do  something, 
as  night  was  rapidly  coming  on,  and  our  position  would  be  entirely  untena- 
ble in  the  darkness,  the  command  being  too  much  scattered,  ^nd  the 
ground  they  occupied  too  extended ;  besides,  which,  the  railroad  authori- 
ties announced  the}'  had  no  crews  to  man  the  trains,  and  hence  had  no 
trains  to  protect. 

On  his  return,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Wilson  informed  me  that  General 
Pearson  desired  to  see  me.  Accompanied  hj  him,  I  immediately  started 
to  report  in  person.  On  my  way,  I  received  the  following,  informing  me 
of  the  fact,  that  part  of  ni}-  command  had  been  ordered  into  the  round- 
house, and  adjacent  buildings : 

5.20  P.  M. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton: 

I  have  taken  a  portion  of  the  regiment,  you  left  in  the  rear,  to  j^rotect 
the  buildings  of  the  railroad  company.  It  is  reported  that  the  mob  will 
fire  the  buildings. 

A.  L.  Pearson, 
Major  General. 

I  found  General  Pearson,  on  my  arrival,  at  the  company's  outer  depot, 
in  consultation  with  Mr.  Cassatt.  I  informed  them  of  the  condition  of 
affairs  at  Twenty-eighth  street,  and  that  the  tracks  in  the  vicinity  were 
free  from  any  force  that  could  prevent  the  trains  from  running.  I  re- 
ceived verbal  orders  from  General  Pearson  to  remove  my  entire  division

into  the  "  outer  depot,"  and  guard  the  offices,  round-house,  etc.,  during  the 
night,  as  the  mob  had  threatened  to  burn  them. 

1  made  a  careful  surve}"  of  the  premises,  (accompanied  by  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Wilson,)  and  found  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  cover 
the  entire  extent  of  the  ground  with  even  a  line  of  sentries,  and  so  re- 
ported, when  General  Pearson  informed  me  that  he  would  place  part  of 
the  Pittsburg  troops  and  Hutchinson's  battery  in  the  machine  shops  and 
round-house,  at  the  Twenty-eighth  street  end  of  the  works,  while  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Pittsburg  troops  would  protect  the  stock-yards  and  Union 
depot ;  and  I  was  directed  to  protect  the  outer  offices,  the  round-house  on 
its  right,  and  the  car  and  upholstering  shops  and  lumber-yard  on  its  left. 

It  was  now  almost  dusk,  and  I  ordered  the  division  to  occupy  the 
places  assigned,  first  seeing  that  my  Gatling  guns  were  inside,  and  then 
moving  troops  from  Twenty -eighth  street,  and  from  below  the  works,  to 
the  outer  depots,  my  troops  being  accompanied  by  Hutchinson's  battery, 
with  two  guns. 

I  placed  the  First  regiment  in  the  round-house  proper,  with  the  Wecca- 
coe  Legion  and  Washington  Grays  guarding  the  two  main  entrances  from 
the  railroad  side,  and  the  Second  brigade  at  the  offices  and  in  the  up- 
holstering shops,  with  the  Gatling  guns  and  Hutchinson's  battery,  (all  pieces 
loaded,)  covering  the  gates  between. 

The  mob  began  to  assemble  in  front  of  the  offices  and  gates,  and  at- 
tempt to  foYve  their  way  in.  I  had  already  placed  sentries  at  all  promi- 
nent points,  to  protect  the  entrances,  and  this  fact  appeared  to  exasperate 
the  mob  to  such  an  extent  that  they  threw  stones  and  fired  pistol  shots 
from  every  direction. 

M}^  command  now  began  to  seriously  feel  the  want  of  food  ;  two  cups 
of  coffee  and  a  couple  of  sandwiches  being  very  short  rations  for  men  who 
had  alread}^  undergone  great  fatigue,  and  who,  from  the  prospect  before 
them,  would  be  compelled  to  undergo  a  sleepless  night.  But  no  murmur 
of  dissatisfaction  was  heard  ;  all  were  prompt  to  respond  to  every  order, 
and  preserved  an  idomitable  silence  under  the  taunts  of  the  mob,  which 
gradually  became  larger  and  bolder,  and,  fiuall3",  two  of  my  sentries  w^ere 
wounded  in  the  arm  and  leg,  respectively,  by  shots  fired  by  men  who  put 
their  pistols  through  the  bars  of  the  gate  and  fired  at  tlie  sentries  at  the 
distance  of  about  ten  (10)  feet. 

I  begged  General  Pearson,  several  times,  to  allow  me  to  clear  away  the 
mob,  but  he  persistently  refused  to  permit  a  shot  to  be  fired. 

Had  I  been  allowed  to  clear  the  streets  at  that  time,  I  believe  the  riots 
would  have  been  ended  ;  but  our  strict  obedience  to  orders  was  mistaken 
b}'  the  mob  for  cowardice,  and  our  silence,  under  their  insults,  and  firing 
of  pistols,  and  throwing  of  stones,  encouraged  them  in  that  belief,  until  it 
had  grown  so  strong  that,  flushed  with  apparent  victory,  it  led  to  the  re- 
sults that  followed. 

The  mob  began  to  break  in  the  windows  of  the  offices,  and  about  eight 
3  AuD.  Gen.  Rep. 
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o'clock,  it  having  become  dusk,  General  Pearson  said  to  me,  that  he  would 
go  personally  and  see  about  getting  rations  and  ammunition,  and  would 
be  back  in  an  hour,  leaving  me  in  the  meantime  in  command,  with  instruc- 
tions to  hold  the  position,  and  to  open  all  communications  addressed  to 
him.  He  had  not  been  gone  OA^er  ten  minutes  when  the  following  dispatch 
from  you  addressed  to  him,  and  the  last  that  came  over  the  wires  was  re- 
ceived : 

Union  Depot,  8.30  P.  ilf.,  July  21. 
General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Outer  Depot: 

Am  going  to  send  ammunition,  now  at  depot,  out  on  train  that  will  bring 
out  rations.  Take  care  of  it.  Are  you  arranging  to  have  instructions 
communicated  to  troops  when  they  arrive?  I  have  yet  heard  nothing  of 
their  departure. 

James  W.  Latta, 
Adjutant  General. 

What  those  instructions  were,  I  did  not  know,  but  neither  ammunition 
nor  rations  ever  reached  us.  The  mob  now  began  to  use  muskets  as  well  as 
pistols.  Ever}^  window  in  the  offices,  and  the  inside  shutters  to  the  same, 
were  broken,  while  the  telegraph  room  (on  the  first  floor)  became  particu- 
larly an  object  of  their  fire,  wdiich  finall}^  was  so  rapid  that  the  last  operator 
fled,  and  we  w^ere  without  communication  with  any  one.  The  mob  now 
'broke  in  the  iron  gates,  and,  feeling  that  it  was  necessary  to  teach  them  a 
lesson,  I  ordered  a  few  musket  shots  to  be  fired  into  them,  and  then  ran 
the  Gatlings  dow^n  with  the  intention  of  opening  with  them,  but  the  mob 
saw  my  action,  and  dispersed  after  the  musketry  fire,  before  the  Gatling 
guns  were  used. 

I  felt  the  necessity  of  communication  with  j^ourself,  to  inform  you,  if 
possible,  of  our  existence  and  condition.  Captain  Breck,  of  Hutchinson's 
batter}^,  furnished  me  w^ith  two  men,  by  whom  I  sent  a  dispatch,  but  re- 
ceived no  repl}^ 

Captain  Murphy,  of  the  Jefferson  cavalry,  who  with  four  men  of  his  com- 
mand, voluntaril}^  accompanied  me  into  the  round-house,  gave  me  the  ser- 
vices of  Sergeant  Joseph  F.  Wilson,  a  man  who,  with  Avonderful  coolness 
and  daring,  kept  up  the  only  communication  wdiicli  I  had  with  the  outer 
world.  I  informed  you,  through  him,  of  our  condition  and  wants,  to 
which  you  replied  as  follo^v^s : 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brtnton: 

I  know  your  situation  fully.  Regret  that  you  are  so  placed,  but  knowing 
your  high  soldierly  qualities,  know  that  3-011  will  hold  out  to  the  last.  It 
would  be  sad  to  sacrifice  life,  as  3-0U  would  have  to  do  in  case  of  a  persis- 
tent attack,  but  if  it  comes,  it  consequently  must  follow.  Every  one  has 
been  untiring  in  efforts  to  get  rations  and  ammunition  to  you,  and,  in  every 
instance,  it  has  failed.  Cassatt  and  Phillips  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad; 
Baugh,  of  your  staff';  Norris,  Farr,  and  Linn,  volunteers,  are  now  making 
every  effort  to  again  shortl}^  reach  you.     No  chance  for  friction  primers. 
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Have  again  tried  to  reach  3'ou,  but  failed  on  acconnt  of  the  fire.  The 
rest  of  the  Philadelphia  troops  are  at  Walls  station,  twelve  miles  east,  and 
there  remain  awaiting  ammunition.  I  am  starting  private  eonveyarice  to 
Torrens,  with  ammunition  to  Guthrie  in  large  enough  quanities  to  supply 
himself  and  the  troops  now  at  Walls. 

When  I  hear  of  its  safe  arrival,  I  will  order  them  forward  to  report  to 
him,  directing  him  to  move  to  your  relief  with  his  whole  command.  His 
march  will  be  about  five  miles,  and,  if  all  things  move  successfully,  he  ought 
to  reach  3'ou  by  five  or  six  o'clock. 

If  compelled  to  escape  at  last,  do  so  to  the  eastward.  Take  Penn  avenue, 
if  possible,  and  make  for  Guthrie,  at  Torrens.

My  faithful  scout  again  volunteered  to  reach  j^ou,  and  knowing  that  you 
would  be  uneasy  relative  to  our  condition,  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  keep 
jOM  informed,  and  also  expressed  my  ability  to  protect  all  the  property 
given  into  my  charge. 

To  which  you  replied  as  follows: 

My  Dear  General  :  Your  imdomitable  pluck  and  spirit  are  certainly- 
encouraging  and  commendable.  Hold  on  vigor^ously.  Ammunition  reached 
Guthrie,  and  he  can  be  on  the  waj-  shortly.  Certainly  ought  to  reach  you 
not  later  than  five  or  six  o'clock,  unless  he  meets  opposition.  Must  make 
other  efforts  to  feed  you.  Other  In'oops  are  ordered  to  this  point.  Attempt 
to  feed  you  will  be  made  early  in  the  morning.

Sergeant  Wilson,  in  carrying  these  dispatches,  was  obliged  to  mix  freely 
with  the  rioters.  He  gave  me  the  information,  that  the  gun-stores  had 
been  broken  into,  and  the  mob  was  rapidl}-  arming;  also,  that  they  had 
captured  two  guns  of  Knap's  battery,  and  one  of  Hutchinson's,  and  were 
rallying  for  a  fierce  assault  on  us,  swearing  that  no  Philadelphia  soldier 
should  ever  reach  home  alive,  for,  if  they  failed  to  dislodge  us  by  assault 
they  would  then  burn  us  up.  Not  at  all  alarmed  by  these  reports,  w^e  kept 
up  a  strict  watch,  and,  in  the  early  hours  of  Sundaj-  morning,  discovered 
the  mob  had  brought  up  a  twelve-pounder,  and  at  a  distance  of  not  one 
hundred  yards  from  outer  edge  of  the  round-house,  had  trained  it  directly 
on  the  angle  of  the  outer  oflflce,  with  a  view  of  battering  down  that  building. 

I  immediately  ordered  Colonel  Snowden,with  a  detachment  of  the  Third 
regiment,  to  cover  the  crowd  around  the  gun,  and,  upon  their  refusal  to 
disperse,  when  ordered  hj  me  so  to  do,  a  volley  of  musketry-  was  poured 
into  them,  witli  such  good  effect,  that  eleven  of  their  number  fell  dead  or 
wounded. 

A  request  from  their  leader,  for  permission  to  remove  their  dead  and 
wounded,  unmolested  by  us,  was  granted,  with  the  notice,  that  if  any  one 
attempted  to  discharge  the  gun,  they  would  be  fired  upon. 
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JSTotwithstanding  this  notice,  at  intervals  during  the  night,  efforts  were 
made  to  fire  the  gun,  all  of  which  were  frustrated  by  the  vigilance  of  Col- 
onel Snowden  and  his  command,  and  no  one  made  such  attempt,  without 
being  either  killed  or  wounded. 

Later  in  the  evening,  "B"  companj'-,  of  the  First  regiment,  was  ordered 
to  assist  Colonel  Snowden,  and  not  only  responded  with  that  alacrity 
which  they  always  show,  but  were  of  great  assistance  in  defending  that 
portion  of  the  building. 

Repeated  and  persistent  attacks  were  made  from  ever}^  quarter,  to  dislodge 
us,  but  they  found  us  always  prepared  to  repulse  them,  which  was  done, 
and,  in  almost  every  instance,  with  loss  to  themselves,  in  either  killed  or 
wounded. 

Before  firing  on  them,  however,  we  warned  them  back,  and,  where  our 
warnings  were  unheeded,  they  paid  the  penalty  of  their  rashness. 

The  Second  brigade.  Brigadier  General  Loud,  commanding,  occupied 
the  car-shops,  lumber-j^ards,  and  offices,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  keeping  the  mob  from  setting  them  on  fire  ;  and  a  continued 
skirmish  was  going  on  during  the  whole  uight,  but,  fortunately,  our  men 
were  so  well  posted  and  covered,  that  but  few  casualties  occurred. 

Protecting  the  lumber-3^ards  was  very  hazardous,  but  the  coolness  and 
courage  of  Captain  Ryan  and  the  State  Fencibles  were  equal  to  the  occa- 
sion. I  feel  particularly-  indebted  to  this  command  for  the  admirable  man- 
ner in  which  they  performed  all  and  every  duty. 

General  Loud  speaks  of  them  in  the  highest  possible  terms  in  his  report 
to  me.  There  were  some  fifty  men  and  officers  of  the  Second  regiment 
who  reported  for  duty,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Durang,  leaving 
the  remainder  of  the  regiment  in  Philadelphia.  And  it  failed  to  report 
until  after  my  arrival  at  Blairsville. 

This  detachment,  rushing  to  the  front,  as  it  did,  deserves  special  men- 
tion, as  they  used  every  effort  to  wipe  out  the  stain  on  their  regiment, 
caused  by  the  dilatorincss  of  tlie  balance.  And  they  made  themselves,  con- 
spicuous during  the  whole  night,  by  their  vigilance  and  bravery.  They  are 
mentioned,  by  their  brigade  commander,  as  being  specially  meritorious. 

Captain  Breck  and  a  section  of  his  artillery,  being  unprotected  by  any 
infantry  of  his  division,  as  before  mentioned,  came  to  the  round-house 
yards  with  us,  and  remained  at  his  guns  the  whole  night.  1  desire  to  call 
special  attention  to  this  i\ict. 

Morning  came,  bnt  no  signs  of  any  reinforcements  or  rations.  The 
mob  had  fired  buildings,  cars,  etc.,  on  all  sides  of  us,  and  had  run  cars  of 
burning  spirits,  grain,  lumber,  &c.,  down  against  the  buildings.  Some  of 
these  cars  we  succeeded  in  throwing  off  the  track,  and  in  some  cases  we 
succeeded  in  putting  out  the  fire,  having  found  a  section  of  hose  in  the 
building. 

The  troops  of  the  Sixth  division  had  not  occupied  tlie  Twenty-eighth 
street  round-house,  or  the  shops  adjoining,  the  night  previous,  as  I  was  in- 
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formed  they  would  do,  consequently,  the  mob  had  possession  of  those  build- 
ings which  they  set  on  lire,  and  the  intense  heat  finally  ignited  the  build- 
ings we  were  in ;  the  flames  spread  so  rapidly  as  to  soon  be  beyond  con- 
trol. 

If  the  Sixth  division  had  occupied  tlie  positions  assigned  to  them,  it  is 
my  opinion  the  shops,  oflSces,  and  engines  would  have  been  saved. 

Our  position  was  fast  becoming  untenable,  the  smoke  became  dense  and 
suffocating ;  it  was  impossible  to  remain  longer  in  the  buildings. 

Having  implicit!}''  obe^-ed  3'our  order  to  "/?o/cZ  on  vigorouah/,''^  as  long  as 
possible,  I  now  commenced  preparations  to  evacuate,  and  following  your 
further  instructions  "to  move  east,  out  Penn  avenue,"  in  the  event  of  my 
being  compelled  to  leave  the  round-house. 

The  men  Avere  terribly  exhausted  from  the  two  sleepless  nights  the}'-  had 
passed,  and  the  want  of  food.  We  were  short  of  ammunition,  one  regiment 
averaging  but  three  rounds  per  man,  but  in  the  face  of  all  these  difficul- 
ties, the  men  were  cool  and  patient,  showing  the  greatest  willingness  to 
obe}'  any  orders  that  might  be  given. 

I  observed  the  following  formation  upon  marching  out  of  the  round- 
house : 

First  brigade,  Brigadier  General  Matthews,  commanding,  with  the  First 
regiment.  Colonel  R.  Dale  Benson  commanding,  in  advance.  Colonel 
Benson  had  a  skirmish  line  in  front,  and  the  coolness  and  steadiness  of 
this  regiment,  as  they  marched  out,  was  the  admiration  even  of  our  enemies. 
I  never  saw  them  on  parade,  in  their  own  city,  preserve  better  formation. 
The  remainder  of  the  division  came  out  in  the  most  perfect  order,  General 
Loud's  brigade  following  the  Gatling  guns,  with  the  Sixth  regiment  in  the 
rear. 

I  placed  the  Gatling  guns  between  the  two  brigades,  in  order  that  they 
could  be  taken  rapidly  to  front  or  rear,  as  occasion  might  require,  as  I 
knew  not  from  whence  an  attack  might  proceed. 

Major  Pettit,  of  my  staff",  suggested  the  propriety  of  spiking  the  two 
"Napoleons,"  belonging  to  Hutchinson's  battery,  as  he  found  they  were  too 
heavy  to  drag  along,  I  having  no  horses,  which  was  effectuall}^  done,  and 
thc}'^  were  thus  rendered  useless  for  the  mob  to  use  against  us. 

Being  entirelv  ignorant  of  the  streets  of  Pittsburg,  Captain  Murph}',  of 
the  Jeff*erson  cavahy,  off'ered  to  act  as  my  guide. 

As  we  marched  out  of  the  railroad  buildings,  a  square  further  west  than 
the  mob  anticipated,  and  in  such  perfect  order,  the  crowd  seemed  taken 
by  surprise,  and  retired,  whilst  we  quietly  filed  down  into  Twenty-fifth 
street,  and  thence,  in  obedience  to  your  instructions,  moved  east  out  Penn 
avenue. 

The  street  was  lined  with  women  and  children,  and  but  few  shots  were 
fired  at  us  for  a  considerable  distance  ;  but  the  way  was  long,  and  before 
we  had  gone  very  far,  straggling  pistol  shots  became  frequent  in  our  rear  ; 
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then  they  got  closer,  and  then  the  whir  of  the  musket  bullets,  fired  by  the 
mob,  began  to  be  heard,  and  our  men  commenced  to  suffer. 

I  refrained  from  firing  lest  innocent  women  and  children  might  be  hurt, 
but  after  a  time  it  got  to  be  too  severe.  Several  men  were  killed,  and 
many  wounded,  some  of  them  fatally,  without  au}^  but  an  occasional  re- 
pl}^,  while  marching,  perhaps,  a  mile.  This  was  a  severe  ordeal,  and  tested 
the  steadiness  of  green  men,  but  it  became  necessary  to  stop  the  mob. 

You  will  notice  that  all  this  attack  was  in  our  rear,  for  the  mob  never,  at 
any  time,  dared  to  attack  the  head,  or  even  the  flank  of  our  column,  or,  in 
au}^  manner  molest  us,  except  at  our  backs.  As  we  neared  the  arsenal, 
the  Gatling  guns  were  halted,  and  when  our  men  had  entirely  uncovered 
them,  the  rioters  were  astonished  b}^  a  vollej^  from  part  of  our  infantry, 
and  a  few  shots  from  one  of  the  Gatlings,  which  scattered  them  in  every 
direction,  never,  so  far  as  we  saw,  to  reassemble  in  any  force. 

On  this  march  we  were  fired  upon  b3^  some  of  the  policemen  of  Pitts- 
burg, as  will  be  vouched  for  by  several  men  of  my  command.  Amongst 
them.  Major  Thompson  Lennig,  formerly  my  adjutant  general,  who  had  vol- 
unteered in  the  emergenc}"^  and  carried  a  musket  in  the  ranks  of  the  Wash- 
ington Gra3^s,  and  whose  word  cannot  be  questioned. 

Having  had  no  sleep  for  two  nights,  and  fasted  for  nearly  a  whole  day, 
my  men  were  fast  getting  exhausted,  and,  having  no  canteens,  were  suffer- 
ing from  tliirst.  Besides  this,  my  ammunition  was  getting  short,  and  I 
consulted  with  Captain  Murphy,  as  to  where  I  could  best  make  a  halt,  and, 
while  giving  my  men  a  chance  to  rest  and  slake  their  thirst,  wait  for  in- 
structions from  3'ou,  as  I  knew  the  command  intended  to  reinforce  me 
had  not  j'^et  left  Walls  station,  and  I  had  not  heard  from  you  or  Colonel 
Guthrie  for  over  six  hours.  He  recommended  the  shady  grounds  of  the 
United  States  arsenal,  where  an  iron  railing  was  set  on  stone  coping,  and 
where  a  few  men  could  keep  the  mob  at  baj^,  while  the  rest  of  ni}-  command 
could  rest  and  refresli  themselves,  and  the  wounded  be  properl^^  taken 
care  of. 

Deciding,  if  possible,  to  avail  myself  of  this  place,  I  went  ahead,  and 
applied  at  the  gate  for  permission  to  see  Major  Buffington,  whom  I  found, 
at  his  residence,  in  the  3'ard, 

I  informed  him  who  I  was,  and  of  my  necessities,  but  he  replied  that  he 
would  not  allow  me  to  enter,  and  that  I  must  leave  at  once,  and  go  on  with 
my  men.  His  manner  to  me  was  abrupt  and  ungentlemanl3^,  and  as  I  turned 
to  leave  him,  he  returned  to  his  house,  leaving  me  to  find  m3^  way  down 
his  path  alone.  Our  conversation  lasted  bat  a  moment,  as  I  heard  the  rear 
of  m3^  column  being  attacked,  and  ran  to  join  it. 

The  conduct  of  Major  Buffington  was,  in  m3^  opinion,  most  outrageous. 
Common  regard  for  human  life  would,  at  least,  have  obliged  him  to  use 
some  discretionar3'  power,  and  the  act  of  a  gentleman  would  have  been  to 
have  rendered  all  tlie  attention,  and  shown  all  the  interest  he  could,  in  fel- 
low soldiers,  (be  the3^  regulars  or  only  volunteers,)  who,  in  time  of  actual 
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clanger,  placed  their  lives  at  duty's  call,  and  at  that  verj^  moment  were 
offering  them  up,  whilst  he  turned  on  his  heel  to  leave  them  to  their  fate. 

Major  Buffington  had  consented  to  allow  our  wounded  to  be  taken  into 
his  hospital,  but  when  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  Ewing  Mears,  surgeon-in-chief 
of  the  First  division,  who  followed  up  the  command,  applied  at  the  gate 
for  admission,  he  was  refused ;  and  it  was  two  hours  after  Lieutenant  J. 
Dorse}'  Ash  was  admitted  into  the  arsenal,  before  an 3'  medical  assistance 
was  rendered  him,  and,  in  Colonel  Mears'  opinion,  his  death  was,  in  all 
probabilit}^,  caused  by  the  delaj'  in  giving  him  proper  surgical  aid. 

Of  the  nature  of  Major  Buffington's  instructions,  I  am,  of  course,  igno- 
rant. What  passed  between  us  is  only  a  question  of  veracit}^,  but  the  fact 
that  I  applied  for  admission,  with  m}^  failing  famished  men,  and  that  he 
refused  it,  is  admitted  b}'-  him  and  myself  also,  and  coming  as  it  now  does 
over  my  official  signature,  I  think  that  the  matter  should  be  laid  by  Gov- 
ernor Hartranft  before  the  Secretar}^  of  War,  and  the  investigation  asked 
for  by  Major  Buffington,  be  granted. 

It  is  certainly  due,  both  to  us  and  the  Major,  after  the  opinion  of  Sur- 
geon Mears. 

In  the  absence  of  any  further  orders,  and  having  no  place  to  wait  for 
them,  where  my  men  could  get  either  water  or  food,  I  proceeded  to  push 
out  towards  Torrens. 

Notwithstanding  the  coolness  and  courage  displaj'ed  by  Colonel  Max- 
well, of  the  Sixth  regiment,  the  heavy  losses  his  regiment  met  with  in  the 
rear  of  the  column,  was  telling  on  its  discipline,  and  I  concluded  to  change 
the  formation,  and  place  the  first  brigade  in  the  rear.  , 

The  First  regiment  was  selected  as  the  rear  guard ;  the  manner  of  its  for- 
mation was  so  excellent  that  it  fully  justified  the  implicit  confidence  I 
placed  in  the  regiment,  and  in  the  clear  judgment  and  cool  courage  of  Col- 
onel Benson. 

I  desire  to  sa}'^  that,  after  j^ears  of  experience  with  regular  and  volunteer 
troops,  I  never  saw  a  regiment  composed  of  better  material  or  with  more 
perfect  discipline.  \ 

When  nearing  Sharpsburg,  I  was  met  by  some  gentlemen  of  that  place, 
who  offered  to  feed  the  men  of  my  command  if  I  would  cross  over  to  iheir 
town,  and  I  immediately  accepted  their  hospitality,  and  filed  across  the 
bridge. 

The  dispatch  you  sent  bj"  Captain  Aull,  and  which  should  have  reached 
me  before  I  got  to  the  arsenal,  was  not  received  until  the  night  of  July 
31,  and  read. 

Pittsburg,  7,  22,  '77. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

Kemain  in  position  at  the  stock-j^^ards,  or  thereabouts,  securing  your- 
self and  waiting  furtiier  orders.  Congratualate  3'ou  on  3'our  manoeuver  of 
this  morning.  Consult  with  Colonel  Guthrie,  and  govern  j^ourself  accord- 
ingly.    From  information  received,  it  appears  that  the  Eighteenth  regi- 
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ment  is  sufficient  to  protect  stock-yards,  and  will  not  excite  special  preju- 
dices of  the  mob.  There  is  an  old  fort  in  the  vicinity,  which  is  suggested 
as  a  good  place  to  hold.  It  can  be  shown  to  you  by  parties  familiar  with 
the  neighborhood.  Keep  your  channels  of  subsistence  open,  and  wait  fur- 
ther orders.  There  may  be  some  developments  which,  of  course,  will  re- 
quire you  to  act  on  3'^our  own  responsibility.  If  any  troops  arrive  at  East 
Liberty,  assume  command  of  them.  Report  their  arrival  here,  if  possible. 
Norris  will  be  on  the  ground  shortly,  and  explain  the  situation  here.  Act 
after  consultation  with  him.

Just  after  crossing  the  Sharpsburg  bridge,  and  before  accepting  the  hos- 
pitality tendered  as  above,  I  was  overtaken  with  instructions  to  proceed 
to  Claremont,  near  the  AUeghen}^  County  Home,  (about  six  or  eight  miles 
distant,)  and  there  wait  for  further  orders. 

This  I  did,  reaching  there  about  five,  p.  m.,  and  took  up  my  position  on 
the  hill  just  above. 

Here,  ni}-  command  were  furnished  with  bread  and  coffee,  through  the 
kindness  of  the  superintendent  of  the  home,  and  some  citizens  of  the 
vicinity,  the  first  morsel  of  food  the^^  had  tasted  for  twenty-seven  hours. 

We  remained  in  camp  during  the  night,  waiting  for  instructions,  the 
men,  with  the  exception  of  the  guard,  throwing  themselves  on  the  ground, 
without  blankets,  and  sleeping  soundly.  I  had  telegraphed  mj^  where- 
abouts to  you,  and  also  sent  Major  Baugh,  of  my  staff,  to  report  in  person, 
my  arrival.     He  brought  me  the  following  order : 

Major   General  E.  M.  Brinton,   Commanding  First  Division^  National 

Guard    of    Pe7insylvania^    bivouacked   near    Claremont  Station.,  West 

Pennsylvania  Division^  Pennsylvania  Railroad  : 

You  will  move  your  command,  by  rail,  to  Altoona,  where  the  rest  of 
3'our  division  now  is,  and  there  remain  for  further  orders.  I  leave,  via 
Erie,  for  Harrisburg,  to-night.  Will  be  at  Erie  to-morrow  night ;  on  the 
rail,  Tuesday,  and  Harrisburg,  Wednesday.  Have  ordered  Mr.  Creighton, 
superintendent  West  Pennsylvania  division,  to  furnish  transportation. 
Make  requisition  for  more  ammunition,  on  Harrisburg,  by  telegraph,  and 
communicate  further,  as  to  transportation,  with  Mr.  Gardner.

In  compliance  with  above  order,  I  secured  the  necessarj^  transportation, 
and  embarked  on  Monday  morning,  at  six  o'clock,  for  Altoona.  During 
the  night,  Mr.  Cassatt,  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  had  fully  supplied 
us  with  hams  and  bread,  and  Mr.  Grubb,  of  the  home,  gave  my  whole  com- 
mand coffee,  previous  to  our  starting. 

I  communicated  with  Mr.  Gardner,  by  informing  him  of  my  being  on 
the  waj'^  to  Altoona,  and  on  arriving  at  Blairsville,  I  received  the  following 
from  him : 
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Altoona,  Pa.,  July  23^  1877. 
General  Robert  M.  Brinton  : 

Ever}' thing  is  quiet  here  now,  and  the  mayor  is,  I  think,  able  to  police 
the  cit}'.  I  have  acceded  to  the  wishes  of  the  strilters,  and  have  stopped 
the  shops,  and  onl}-  move  those  trains  that  they  are  willing  should  move 
peaceabl}'.  The  military  are  preparing  camp,  and  will  go  into  camp  under 
General  Beaver.  There  seems  to  be  a  determination  not  to  allow  troops 
to  move,  and  any  movement  of  troops,  east  or  west,  from  and  to  this  point, 
will  create  excitement,  and  probabl}'  bring  about  a  collision.  Every  effort 
shall  be  made  to  keep  things  quiet,  and  Colonel  Scott  directs  me  to  use  every 
effort  to  prevent  a  collision.  If  you  move  in  this  direction,  please  advise 
me.  I  am  satisfied  3'ou  can  do  no  good  here,  and  that  I  will  be  unable  to 
pass  you  through .

I  immediately  repeated  this  telegram  to  3'^ou,  and  asked  what  I  should  do 
under  the  circumstances.  IS^ot  having  any  repl}",  and  m}^  orders  being  im 
perative,  to  proceed  to  Altoona,  I  ordered  my  train  forward. 

Arriving  at  Blairsville  Junction,  I  found  some  three  hundred  men  of  my 
division,  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  Rodgers,  who  had  returned  from 
Walls  station.  These  men  had  been  disembarked,  and  I  was  obliged  to 
wait  for  transportation,  during  which,  I  received  the  following  from  Colo- 
nel Scott: 

West  Philadelphia,  8.44^  A.  if.,  July  24. 
Glad  to  know  that  3'ou  are  getting  in  better  shape,  and  have  ammuni- 
tion. GoA'ernor  Hartranft  came  to  Chicago  last  night ;  ought  to  be  at  Pitts- 
burg, or  Beaver,  to-day,  at  four  or  five  o'clock.  I  telegraphed  3'our  situa- 
tion to  him  immediately  on  receipt  of  j^our  message.  You  will  no  doubt 
hear  from  him  this  afternoon. 

Thomas  A.  Scott. 

And  shortly  afterwards  received  the  following,  from  the  governor : 

Crestline,  Ohio,  July  2^^  1877. 

Remain  where  jom  are.     Will  see  you  to-night. 

J.  F.  Hartranft. 

About  the  same  time,  I  also  received  the  following,  from  yourself: 

Harrisburg,  July  2^. 
Obey  Governor's  orders,  and  remain.  He  will  leave  Pittsburg  at  three,  a. 
M.  Cannot  get  ammunition  through.  There  is  some  little  now  at  Altoona, 
but  as  matters  are  now  situated,  it  would  be  impossible  for  even  that  to 
reach  3'ou.  Have  telegraphed  Greene  to  come  along  with  Governor,  and 
that  he  will  leave  Pittsburg  at  three,  a.  m.

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Whilst  waiting  for  above  orders,  I  disembarked  the  whole  of  my  com- 
mand, and  selected  a  suitable  camp  ground,  adjacent  to  the  junction,  and 
went  into  camp  without  tents,  blankets,  or  rubber  blankets. 

I  telegraphed  my  condition  to  Colonel  Scott,  and  he  immediately  for- 
warded to  me  one  thousand  rubber  blankets,  and  all  the  w^oolen  ones  I 
wanted  at  that  time.  All  through  this  campaign,  any  and  everything  that 
was  requested  of  Colonel  Scott,  and  it  was  possible  to  provide  us  with, 
was  sent  b}^  him ;  and  my  command  have  cause  to  be  thankful  to  him  for 
his  efforts  in  making  us  comfortable. 

There  was  at  Blairsville  Junction  a  large  number  of  loaded  cars,  which 
1  guarded,  word  having  been  sent  that  the  strikers  intended  to  burn  them. 
I  also  placed  a  strong  guard  at  the  railroad  bridge  between  Blairsville  and 
the  Junction. 

I  met  the  Governor  on  the  train  early  on  the  morning  of  July  25,  and 
he  directed  me  to  remain  in  mj^  present  position  until  further  orders. 

Whilst  in  camp,  at  Blairsville  Junction,  we  were  placed  under  great  ob- 
ligations to  Major  General  Harry  White  and  staff,  for  rations  sent  us  from 
Indiana  county. 

I  received  the  following  from  you,  on  the  25th  July: 
General  R.  M.  Brinton: 

You  will  hold  your  command  in  readiness  to  move  at  verj'-  short  notice, 
and  keep  on  hand  rations  to  last  three  da3"s,  to  be  transported  in  bulk.

To  which  I  replied,  as  follows  : 

Blairsville,  July  25^  1877. 
Major  General  J.  W.  Latta  : 

I  am  expecting  articles  shipped  by  Pugh,  to-morrow  morning  eariy ; 
otherwise,  I  could  move  in  thirty  minutes.  Relative  to  rations,  where  am 
I  to  procure  them  ?  Allow  me  to  suggest  that  our  commissary  department, 
although  lavish  in  its  dail}^  issues,  does  not  allow  anything  to  get  ahead. 
I  have  no  pork  at  all,  but  kill  my  own  beef.  I  have  been  depending  on 
General  White  for  nearly  all  our  subsistence.  Will,  however,  gather  up 
the  three  days'  rations  somehow,  and  I  now  report  my  command  ready  to 
move  one  thousand  (1,000)  strong.

On  the  morning  of  July  26, 1  received  the  telegraphic  co[)y  of  General 
Order  No.  3,  C.  S.,  Head-quarters  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  which  was  published  to 
the  troops  and  assembled  people  the  same  evening. 

On  the  27th  July,  I  received  the  following  instructions: 
Mnjor  General  R.  M.  Brinton,  Blairsville  Junction : 

You  will  at  once  place  your  cqmmand  in  position  to  be  immediately 
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embarked  upon  the  oars,  which  now  await  3^011  at  the  intersection.  The 
order  for  your  embarkation  will  probably  be  wired  3^ou  as  we  progress 
along  the  line. 

The  necessity  for  the  organization  of  a  corps  of  men  who  understand 
the  handling  of  an  engine  is  so  apparent,  that  you  will  at  once  give  your 
attention  to  the  subject,  and  select  a  few  so  experienced,  for  immediate 
service,  should  they  be  required. 

We  are  about  leaving  Altoona.  What  you  ask  for  is  all  right,  and  is  on 
hand.

Having  complied  with  the  above,  I  wired  j^ou  as  follows : 

Blairsville  Junction,  July  27. 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Bells  Mills: 

Have  organized  a  complete  train  gang  of  experienced   men,  engineers, 
firemen,  brakemen,  and  telegraph  operators,  and  sharp-shooters  to  protect 
them,  and  they  are  at  my  head-quarters.     Can  run  up  or  down  myself, 
without  the  railroad  people  at  all,  if  tracks  are  clear. 
I  am  all  ready,  waiting  your  orders  to  move.

To  which  you  replied  as  follows : 

Altoona,  July  27. 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

Have  your  telegram  concerning  organization  of  railway  corps.  Move 
engine  east,  under  direction  of  superintendent  of  railroad  division,  until 
you  meet  us,  cautiously.  If  you  reach  Gallitzin  before  we  do,  hold  j^our 
troops  in  position.     Guard  your  engine  well.

A  few  minutes  afterward,  I  received  orders  countermanding  the  above, 
as  follows : 

Altoona,  July  27. 
General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

Delay  your  movement  for  present.

At  4.30  I  wired  j^ou  as  follows  : 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta:     • 

Please  to  be  verv  explicit  to  me  in  orders,  so  I  can't  make  any  mistake. 
My  train  will  consist  of  the  following :  Open  car  ahead  of  engine,  with 
Gatling  gun  and  thirty  sharp-shooters,  then  two  engines,  then  troops,  and 
in  rear  of  cars  another  open  car,  with  Gatling  gun  and  thirty  sharp-shooters. 
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I  can  run  either  way  then.  I  have  my  engineers  and  brakemen  all  ready. 
Do  you  want  us  to  embark  and  wait  for  orders,  or  will  our  embarkation  be 
time  enough  after  receiving  our  orders  to  move  ?  I  should  suggest  that 
if  we  move  as  far  east  as  Johnstown,  to  form  a  junction  with  3^ou,  when 
we  get  into  Johnstown  we  hold  it,  as  they  may  interfere  with  the  track 
and  cut  our  communication.  I  can  proceed  to  join  you  with  one  brigade. 
It  would  never  do  to  pass  through  Johnstown  twice,  and  leave  rear  un- 
protected.    What  we  get,  let  us  hold  on  to.

And  at  5.30  p.  m.,  received  the  following  orders : 
General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

Dispatch  describing  arrangement  of  troops  received.  Do  not  move 
east,  but  load  your  troops  ready  to  move  west,  when  we  arrive  at  junction. 
We  are  now  just  west  of  tunnel. 

James  W.  Latta, 
Adjutant  Gejieral. 

In  pursuance  of  which,  I  immediately  proceeded  to  embark  my  com- 
mand, and  in  a  few  moments  wired  you  again  as  follows  : 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta: 

I  have  embarked  m^^  troops  on  account  of  rain.  Have  two  engines  and 
twentjMbur  cars,  with  room  for  my  troops  coming  with  you,  to  go  in  with 
the  others  here.     Everything  is  boarded  and  ready  to  start,  heading  west. 

R.  M.  Brinton, 
Major  General. 

Owing  to  information  received,  I  arrested  the  engineers  and  firemen  of 
the  train,  and  had  them  placed  on  their  engines  with  a  guard  over  them, 
who  had  positive  orders,  that  on  the  least  signs  of  insurbordination,  to 
shoot  them,  and  let*  the  engines  be  run  thereafter  by  our  own  crews.  Upon 
the  arrival  of  the  Governor,  a  large  number  of  the  First  division,  who  were 
in  the  same  train  with  him,  reported  to  me,  and  were  at  once  assigned  to 
their  proper  commands,  and,  about  dusk,  the  entire  command,  followed  by 
other  troops,  moved  ofiT  for  Pittsburg. 

During  the  entire  night,  the  "  State  Fencibles,"  Captain  Ryan  command- 
ing, did  effective  service,  and  in  response  to  a  dispatch,  received  from  Pitts- 
burg, arrested,  at  Carpenter  station,  three  of  the  strikers,  one  of  whom 
proved  to  be  one  of  their  ringleaders. 

About  da3^-break,  on  the  the  28th  instant,  we  reached  Pittsburg,  and  shortly 
afterwards  went  into  camp  on  the  West  Pennsylvania  hospital  grounds, 
the  division  being  twelve  hundred  std'ong. 

Our  camp  was  selected*  on  the  hills  adjacent  to  the  hospital,  and  over- 
looking the  scene  of  the  first  disturbance,  on  Twenty-eighth  street. 

Detachments  belonging  to  the  division  continued  to  report,  and  the  new 
regiment,  (the   Twentieth  Pennsyvania,)  raised   in  Philadelphia    for   the

emergency,  was'  also  assigned  and  reported  to  me  for  duty  ;  swelling  my 
command,  in  all,  to  two  thousand  (2,000)  men. 

The  health  of  the  command  continued  good,  and  ample  provision  was 
made  for  the  comfort  of  those  who  were  ill,  by  Doctor  Chess,  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital,  to  whose  kindness  and  attention  our  whole  division 
is  indebted. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  31st  of  July,  Governor  Hartranft  sent  for  me  to 
come  to  his  head-quarters,  and,  upon  my  reporting,  informed  me  that  he 
might  desire  to  send  m^^  division  to  Scranton,  and  to  quietly  prepare  for 
embarkation,  and  wait  further  orders. 

Man}"  of  my  men  were  needing  shoes  and  under  clothing.  Upon  mis- 
representing this,  tlie  Governor  informed  me  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
send  us  via  Philadelphia,  in  order  to  procure  these  necessary  articles. 

About  eleven,  p.  m.,  of  July  31,  I  received  the  following: 
Major  General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

You  will  move  your  entire  command  to  Philadelphia,  as  soon  as  trans- 
portation is  furnished.  You  ma}',  upon  arrival,  dismiss  the  command,  ex- 
cept the  Twentieth  regiment,  with  orders  to  report  to  the  armories,  for  field 
duty,  on  Thursday  afternoon,  at  seven  o'clock.  The  Twentieth  regiment 
will  remain  in  quarters,  ready  to  move  at  a  moment's  notice.  An  officer 
must  report  at  these  head-quarters  to  Colonel  Charles  S.  Greene,  ordnance 
officer,  for  such  supply  of  ammunition  as  you  may  require. 

You  will  turn  your  prisoners  over  to  General  Huidekoper,  whose  head- 
quarters are  near  ours,  and  who  will  receive  them.

Owing  the  scarcit}^  of  cars  in  Pittsburg,  we  were  unable  to  receive  trans- 
portation until  some  western  trains  arrived.  ^^ 

I  left  Pittsburg  at  five,  a.  m.,  August  1, with  four  (4)  sections,  breakfasting 
at  Altoona. 

My  first  section  had  proceeded  as  far  as  Harrisburg,  when  I  received  the 
following : 

August  i,  1877. 
General  R.  M.  Brinton: 

Turn  your  column  towards  Scranton  by  the  most  feasible  railroad  com- 
munication, and  report  to  me  the  movement.  It  is  important  that  3'ou 
move  with  the  utmost  dispatch.  , 

J.  F.  Hartranft. 

I  found  General  Loud,  with  the  fourth  section,  was  at  Lewistown  junc- 
tion, and  at  once  directed  him  to  move  over  the  Lewistown  and  Sunbury 
road,  and  wait  my  arrival  at  Sunbury,  while,  with  the  other  trains,  I  moved 
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up  the  Northern  Central  road,  and  formed  a  junction  with  General  Loud,  at 
that  point. 

Upon  arriving  at  Danville,  one  of  the  Gatling  guns  was  loaded  upon  an 
open  car,  the  Weccacoe  Legion  being  detailed  for  the  special  duty  of 
guarding  this  car,  and  assisting  the  battery. 

At  Shickshinny,  we  placed  the  gun  in  front  of  the  engine,  and,  before 
reaching  Nanticoke,  in  consequence  of  information  received,  companies 
D  and  E,  of  the  First  regiment,  were  deployed  as  skirmishers,  along  the 
railroad,  in  front  of  the  train,  followed  by  a  construction  gang  furnished 
by  the  railroad  company,  who  carefully  examined  the  road-bed,  and  made 
the  necessary  repairs,  where  track  and  switches  had  been  misplaced. 

These  precautions  prevented  any  accident,  otherwise  we  would  have  been 
thrown  from  the  track. 

Mr.  Halstead,  railroad  superintendent,  telegraphed  me  from  Scranton,  as 
follows : 

Scranton,  August  i,  1877. 
General  Brinton  : 

I  beg  of  you  to  leave  troops  enough  at  Plymouth  and  Kingston,  to  pro- 
tect us  at  those  places. 

W.  F.  Halstead, 
Superintendent. 

As  my  orders  were  to  proceed,  with  my  whole  command,  to- Scranton,  I 
referred  the  above  to  3^ou,  and  received  instructions  as  follows : 

Altoona,  August  S,  1877. 
General  R.  M.  Brinton  : 

Push  on  with  all  haste,  but  great  caution,  and  keep  your  command  in- 
tact. Arrest  all  rioters.  Be  ready  to  pusli  out  flankers  when  train  stops, 
and  should  j^ou  meet  strong  force,  hold  them,  and,  if  possible,  strike  them 
on  flank  with  compact  body. 

J.  F.  Hartranft. 

Before  the  above  order  was  received,  and  being  informed,  that  a  large 
number  of  armed  men  were  seen  in  the  vicinity  of  Nanticoke,  and  that  the 
railroad  ran  directly  below  a  public  highway,  from  which  height  a  shower 
of  stones  alone  would  be  sufficient  to  crush  in  the  tops  of  the  cars,  I 
directed  General  Matthews  to  disembark  six  companies,  for  the  purpose 
of  proceeding  up  the  public  road,  and,  if  possible,  capturing  an^^  mob  that 
ipight  be  waiting  to  prevent  our  progress. 

The  detail  for  this  duty  was  made  from  the  Twentieth  regiment,  under 
the  personal  command  of  Colonel  Bonnaffbn,  and,  proceeding  in  the  dark- 
ness, he  was  so  rapid  and  quiet  in  his  movements,  that  he  was  enabled  to 
secure  some  sevent^^-one  (71)  prisoners.  The  remainder  of  the  rioters, 
numbering  several  hundred,  escaped  into  the  woods  and  corn-fields. 

The  capture  of  these  men  was  accomplished  with  but  little  firing,  one 
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man  only  being  wouncled  in  the  leg.  Colonel  BonnafFon,  and  his  regiment, 
could  not  have  acted  in  a  more  praiseworthy  manner. 

Our  progress  was  necessarily  slow,  as  obstructions  were  placed  on  the 
tracks,  telegraph  wires  cut,  and  evei3'thing  done  to  prevent  trains  from 
running. 

We  repaired  ever3'thing  as  we  progressed,  and,  when  day  dawned,  I 
placed  all  the  troops  on  the  train,  and- proceeded,  without  accident,  to 
Scranton,  arriving  there  about  eight,  a.  m.,  on  the  morning  of  August' 2, 
where  I  was  met  b}^  the  mayor  and  the  railroad  officials. 

Everything  was  quiet,  and  I  informed  you  accordingly  by  wire,  at  once, 
and  also,  that  I  had  prisoners,  and  desired  to  know  what  disposition  to 
make  of  them.  The  mayor  and  city  officials  of -Scranton  were  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  make  us  comfortable,  and  Mr.  Halstead,  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad,  furnished  my 
whole  command,  on  their  arrival,  with  coffee  and  sandwiches. 

I  ordered  General  Matthews  to  place  the  First  regiment  and  the  Key- 
stone battery  in  quarters  near  the  depot,  the  Weccacoe  Legion  to  guard 
the  store  of  the  Lackawanna  Coal  aud  Iron  Company,  the  Washington 
Graj's  to  guard  the  commissary  and  quartermaster's  stores,  the  Second 
brigade  into  quarters,  at  Dolph's  grove,  and  the  Twentieth  regiment  at 
the  fair  grounds. 

The  Cit}^  Troop  guarded  the  Wyoming  House,  where  I  had  previousl}' 
taken  up  my  quarters. 

At  request  of  Mayor  McKune,  and  in  consequence  of  threatened  danger 
to  the  silk-works,  on  the  next  day  I  ordered  the  Second  brigade  to  move 
camp  to  the  flats,  near  the  works. 

We  remained  at  Scranton  until  Saturda}',  August  4,  during  wliich  time 
we  sent  detachments  out  to  guard  the  trains  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna 
and  Western  railroad,  which  we  succeeded  in  moving,  and  also  preserved 
the  peace  in  the  city. 

After  turning  over  the  prisoners,  we  had  taken,  to  the  civil  authorities 
at  Wilkesbarre,  at  four,  p.  m.,  August  4,  I  received  the  followi^ig  order:

II.  The  First  division.  Major  General  K.  M.  Brinton,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Twentieth  regiment.  Colonel  S.  Bonnaffon,  will,  as  soon  as  relieved 
b}'  the  Seventh  division.  Major  General  H.  S.  Huidekoper,  proceed  by  rail,  via 
Manunka  Chunk  and  Belvidere  and  Delaware  railroad,  to  Philadelphia, 
and  upon  their  arrival  there,  be  discharged  from  further  service. 

lY.  Major  General  Robert  M.  Brinton,  First  division,  will  direct  the 
Twentieth  regiment  to  proceed,  by  rail,  to  Wilkesbarre,  and  there  remain, 
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instructing   Colonal  Bonnaffon  to  furnish  such  details  for  guarding  the 
trains  on  the  Lehigh  Valley  road  as  may  be  required. 

Colonel  Bonnaffon,  upon  his  arrival  at  Wilkesbarre,  will  report,  b}^  wire, 
to  Major  General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Sixth  division.

IX.  In  relieving  the  troops  of  the  First  division  from  further  service,  in 
the  present  emergenc}'^,  the  Commander-in-Chief  extends  his  congratula- 
tions. 

Your  prompt  response  made  to  the  sudden  call,  j'our  vigorous  execu- 
tion of  all  directions,  j^our  cheerful  obedience  to  all  commands,  and,  es- 
pecially^, 3^our  gallant  resistance  to  mob  violence  at  Pittsburg,  with  the 
lesson  there  taught  by  you  to  the  law  breakers,  are  evidence  of  your 
faithful  efRcienc}'. 

The  good  results  which  followed  .have  not  alone  been  confined  to  the 
localit}^  of  the  occurence,  but  all  those  resisting  lawful  authority  seem  now 
to  understand  what  must  be  expected,  if  there  be  a  continuance  in  defying 
the  law. 

X.  To  the  companions  and  relatives  of  Lieutenant  J.  Dorsey  Ash,  of  the 
Keystone  batter}^  antl  the  enlisted  men  who  were  killed  in  the  affraj^,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  extends  his  condolence  and  sympath3^ 

Yet  tliere  is  the  sad  consolation  that  they  died  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  law's  supremacy,  and  to  secure  the  permanency  of  our  established  in- 
stitutions.

Major  General  Huidekoper,  with  the  Seventh  division,  arrived  to  relieve 
us  at  9.30,  p.  M.,  August  4,  when  I  embarked  my  division,  arriving,  via 
Del;\ware  and  Belvidere  road,  at  West  Philadelphia  depot,  at  eight,  a.  m., 
Sunda}',  August  5,  where  we  were  magnificentl}^  received, after  an  absence 
of  sixteen  da3S  of  unexpected  campaigning. 
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I  extended  a  marching  salute  to  Major  General  Hancock,  United  States 
Ami}',  lie  reviewing  us  from  his  head-quarters,  at  the  St.  George  Hotel,  and 
then  dismissed  the  command. 

I  take  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your  official  notice  some  of  the  command, 
who,  not  having  been  mentioned  previousl}',  are  deserving  of  it. 

There  were  some  organizations  who  did  not  join  me  until  about  the  time 
of  my  return  to  Pittsburg,  and  I  forward  their  reports  direct,  as  thej'- 
served  with  other  division  commanders — General  Beaver  having  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  First  division  reporting  to  him  at  Altoona,  until  the 
mob  was  sufRcientl}^  quieted  at  that  place,  to  allow  them  to  come  through 
to  join  me  further  west.  Amongst  these  organizations,  was  the  First 
Troop  Philadelphia  City  Cavalry,  who,  after  they  did  report  to  me,  per- 
formed their  duty  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

To  the  Weccacoe  Legion  and  Washington  Grays  too  much  praise  can- 
not be  given  for  their  soldierly  conduct  while  awa}',  (the  former  turning- 
out  especial!}^  strong,)  while  I  felt  that  for  an}^  position  of  trustor  danger, 
I  had  only  to  call  on  these  commands,  and  the  duty  would  be  properl}' 
done.  The  conduct  of  the  State  Fencibles,  in  the  movement  from  Blairs- 
ville  Intersection  to  Pittsburg,  and  of  the  Weccacoe  Legion  on  the  railroad 
from  Northumberland  to  Scranton,  (being  posted  in  open  cars,  and  assist- 
ing to  guard  and  move  the  trains,)  is  especially  worthy  of  commendation, 
and  showed  that  these  commands  could  always  be  relied  on. 

Of  the  "Keystone  Battery"  nothing  can  be  said  except  in  praise,  and 
their  conduct,  during  the  entire  campaign,  entitles  them  by  every 'con'^ider- 
ation,  to  the  possession  of  the  "  Gatling  guns "  they  baptized  with  the 
hlood  of  their  bravest  and  best. 

The  Black  Hussars,  also,  did  effective  service  in  guarding  the  r.m'mutii-'" 
tion  left  behind  in  the  Union  depot,  at  Pittsburg,  remaining  at  th'iir  post 
until  ordered  to  leave.  /,         "  " ' 

Brigadier  General  E.  Wallace  Matthews,  commanding  First  brit^^de,  and'  * 
Brigadier  General  E.  DeC.  Loud,  commanding  Second  briga^le,  bo.th  ren- 
dered me  valuable  service  the  night  in  the  round-house,  Gen^i^al'Loucl ' 
being  always  up  and  around,  never  closing  his  eyes  during  the  entii-i? ' 
night.  The  conduct  of  both  these  Generals  and  their  staffs,  shoVred  tBetr ' 
appointment  was  eminently  proper,  and  that  they  possess  militaiy  ability  ' 
and  courage  of  the  most  sterling  kind.  *  '"  ■ 

To  the  members  of  my  staff,  who  rendered  me  such  efficient  aid,  T  must 
accord  great  praise.      Lieutenant  Colonel  Cromelien,  m}'-  assislant  adjii- 
ant  general,  was  in  the  White  mountains  at  the  time  the  division  moved,' 
but  immediatel}',  upon  hearing  the  news,  reported  without  delay,  and  rcii- 
dered  me  efficient  service. 

Major  Walter  G.  Wilson  was  espeeiall}^  valuable  to  me.     His  ppolness 
in  time  of  danger,  his  ready  suggestions,  his  wakefulness  and   watchful- 
ness, proved  him  to  be  a  perfect  soldier,  and  I  am  indebted  to  him  more 
4  Adj.  Gen.  Rep. 
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than  any  officer  of  m}^  staff  for  valuable  aid,  and  for  these  services  ren- 
dered, I  promoted  him  on  the  field. 

To  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  Ewing  Mears,m3''  division  surgeon,  I  can  hardly 
give  too  much  praise.  Establishing  our  hospital  at  Union  depot,  Pitts- 
buro-,  he  remained  there  until  our  wounded  were  cared  for,  and,  after  being 
driven  out,  made  several  efforts  to  join  us  at  the  round-house,  all  of  which 
were  frustrated  by  the  mob ;  but,  on  hearing  of  our  departure  on  Sunday 
morning,  he  joined  us  in  a  wagon,  with  a  supply  of  medical  stores,  and  re- 
mained with  the  command  until  our  return  home.  To  his  perfect  organi- 
zation of  the  medical  department,  the  command  is  indebted  for  its  immu- 
nity from  sickness. 

Major  Silas  W.  Pettit,  division  judge  advocate,  who  with  Major  (now 
Lieutenant  Colonel)  Wilson,  was  with  me  in  the  round-house,  was  invalu- 
able, and  to  his  calm  cool  courage  and  judgment,  coupled  with  his  untiring 
energy,  I  am  much  indebted. 

Major  Baugh,  my  commissary,  issued  everything  he  could  find,  and  was 
particularly  energetic.     He  deserves  credit. 

The  quartermaster's  department,  under  the  supervision  of  Major  Aaron 
Lazarus,  (who  was  with  me  during  the  campaign,)  was  abl}^  managed. 

Major  Bernard  joined  me  at  Blairsville  Junction,  and  his  actions  during 
the  whole  route  afterwards  were  marked  with  a  courage  and  capability  that 
are  commendable.  I  was  compelled  to  detail  Major  Albert  D.  Fell,  divis- 
ion A.  D.  C  and  A.  A.  A.  C,  to  remain  in  Philadelphia,  and  oversee  the 
collecting  and  forwarding  of  troops.  Always  keeping  me  posted,  he  was 
indefatigable  in  his  efforts  to  forward  me  reinforcements,  and  it  is  largely 
due  r.Or  Ixis  exertions  that  the  division  mustered  such  strength.  He  is,  in- 
•  d^ed-,  a  valuable  officer,  for,  notwithstanding  his  earnest  entreaties  to  be 
allowed^ to  come  to  the  front,  when  I  informed  him  that  I  desired  him,  for 
, ',  ."tjlie  interest  of  the  division,  to  remain  where  he  was,  he  cheerfully'-  attended 
; '  t6  the  dbities  I  assigned  to  him. 

,.•»  Myduty  would  not  be  performed  unless  I  respectfully  called  your  atten- 
"'■tion  ;to  some  of  the  deficiencies  existing  in  the  National  Guard  service,  so 
;  painfuily  brought  to  ni}^  notice  by  the  experiences  of  the  last  campaign. 
o'  ',ln  consequence,  great  suffering  and  discomfort  are  obliged  to  be  endured 
t .  ivvA  th^  etficienc}'  of  the  service  materially  affected  and  destro3^ed. 

Soldiers  of  the  Regular  Army,  who  are  inured  to  camp  life,  and  to  endure 

'    privations,  would  never  be  called  upon  to  go  into  service  without  blankets, 

'   overcoats,  or  any  shelter  whatever,  nor  be  compelled  to  lie  on  the  bare 

'[  ground,  With  nothing  to  protect  them  from  the  dampnesss  of  the  ground 

; '  |)eneath,  or  the  rain  above;    ordered   to  carry  so  manj^  days  of  cooked 

ration^j  witli  no  haversacks  to  put  them  in;  compelled  to  march  through 

heat  and  dust,  with  no  canteens,  with  nothing  to  carry  a  drop  of  water  in. 

Rations  when  issued  were,  at  first,  of  little  use,  as  no  means  had  been 

l)rovided  for  cooking  them,  and  we  had  absolutely  no  camp  equipage  of 

uny  kind. 
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Their  uniforms,  (which  the  men  have  to  buy  themselves,)  and  their  mus- 
kets, composed  the  outfit  of  our  National  Guardsmen,  when  they  left  busi 
ness,  homes,  and  families,  to  face  death  and  exposure,  in  order  to  protect 
millions  of  property,  and  maintain  the  laws  of  our  Commonwealth.  These 
men  were  subjected  to  harder  campaigning  and  greater  exposure  than  our 
Regular  Army  endure. 

A  properl}'  equipped  and  elRcient  National  Guard  might  have  saved  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  ten  times  the  amount  of  mono^',  (to  sny  nothing  of 
of  State  pride,)  that  it  would  have  cost  to  properly  equip  and  maintain  an 
ample  force  of  National  Guards,  to  protect  the  State  in  every  and  all  emer- 
gencies. 

I  respectfulh'  call  your  attention  to  these  fsicts,  trusting  you  will  use 
your  endeavors  to  have  this  division  properly  equipped,  previous  to  our 
:ignin  being  called  on. 

You  can  rel}^  on  us  at  all  times,  however,  to  spring  to  arms  at  the  call  of 
our  Commander-in-Chief.

DETACHMENT  UNDER  LIEUTENANT  COLONEL  RODGERS. 

Major   General  R.  M.  Brtnton,   commanding  First  Division,  National 

Guard  of  Fennsylvania  : 

General:  I  have  the  lionor  to  report  that  on  Saturday,  July  21,  1877, 
upon  the  assembling,  at  West  Philadelphin,  of  portions  of  the  two  brigades, 
composing  the  First  division.  National  Guard  of  Penns3dvania,  ordered  to 
Pittsburg,  as  the  senior  officer  present,  I  took  command,  and  appointed 
Captain  Henr}-  P.  Haj-,  of  the  Tliird  regiment,  acting  assistant  adjutant 
general. 

The  troops  were  embarked,  and  started  for  Pittsburg  at  ai)out  9.30,  a.  m. 
We  proceeded  without  any  hostile  demonstrations,  until  we  arrived  at  Al- 
toona,  when,  on  changing  engines,  the  mob  attempted  to  take  possession 
of  the  engines,  and  their  being  coupled  to  the  train,  1  ordered  a  guard  to 
protect  the  railroad  officials,  and,  by  decisive  action,  secured  the  engines. 

Upon  leaving  the  depot,  the  mol)  captured  two  of  our  men,  wiio  suc- 
ceeded in  breaking  away  and  reaching  the  train.  Immediately  the  mob 
stoned  the  train,  with  successive  volleys,  and  wounded  Lieutenant  Beck, 
of  the  First  regiment. 

We  proceeded,  without  further  hindrance,  as  far  as  Derry,  where  a  large 
mob  was  in  waiting,  and  quickl}'  surrounded  tlie  engine,  and  took  the 
engineer  and  fireman  from  tlieir  [)osts,  and  endeavored  to  uncouple  the 
engine. 
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I  ordered  four  companies  to  the  front,  and  drove  off  the  mob,  "without 
injnrj^  to  an}'  one,  and  repLaced  the  engineer  and  fireman. 

We  labored  under  the  very  serious  disadvantage  of  liaving  no  ammu- 
nition, and  the  men  deserve  commendation  for  their  prompt  and  fearless 
deportment,  in  view  of  this  fact. 

By  order  of  Adjutant  General  Latta,  we  proceeded  west,  as  far  as 
Walls,  and  there  lay  all  night  waiting  for  ammunition,  which  was  supplied 
on  Sunday,  July  22,  at  10.15,  a.  m.,  In^  Colonel  Guthrie.  In  obedience  to 
order  from  Adjutant  General  Latta,  we  proceeded  to  Torrens,  (Dallas,)  to 
report  to  Colonel  Guthrie,  and  take  orders  from  him. 

1  so  reported,  and,  after  a  consultation,  in  view  of  the  condition  of 
affairs  at  Pittsburg,  was  ordered,  b}^  Colonel  Guthrie,  back  to  Walls, 
when,  having  learned  the  position  of  j^our  command,  and  being  informed 
that  3'ou  were  without  ammunition  and  provisions,  after  consultation,  held 
with  the  field  and  staff  officers  present  in  the  detachment,  I  determined  to 
proceed  to  Sharpsburg,  to  supply  you  with  both.  We  stopped  at  Blairs- 
ville,  to  procure  provisions,  and,  learning  of  the  measures  being  taken  to 
provision  j^our  command,  and  having  been  notified  by  the  superintendent 
of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  railroad,  of  the  presence  in  that  vicinity  of 
a  number  of  evil  disposed  persons,  who  were  threatening  to  burn  the 
bridges  east  and  west  of  Blairsville,  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  retire  to 
Blairsville  Intersection,  and  open  communication  with  3'^ou  from  that 
point,  where  I  awaited  j-our  coming,  in  obedience  to  instructions  from 
3'ourself. 

I  desire  to  commend,  as  worthy  of  all  praise,  the  admirable  deportment 
of  all  the  members  of  inj  command,  not  a  single  case  of  disorder  or  diso- 
bedience having  been  reported  or  coming  under  my  own  observation,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  we  had  neither  provisions  nor  ammunition  for 
twenty-four  hours. 

It  is  but  due  to  Captain  Robert  F.  Gillespie,  commanding  companj^  F, 
Third  regiment,  infantry,  to  state  that,  although  he  has  a  new  company, 
recentl}^  mustered  into  the  service,  upon  being  notified  of  the  call  for 
troops,  his  was  the  second  company  to  report  at  the  depot,  and,  l)y  work- 
ing all  Friday  night,  succeeded  in  obtaining  sufficient  uniforms  to  equip 
his  men,  and  arms  from  the  State  Arsenal,  reported  for  dut}^  on  Saturday, 
and  throughout  maintained  the  bearing  of  well  disciplined  soldierj^ 

I  note,  as  worthy  of  special  commendation  Lieutenant  Beck,  of  F  com- 
pany. First  regiment ;  Quartermaster  Hartranft,  and  Commissary  Wil- 
liams, of  Second  brigade  staff. 

I  would  feel  remiss  in  my  duty  did  I  fail  to  note  mj^  appreciation  of  the 
hearty  cooperation  and  support  which  I  have  received  from  Colonel 
•  Charles  S.  Greene,  of  the  staff  of  his  Excellency,  Governor  Hartranft;  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Langer,  of  tlie  Sixth  regiment,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Goigas,  of  the  Second  regiment,  whose  counsel  and  advice  Avere  of  much 
service. 
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On  Sunday,  July  22,  187*7,  the  command  attended  divine  worship,  con- 
ducted b}'  Chaphiin  Hay,  of  the  Third  regiment.  The  hearty  singing  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  the  neighborhood,  and  soon  a  kirge  number  of  the 
people  were  gathered  around,  who  seemed  much  impressed,  and  the  aver- 
sion, which  the}^  had  previousl}^  manifested,  was  changed  into  apparent 
kindl}^  feeling,  illustrated  by  several  acts  of  good  natured  generosity.

FIRST  TROOP  PHILADELPHIA  CITY  CAVALRY. 

Armory  First  Troop  Philadelphia  City  Cavalry, 

Philadelphia,  August  13,  1877. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  7tli 
instant,  I  herewith  append  a  "  report  of  the  operations  of  your  (this) 
command,  during  the  campaign  just  ended." 

When  the  verbal  orders  of  the  Major  General,  commanding^  were  received, 
on  the  evening  of  July  20,  directing  this  company  to  assemble  at  the 
Armory,  and  await  orders,  there  were  but  six  active  members  in  the  city, 
the  remainder  being  absent  in  different  sections  of  this  countr}'  and  Eu- 
rope. The  members  in  this  city  assembled  at  the  Armor}',  and,  under  com- 
mand of  First  Lieutenant  Wilson,  remained,  awaiting  orders,  during  the 
night.  Information  that  the  division  had  been  ordered  out,  was  telegraphed 
me  at  midnight,  Friday,  and  on  the  following  morning,  (Saturday,)  I  was 
at  the  Armor}^,  arranging  to  move  the  command,  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment. Additional  carbines  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  ammunition  were  pur- 
chased, as  the  State  made  no  provision  to  suppU'  either  to  the  company. 
Telegraphic  messages  were  sent  to  all  the  absent  members,  who  could  be 
reached,  and,  on  the  evening  of  the  20th,  the  company,  numbering  thirty- 
five,  all  told,  left  the  West  Philadelphia  depot,  "  to  join  the  Major  Gen- 
eral commanding  at  Pittsburg,"  in  compliance  with  orders,  published  in 
the  daily  papers. 

At  Middletown,  telegraphic  dispatches  were  received  from  Major  A.  D. 
Fell,  A.  D.  C,  that  a  large  and  angry  crowd  was  assembled  at  Harrisburg, 
and  apprehensions  were  expressed  of  attempted  violence  at  that  point. 
Preparations  were  made  to  meet  the  emergenc}',  but  with  the  exception  of 
hooting  and  howling,  and  an  attempt  to  get  upon  the  cars,  the  crowd 
offered  no  violence.  On  reaching  Tyrone,  our  car  was  detaclied  from  the 
regular  train,  and  connected  with  a  military  train,  containing  soldiers  from 
different  organizations  of  the  First  division,  and  all  under  command  of 
Colonel  Peter  Ljde.     This  train  remained  upon  the  siding  until  the  arrival 
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of  Major  General  Beaver,  with  a  portion  of  his  division,  hy  the  Bald  Eagle 
Branch  railroad,  when  the  train  moved  cantiously  in  the  direction  of  Al- 
toona,  where,  on  the  previous  evening,  cars,  containing  men  of  the  First 
division,  were  fired  into  and  stoned  b}^  the  mob  assembled.  Upon  reach- 
ing Altoona,  the  streets  were  found  to  be  deserted,  and,  to  the  surprise  of 
all,  we  were  permitted  to  pass  through  the  town  unmolested.  On  arriving 
about  one  third  of  a  mile  w^est  of  the  depot,  the  train  was  stopped,  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  an  additional  engine  for  the  heav}'^  grade  over  tlie 
mountains.  General  Beaver  left  the  cars  and  proceeded  to  the  round 
tower,  at  Altoona.  After  some  delay,  an  engine,  which  was  run  some 
distance  up  the  grade,  by  orders  of  Superintendent  Gardner,  to  attach  to 
our  train,  was  run  back  to  the  round-house  by  the  engineer,  who  was  in- 
timidated by  the  crowd,  which  was  gathering  in  great  numbers.  The  Major 
General  commanding  had  a  detail  made  from  men  of  his  immediate  com- 
mand, for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  engineer  and  firemen,  in  running 
the  enoine  up  to  our  train. 

This  effort  would,  doubtless,  have  been  successful,  had  not  the  soldiers, 
who  were  sent  to   protect  the  engineer  and   fireman,  fraternized  with  the 
strikers,  who,  thus  encouraged  b}^  this  wanton  breach  of  discipline,  on  the 
part  of  the  soldiers,  (to  use  no  harsher  term,)  boldly  took  possession  of 
the  engine,  drove  the  engineer  from  his  post,  when  the  engine  was  within  a 
short  distance  from  us,  and,  amid  deafening  cheers,  from  the  thousands 
assembled,  took  it  back  within  the  enclosure  surrounding  the  round-house, 
closed  and  secured  the  gates,  and,  in  great  numbers,  gathered  about  the 
same,  defying  the  authorities  to  dislodge  them  and  take  the  engine.     This 
attempt  to  procure  the  engine  having  failed,  four  companies  of  Lieutenant 
Coioneb  Wilson's  regiment,  (I  think  the  Fifth,  Beaver's  command,)  were 
taken  from  the  train,  and  marched  down  toward  the  round-house,  under 
orders,  (I  subsequently  heard  repeated  by  the  Major  General  commanding,) 
to  "force  the  gates,  and  secure  tlie  engine."     After  considerable  delay,  the 
movement  failed,  for  reasons,  (many  of  which,  are  not  creditable  to  the  Na- 
tional Guard   composing  the  force  employed,)  but  which,  it  is   no.  part   of 
ni}^  dut}'  to  detail  here.     Upon  the  failure  of  this  second  attempt  to  pro- 
cure an  engine,  Colonel  Lyle  was  ordered,  (near  midday,)  with  the  men  un- 
der his  command,  to  execute  the  order.    Colonel  Lyle's  command  consisted 
of  this  company,  and  fragments  of  other  organizations,  all  attached   to 
the  First  division,  and  numbering,  all  told,  not  more  (I  think)  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  men.  This  company  formed  the  left  of  the  column,  which 
was  marched  down  the  railroad  track,  east  of  the  street  bridge,  over  the 
same,  and  lialted  between  that  point  and  gates  of  the  round-house,  in  close 
proximity  to  which   the   head  of  the  column  rested.     The   command  re- 
mained in  this  cut,  with  rising  ground  on  either  side  densely  crowded  with 
people,  and  with  the  intense  ra^^s  of  a  noonday  sun  beating  down  upon  it 
for  some  considerable  time.     Several  of  the  men  showed  S3anptons  of  sun- 
stroke, and  two  had  to  be  taken  from  the  ranks.     Colonel  Lyle,  subse- 
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quently,  moved  the  troops  to  the  right,  partl}^  upon  the  rising  ground. 
After  awaiting  for  a  considerable  time,  for  orders  to  advance,  Colonel  Lyle 
walked  back  to  where  the  undersigned  was  standing,  at  the  right  of  the 
company,  and  requested  him  to  go  to  Major  General  Beaver,  who  occupied 
the  round  tower,  (railroad  telegraph,  and  signal  station,)  and  have  a  con- 
sultation with  him.  After  some  discussion  of  the  situation,  Colonel  Lyle 
was  directed  to  carry  out  his  original  order,  viz:  "^To  force  the  gates,  and 
secure  the  engine."  On  my  return  to  the  command,  I  expected,  and 
awaited  the  order  to  advance,  which  was  not  given,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
after  a  dela}^  of  perhaps  twenty  minutes,  I  received  an  order  to  return  to 
our  cars. 

It  is  not  my  intention,  nor  would  it  be  proper  for  me  to  express  an  opin- 
ion as  to  this  third  failure  to  drive  back  the  mob,  and  procure  an  engine 
to  haul  the  train  over  the  mountains.  All  I  desire  to  record  is,  that  this 
command  cheerfuU}'  obe3'ed  every  order  given,  and  would  have  obe^^ed 
most  willingl}^  au}^  order  the  Colonel  commanding  might  have  seen  fit  to 
give.  During  this  movement,  which  was  executed  on  the  part  of  this  com- 
mand, in  perfect  order,  and  without  any  excitement,  the  mob  although 
fraternizing  with  some  of  the  other  troops,  after  a  few  fruitless  attempts, 
did  not  trouble  us,  but  were  at  all  times  kept  at  a  proper  distance  from  the 
men,  and,  although  much  excited,  and  many  of  them  armed,  not  a  man 
among  the  thousands,  attempted  any  violence  toward  or  interference  with 
the  movements  of  the  compau}'.  A  subsequent  attempt  by  one  or  two 
hundred  strikers  to  uncouple  our  car  from  the  train,  with  a  view  of  run- 
ning it  east,  was  prompth^  frustrated  b}'  the  firmness  of  the  men  left  on 
guard.  All  attempts  to  procure  an  engine  from  the  round-house  proving 
abortive,  the  undersigned  visited  the  office  of  Mr.  G.  Clinton  Gardner,  Gen- 
eral Superintendent,  Pennsylvania  railroad,  for  consultation.  In  this  in- 
terview it  was  proposed  that  a  dress  parade  be  had  in  front  of  the  Logan 
House,  in  which  all  the  troops  except  this  company  should  participate,  and 
whilst  the  strikers,  their  aiders,  and  abettors  were  occupied  and  amused,  an 
engine  would  quietl}^  back  down  from  Gallitzen,  a  point  about  twelve  miles 
west  of  Altoona,  attach  itself  to  our  cars,  and  carry  the  troops  west  to 
Pittsburg.  Unfortunately,  the  strikers  were  informed  of  this  well  devised 
scheme,  (bj'  tapping  the  wires,)  and  frustrated  it  by  tearing  up  the  track 
west  of  our  cars.  When  this  last  hope  of  reaching  the  headquarters  of 
the  Major  General,  b}'  rail  west  from  Altoona,  failed,  I  again  visited  Mr. 
Gardner,  in  compan}^  with  my  oflQcers,  and  informed  him  that  ni}""  only 
orders  were  to  ''join  General  Brinton  at  Pittsburg,"  and  that  another  efi'ort 
must  be  made  to  that  end,  and  suggested  that  if  he  would  agree  to  supply 
us  with  food,  I  would  attempt  to  march  m}^  command  west  on  foot.  I  was 
aware  that  it  would  be  a  most  perilous  attempt,  as  the  men  were  poorl}" 
shod  for  a  long  march  over  the  mountains,  and  were  without  blankets  or 
necessar}^  commissary  or  quartermaster's  supplies.  But,  being  without 
orders  except  those  originally  given,  I  felt  it  a  duty  to  make  the  attempt. 
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Mr.  Gardner,  not  being  able  to  give  us  any  positive  assurance  of  commis- 
sar}^ supplies,  and  presenting  other  obstacles  familar  to  him  which  he 
thought  would  prevent  us  from  making  a  successful  march  b}^  that  route, 
it  was  reluctantl}^  abandoned.  It  was  then  suggested  that,  as  the  strikers 
were  willing  and  anxious  to  suppl}^  engines  to  send  us  east,  that  we  make 
our  arrangements  as  if  going  back  to  Philadelphia,  but,  upon  arriving  at 
Huntingdon,  we  should  go  south  over  the  Broad  Top  road  to  Bedford,  and 
at  that  point  procure  horses  or  other  means  of  transportation,  and  hasten 
to  Pittsburg,  by  way  of  the  pike  from  the  southeast.  As  Bedford  was 
twent}^  miles  nearer  to  Pittsburg  than  Altoona,  this  plan  seemed  to  be  the 
most  feasible  under  the  circumstances.  After  this  conference  with  Mr. 
Gardner,  I  received  the  following  letter  from  him : 

Penn'a  Railroad  Company,  Penn'a  Railroad  Div., 

Office  of  the  General  Superintendent, 

Altoona,  July  22,  1877. 
Captain  Snowden,  Commanding  First  City  Troop: 

Dear  Sir:  It  is  now  impossible  for  the  railroad  to  send  3  our  command 
west  from  this  point,  to  join  General  Brinton,  as  3'ou  request.  If  you 
insist  upon  carrying  out  your  orders,  I  would  recommend  3^ou  to  go  by 
way  of  Huntingdon  to  Bedford,  and  equip  yourselves,  marching  hj  pike 
to  Pittsburg,  and  thus  accomplish  the  purpose  yon  desire,  b}^  that  route. 

Yours  truly, 

G.  Clinton  Gardner, 
General  Superintendent. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  letter,  I  decided  to  act  in  accordance  with  its  sug- 
gestion, as  I  felt  it  ni}"  duty  to  strain  CA^erj^  nerve  to  join  General  Brinton 
at  Pittsburg,  where  the  telegraph  informed  us  he  was  hard  pressed.  The 
command  left  Altoona  for  Huntingdon,  on  Sunday  evening,  but,  upon  ar- 
riving at  that  point,  a  telegram  from  Mr.  Gardner  informed  me  that  the 
strikers  had  seized  the  Broad  Top  road,  at  Saxton  ;  had  overturned  a  train, 
and  obstructed  the  tracks  ;  also,  that  General  Brinton's  command  had  left 
Pittsburg,  retiring  north,  in  the  direction  of  Freeport,  Armstrong  county, 
twentj^-flve  miles  north.  It  was  then  apparent  that,  even  if  I  could  force 
my  way  to  Bedford,  the  contemplated  march  to  join  the  general  command- 
ing, from  the  south,  as  he  had  marched  north,  was  impossible.  Being 
without  orders,  or  sui)plies  of  an}-  kind,  I  concluded  to  go  east,  as  far  as 
Harrisburg,  or,  if  it  was  thought  best,  to  Philadelphia,  and  have  the  com- 
pany recruited  to  its  maximum,  b}'  the  members  who  had  hastened  home 
on  the  call,  but  who  were  too  late  to  join  before  we  left  the  city.  With 
full  ranks,  properl}^  equipped,  and  acting  under  orders,  I  felt  more  good 
could  be  accomplished  than  by  remaining  at  some  unimportant  point, 
whilst  events  were  hastening  to  conclusions.  At  that  time,  the  outlook 
for  a  speed}^  ending  to  the  disgraceful  violence  that  was  manifesting  itself, 
not  onl}^  in  our  own   State,  but  in  all  parts  of  the  countrj^,  was  not  en- 
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eoiiragiiig,  the  most  saiiguiiie  of  those  in  the  midst  of  the  trouble  feeling 
that  weeks,  or  perhaps  months,  would  be  required  to  restore  order,  and 
establish  the  authorit}^  of  the  law.  With  all  subsequent  events  before  me 
I  am  still  satisfied  with  the  wisdom  of  the  action  I  then  took. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  train  at  Lewistown,  I  received  a  dispatch  from 
Railroad  Superintendent  McCrea,  at  Ilarrisburg,  informiug  me  that  tlie  de- 
pot at  that  place  was  in  possession  of  the  mob,  and  that  the  railroad 
authorities  would  allow  no  militar}^  trains  to  pass  through  the  city. 

In  this  and  subsequent  dispatches,  it  was  intimated  that  a  small  body  of 
troops  would  onl}^  excite  bloodshed,  and  the  probable  destruction  of  the 
company's  property.  I  was  requested  to  have  m3^  car,  and  another  con- 
taining fragments  of  other  organizations,  detached  at  Millerstown,  about 
thirtv-four  miles  west  of  Harrisburg.  After  some  telegraphic  exchanges, 
it  was  decided  to  cut  us  off  at  Baily's,  a  station  about  twentj'-three  miles 
west  of  Harrisburg.  I  remained  here  until  the  next  morning,  when  I  re- 
ceived a  telegram  from  Colonel  Awl,  of  the  Governor's  staff',  suggesting 
that  I  remain  at  Baily's,  or  come  east  to  Harrisburg,  with  the  detachments 
of  other  companies  accompanying  us.  After  consulting  with  Lieutenant 
Pursell,  of  the  First  regiment,  the  onl}"  commissioned  officer  accompan}- 
ing  the  detachments,  I  concluded  to  organize  them  temporaril}-,  and  named 
that  oflflcer  to  act  as  captain,  and  let  the  men  designate  the  other  officers, 
which  was  done.  After  this,  I  submitted  to  them,  whether  they  would  re- 
main where  they  were,  or  move  eastward  with  us.  Thej'  decided  to  re- 
main. I  ordered  coffee  and  bread  from  Xewport,  which  I  paid  for,  and 
telegraphed  Harrisburg  to  forward  future  supplies.  After  seeing  that 
these  men  were  comfortable,  I  attached  the  car  containing  this  command 
to  the  earl}'  morning  train,  and  went  east  on  the  railroad,  until  we  had 
passed  over  the  long  bridge  across  the  Susquehanna,  about  four  miles 
above  Harrisburg,  and  as  we  were  not  permitted  to  enter  the  towii,  I  left 
the  cars  at  this  point,  and,  after  marching  down  the  track  for  oA^er  a  mile, 
I  struck  the  Linglestown  road,  and  moved  upon  it  in  a  south-east  direc- 
tion, until  I  struck  the  Jonestown  road,  at  the  village  of  Progress,  about 
one  mile  north  of  the  arsenal.  Here  permission  to  r(^st  was  given,  and  the 
men,  after  three  da^^s  and  two  nights  of  fatigue  and  want  of  rest,  had  some 
sleep  upon  the  floors  and  porches  of  the  house.  After  rations  had  been 
served,  I  dispatched  Surgeon  F.  F.  Maur}'  to  Harrisburg,  to  consult  the 
military  and  railroad  authorities  as  to  the  situation.  Vpon  his  report,  I 
deemed  it  expedient  to  march  into  the  State  Arsenal,  which  I  did  about 
seven  o'clock,  p.  m.  On  Monday  evening,  I  was  assigned  quarters  for  m}'- 
self  and  men  in  the  building. 

T  desire  here  to  express  the  thanks  of  mj^self  and  command  for  the 
soldierly  hospitality,  then  and  subsequent!}-  extended  by  Colonel  Caldwell, 
commanding  Camp  Hartranft. 

On  the  morning  after  my  arrival,  the  following  order  was  issued  by  the 
Colonel  commanding: 
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Camp  Hartranft, 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  July  ^^,  1877. 

At  the  request  of  General  C.  W.  Divin,  Superintendent  of  the  Arsenal, 
Captain  A.  Loudon  Snowden,  commanding  the  First  Troop,  Philadelphia 
City  Cavalry,  is  hereby  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the  State  Arsenal  and  its 
contents.  The  protection  of  the  building  and  stores  are  entrusted  to  his 
charge. 

By  order  of 

A.  Caldwell, 
Colonel^  connmanding. 

The  men,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Pursell,  Avho  elected  to  remain 
at  Baily's  until  further  orders,  left  that  point  without  orders,  about  two 
o'clock,  on  Monday,  marching  east  on  the  tow-path  to  the  aqueduct  bridge, 
where  thej^  crossed  the  Susquehanna,  proceeded  along  the  line  of  the 
Northern  Central  railroad  through  Dauphin,  and  halted  for  the  night  at  a 
farm-house,  about  five  miles  east  of  that  point,  where  they  remained  until 
the  next  day,  when  they  proceeded  south,  over  the  mountain,  by  a  "wood- 
cutter's "  road,  marching  south-east  until  about  six  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
when  the}^  halted  until  about  eleven  o'clock,  when  they  again  took  up  the 
line  of  march  in  the  direction  of  Middletown,  halting  about  five  miles 
north-west  of  that  place  until  Wednesda3'  morning,  at  eleven  o'clock,  when 
the}^  started  for  Middletown,  arriving  there  about  two,  P.  M.,  took  the  Penn- 
s^dvania  railroad,  and  arrived  the  same  night  in  Philadelphia. 

I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  present  these  facts  in  relation  to  this  detach- 
ment, as,  for  a  brief  period,  it  was  under  m}^  command,  and  because  the 
whole  march  over  the  mountains  was  unnecessary  and  exhausting  to  the 
men. 

During  our  brief  stay  at  the  Arsenal,  the  company  was  recruited  by 
Cornet  Dechert  and  twenty-one  men. 

On  Thursda3^,the  26th,  at  nine,  P.  m.,  without  any  previous  intimation,  I  re- 
ceived orders  to  march,  at  once,  to  the  Harrisburg  railroad  depot.  Not 
knowing  the  nature  of  the  order,  and  presuming  it  was  for  immediate  serv- 
ice at  that  point,  I  had  the  assembly  sounded,  and,  in  light  marching  order, 
moved  from  the  Arsenal  in  less  than  twent}^  minutes  after  the  order  was 
received.  I  marched  rapidh^  to  the  depot,  and,  on  arriving  there,  found 
that  all  the  detached  portions  of  the  First  division,  and  other  troops,  all 
under  Governor  Hartranft,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  were  proceeding  to 
Pittsburg. 

At  Blairsville  Junction,  this  company  connected  with  division  head- 
quarters, and  the  company,  on  arriving  at  Pittsburg,  was  quartered  in  im- 
mediate conjunction  Avith  the  Major  General  commanding,  in  the  West 
Pennsjdvania  hospital,  and  from  thence  was  returned  to  Harrisburg,  and 
forwarded  to  Scranton,  where  it  was  quartered  at  the  Wj^oming  House,  and 
from  thence  transferred  by  rail  to  Philadelphia,  where  it  arrived  on  Sun- 
day, the  5th  of  August,  at  eight,  a.  m. 
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In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  ni}^  high  appreciation  of  the  valuable 
services  rendered  b}^  Surgeon  Maury  to  this  command.  Also,  to  Acting 
Surgeon  White,  for  his  voluntary  and  valuable  services.  I  also  desire  to 
extend  my  congratulations  to  the  officers  and  men  generally,  for  the 
patient  and  soldierly  qualities  manifested  in  the  brief  but  trying  cam- 
paign. 

To  the  Major  General  commanding,  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Wilson,  and 
the  other  officers  connected  with  the  staff,  I  desire  to  extend  sincere  thanks 
for  many  kind  services  rendered,  which  will  be  always  remembered  and 
appreciated.

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General.,  State  of  Pennsylvania: 
General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  upon  the  tender  of  a  regiment 
by  the  Veteran  Corps,  First  regiment  infantry,  X.  G.  of  Pa.,  to  His  Excel- 
lency, Governor  John  F.  Hartranft,  for  the  suppression  of  riot  and  main-- 
tenance  of  law,  it  was  accepted  July  25,  and  in  compliance  with  Special  Order, 
No.  28,  C.  S.,  head-quarters  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  the  regiment  commenced  recruiting 
at  ten,  a.  m.,  July  26,  and  was  mustered  into  the  service,  b}"  companies  for  the 
emergency,  b}'  Colonel  George  H.  North,  aid-de-camp,  and  upon  its  regi- 
mental organization  being  complete,  T  was  mustered  as  Colonel.  It  was 
uniformed,  armed,  and  equipped  in  thirtj^-six  hours,  and  at  nine, p.  m.,  Jul}' 
27,  received  the  following  dispatch  from  Governor  ^artranft  :  "Move  your 
command  at  once,"  and  left  the  armorj^  at  ten,  p.  m.,  reported  at  West  Phil- 
adelphia depot,  when  the  following  dispatch  was  received  from  the  Gover- 
nor: "Embark  j^our  troops  iinmediatel3\"  I  complied  with  tlie  same, and 
left  the  West  Philadelphia  depot,  en  route  for  Pittsburg,  at  12.20,  a.  m., 
July  28,  taking  the  precaution,  (as  advised  by  the  Governor,)  to  detail  en- 
gineers and  firemen  from  m}^  command,  to  act,  in  case  the  train  hands  re- 
fused to  run  the  train.  Upon  my  arrival  at  Harrisburg,  at  four,  a.  m.,  I 
received  the  following  dispatch  from  the  Governor  :  "  Do  not  proceed  be- 
yond Harrisburg,  until  you  hear  from  me."  I  awaited  further  orders,  and,  at 
six,  A.  M.  received  the  following  dispatch:  "Move  on  from  Harrisburg 
through  to  Pittsburg,  and,  on  3'our  arrival  there,  report  for  dut}'  to  Major 
General  Robert  M.  Brinton.  Keep  yourself  in  communication  with  General 
Beaver,  at  Altoona,  who  has  been  directed  to  keep  3'ou  advised  of  the  situ- 
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atioa."  I  arrived  at  Altoona,  and  reported  to  General  Beaver,  and,  after 
some  little  delay  in  preparing  the  train,  I  proceeded  to  Pittsburg,  and  ar- 
rived there,  reporting  to  General  Brinton  at  6.30,  p.  m.,  and  was  b}-  him 
temporarily  assigned  to  the  First  brigade.  First  division,  X.  G.  of  Pa.  On 
August  l,the  entire  division  left  Pittsburg,  e/i  route  for  Philadelphia,  and 
upon  its  arrival  at  Harrisburg,  it  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Scranton, 
and  upon  reaching  Nanticoke,  on  August  2,  12.30,  a.  m.,  I  received  verbal 
orders  from  General  Brinton  to  disembark  my  regiment,  and  to  proceed, 
cautiously,  to  Plymouth,  by  way  of  the  turnpike,  arresting  all  persons 
found  out  of  their  houses.  The  right  company  was  deployed  as  skirmishers, 
capturing  ninety-two  persons,  who  were,  by  direction  of  General  Brinton, 
turned  over  to  Captain  A.  L.  Snowden,  First  City  Troop,  at  Plj^mouth. 

In  compliance  with  Special  Order,  No.  6,  head-quarters  First  division 
N.  G.  of  Pa.,  dated,  Scranton,  August  4,  I  proceeded  to  Wilkesbarre,  en- 
camped ni}'  regiment  between  the  lines  of  the  Lehigh  Yalle}^  and  the  Sus- 
quehanna railroads,  below  the  South  street  bridge,  remained  there  until 
August  6,  when  I  changed  the  camp  to  a  healthier  location  and  a  more 
commanding  position.  In  compliance  with  Special  Order,  No.  36,  dated 
Harrisburg,  August  4,  head-quarters  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  and  by  verbal  instructions 
from  General  Pearson,  relieved  a  battalion  of  the  Fifteenth  regiment,  N. 
G.  of  Pa.,  at  Fairview,  on  the  line  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad,  and  con- 
tinued guarding  that  point,  and  patrolling  the  line  of  the  same  railroad, 
from  same  point  to  Mill  Creek,  from  August  10,  to  August  23,  until  in- 
formed by  the  railroad  authorities  that  quiet  had  been  restored.  In  com- 
pliance with  instructions  received  from  Major  General  A.  L.  Pearson, 
commanding  Sixth  division,  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  I  detailed  companies  to  guard 
the  following  named  points:  Oakwood  Shaft,  Lehigh  Valley  railroad; 
Pine  Ridge  colliery,  Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  railroad ;  Mill  Creek, 
Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  railroad ;  Laurel  Run,  Lehigh  and  Susquehanna 
railroad;  Henry  collier}^,  Lehigh  Valley  railroad;  and  in  compliance 
with  General  Order,  No.  7,  Head-quarters  Sixth  Division,  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  I  re- 
lieved the  Sixth  division,  N.  G.  of  Pa.     Copy  of  order  as  follows : 

Head-Quarters  Sixth  Division,  N.  G.  P., 

Kingston,  Pa.,  September  5,  1877. 

General  Orders,  No.  *7. 

I.  The  following  named  regiments  of  this  command  will  be  relieved  from 
further  duty,  in  the  Wyoming  Valley,  as  follows,  viz :  The  Fourteenth 
regiment  on  Wednesday,  September  5  ;  the  Eighteenth  regiment  on  Thurs- 
day, Septeml)er  6;  the  Nineteenth  regiment  on  Friday,  September  7,  and 
will  proceed  direct  to  Pittsburg,  over  the  Delaware,  Lackawana  and  West- 
ern, Northern  Central,  and  (I'zaLewistown,)  Pennsjdvania  Central  railroads, 
when  they  will  be  dismissed  until  further  orders. 

II.  The  brigade  commander.  Fourth  brigade,  will  make  requisition  on 
these  head-quarters  at  once  for  the  necessary  number  of  passenger  and 
baggage  cars  required  to  transport  his  command,  and  will  cause  all  quarter- 
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master's  stores  and  camp  equipage  in  the  possession  of  the  several  regi- 
ments, to  be  turned  over  (properly  packed  for  shipment)  to  Major  J.  B. 
Steen,  division  quartermaster. 

III.  One  day's  cooked  rations  Avill  be  prepared  by  the  regiments  on  the 
days  named  in  j^aragraph  I,  of  this  order,  and  the  regiments  be  prepared 
to  move  from  the  station  of  their  respective  head-quarters  at  five,  p.  m. 

TV.  The  Hutchinson  batter}^  will  remain  in  camp  where  now  located,  and 
Captain  E.  Y.  Breck,  upon  the  withdrawal  of  the  infantr}^  troops,  will  report 
to  Colonel  Hartley  Howard,at  Scranton,  making  requisitions  for  allnecessarj'^ 
supplies  for  his  command  through  him,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

Y.  Colonel  S.  Bonnaffon,  junior,  commanding  Twentieth  regiment,  is 
herebj"  directed  to  designate  such  companies  of  his  command,  as  may  be 
necessar}^  to  relieve  the  regiments,  named  in  paragraph  one  of  this  order, 
and,  for  this  purpose,  will  cause  the  details  to  report  at  the  head-quarters 
of  each  regiment,  at  or  before  noon  of  the  days  designated,  in  the  above 
named  paragraph.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  above  duty.  Colonel  Bon- 
naffon will,  and  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief,  report 
to  Colonel  Hartley  Howard,  at  Scranton.

"The  parade  of  the  Twentieth  regiment,  j^esterday  afternoon,  was  one 
of  the  finest  affairs  witnessed  since  the  valley  has  been  occupied  by  the 
troops.  From  the  day  the  Twentieth  reached  the  valley,  they  have  been 
on  constant  dut}',  and  no  opportunity  has  been  afforded  our  citizens  of  see- 
ing them  in  marching  order,  or  of  witnessing  a  dress  parade  of  the  entire 
regiment.  In  order,  therefore,  to  gratify  them,  and,  in  some  slight  degree, 
to  make  a  return  for  their  generous  hospitnlitj^.  Colonel  Bonnaffon  paraded 
the  regiment  through  the  principal  streets,  following,  with  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions, the  line  of  march  as  published  yesterday.  The  streets  were 
crowded  with  people  along  the  entire  line,  the  crowd  growing  larger  as  the 
regiment  neared  the  Yalley  hotel,  in  front  of  which  the  troops  were  halted, 
and  formed  in  line  for  dress  parade.  Ths  military  display  was  witnessed 
by  fully  twenty-five  hundred  people,  who  crowded  the  street,  and  the 
broad  green  fronting  the  river,  rendering  it  almost  impossible  to  pass 
either  in  carriages  or  on  foot." 

"  The  whole  appearance  of  the  men  and  officers  was  soldierlj^,  and  our 
citizens  appreciated,  at  a  glance,  that  the  immense  interests,  guarded  by 
the  Twentieth  for  many  weeks  past,  had  been  in  safe  hands.  They  could 
also  see,  by  their  marching,  drill,  and  discipline,  that  Colonel  Bonnafl^on 
was  a  thorough  soldier,  and  in  his  entire  staff  and  line  officers,  the  Twen- 
tieth is  commanded  by  able  and  experienced  men — soldiers,  on  duty,  and 
gentlemen,  in  social  intercourse." 

"  Colonel  Hoj^t  was  present  at  the  parade,  and  forwarded  the  following 
telegram  to  Governor  Hartranft : 

"  Wilkesbarre,  September  19^  1877. 

''  To  His  Excellenc}^  Governor  Hartranft,  Harrisburg^  Pa. : 

"  This  community,  by  a  presence  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  people, 
at  a  public  parade  of  the  Twentieth  regiment.  National  Guard  of  Penn- 
sjdvania,  have  testified  to  the  appreciation  of  their  services  rendered  here 
under  your  orders,  in  the  interest  of  laM^  and  order." 
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The  regiment  left  Wilkesbarre,  for  Philadelphia,  September  20,  at  eight, 
A.  M.,  and  arrived  at  Philadelphia  at  four,  p.  m.,  when  it  was  mustered  out, 
and  paid  off  the  same  date. 

It  is  with  pride  as  a  soldier,  and  satisfaction  as  a  citizen,  that  I  call 
3^our  attention  to  the  fact,  that,  upon  the  receipt  of  Special  Order,  Xo.  28, 
head-quarters  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  announcing  to  the 
Veteran  Corps,  First  regiment,  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  that  the 
regiment  offered  b}^  them  had  been  accepted,  they  promptly,  and  with  one 
accord  for  the  public  good,  uniformed  and  equipped  this  regiment  upon 
monej's  subscribed  b}^  loyal  and  law  abiding  citizens.  I  would  suggest, 
that  such  action  be  taken  as  will  cause  the  Legislature  to  reimburse  those 
citizens  w]io  subscribed  this  mone}^,  that  in  the  event  of  the  like  emer- 
genc}^  occurring,  there  maj^  be  the  same  heart}'  financial  assistance  to  aid 
in  the  restoration  of  order,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws. 

I   desire  to  thank   His   Excellencj^,  the   Governor,  John  F.  Hartranft, 
through  3'ou,  for  the  honor  conferred  in  appointing  me  to  the  command 
of   the   Twentieth    regiment.  National   Guard  of    Penns3dvania.     I   also 
thank  3'ou  for  the  kindness  extended  to  this  command.

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania : 

General:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  report  operations,  of  the  troops 
under  ra}'  command,  during  the  late  disturbances  in  Jul}^  and  August.  On 
receipt  of  3"0ur  communication,  dated  Huntingdon,  JUI3'  20,  I  immediatel}'' 
notified  General  Reeder,  commanding  Fifth  brigade,  that,  on  account  of  the 
present  disturbances,  it  might  be  necessar3'  to  call  out  this  division,  having 
received  instructions  to  that  effect,  and  that  he  should  make  cautionar3^ 
measures  for  an  immediate  response  of  the  Fourth  regiment;  that  I  would, 
for  the  present,  look  after  the  Sixteenth  regiment. 

At  6.15,  p.  M.,  of  Sunday,  JUI3'  22,  received  the  following  telegram  from 
3'ou,  elated  Pittsburg,  of  same  date :  "  Concentrate  3'our  Sixteenth  regi- 
ment, under  arras  at  once,  at  Norristown,  and  the  Fourth  at  Allentown,  or 
such  other  point  as  3'ou  ma3^  see  fit.  There  is  ammunition  at  Fort  Mifflin  and 
Harrisburg."     In  accordance  therewith,  I  wired  General  Reeder,  to  concen- 
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trate  the  Fourth  regiment  at  Allentowii,  mid  personally  directed  Colonel 
Schall  to  have  Sixteenth  regiment  in  readiness  to  move  at  a   moment's, 
notice,  and  to  hold  men  at  compan}-  rendezvous  until  further  orders ;  in  the 
meantime,  notified  my  statf  to  report  for  duty.     In  a  short  time,  Colonel 
Schall  reported  his  men  well  in  hand,  and  ready  to  move. 

Soon  after  orders  had  been  issued  for  Sixteenth  regiment  to  he  in  readi- 
ness, crowds  of  people  commenced  congregating  on  the  streets,  many  of 
whom  were  outspoken  in  their  determination  that  the  troops  should  not 
leave  Norristown  that  night,  so  much  so,  that,  from  m}^  personal  observa- 
tion, I  am  free  to  admit,  should  orders  have  been  received  to  move  the 
regiment  that  night,  a  collision  would  have  occurred.  My  reason  for  men- 
tioning this  fact,  is  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  state  of  feeling  at  that 
time. 

In  order  not  to  allow  the  troops  to  be  seen  more  than  necessar}-,  I  di- 
rected Colonel  Schall  to  place  guards  at  each  armor}^  and  not  to  allow  men 
access  to  the  street. 

The  Fourth  regiment  rapidh^  concentrated  at  Allentown,  and  on  the 
morning  of  the  23d,  reported  all  companies  but  A,  in  hand,  that  company 
in  the  hands  of  the  mob  at  Reading  ;  which  company,  subsequently,  re- 
ported. I  directed  General  Reeder,  if  short  of  ammunition  for  Fourth  regi- 
ment, to  send  to  Harrisburg,  and  to  have  Fourth  regiment  well  in  hand, 
to  move  in  a  moment's  notice.  Personally  directed  Colonel  Schall  to  have 
Sixteenth  regiment  in  same  condition.  By  this  time — the  morning  of  July 
23 — man}'  wild  rumors  were  afloat.  A  mob  had  taken  possession  of  the 
Philadeli^hia  and  Reading  railroad,  at  Reading ;  burned  the  Lebanon  Val- 
ley bridge  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  spanning 
the  Schuylkill  river  ;  broken  open  cars,  and  were  burning  and  plundering 
railroad  property  at  that  point,  generally,  and,  in  fact,  had  full  possession 
of  the  city,  the  civil  authorities,  through  inability  or  other  causes,  unable 
to  restore  order  or  protect  property. 

From  information  received  from  several  of  my  staff,  residents  of  Reading, 
and  other  reliable  sources,  concluded  that  it  wouM  be  necessary  to  for- 
ward troops  to  Reading,  but,  before  doing  so,  would  await  further  devel- 
opments, and  in  tlie  meantime  telegraphed  you  at  Pittsburg: 

"  Trouble  anticipated  to-night  at  Reading." 

At  3.50  o'clock,  that  afternoon,  Juh*  23,  I  received  the  following  tele 
gram  from  J.  E.  AVootten,  general  manager  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railroad  Company : 

"  We  are  in  need  of  protection  at  Reading.  Will  3'ou  please  order  Gen- 
eral Reeder,  at  Allentown,  to  take  his  force  to  Reading  ?  We  will  furnish 
transpjrtation  for  him.     Please  answer." 

I  immediatel}'  directed  General  Reeder  to  take  Fourth  regiment  to  Read- 
ing, and  forwarded  the  following  telegram  to  you,  at  Pittsburg: 

"  By  request  of  J.  E.  Wootten,  general  manager  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
5  Adj.  Gen.  Rep. 
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Reading  Railroad  Company,  have  ordered  General  Reeder,  with  Fourth 
regiment,  to  proceed  to  Reading  at  once." 

Notified  Mr.  Wootten  that  I  had  complied  with  his  request,  and  sent 
the  following  instructions  to  General  Reeder,  which  did  not  reach  him 
until  he  had  arrived  at  Reading: 

"  Take  all  precaution  in  moving  along  line  of  road,  and  especiall}'^  in  en- 
tering Reading.  Report  to  sheriff  or  mayor,  unless  other  instructions 
from  these  headquarters.  Use  your  own  judgment  in  disposition  of  troops. 
Wire  3^our  time  of  leaving,  and  look  for  telegram  at  Reading." 

And  afterward  the  following  additional  instructions : 

"Instead  of  reporting  to  mayor  or  sheriff  of  Reading,  you  will  consult 
with  them,  and  use  your  own  judgment  as  how  to  proceed,  also,  confer 
with  railroad  officers." 

I  also  directed  Lieutenant  Colonel  Keller  and  Majors  Herr  and  Bernhart, 
of  my  own  staff,  residents  of  Reading,  to  proceed  at  once  to  Reading  ;  keep 
me  well  informed,  and  to  use  their  endeavors  to  have  civil  authorities  act, 
so  that,  in  case  military  would  have  to  be  withdrawn,  protection  would  be 
afforded. 

General  Reeder,  immediately  on  receiving  orders,  proceeded  to  Reading 
with  Fourth  regiment.  Colonel  Good  commanding,  and  arrived  there  at 
about  seven  o'clock,  in  the  evening,  July  23.  From  information  he  (Gen- 
eral Reeder)  had  received  from  officials  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company,  he  was  led  to  believe  that  the  depot  at  Reading  was 
in  possession  of  a  large  mob  of  rioters,  and  would,  therefore,  be  unwise 
to  disembark  his  men  at  the  depot,  halted  the  train  some  distance  there- 
from, and  formed  his  men  without  interference.  After  forming,  marched 
to  the  depot,  and  there  found  the  instructions  from  these  head-quarters 
awaiting  him,  they  having,  from  some  cause  or  other,  failed  to  reach  him 
in  time  at  Allentown.  Unable  to  communicate  with  civil  authorities, 
darkness  coming  on  rapidh',  and  informed  by  railroad  officials  that  a 
passenger  train  had  been  stopped,  and  then  in  the  hands  of  the  mob,  that 
the  mob  was  increasing  rapidl}",  both  as  to  boldness  and  to  size,  and  that 
if  immediate  action  was  not  taken,  they  lind  fears  as  to  the  safety  of  any 
of  tlieir  property  within  the  cit}^,  concluded  —  his  orders  being  discre- 
tionary— to  act  promptl}',  ordered  his  troops  forward. 

Whether  from  ignorance  of  the  locality — darkness  having  set  in — or 
from  a  desire  to  act  promptl}^,  or  both,  subsequent  events  will  show,  he  ex- 
ecuted what  might  have  been  a  rash  and  censurable  movement. 

Leaving  clie  depot,  the  troops  moved  down  the  railroad,  their  objective 
point  being  the  railroad  crossing  at  Penn  street. 

After  leaving  the  depot,  say  some  three  hundred  3^ards,  the  railroad 
enters  a  cut  some  thirty  feet  wide,  walled  on  each  side,  with  a  heighth,  at 
some  points,  of  thirt}^  feet  or  more,  and,  in  all,  from  three  to  four  hundred 
yards  long,  tapering  as  to  height  at  each  end — the  highest  in  the  middle. 
On  each  side  of  the  railroad,  and  about  four  feet  from  the  top  or  parapet 
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of  this  wall,  is  a  footway,  some  six  to  ten  feet  wide,  affording  plenty  of 
missiles.  Two  or  three  bridges  span  this  cat  at  street  crossings.  It  will 
be  readily  seen  that  troops  passing  through  this  cut,  without  flankers,  could 
be  assailed  from  all  sides,  excepting  directly  in  front  and  rear,  without 
being  able  to  protect  themselves,  or  to  inflict  any  loss  whatever  to  attack- 
ing parties.  Add  to  this,  several  cars  standing  on  tracks  at  diflferent  in- 
tervals, which  could  not  be  seen,  through  the  darkness,  until  you  were  in 
contact  with  them,  and  j^ou  have  the  line  of  march  taken.  Line  this  foot- 
way, on  each  side  of  the  railroad,  behind  the  four-foot  parapet,  with  sev- 
eral thousand  violent  men,  women,  and  children,  armed  with  anj'^thing 
they  can  lay  hands  on,  ready  to  drop  upon  any  unfortunate  soldier  that 
came  that  wa}',  and  j^ou  have  the  condition  of  things  when  the  Fourth 
regiment  marched  into  and  through  the  "cut." 

As  soon  as  the  mob  became  aware  that  there  were  soldiers  marching 
down  the  railroad,  the}'  collected  in  large  force,  at  the  entrance  of  the  cut, 
towards  which  the  troops  were  marching,  greeting  them  with  all  kinds  of 
curses  and  threats.  As  soon  as  the  head  of  the  column  reached  the 
entrance  to  the  "  cut,"  was  a  signal  for  a  general  attack  by  the  mob,  which 
was  borne  for  a  time  by  the  troops  without  reply,  but,  becoming  too  severe, 
was  returned. 

General  Reeder's  report,  giving  a  full  description  of  the  attack,  is,  there- 
fore, most  respectfully  forwarded,  and  made  part  of  this  report. 

From  the  testimony  of  Majors  Newhard  and  Rone}^,  of  my  staflf,  who 
accompanied  the  Fourth  regiment,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  to  head- 
(Juarters,  and  from  my  own  observations  of  the  missiles  lying  in  the  ''  cut" 
the  next  day,  it  can  well  be  said,  is  it  not  a  wonder  that  there  were  not 
more  serious  casualties  on  the  part  of  the  troops  ?  As  it  was,  out  of  an 
aggregate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty -three  oflScers  and  men,  not  more  than 
fifty  escaped  unhurt,  and  comparative!}^  few  were  seriously  wounded.  But 
not  so  with  the  rioters.  Eleven  were  killed ,  and  some  fifty  or  sixtj^  wounded, 
and  whether,  as  in  similar  instances,  more  innocent  than  reallj-  guilty 
suffered,  am  unable  to  say ;  but,  I  have  po  hesitancy  in  sajing,  that  it 
"  broke  the  backbone"  of  the  riots  in  the  Schujdkill  valley,  and,  no  doubt, 
saved  millions  of  property  and  hundreds  of  lives. 

I  therefore,  most  respectfullj-,  commend  General  Reeder  and  the  Fourth 
regiment,  Colonel  Good  commanding,  to  your  favorable  consideration,  for 
doing  their  duty  like  men,  thereby  honoring  themselves  and  the  uniform 
they  wear. 

General  Reeder,  soon  after  having  collision  with  mob,  at  Reading,  tele- 
graphed me:  "Have  had  collision  with  the  mob,  send  more  troops,  and 
ammunition;"  Major  Herr,  of  m^-  staff:  "Just  arrived,  things  desperate, 
need  more  troops ;"  Colonel  Grant,  of  your  staff,  "  Reeder  had  conflict 
with  mob,  is  now  at  the  depot.  Thinks  3'ou  should  bring  the  Sixteenth 
to  his  support,  at  once.  Mob  have  arms  of  compan}-  A  ;"  from  Colonel 
Keller,  of  my  staflf:  "  Send  all  the  troops  you  can  spare.     The  rioters  went 
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to  armoiy,  and  stole  our  arms  and  ammunition  ;"  from  J.  E.  Wootten, 
Esquire,  General  Manager,  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company : 
"  Can  3"0U  detail  additional  troops  for  Reading;  if  so,  immediately;  trans- 
portation will  be  furnished.  Your  men,  now  there,  have  had  an  engage- 
ment with  the  rioters  this  evening." 

Immediately  on  receipt  of  these  telegrams,  I  ordered  Colonel  Schall, 
of  Sixteenth  regiment,  to  forward  immediately  to  Reading,  companies 
C,  D,  E,  H,  and  I,  and  that  transportation  was  then  in  waiting.  I  then 
telegraphed  you,  at  Pittsburg  : 

"  General  Reeder,  with  Fourth  regiment,  is  now  m  action  with  large 
force  of  rioters  at  Reading.  Have  ordered  five  companies  of  Sixteenth 
regiment  to  his  assistance.     Where  can  I  get  ammunition?" 

Having  received  the  following  telegram  from  his  Excellency,  the  Gov- 
ernor, dated  Laneville,  Iowa : 

"  Will  order  the  Sixteenth  regiment  to-morrow.  See  to  their  provisions 
and  ammunition.  I  may  order  joxx  to  go  with  it.  Hold  the  Fourth  regi- 
ment in  Reading,  and  have  Reeder  look  after  it,  and  get  him  to  telegraph 
to  me  at  Beaver  to-morrow  morning." 

I  telegraphed  his  Excellency,  at  Beaver : 

"  General  Reeder,  with  Fourth  regiment,  had  conflict  with  the  rioters  at 
Reading,  and  have  sent  five  companies  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment  to  his 
assistance.  Things  are  a  little  critical  around  here,  and  am  holding  back 
two  companies  of  Sixteenth  regiment  for  any  emergency.  Have  instructed 
Reeder  to  confer  with  you." 

To  General  Reeder : 

"  Have  ordered  five  companies  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment  to  your  assist- 
ance. Have  sent  for  ammunition  ;"  and  "  companies  of  Sixteenth  regiment 
will  leave  very  soon  to  j^our  assistance.  Give  me  some  particulars.  Confer 
with  Governor  Hartranft,  at  Beaver^  to-morrow  morning,  giving  him  all 
particulars." 

Not  being  able  to  hear  from  j'^ou  at  Pittsburg,  I  sent  the  following  tele- 
o-ram  to  Harrisburs; : 

"  General  Reeder,  with  Fourth  regiment,  in  action  with  rioters  at  Read- 
ing last  night.  Sent  five  companies  of  Sixteenth  regiment  to  his  assist- 
ance. Cannot  hear  from  him,  on  account  of  wires  down.  Have  been  try- 
ing to  get  ammunition,  but  thus  far  failed." 

Colonel  Schall,  having  received  his  orders  between  ten  and  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  had  considerable  difficulty  in  getting  his  men  off, 
and  was  unable  to  report  to  General  Reeder,  at  Reading,  until  the  morn- 
ing of  July  24. 

On  the  morning  of  Jul}^  24,  I  received  the  following  from  General 
Reeder  : 

"  My  situation  is  not  improved  by  the  arrival  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment, 
which  is  very  disaffected.  The  Fourth  is  becoming  anxious,  and  is  also 
very  much  exhausted.    Should  have  reliable  troops,  without  delay."    And, 
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"  The  Sixteenth  regiment  is  furnishing  the  strikers  with  ammunition,  and 
openly  declare  their  intention  to  join  the  rioters  in  case  of  trouble.  If 
troops  do  not  reach  us  bj  dark,  I  cannot  vouch  for  the  safety  of  the  city, 
or  ni}-  power  to  hold  the  depot.  Stir  heaven  and  earth  to  forward  reliable 
and  fresh  troops." 

Immediately  ordered  Major  Henry  S.  Smith,  of  Sixteenth  Regiment, 
who  had  been  left  in  command  of  B  and  F  companies,  to  proceed,  as  rap- 
idlj^  as  posible,  and  with  caution,  to  Reading,  and  report  to  Colonel 
Schall.  I  also  sent  twenty  thousand  rounds  of  ammunition  with  this  de- 
tachment, the  same  just  having  arrived.  Procured  a  special  engine  and 
car,  and,  with  three  members  of  ni}^  staff,  started,  in  advance  of  Major 
Smith,  for  Reading,  as  from  the  above  telegrams,  supposed  General 
Reeder  to  be  in  a  critical  condition. 

Before  leaving  Norristowu,  I  ordered  the  chief  of  police  (being  burgess 
of  the  town)  to  take  all  arms  in  company  armories,  and  deposit  same  in 
county  jail.  Had  a  number  of  citizens  sworn  in  as  extra  policemen,  for 
the  protection  of  the  town  in  the  absence  of  the  troops,  as  it  looked  very 
much  as  though  there  might  be  an  outbreak  here.  Telegraphed  General 
Reeder : 

"  Have   ordered    out  balance   of    Sixteenth,   and   am   coming  mvself." 

To  General  Dobson  : 

"  Loan  me  all  the  troops  you  can,  and  forward  them  at  once,  if  possible, 
with  plenty  of  ammunition,  to  Reading." 

To  General  Reeder: 

"  Have  called  on  Dobson  to  loan  us  all  the  troops  he  can." 

To  YOU,  at  Harrisburg: 

"  Have  United  States  troops  sent  to  Reading  at  once.  Portion  of  Six- 
teenth regiment  are  about  revolting,  and  joining  the  strikers  ;"  and, 
"  Have  asked  Dobson  to  loan  me  portion  of  his  division.  Can't  you  order 
same  to  Reading?" 

And  at  Phoenixville  : 

"  On  my  way  to  Reading.  Head-quarters  at  Reading." 
At  Phoenixville,  I  received  the  following  telegram  from  General  Reeder : 
"It  will  be  useless  to  come  with  only  two  companies,  and  the}'-  not  re- 
liable. The  morale  of  the  Fourth  regiment  has  given  way  within  the  last 
three  hours,  under  their  distrust  of  the  Sixteenth.  Perhaps  it  would  be 
better  to  withdraw  the  Fourth  regiment,  under  the  pretext  of  restored  quiet, 
to  Allentown,  leaving  the  Sixteenth  in  charge  here,  and  concentrating  a 
large  force  here,  if  necessary  in  the  future  ;  the  desertions  from  the  Foui'th 
regiment  bring  its  effective  strength  down  to  one  hundred  muskets.  Tlie 
crowds  cheer  the  Sixteenth,  and  hiss  and  groan  the  Fourth,  and  say  if  the 
Fourth  would  only  leave,  they  would  make  no  more  trouble.  Please  an- 
swer me  at  your  ver3''  eailiest  convenience,  as  I  am  entirely Expect 

a  meeting  in  what  is  left  of  the  Fourth.     The  officers  join  with  the  men  in 
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the  sentiments  I  have  mentioned,  and  have  just  waited  on  me  to  demand 
their  removal." 

At  Pottstown,  I  replied  to  General  Reeder's  telegram  as  follows : 

•'  Use3^oiir  best  judgment,  and  if  you  think  it  wise,  withdraw  troops  from 
Reading,  as  I  understand  that  we  cannot  get  further  than  Exeter." 

At  Exeter,  made  inquiries  for  telegram,  but  none  had  been  received,  and 
informed  that  our  train  would  be  taken  as  far  as  Eckert's  furnaces,  where 
conve3^ances  would  be  waiting  to  take  us  to  the  depot  at  Reading.  Pro- 
ceeded on  our  journe}^ 

When  I  arrived  at  the  Reading  depot,  to  my  surprise,  could  see  no  troops, 
and,  what  was  more,  no  mob ;  the  surroundings  appearing  deserted — not 
even  that  appearance  of  ever\^  day  life — no  mob;  no  soldiers;  no  guard  ; 
and  brought  forth  the  remark :  "  Don't  look  much  like  riot  around  here." 
Entering  the  depot,  found  the  Sixteenth  regiment  with  arms  stacked,  or 
standing  around ;  no  guards,  and  the  men  and  those  who  chose  to  come 
into  the  depot,  mingling  freely  together.  Upon  inquiry,  of  Colonel  Sctall, 
what  this  meant,  was  informed  that  General  Reeder  and  Fourth  regiment 
had  left  for  Allentown,  and  that  he  was  awaiting  transportation  for  home. 

On  ni}^  arrival  at  the  depot,  I  was  handed  the  following  telegram  from  the 
Governor,  dated  Ada,  Ohio,  of  even  date:  . 

''  Report  with  Sixteenth  regiment  to  General  Hancock,  at  Philadelphia. 
Take  two  staff  officers  with  you." 

On  account  of  having  received  this  order,  and  being  informed  by  offi- 
cials of  the  railroad  comj)any,  and  good  citizens  of  the  city,  that  trouble 
was  anticipated  that  night;  and  by  the  mayor,  Mr.  Evans,  for  whom,  to- 
gether with  the  sheriff,  (the  ma^^or  onh^  making  his  appearance,)  I  had 
sent  for  upon  ni}^  arrival,  that  he  had  his  chief  of  police  out  all  day  trying 
to  get  an  hundred  extra  ])olicemen,  but  had  utterly  failed,  telegraphed  to 
General  Reeder,  whom  I  ascertained  was  at  Temple  station,  some  six  miles 
outside  of  Reading: 

"  Return  here  at  once  with  Fourth  regiment." 

Having  been  informed  by  railroad  officials,  that  United  States  troops  were 
then  at  Eckert's  furnaces;  that  providing  Sixteenth  regiment  were  imme- 
diately sent  to  that  point,  they  could  take  same  train  that  brought  United 
States  troops,  as  the}^  could  not  hold  train  there  for  any  time,  I,  there- 
fore, directed  Colonel  Scliall  to  proceed  with  Sixteenth  regiment  to  that 
point,  (Eckert's  furnaces,)  for  transportation. 

Soon  after  issuing  order  to  Colonel  Schall,  I  received  the  following 
from  General  Reeder : 

"  The  Fourth  reginient  most  positively  refuse  to  return  to  Reading  to- 
night ;  the  men  declare  they  will  walk  home  rather  than  return  to-night. 
The  regiment  and  company  officers  are  perfectly  helpless.  What  shall  I 
do  ?    The  regiment  unsettled,  but  only  temporarily  I  think." 

I  replied  as  follows : 
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"  Have  ordered  Sixteenth  regiment  to  Philadelphia,  and  are  now  leav- 
ing the  cit3\     Bring  Fourth  regiment  back." 

To  which  I  received  the  following  from  General  Reeder  : 

•'  Fourth  regiment  refuses  to  return,  declaring  that  they  fear  the  treach- 
ery of  the  Sixteenth  regiment.  There  is  much  excitement  among  them. 
They  have  left  the  train,  which  now  stands  empty  on  the  track.  I  wait 
for  3''our  orders." 

And  from   Colonel   Good  : 

"  The  nien  af  the  Fourth  positively  refuse  to  return  to-night.  I  can't 
get  twenty -five  men.     What   troops  will  be  in  Reading  to-night  ?  " 

Finding  that  the  efficiency  of  the  Fourth  regiment  was  gone,  that  it 
would  be  useless  to  endeavor  to  have  them  returned,  I  directed  General 
Reeder  to  rendezvous  Fourth  regiment  at  Allentown,  and  await  further 
orders. 

United  States  troops  having  arrived,  and  being  assnred  by  the  ma^^or 
that  there  would  be  a  call  of  the  citizens  that  night  to  take  action  for  their 
protection,  proceeded  to  obej^  my  orders,  and  sent  the  following  telegram 
to   General  Hancock : 

"Have  just  received  orders  from  Governor  Hartranft,  to  report  to  you 
with  the  Sixteenth  regiment  infantry.  National  Guard,  and  two  staff  officers. 
Will  leave  here  this  evening  with  the  Sixteenth  regiment.  Please  advise 
at  Norristown." 

Then  proceeded  to  Eckert's  furnraes,  for  the  purpose  of  accompanying 
Sixteenth  regiment,  and  then  found  that  the  regiment  had  arrived,  and 
United  States  troops  disembarking.  I  informed  Colonel  Schall  of  the 
order  I  had  received,  to  take  regiment  to  Philadelphia,  and  that  I  had 
asked  for  information. 

On  account  of  a  difference  of  orders,  between  the  engineer  and  the  con- 
ductor of  the  troop  train,  the  engineer  to  return  to  Exeter,  and,  the  con- 
ductor to  report  at  the  depot,  the  engineer,  after  waiting  some  time,  and 
not  hearing  from  the  conductor,  pulled  out  his  train,  and  returned  to  Exeter, 
some  six  miles. distant,  leaving  the  Sixteenth  regiment  without  transporta- 
tion. Myself  and  staff  officers,  together  with  some  officers  of  the  Sixteenth, 
having  taken  possession  of  one  of  the  cars,  and  supposing,  at  the  time  the 
engineer  started,  that  he  only  intended  switching  over  on  to  the  other  track, 
the  conductor  not  yet  having  returned,  were  trangported  to  that  point, 
(Exeter.)  before  we  knew  it. 

There  being  no  telegraphic  communications  at  Eckert's  furnaces,  and 
having  been  detained  so  long  at  that  point,  upon  my  arrival  at  Exeter, 
forwarded  the  following  telegram  to  you,  at  Harrisburg : 

"Have  just  arrived  here,  after  being  detained,  between  this  point  and 
Reading,  for  the  last  five  hours.  On  arrival  at  Reading,  found  that  General 
Reeder  thought  it  wise  to  withdraw  troops,  and,  had  left,  with  the  Fourth 
regiment,  for  Allentown ;  ever3'^thing  very  quiet ;  and,  an  order  from  Governor 
Hartranft,  directing  me  to  report  to  Hancock  with  Sixteenth  regiment.     At 
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once  ordered  Sixteenth  regiment  to  return.  More  troops  will  not  be  neces- 
sary, as  three  hundred  United  States  troops  are  now  in  the  city.  Will 
advise  you  further  from  Norristown." 

At  Exeter,  I  received  the  following,  from  General  Hancock : 
"  Your  dispatch  received.  I  have  heard  nothing  from  Governor  Hartranft 
on  the  subject  of  your  reporting  to  me.  M3'  dispatch  to  you,  of  last  night, 
indicated  position  in  this  State,  at  this  time.  My  impression  is,  that  the  Gov- 
ernor supposed  that  I  was  in  command  here.  I  would  advise  you  to  con- 
sult with  the  Governer  further  before  moving.  I  think  he  only  Intended 
that  you  should  hold  yourself  in  readiness,  subject  to  my  orders,  supposing 
that  I  have  authorit}^  over  the  State  troops.  The  Governor  will  soon  be 
here,  and  the  matter  will  ba  determined,  and  advise  you  to  communicate 
with  him  further,  before  moving." 

I,  therefore,  ordered  the  Sixteenth  to  Xorristown,and  to  go  into  camp  at 
the  fair  ground. 

Upon  m}'  arrival  at  Norristown,  I  forwarded  the  following  to  the  Gov- 
ernor : 

"  On  receipt  of  your  order,  at  Reading,  to  report,  with  Sixteenth  regi- 
ment, to  General  Hancock,  at  once  ordered  transportation,  and  asked  ad- 
vice from  Hancock.  On  my  way  to  report,  received  telegram  from  him 
that  you  must  misunderstand  his  position,  and  that,  before  reporting, 
should  confer  with  3'ou.     Please  advise." 

On  the  return  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment,  Colonel  Schall  reported  that 
compan}^  I  had  mutinied,  and  refused  to  return  with  regiment.  I,  there- 
fore, issued  the  following  special  order  : 

"  I  hereby  disband,  in  dishonor,  companjr  I,  Sixteenth  regiment  infantrj^, 
National  Guard,  Pennsylvania,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Governor,  for 
insubordination,  cowardice,  and  mutinous  conduct,  in  disobe3'ing  orders, 
and  furnishing  ammunition  to  rioters  at  Reading,  on  the  24th  inst." 

Which  order  was  promptl^^  approved,  by  special  order,  from  j^our  head- 
quarters. 

Colonel  Schall's  report,  covering  the  time  of  the  receipt  of  my  order, 
until  his  return  to  Norristown,  is  herewith  most  respectfully  given,  for 
your  information,  and  made  part  of  this  report. 

The  Fourth  regiment,  having  gone  into  camp  at  AUentown,  and  the.  Six- 
teenth regiment,  at  Norristown,  and,  having  received  instructions  to  fill  up 
these  two  regiments,  with  eight}^  men  to  a  compau}^,  for  the  present  emergen- 
cy, issued  mj^  orders  accordingly,  and,  by  August  1,  had  the  following  com- 
panies added:  Company  C,  Captain  A.  R.  Mullen,  recruited  at  Easton ; 
company  G,  Captain  C.  0.  Ziegenfuss,  recruited  at  Bethlehem ;  and  com- 
pany L,  Captain  C.  C.  Lasli,  recruited  at  Reading,  to  the  Fourth  regi- 
ment. Company  A,  Captain  William  M.  Mintzer,  recruited  at  Pottstown ; 
companj^  G,  Captain  E.  S.  Mcintosh,  recruited  at  Doylestown ;  companj^ 
I,  captain  I.  H.  Horstall,  recruited  at  New  Hope,  Bucks  county  ;    and 
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company  K,  Captain  Timothy  Cadwallader,  recruited,  at  Newtown,  Bucks 
count}',  to  the  Sixteenth  regiment. 

The  old  companies,  by  regular  and  emergency  enlistments,  had  increased 
their  number,  averaging  about  seventy  men,  so  that  my  division,  by  the 
1st  of  August,  aggregated  about  thirteen  hundred  (1,300)  officers  and  men. 

I  proceeded  to  clothe  and  equip,  according  to  orders,  but  found  it  im- 
possible to  get  uniforms,  for  the  reason  that  the  parties  who  had  them  on 
hand  refusing  to  furnisli  the  State,  unless  backed  up  by  securit}^  that  the 
same  would  be  paid  within  a  certain  time;  but  succeeded,  without  difficult}^, 
in  equipping  otherwise. 

By  your  orders  to  General  Reeder,  the  Fourth  regiment,  on  the  31st  of 
July,  was  sent  to  relieve  the  Eighth  regiment,  at  the  arsenal,  Harrisburg, 
and  remained  tliere  until  relieved  by  Special  Order,  40,  from  your  head- 
quarters. 

The  Sixteenth  regiment  remained  in  camp,  at  the  fair  grounds,  Norris- 
town,  under  strict  discipline,  until  relieved  by  Special  Order,  Xo.  37,  para- 
graph four,  from  your  head -quarters,  when  all  the  emergency  men  were 
regularly  discharged,  pay-rolls  signed,  and  companies  sent  to  their  place 
of  rendezvous. 

While  at  Reading,  the  complaints,  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  Sixteentli 
regiment,  being  so  numerous,  and  from  their  action  at  Norristown,  in  re- 
fusing to  obey  orders,  concluded  that  as  soon  as  I  could  ascertain  the  facts 
more  fully,  to  disband  the  five  companies  complained  of. 

I,  having,  immediatel}^  upon  the  return  of  the  Sixteentli  regiment  from 
Reading,  disbanded  company  I,  for  reasons  therein  stated,  concluded,  after 
considering  the  matter  well,  and  after  having  a  mass  of  testimony  furnished, 
to  disband  the  four  remaining  companies,  leaving  but  two  companies,  F 
and  B,  in  the  Sixteenth  regiment.  Therefore,  on  August  the  11th,  issued 
the  following  Special  Order,  No.  26  : 

"  Companies  C,  D,  E,  and  H,  Sixteentli  regiment  infantry,  N.  G.  Pa.,  are 
hereby  disbanded,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Governor  and  commander- 
in-chief,  for  general  insubordination  and  mutinous  conduct  while  under 
orders." 

This  order,  I  am  soriy  to  say,  has  not  as  yet  been  acted  upon,  and  I  think 
it  were  better  if  it  were.  For  efficiency  of  the  National  Guard,  under  the 
present  "  militia  code,"  depends  more  upon  the  respective  commanders 
than  upon  the  "code,"  for  the  enforcement  of  that  discipline,  order,  and 
respect  necessar}^  to  carry  out  that  for  which  the  National  Guard  is  in- 
tended. 

No  one  regrets,  more  than  I  do,  the  necessity  which  compelled  me  to 
order  the  disbanding  of  the  several  companies  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment 
infantiy,  being  its  former  Colonel.  Starting  with  it  from  its  infanc}',  I 
could  not  but  feel  a  just  pride  in  its  welfare.  To  say  that  it  did  not  be- 
have badly,  would  be  perverting  the  truth.  Days  passed,  and  no  attempt 
was  made  to  purge  themselves   of  the   bad  element  within  their  ranks. 
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There  was  a  general  lack  of  promptness,  bordering  well  on  to  insubordina- 
tion, and  an  open  disposition  to  question  superior  authorit}^,  and  a  general 
reluctance,  as  they  termed  it,  to  fight  against  the  working  men,  thus  vio- 
lating their  most  sacred  obligations,  taken  when  entering  the  National 
Guard  service.  I  hold,  they  committed  an  unpardonable  offense  against 
military  authority,  during  a  period  of  public  peril,  when  the  highest  effi- 
cienc}-,  and  loftiest  devotion  to  duty,  was  due  from  them,  as  soldiers,  in 
common  with  every  member  of  the  command.  I  also  hold,  that  it  is,  un- 
questionably, the  ver}^  first  duty  of  the  soldier,  to  yield  blind  and  implicit 
obedience  to  all  lawful  orders,  with  promptness  and  willingness.  Punctu- 
ality and  obedience  are  military  virtues.  Unhesitating  obedience  is  one 
of  the  chief  elements  of  discipline ;  is  inseparable  from  the  military  sys- 
tem.    Without  it,  a  military  bod}^  is  little  better  than  a  lawless  mob. 

Soldiers  should  remember,  when  the}^  are  ordered  out  b}^  competent  au- 
thorit}^,  and  when  in  uniform,  that  they  cease  to  be  civilians,  and  are  oflEi- 
cers  and  soldiers  ;  that  thej  are  the  defense  of  the  country,  and  are  re- 
sponsible to  their  State,  and  tlieir  country,  for  the  full  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  oflfilce.  It  has  been  well  said :  "  To  know  how  to  obey  re- 
quires as  generous  a  disposition  and  as  rational  an  education,  as  to  know 
how  to  command." 

Finally,  if  disobedience,  insubordination,  and  discipline,  are  to  be  dis- 
regarded, and  allowed  to  go  b}^  without  reproof  or  check,  the  armed  soldiery 
of  the  land  will  be  far  more  dangerous  to  the  country,  than  an  ignorant, 
howling,  lawless  mob,  and,  I  predict,  if  we  are  not  given  a  good,  working, 
military  code,  the  efficienc}^  and  stabilit^'^  of  the  National  Guard  of  Penn- 
sylvania, will  be  a  failure,  and,  I  regret  to  say,  its  days  will  be  numbered. 
In  closing  my  report,  I  cannot  but  add,  had  the  civil  authorities  acted 
with  some  degree  of  promptness,  A'igor,  and  determination,  the  riots 
would  not  have  assumed  such  proportions.  But  it  has  proved  in  all  of 
our  late  troubles,  they  act  feebh^,  make  no  attempt  to  exhaust  all  power 
at  their  command,  flee  out  of  harm's  wa}^,  apply  to  the  Governor  for  pro- 
tection, and  results  in  the  calling  out  of  the  National  Guard,  who  must 
stand  the  blunt,  the  stones,  the  abuse,  and  curses  of  the  mob,  and  the  slurs 
of  the  pusillanimous  s^^mpathizer,  and  the  Guardsman  is  expected  to  stand 
and  take  all. 

No!  the  military  should  be  the  very  last  resort,  and,  when  called  upon, 
an  oflficer's  first  duty  is  to  protect  his  troops,  and  to  dare  to  do  it.  No 
shooting  in  the  air,  no  blanks,  but  the  pure  lead,  well  directed,  and  plenty 
of  it,  regardless  of  grand,  or  other  juries.  Riots  mean  war,  the  wounding 
of  men,  agony,  and  death.  This  is  anticipated.  To  the  Guardsman,  I 
would  saj^,  and  to  the  disturber  of  the  peace,  if  it  is  not  healthy,  get  out 
of  it,  as  it  has  been  demonstrated,  perhaps,  with  few  honorable  exceptions, 
that  the  civil  authorities  are  not  reliable,  and  the  militar}^  should  be  made 
to  be. 

Called  into  service  in  the  evening,  the  division  was  found  in  a  few  hours,

ready  for  dut}^,  and,  in  some  companies,  every  man  present.  It  is  true, 
that  the  conduct  of  some  of  the  men  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment,  brought 
odium  upon  the  members  of  those  particuhir  companies,  but,  I  think,  if  the 
proper  respect  wouUl  have  been  enforced,  together  with  military  require- 
ments in  certain  instances,  it  would  have  been  quite  ditferent,  and  hope  that 
the  lesson  here  taught,  may  be  properly  appreciated. 

In  furnishing  this  report,  I  have  kept,  as  near  as  possible,  to  the  facts, 
leaving  others  to  judge  as  to  the  merits. 

As  to  my  staff:  Lieutenant  Colonel  M.  M.  Missimer,  A.  A.  G. ;  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  D.  C.  Keller,  inspector  ;  Lieutenant  Colonel  Elwood  M. 
Corson,  surgeon-in-chief;  Major  John  Wood,  junior,  quartermaster; 
Major  F.  Z.  Heebner,  commissary  ;  Major  Samuel  M.  Markley,  paymaster, 
and  Majors  T.  P.  Miller,  E.  R.  Newhard,  R.  N.  Boyd,  Daniel  H.  Herr, 
James  R.  Rone}^,  Frank  S.  Bernhart,  and  J.  Elliott  Shaw,  aids-de-camp, 
reported  promptly,  remained  on  duty  until  relieved,  doing  their  dut}^  as 
good  soldiers  should,  and,  therefore,  received  my  thanks. 
I  have  the  honor  to  be.  General,

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that,  on  the  21st  day  of  Julv,  I 
received  telegraphic  orders  from  head-quarters  Second  division,  directing 
me  to  hold  the  troops  in  my  command  in  readiness  for  active  duty. 

I  immediately  communicated  said  order  to  the  Fourth  regiment,  the 
Sixteenth  regiment  have  received  the  same  instructions,  directly  from  divi- 
sion head-quarters. 

At  seven  o'clock,  in  the  evening-  of  the  following  day,  Sunday,  July  22, 
I  received  the  following  dispatch,  \\z : 

NoRRiSTOWN,  Pa.,  July  22,  1877. 

• 

To  Brigadier  General  Reeder  : 

Concentrate  the  Fourth  regiment  at  AUentown  at  once,  and  await  orders. 

William  J.  Bolton, 

Major  General. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  oider  of  the  Major  General  commanding, 
I  at  once  arranged  for  special  trains,  to  bring  the  several  companies  of  the 
Fourth  regiment  to  AUentown,  and  succeeded  in  concentrating  that  com- 
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mand,  with  the  exception  of  company  A,  Captain  A.  P.  Wenrich,  at  the 
point  named,  by  three  o'clock,  a.  m.,  July  23. 

At  half  past  four  o'clock,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  received 
the  following  telegram  from  the  Major  General  commanding: 

NoRRiSTOWN,  Pa.,  July  23,  1877. 
Brigadier  General  Frank  Reeder  : 

Take  Fourth  regiment  to  Reading  at  once.  Report  immediately  on  ar- 
rival. 

•  Bolton, 

Major  General. 

In  compliance  with  these  instructions,  I  embarked  with  the  Fourth  reg- 
ment  for  Reading,  at  about  half  past  five,  reaching  Reading  at  about 
seven  o'clock. 

At  Temple,  my  train  was  boarded  by  Messrs.  Eltz  and  Paxson,  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad,  who  informed  me  that  the  depot  was 
in  the  possession  of  from  two  to  three  thousand  rioters,  and  that  their 
avowed  purpose  was  to  burn  it  to  the  ground.  These  gentlemen  also  in- 
formed me  that  Major  General  Bolton  was  then  on  his  way  to  Reading, 
with  the  Sixteenth  regiment. 

I  requested  that  the  train  should  be  stopped  just  out  of  sight  of  the  depot, 
in  order  that  the  Fourth  regiment  might  be  formed  without  interference 
from  the  mob.  The  train  was,  accordingly,  halted  about  five  hundred 
yards  from  the  depot,  the  troops  disembarked,  and  formed.  After  caution- 
ing the  men  neither  to  load  nor  fire  without  command,  the  regiment  was 
moved  forward.  Upon  arriving  at  the  depot,  we  found  it  in  the  quiet  pos- 
session of  the  "coal  and  iron  police,"  the  rioters  having  withdrawn  into 
the  "cut,"  (through  which  the  railroad  passes,  upon  Seventh  street,  in  the 
city  of  Reading,)  where  they  had  just  previously  captured  a  passenger 
train. 

At  the  depot  I  received  the  following  telegrams,  handed  to  me  in  the 

same  instant: 

Norristown,  July  23,  1877. 

Brigadier  General  Frank  Reeder: 

Take  all  precautions,  in  moving  along  line  of  road,  especially  in  entering 

Reading.     Report  to  sheriff"  or  mayor,  unless  other  instructions  from  these 

head-quarters.      Use  j^our  own  judgment  in  disposal   of  troops.      Wire 

your  time  of  leaving,  and  look  for  telegrams  at  Reading.

Norristown,  July  23,  1877. 

Brigadier  General  Frank  Reeder: 

Instead  of  reporting  to  maj^or  or  sheriff",  at   Reading,  you  will   confer 

with  them,  and  use  your  own  judgment  as  how  to  proceed.     Also,  confer 

with  railroad  officials.     Answer. 

Bolton, 

Major  General. 
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These  telegrams  were,  evidentlj'^,  sent  to  me  at  AUentown,  and,  arriving 
at  that  place  after  ray  departure  for  Reading,  had   been  forwarded  to  me. 

At  the  depot,  I  inquired  if  any  of  the  civil  authorities  were  in  the  vicinit}'-, 
and  upon  being  answered  in  the  negative,  I  sought,  in  obedience  to  my  in- 
structions, a  conference  with  the  railroad  officials  and  Captain  Linden, 
of  the  Coal  and  Iron  Police.  I  was  requested,  by  Mr.  Paxson,  of  the 
Reading  Railrod  Company,  to  move  into  the  "cut"  to  release  the  captured 
train,  and  having  learned  that  my  proper  objective  point  was  the  Penn 
street  crossing  of  the  railroad,  and  that  the  "cut"  was  the  most  direct 
route  to  that  point,  I  at  once  moved  forward,  with  the  Fourth  regiment,  to 
the  mouth  of  the  "cut." 

Here  we  were  confronted  by  an  excited  and  threatening  mob,  which  was 
so  violent  in  its  demonstrations,  that  I  considered  it  prudent  to  halt  the 
regiment,  move  the  music  to  the  rear,  and  order  the  command  to  load. 
This  was  done  amid  the  jeers  and  j^ells  of  the  mob,  who,  with  much  pro- 
fanity, sneered  at  our  supposed  "blank  cartridges."  Upon  entering  the 
mouth  of  the  "  Cut,"  we  were  met  b}^ a  volley  of  stones  and  some  pistol  shots. 
Stones,  many  of  them  of  enormous  size,  continued  falling,  in  perfect  show- 
ers, during  the  Avhole  of  our  march  through  the  "cut"  After  we  had  tra- 
versed about  two  thirds  of  the  length  of  the  "cut" — i.  e.  two  squares — 
a  shot  was  fired  by  an  over  excited  member  of  the  regiment,  (notwithstand- 
ing my  oft  repeated  caution  against  firing,)  and  this  shot  was  the  signal 
for'an  irregular  dropping  fire  along  the  entire  column,  which  was  kept  up 
until  the  command  emerged  from  the  "cut,"  at  Penn  street.  Here  we  were 
confronted  by  a  ver}'  large  and  excited  mob,  who  assailed  us  with  stones 
and  pistol  shots.  They  were  dispersed  by  two  volleys,  from  company  F, 
and  a  sharp  skirmish  fire,  from  the  other  leading  companies  ;  and  our  rear, 
having  previous!}^  been  cleared  by  two  volleys,  delivered  b}^  company  D, 
the  regiment  was  no  longer  molested  by  attack  from  anj^  quarter. 

During  the  passage  of  the  "cut,"  occurred  all  the  actual  fighting  of  our 
campaign.  The  loss  inflicted  upon  the  rioters  was  comparatively  severe, 
viz :  Eleven  killed  and  fifty-four  wounded,  althougK  it  was  generall}^  be- 
lieved that,  in  addition  to  this  number,  there  were  other  heavy  losses  con- 
cealed, through  fear  of  punishment  at  the  hands  of  the  civil  authorities. 
Of  m}'  command,  very  few,  probabl}^  not  more  than  fift}',  out  of  an  aggre- 
gate strength  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-three — commissioned  officers  and 
enlisted  men — escaped  whoUj^  unhurt.  I  was  personally  struck  three  times, 
and  m}^  sword  struck  from  its  scabl)ard,  by  the  falling  stones  ;  and  every 
member  of  my  staff  received  bruises  of  a  more  or  less  serious  character. 
The  proportion  of  those  severely  injured,  was  extremely  small,  there  being 
but  three  commissioned  officers  and  twenty-eight  enlisted  men,  unfit  for 
duty  the  following  day,  and  of  this  number,  only  two  enlisted  men  failed 
to  report  for  dut}^  before  the  campaign  was  concluded. 

The  mob  having  been  dispersed,  my  command  was  moved  down  Penn 
street,  to   Penn  square,  where  I  endeavored  to  find  the  civil  authorities, 
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intending  to  confer  with  them ;  but  was  informed  that  the  mayor  was  ab- 
sent from  the  cit3^,  and  that  the  sheriff  was  in  hiding.  My  orders  having 
directed  conference  with  the  railroad  officials,  in  addition  to  these  missing- 
functionaries,  and  having  been  requested  by  them  to  guard  the  main  depot, 
I  accordingly  moved  to  that  point,  and  occupied  it  during  the  night. 
Before  leaving  Penn  square,  however,  I  took  possession  of  six  hundred 
ronnds  of  ball  ammunition,  belonging  to  company  A,  Fourth  regiment. 

The  night  passed  nneventfully,  except  for  four  false  alarms,  which,  in 
each  case,  called  the  command  into  line,  and  the  arrest  of  a  number  of 
persons,  who  were  found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  depot,  and  were  unable  to 
give  a  satisfactory  account  of  themselves. 

In  the  early  morning,  (about  six  o'clock,)  of  July  24,  five  companies  of 
the  Sixteenth  regiment,  of  m}^  brigade,  undei-  the  command  of  Colonel 
Edward  Schall,  arrived  at  the  depot,  and  were  reported  for  duty.  They 
were  assigned  to  the  north  platform  of  the  depot,  with  instructions  to  hold 
it,  and  station  guards  to  prevent  citizens  from  coming  to  that  portion  of 
the  depot. 

In  a  very  short  time,  learning  that  the  mob  was  allowed  free  access  to 
the  Sixteenth  regiment  and  their  stacked  arms,  I  directed  the  regiment 
to  be  moved  to  the  east  platform,  already  partly  occupied  by  the  Fourth 
regiment,  and  strictly  guarded,  at  every  approach,  by  detachments  of  the 
Fourth,  hoping,  by  these  means,  to  isolate  the  Sixteenth  regiment  from  mob 
influence,  which,  I  was  informed,  had  already  made  serious  inroads  upon  the 
loyalty  of  Colonel  Schall's  command. 

Shortly  after,  having  left  two  companies  of  the  Fourth  regiment,  and  one 
from  the  Sixteenth  regiment,  to  guard  the  depot,  I  moved  down  Seventh 
street,  with  the  remainder  of  my  command,  consisting  of  five  companies  of 
the  Fourth,  and  four  companies  of  the  Sixteenth,  in  order  to  cover  the  reimirs 
to  the  railroad  track,  intended  to  be  made  that  morning.  At  Seventh  and 
Penn  streets,  the  rear  of  the  Fourth  regiment  was  saluted  with  a  volley  of 
stones,  from  the  rioters,  who  were  in  strong  force,  just  as  the  command 
was  in  the  act  of  forming  hollow  square,  enclosing  the  damaged  track. 
The  left  compan}^  of  the  Fourth  regiment,  (company  D,  Captain  A.  C. 
Nagle,)  was  wheeled  to  the  rear,  and  came  to  a  "  readj^,"  for  the  purpose 
of  intimidating  the  mob — and,  at  this  movement,  the  mob  in  their  front 
broke  in  all  directions — when  the  Sixteenth  regiment,  very  generally,  as- 
sumed a  threatening  attitude,  and  ordered  company  D,  "not  to  fire!  "  and 
to  "  put  up  their  guns !  "  The  rioters  hailed  this  act  with  shouts  of  ap- 
proval, and  gave  three  sounding  cheers  for  the  "  Norristown  Boys.  " 

The  attitude  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment,  placed  my  whole  command  in  a 
most  critical  position,  and  rendered  the  execution  of  my  original  plan  of 
covering  the  repairs  to  the  road-bed  of  the  railway  impossible,  through  the 
growing  boldness  of  the  mob,  (encouraged  by  the  stand  taken  by  the  Six- 
teenth regiment,)  and  the  imminent  danger  of  a  collision  between  the 
Fourth  and   Sixteenth   regiments,   only  separated  b}^  the   width  of   the 
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street.  From  prudential  motives,  I  returned  to  the  depot  with  the  entire 
command,  where  we  remained,  without  other  incident  than  the  fraterniza- 
tion of  members  of  the  Sixteenth  regiment  with  the  rioters,  until  the  af- 
ternoon, when  the  breach  between  the  two  regiments  became  so  open  that, 
upon  my  suggestion,  I  was  authorized,  by  Major  General  Bolton,  to  move 
the  Fourth  to  Lyons,  there  to  await  orders. 

Subsequently,  at  Temple,  I  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Allen  town. 
Upon  reaching  Emaus,  the  railroad  officials  refused  to  transport  us  any 
further,  and  the  regiment  was  compelled  to  march  to  Allentown,a  distance 
of  six  miles,  reaching  that  place  at  about  eleven  o'clock,  on  the  evening  of 
July  24. 

We  remained  at  Allentown,  quartered  at  the  fair  grounds,  until  the 
evening  of  July  31.  During  this  interval,  the  regiment  was  most  actively 
and  diligently  recruited,  in  conformit}^  with  instructions  from  the  Major 
General  commanding,  two  new  companies,  (company  C,  Captain  A.  R. 
Muller,  recruited  at  Easton,  and  compan}^  G,  Captain  CO.  Ziegenfuss, 
recruited  at  Bethlehem,)  being  added  to  the  regiment,  and  the  old  compa- 
nies being  recruited  up  to  an  average  strength  of  seventy  enlisted  men. 

On  the  evening  of  July  31,  we  broke  camp  at  Allentown,  and,  at  about 
midnight,  took  train  for  Harrisburg,  in  obedience  to  the  following  order, 
viz  : 

Head-Quarters,  Pittsburg,  July  oi,  1877. 

General  Frank  Reeder  : 

You  will  proceed  with  the  Fourth  regiment,  by  rail,  to  Harrisburg,  at 
once,  there  to  relieve  the  Eighth  reaiment,  now  on  duty  at  the  Arsenal. 
The  railroad  companies  will  furnish  necessar}^  transportation. 

James  W.  Latta. 
Adjutant  General. 

Moving  by  way  of  Auburn,  because  of  the  destruction  of  the  Lebanon 
Yallej'  bridge,  we  reached  Harrisburg  at  ten  o'clock,  a.  m.,  August  1,  and 
immediately  relieved  the  Eighth  regiment,  at  the  State  Arsenal. 

On  August  2,  Captain  C.  C.  Lash  reported  to  nje  with  a  company  oi 
men,  recruited  at  Reading,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  division  head- 
quarters, and  was  temporarily  attached  to  the  Fourth  regiment,  and  desig- 
nated company  L. 

Having  gone  into  camp,  at  the  Arsenal  grounds,  we  remained  on  duty, 
at  that  point,  until  relieved  from  duty  by  Special  Order,  No.  40,  from 
Head-quarters  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

We  left  camp,  early  in  the  morning  of  August  11,  and  the  command  re- 
paired, without  delay,  to  the  respective  places  of  company  rendezvous. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  desire  to  bear  official  testimony  to  the  effi- 
cieuc}'  of  the  Fourth  regiment.  Both  officers  and  men  bore,  most  uncom- 
plainingly, fatigues  of  the  most  arduous  character,  amply  showing  the  stuff 
of  which  they  were  formed ;  they  responded,  cheerfully,  to  every  call  of 
duty,  and,  when  brought  face  to  face  with  the  desperate  mob  at  Reading, 
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behaved  with  the  cool  steadiness  and  courage  of  veterans.  They  have 
earned  the  liighest  meed  of  praise,  and  are  a  credit  and  an  honor  to  the 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

I  have  to  render  official  thanks  to  the  members  of  my  staff:  Major  W. 
S.  Hulick,  A.  A.  G.;  Major  C.  M.  Anstett,  Inspector ;  Major  D.  R.  Beaver, 
Brigade  Surgeon  ;  Captain  W.  H.  Horn,  Acting  Brigade  Quartermaster, 
and  Captain  U.  J.  Wenner,  A.  D.  C,  and  also  to  Messrs.  Walter  S.  Wikoff, 
and  N.  M.  Orr,  who  accompanied  me,  throughout  our  entire  campaign,  as 
volunteer  aids.  Thej'^  are  entitled  to  my  warmest  acknowledgments  for 
their  services,  commendations  for  their  courage,  praise  for  their  intelli- 
gence, and  sincere  thanks  for  their  cheerful  fidelity.  They  were,  at  all 
times,  conspicuous  as  soldiers  and  as  gentlemen.

Special  Order,  to  wit :

[Special  Orders,  No.  6.] 

Colonel  Edward  Schall  will  forward,  immediately,  to  Reading,  and  report 
to  Brigadier  General  Frank  Reeder,  companies  C,  E,  H,  D,  and  I,  Six. 
teenth  regiment  infantry.  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvaiiia.  Transporta- 
tion will  be  furnished  at  once,  on  application. 

By  order  of  Major  General  W.  J.  Bolton. 

M.  M.  MiSSIMER, 

Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Assistant  Adjutant  General. 
In  obedience  to  the  above  order,  I  notified  the  compan}^  commanders  of 
companies  C,P,  and  H,  through  my  staff  officers,  to  have  their  commands  in 
readiness  to  march  at  a  moment's  notice,  and  telegraphed  to  the  Captains  of 
companies  E  and  I,  of  Conshohocken,  to  t  ike  the  first  train  for  Norris- 
town.  Captain  Nungessor,  with  company  E,  arrived  in  Norristown  about 
11.20,  P.  M.,  and  company  I,  Captain  Mullen,  about  one,  A.  M.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  arrival  of  company  I,  the  Norristown  companies  were  or- 
dered to  report  at  the  depot.  Company  C  was  commanded  by  Second 
Lieutenant  John  P.  Famous;   D,  by  First  Lieutenant  Absalom  Wares,  and 
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H,  b}^  Captain  Thomas  M.  Arnold.  It  was  abont  1.15,  a.  m.,  when  we  left 
the  Norristown  depot.  At  the  lower  bridge,  we  were  ordered  to  change 
cars.  Tliere  wc  had  to  wait  some  time  for  the  Reading  train,  and  when  it 
did  arrive,  the  companies,  with  the  exception  of  companj'^  H,  refused  to 
go  on  board.  I  appealed  to  them  ;  called  for  volunteers  to  follow  me,  but 
all  in  vain.  To  my  appeal  they  replied,  "where  are  companies  B  and  F  ?  " 
In  a  Avord,  they  refused,  because  they  were  not  accompanied  by  the  flank 
companies.  I  then  sent  Quartermaster  Perry  and  Paymaster  Smith  to  you, 
to  report  the  situation.  While  waiting  instructions,  a  personal  appeal  was 
made  to  Captain  Mullen,  of  company  I,  to  take  his  command  on  the  train. 
He  said  he  w^ould  try,  and  his  compan}^  got  on  the  train,  and  the  others 
followed.  The  train  proceeded,  with  my  command,  without  incidents  or 
accidents,  until  we  reached  Exeter,  Berks  county.  At  this  point,  we  were 
detained  for  some  time,  for  reasons  unknown  to  me.  While  there,  an  of- 
ficial of  the  railroad  took  me  to  one  side,  and  inquired  if  I  was  prepared 
for  any  emergency.  I  replied  I  was.  We  then  proceeded  to  Reading,  and 
disembarked,  at  the  lower  end  of  the  cit}^  Here,  again,  I  was  approached 
by  the  same  official,  who  wanted  to  know  if  I  was  thoroughly  prepared, 
etc.  In  consequence  of  the  information  I  had  received  from  the  official,  I 
deemed  it  best  to  have  my  command  prepared  for  any  and  every  emergency. 
After  having  formed  line,  I  ordered  the  command  to  "  load,"  and  formed 
them  into  a  hollow  square,  in  order  to  have  the  command  as  compact  as 
possible.  Before  moving  off,  I  instructed  the  men  not  to  fire  until  they 
received  the  word  of  command  from  me,  and  commanded  the  officers  to 
give  no  commands,  except  such  as  came  from  me.  We  proceeded  down 
South  street  to  Sixth,  and  up  Sixth,  to  the  depot,  arriving  there  at  6.15 

A.  M. 

On  our  way  to  the  depot,  with  the  exception  of  an  occasional  taunt, 
we  were  in  no  wise  molested.  I  reported  to  General  Reeder,  who  ordered 
me  to  stack  arms,  and  get  breakfast.  I  march  the  command  within  the  in- 
closure,  stacked  arms,  and  placed  a  guard  over  them.  At  7.15,  a.  m., 
General  Reeder  ordered  me  to  form  ray  command,  and  move  down  the  rail- 
road to  protect  the  men  in  repairing  the  tracks.  \In  obedience  to  his  or- 
ders, I  left  company  C,  Second  Lieutenant  Famous  commanding,  on  guard 
duty  at  the  depot,  and  proceeded  with  the  balance  of  my  command  down 
the  railroad  as  far  as  the  "  cut;"  there  I  left  the  railroad,  and  moved  up 
the  embankment  to  the  bridge  crossing  the  railroad,  passed  over  it,  and 
moved  down  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  "cut."  The  Fourth  regiment 
met  us  at  the  bridge,  and  marched  down  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
"  cut."  We  marched  parallel  with  each  other  until  a  few  paces  below  Penn 
street,  where  we  were  halted.  The  streets  were  crowded  with  people,  and 
many  taunts  were  hurled  at  us,  as  well  as  groatis.  While  standing  at  Penn 
street,  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  working  men,  who  were  to  make  the  ne- 
cessar}'  repairs,  considerable  cheering  was  done  b>'  the  mob  for  the  Six- 
teenth regiment,  and  groans  for  the  Fourth.  While  there,  I  noticed  some 
6  Adj.  Gen.  Rep. 
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confusion  on  the  left,  it  appearing  to  me  very  much  like  a  fight.  I,  therefore, 
hastened  to  the  left,  but  found  the  trooi3S  all  right;  however  a  few  boys 
had  gotten  between  the  lines,  and  were  scuffling  among  the  coals.  They 
were  put  out.  About  the  same  time,  I  noticed  some  of  the  men  of  com- 
pany H  falling  back,  and  exclaiming,  "  Don't  shoot."  On  looking  around, 
I  saw  some  of  the  men  of  the  Fourth  with  their  guns  at  a  "  read3^"  I 
called  out,  "Don't  shoot,"  it  appearing  to  me  that  the  men  were  acting 
without  orders.  The  men  brought  up  their  guns,  and  all  was  right.  The 
working  men  not  appearing.  General  Reeder  moved  the  brigade  back  to 
the  depot ;  we  marched  left  in  front,  my  command  bringing  up  the  rear. 
As  we  neared  the  depot,  our  head-quarters,  I  saw  two  stones  thrown  at  the 
Fourth  regiment,  one  striking  a  man  of  the  Easton  company.  From  the 
time  we  left  Penn  street,  until  our  arrival  at  the  depot,  it  was  cheers  for 
the  Sixteenth  regiment  and  groans  for  the  Fourth.  I  am  confident  that 
the  presence  of  my  command,  saved  the  Fourth  regiment  from  another  at- 
tack by  the  mob. 

About  4.30,  P.  M.,  I  received  orders,  from  you,  to  proceed  to  the  lower 
end  of  Reading,  and  await  transportation. 

During  the  afternnoon,  companies  B  and  F,  under  the  command  of 
Major  H.  S.  Smith,  had  arrived,  and  were  marching  up  town  to  join  the 
regiment.  Major  Smith,  having  been  informed  that  my  command  was 
marching  down  town,  halted  his  command,  and  awaited  instructions.  I 
ordered  Major  Smith,  through  Lieutenant  Stewart,  to  join  my  command  at 
South  and  Sixth  sreets,  which  he  did.  I  then  marched  the  regiment  to 
the  place  of  embarkation.  When  I  was  notified  that  the  train  was  ready, 
I  had  the  "call"  sounded  for  the  men  to  "fall  in,"  which  frightened  the 
engineer,  and  he  ran  off  with  the  train. 

Having  had  orders  to  report  to  General  Hancock,  in  Philadelphia,  and 
having  been  informed  by  the  conductor,  who  was  left  behind,  that  the  en- 
gineer would  not  return  that  night,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  do  the  next 
best  thino;,  and  that  was,  to  march  in  the  direction  of  the  train.  1  ordered 
the  regiment  to  "  fall  in,"  and  marched  to  Exeter,  where  1  met  the  train. 
All  the  companies  were  with  me,  excepting  company  I.  I  instructed  the 
conductor  to  run  the  train  back  for  the  missing  company.  When  we  got 
back,  the  company  was  not  there.  I  would,  however,  say,  that  Captain  Mul- 
len, when  told  to  "fall  in,"  alleged  that  a  number  of  his  men  were  away,  and 
that  some  of  his  men  were  unable  to  march  that  distance.  At  Bridgeport 
we  got  off,  and  proceeded  to  Norristown,  where  I  dismissed  the  companies 
to  their  armories,  to  await  further  orders.  I  would  here  remark,  that  the 
guards  on  duty,  on  our  arrival  at  the  depot,  were  very  inefficient,  allowing 
citizens  and  soldiers  to  pass  in  and  out,  at  pleasure. 

The  report  that  the  men  had  thrown  down  their  guns,  and  given  away 
their  ammunition  is  false.  There  is  not  a  gun  missing,  and,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions, every  man  had  the  same  amount  of  ammunition  on  his  return 
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home,  as  he  had  when  he  left.     I  would  like  to  write  more  at  length,  but 
have  not  the  time.

Head-Quarters  Third  Division,  N.  G.  op  Pa., 

Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  November  22^  1877. 
Major  General  James  AV^.  Latta,  Adjutant  General: 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st 
day  of  July  last,  I  was  informed  by  telegraph  from  you,  that  the  then 
existing  troubles  at  Pittsburg  had  assumed  alarming  proportions,  and  that 
it  might  become  necessarj-  to  order  my  troops  there.  Thereupon  I  placed 
the  division  under  arms,  with  orders  to  be  ready  to  move  at  a  moment's 
notice,  and  advised  3^ou,  about  noon  of  the  same  day,  that  they  were  ready 
to  move,  and  asked  for  further  instructions. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day,  Sunday,  22d  July,  I  was  notified  by 
you,  that  there  were  troops  enough  at  Pittsburg  for  the  present,  and  to 
let  my  troops  rest. 

On  Mondaj^  morning,  23d  July,  I  received  a  telegram  from  his  Excel- 
lency Governor  Hartranft,  directing  me  to  "concentrate  the  command,  and 
await  orders."  I  then  directed  them  to  assemble  at  Wilkesbarre,  where 
they  arrived  about  noon,  when  I  put  them  in  camp  at  Lee  Park,  and  en- 
gaged from  the  Park  Company  the  use  of  their  st^ibles  for  quarters,  and 
the  grounds  for  parade  and  drills. 

Tuesday,  the  24th,  1  received  another  message  from  the  Governor,  direct- 
ing me  to  "  hold  m}'  troops  well  in  hand,  and  await  orders." 

By  this  time,  I  had  made  up  my  mind  that  the  troubles  would  extend 
to  this  county,  and  while  we  were  called  out,  with  a  view  of  being  sent  to 
another  part  of  the  State,  there  was  abundant  evidence  to  me,  that  if  our 
services,  should  be  needed  at  all,  the  point  would  be  here.  Squad,  com- 
pany, and  battalion  drills  were  ordered,  and  military  law,  was  enforced  in 
the  camp. 

Before  the  close  of  the  week,  the  railroad  men  of  the  Delaware,  Lack- 
awana  and  Western  company,  of  the  Lehigh  Yalley  company,  and  of  the 
Central  railroad  of  New  Jersey,  and  also  the  miners  and  laborers  in  the 
employ  of  the  several  coal  and  mining  companies,  in  this  section,  struck 
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for  higher  wages,  and  made  common  cause  with  those  men  in  the  employ 
of  other  railroad  companies,  who  had  sought  to  enforce  their  demands  by 
violence. 

The  strikers  seemed  to  have  the  sympathy  and,  to  a  large  degree,  the 
moral  support  of  many  business  citizens  of  influence  and  standing  in  the 
communit}^,  and  a  very  bitter  feeling  was  developed  against  corporations, 
especiall}^  railroads. 

This  state  of  the  public  mind  made  bold  those  of  the  strikers,  who  were 
bent  on  mischief,  and  caused  many  well  disposed  people  to  join  their  ranks. 
Trains  were  stopped  at  Scranton  and  Wilkesbarre,  to  the  great  annoyance 
and  loss  to  travelers  and  shippers,  and  for  two  or  three  days  business  ap- 
peared to  be  at  a  stand  still.  I  am  not  aware,  however,  that  any  demon- 
strations of  a  serious  character  occurred  at  either  city,  until  the  1st  of 
August.  On  that  day  all  trains  were  stopped  at  Wilkesbarre,  and  man}'^ 
of  the  locomotives  taken  in  charge  by  the  strikers. 

At  Scranton  a  mob  collected  in  the  forenoon,  and,  as  was  reported  to 
me,  many  hundred  strong,  armed  with  clubs,  stones,  and  pistols,  marched 
on  Lackawanna  avenue,  the  chief  business  street  of  the  city,  with  the  ex- 
pressed intention  of  helping  themselves  to  such  property  as  they  could 
find  and  desired,  with  or  without  the  consent  of  the  owners.  But  before 
they  had  reached  theavenue,  and  before  any  property  had  been  destroyed, 
the  mayor,  Robert  H.  McKune,  met  them,  and  single  handed  and  alone, 
undertook  to  disperse  them.  While  thus  engaged,  the  angry  mob  turned 
upon  the  mayor  with  their  weapons,  inflicting  upon  his  person  severe 
wounds,  and  might  have  taken  his  life,  had  it  not  been  for  the  timely  ap- 
pearance of  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  who  happened  to  be  in  the  vicinit}-, 
and  seeing  the  danger  surrounding  the  mayor,  rushed  to  his  rescue  at  the 
peril  of  his  own  life. 

Mayor  McKune  had  taken  the  precaution  to  organize  an  eflScient  posse 
of  reliable  men  to  aid  him,  in  case  he  should  find  his  police  unable  to  con- 
trol the  city,  and  had  caused  them  to  be  armed  with  rifles,  and  provided 
with  ammunition.  These  men  had  their  head-quarters  on  Lackawanna 
avenue,  not  far  from  where  the  mayor  was  attacked.  Word  having  been 
sent  to  them  from  the  mayor,  that  their  services  were  required,  they  marched 
out  of  quarters  down  the  avenue,  until  the}^  had  passed  the  head  of  the  mob. 
They  then  halted,  faced,  and  swung  into  the  avenue.  The  mob,  instead  of 
dispersing,  showed  a  disposition  to  figlit,  and  then  the  posse  fired,  killing, 
I  believe,  three  men.  How  man}'  were  wounded  I  am  not  informed.  This 
shooting  cleared  the  streets,  and  I  am  not  advised  that  any  further  attempt 
was  made  by  the  mob  element  to  get  control  of  the  city. 

The  prompt  action  and  resolute  determination  of  Mayor  McKune,  had 
more  to  do  towards  restoring  order  and  confidence,  than  the  presence  of 
all  the  troops  that  were  afterwards  sent  to  that  city.  It  demonstrated  to 
the  law  abiding  people,  that  they  had  a  chief  magistrate,  who  could  be  re- 
lied upon  in  time  of  danger,  and  that  he  had  a  posse  composed  of  men 
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ready  to  sacrifice  their  lives,  if  need  be,  to  support  the  law.  And  from 
this  mutual  confidence  and  reliance,  sprung  a  desire  to  organize,  and  be 
prepared  for  any  emergency.  The  result  has  been  the  organizing  at  Scran- 
ton,  of  the  Scranton  City  Guards,  a  battalion  of  four  companies  of  infantry, 
composed  of  the  best  citizens.  The  camp  at  Lee  park,  without  doubt, 
saved  Wilkesbarre  from  scenes  of  like  violence. 

The  civil  authorities  of  the  county  were  duly  notified,  that  my  troops  had 
been  called  into  service  to  aid  them,  if  desired,  in  the  exercise  of  their 
official  duties ;  that  I  would  respond  to  any  requisition  they  might  make, 
and  was  fully  prepared  and  able  to  disperse  an}^  mob  that  might  assemble, 
within  the  boundaries  of  this  division.  No  requisition  was  made  upon  me 
for  troops,  b}^  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  or  bj^  any  other  civil  officer. 

The  day  after  the  shooting  at  Scranton,  his  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
and  staff,  arrived  in  this  vicinitj^,  with  three  divisions  of  the  National 
Guard,  and,  on  the  following  Saturday,  this  division  was  relieved  from 
duty,  and  sent  home. 

There  are  several  lessons  to  be  learned  from  the  events  that  occurred 
during  this  strike,  but  as  I  do  not  deem  it  my  duty  to  advance  uncalled 
for  suggestions,  I  content  myself  by  observing  that  every  time  a  civil  of- 
ficer omits  his  duty,  especially  in  times  of  great  public  excitement  and 
disorder,  he  strikes  a  blow  at  the  institutions  of  our  countrj',  and  drives 
us  one  step  nearer  to  Kingly  power.  This  Republic  can  exist  only  under 
civil  rule.  Military  power  can  only  be  used  in  aid  of  civil  authority,  and 
must  be  called  for,  under  the  law,  before  it  can  be  given. 

If  there  has  been  a  disposition,  on  the  part  of  civil  officers,  for  any 
cause,  to  rid  themselves  of  the  very  grave  duties  resting  with  them  in 
times  of  riot,  Avhy  not  remedy  the  evil  by  appropriate  legislation  ? 

This  calling  for  troops  of  the  National  Guard,  to  act  as  police  officers, 
is  growing  chronic,  and  should  be  stopped.  The  Guard  can  not  endure  it, 
and  the  country  will  not.     We  look  to  the  Legislature  for  relief. 

I  desire  to  say  that  the  officers  and  men  of  this  command  responded  to 
the  call  of  the  Governor,  and  obeyed  my  order  with  great  cheerfulness,  for 
which  I  have  extended  to  them  my  thanks  and  congiVitulations.

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania : 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  in  reference  to  the  late  riot,  and 
the  movements  of  the  Fourth  division  in  connection  therewith,  as  follows: 

During  the  evening  of  the  21st  of  Julj^,  ISTT,  owing  to  the  disastrous  news 
from  Pittsburg,  all  the  principal  towns  located  on  the  railroad  lines,  with- 
in the  bonnds  of  my  command,  became  wild  with  excitement.  Emploj^es 
of  the  roads,  who  had  quit  work,  and  workingmen  generally,  who  sympa- 
thized with  them,  filled  the  streets,  and  talked  wildlj^  about  wrongs,  and 
claimed  certain  rights  which  they  asserted  had  been  interfered  with.  Har- 
risburg, the  prominent  railroad  center,  was  the  point  where  the  excitement 
was  greatest,  and  the  mob  boldest.  Immense  crowds  gathered  about  the 
railroad  depots  and  shops,  and  made  threats  that  none  but  certain  classes 
of  travel  should  be  allowed  to  be  moved — freights  were  absolutely  pro- 
hibited. These  threats  were  forcibly  carried  out  by  unauthorized  persons 
getting  upon  the  engines  of  arriving  trains,  detaching  them,  and  ordering 
engineers  to  place  their  engines  in  the  round-houses,  under  pain  of  personal 
violence  in  case  of  refusal.  The  mob  was  so  large  in  numbers,  and  violent 
in  word  and  act,  that  both  railroad  officials  and  the  civil  authorities  were 
powerless,  either  to  enforce  order  or  operate  the  roads. 

The  prospect  of  conflict  between  the  striking  railroaders  and  their 
sympathizers  and  the  authorities,  seemed  so  imminent  that,  as  a  precau- 
tionar}--  measure.  Captain  T.  F.  Malone}^,  with  his  company,  the  City  Grays, 
of  Harrisburg,  was  directed  to  ship  his  arms  and  ammunition  to  the  State 
Arsenal,  which  was  located  just  outside  of  the  town,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
possibilitj^  of  their  falliug  into  hands  of  those  who  were  riotousl}^  inclined. 
He  accordingly,  during  the  night  of  July  21,  1877,  safely  removed  every 
thing  from  liis  armorj^  in  the  city,  and  went  on  duty,  with  his  company,  at 
the  State  Arsenal.  This  they  did  as  citizens,  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
war  material  stored  therein. 

During  Sunday,  the  22d  of  July,  I  received  the  following  telegraphic 
order  from  His  Excellencj^,  Governor  Hartranft,  dated  Medicine  Bow, 
Wyoming  Territory : 

"  Concentrate  your  division  at  Harrisburg,  and  protect  all  State  property, 
unless  you  have  been  otherwise  ordered,  and  the  situation  would  seem  to 
dictate  differently." 

And  one  from  yourself,  dated  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  July  22,  as  follows  : 
"  Put  Cit}--  Grays  on  dut}^  at  Arsenal  at  once.     Order  whole  division  under 
arms,  and  move  it  to  Harrisburg.     All  our  ammunition  at  Harrisburg.     If 
railroad  be  blocked,  march  3'^our  troops  to  points  of  concentration." 
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In  obedience  to  which  orders,  I  directed  company  D,  Eighth  regiment 
infantrj'^,  (City  Grays,)  to  forthwith  assemble  at  the  State  Arsenal,  Harris- 
burg,  and  protect  the  property  of  the  State  therein  and  thereabout,  against 
all  unauthorized  persons,  until  further  orders.  This  company  had  been 
informally  at  the  point  named  during  the  whole  of  the  preceding  night, 
and  were  now  placed  in  charge,  under  formal  orders. 

Having  placed  myself  in  telegraphic  communication  with  the  command- 
ing officers  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  regiments,  it  was  found  that  the 
troops  of  the  division,  with  the  exception  of  two  companies,  were  ready  to 
respond  to  the  call,  and  in  two  hours  reported  themselves  as  ready  to  move. 
Neither  were  they  skeleton  companies,  as  of  a  total  of  nine  hundred  and 
nine  men  borne  upon  the  rolls,  eight  hundred  and  fourteen  reported  for 
duty. 

Having  ordered  the  Schuylkill  county  companies  to  rendezvous  at  Port 
Clinton,  I  left  Pottsville  with  the  two  companies  belonging  to  that  place, 
and  the  two  from  St.  Clair,  and  pushed  on  to  Harrisburg,  by  the  way  of 
Reading.  Arriving  at  Reading,  I  found  the  mob  had  torn  up  the  track  on 
the  Lebanon  Yalley  road,  and  set  fire  to  the  bridge  spanning  the  Schuyl- 
kill river.  Finding  progress  b^'  the  way  of  the  Lebanon  Yalley  road  barred, 
by  this  burning  bridge,  I  returned  to  Port  Clinton,  where  I  found  the  bal- 
Muce  of  my  command  belonging  to  Schuylkill  county,  and,  with  nine  com- 
panies, again  started  for  Harrisburg,  via  the  Schuylkill  and  Susquehanna 
road,  arriving,  in  the  vicinity  of  Harrisburg,  about  daylight,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  23d  of  July.  The  troops  were  unloaded  from  the  train  about 
two  miles  above  the  city,  and  marched  to  the  State  Arsenal,  where  I  found 
Colonel  Caldwell,  with  three  companies  of  the  Seventh  regiment,  and  Col- 
onel Gobin,  with  three  companies  of  tlie  Eighth  regiment.  During  the  day, 
one  company  from  Lebanon,  and  one  from  Wrightsville,  joined  the  com- 
mand, giving  me  an  aggregate  force  of  eight  hundred  and  fourteen  men, 
stationed  in  and  about  the  Arsenal. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  Wesley  Awl,  my  assistant  adjutant  general,  was 
on  duty  at  Harrisburg,  during  the  day  of  July  22,  and  the  whole  of  the 
succeeding  night,  arranging  for  and  directing  the  transportation  of  the 
troops  from  the  various  points  of  company  rendezvous  to  the  place  of  con- 
centration, and  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  railroads,  at  various  points, 
were  obstructed  by  mobs,  who  refused  to  allow  trains  bearing  troops  to 
pass,  the  arrival  of  my  whole  command  without  accident,  or  collision  with 
the  mob,  is  a  matter  of  congratulation. 

Engineers  running  trains,  fearing  violence  from  the  mob,  refused  to  bring 
their  trains  into  the  city,  and,  therefore,  guides  met  the  various  detach- 
ments, at  selected  points,  and,  skirting  tlie  town,  safeh^  conducted  them  to 
the  rendezvous  at  the  State  Arsenal.  The  troops  from  Shamokin  were  laid 
in  wait  for  by  a  mob  at  Sunbury,  which  threatened  they  should  not  pass 
that  point;  but,  by  arrangement  with  the  superintendent  of  the  Northern 
Central  railway,  an  engine  met  them  at  Treverton  Junction,  and  they  passed 
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around  the  threatened  point,  and  arrived  safely  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Harrisburg,  and,  disembarking,  marched  to  the  Arsenal.  The  Lebanon 
county  troops  were  switched  off  the  Lebanon  Yalley  road  where  a  mob  was 
awaiting  them,  and  taking  the  Manufacturers'  railroad,  beyond  the  town, 
arrived  during  the  night,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Arsenal,  to  which 
point  they  marched,  avoiding  the  mob  and  the  town. 

When  day  broke  on  the  morning  of  the  23d  of  Jul}^,  the  fear  that  was 
oppressing  the  mind  of  the  Governor,  thousand  of  miles  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  State,  yourself  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  and  the  good  citi- 
zens of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  was  relieved.  The  Arsenal  containing  all 
the  ammunition,  arms,  ordnance,  and  material  of  the  State  not  in  the  hands 
of  the  National  Guard,  was  safe. 

Many  threats  of  attack,  on  the  part  of  the  mob,  reached  our  ears,  but  no 
effort  was  seriously  made.  The  force  in  possession  moved  tliere  quietly 
and  unobserved,  was  a  surprise  to  the  evil  disposed,  and  would  have  made 
an  attack  foolhardy. 

The  situation,  as  I  found  it  in  Harrisburg,  on  the  23d  of  July,  was  as 
follows  :  The  railroads  in  the  hands  of  the  mob,  no  trains  being  run,  except 
such  as  the  strikers  permitted  ;  business  at  a  stand  still ;  the  manufactur- 
ing establishments  stopped,  either  by  the  voluntary  or  enforced  idleness  of 
the  employes  ;  citizens  either  sympathizing  with  the  strikers  or  terrorized  ; 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  absent  from  the  city;  the  mayor  and  his  police 
powerless  and  inactive,  from  want  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  citizens, 
and  the  railroad  officials  passive,  fearing  that  any  antagonism  of  the  mob 
might  imperil  their  property,  by  burning  and  theft,  as  had  been  done  at 
Pittsburg. 

The  mob  itself,  composed  of  roughs,  tramps,  unknown  men,  from  where 
no  one  knew,  and  a  few  striking  railroad  men,  were  having  full  control  of 
the  town,  while  the  better  class  of  citizens  looked  on,  no  doubt  indignant, 
but  fearing  to  speak  or  act  in  the  interest  of  law  and  order.  The  sjanpa- 
thies  of  the  masses  were  on  the  side  of  the  strikers,  whose  energy  and 
numbers  were  so  formidable,  as  to  paralyze  the  people.  Neighbor  feared 
to  express  himself  to  neighbor,  uncertain  whether  he  was  friend  or  foe. 

It  was  a  serious  question  to  each,  whether  person  or  property  were  safe, 
from  hour  to  hour.  There  was  no  concert  of  action,  to  maintain  law  and 
order,  because  of  the  fear  that  those  in  favor  of  law  and  order  were  in 
a  minority.  Communism  ruled  the  hour.  The  bad  element  was  organized 
with  numbers,  brute  strength,  and  the  sympathy  of  the  masses,  in  the  sup- 
posed wrongs  workingmen  were  suffering  at  the  hands  of  overbearing  cor- 
porations. 

Two  circumstances  which  occurred,  one  in  the  evening,  and  the  other 
during  the  night  of  the  28d,  completelj^  changed  public  sentiment,  and 
aroused  the  people  to  their  danger,  and  the  necessity  for  action. 

Some  time  during  the  niglit  of  the  22d,  a  dispatch  was  received  from 
Captain  Snowden,  commanding  First  Troop,  Philadelphia  City  Cavalry, 
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dated  from  Baily's,  in  the  county  of  Perry,  stating  that  his  company, 
and  a  detachment,  composed  of  fragments  of  various  Philadelphia  organ- 
izations, in  charge  of  a  lieutenant,  were  on  the  railroad  siding  at  that  point. 
They  had  been  as  far  as  Altoona,  on  the  way  to  join  their  command,  at 
Pittsburg,  but,  being  unable  to  proceed  further,  had  returned  east  to  Bai- 
13^'s.  Captain  Snowden  expressed  his  intention  to  proceed  to  Philadelphia. 
My  adjutant  general  replied  that  the  mob  would  not  allow  an}^  train,  bear- 
ing troops  to  pass  through  Harrisburg,  but  that  the  troops  of  the  Fourth 
division  were  stationed  at  the  State  Arsenal,  and  offered,  if  he  would  have 
the  train  containing  the  Philadelphia  troops,  run  to  a  point  designated, 
above  the  city,  a  guide  would  meet  it  there,  and  conduct  the  detachment 
to  the  Arsenal,  where  the}^  could  form  part  of  the  garrison.  This  offer  was 
declined  by  Captain  Snowden,  who,  on  the  morning  of  the  23d,  telegraphed 
his  intention  to  move  the  train,  containing  his  troop,  to  Rockville,  and, 
disembarking  there,  march  to  Philadelphia.  On  the  evening  of  the  same 
day,  the  troop,  thirtj^-two  strong,  was  found  by  some  of  the  officers  of  the 
Fourth  division,  at  a  small  village  north  of  the  city,  named  Progress,  and  un- 
der their  escort,  marched  to  the  Arsenal,  where  they  were  assigned  quarters, 
and  formed  part  of  m}^  command,  until  the  night  of  the  26th,  when  the}-  were 
ordered  west  to  join  the  First  division,  near  Pittsburg.  At  the  time  Captain 
Snowden  telegraphed  his  intention  to  march  the  troop  from  Eockville  to 
Philadelphia,  he  also  informed  me  that  the  detachment,  fort3^-seven  men, 
of  various  Philadelphia  organizations,  in  charge  of  a  lieutenant,  would  re- 
main at  Bailj^'s;  but  thej'^  apparently  moved  down  the  road  at  the  same 
time  with  the  City  Troop,  remaining  at  Marysville,  eight  miles  above,  and 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  from  Harrisburg.  The  next  heard  of 
them,  the}'  Avere  intrenched  in  the  mountains,  at  Marj^sville,  with  a  mob, 
crossing  the  bridges,  with  the  intention  of  capturing  them. 

About  seven  o'clock,  of  the  same  day,  this  detachment  was  captured  by 
a  mob,  composed  of  roughs  and  half  grown  men,  brought  across  the  river, 
marched  down  Market  street  to  the  Pennsjdvania  railroad  depot,  where 
their  captors  gn\'e  them  a  supper,  put  them  on  board  a  train,  and  sent 
them  to  Philadelphia.  The  arms  and  ammunition,  taken  bj'  the  mob  from 
this  detaclnnent,  were  delivered  over  to  the  maj^or  of  the  citj,  with  the 
condition  that  the}^  were  not  to  be  used  against  the  railroad  strikers,  and 
were  finally  returned,  by  him,  to  the  State  Arsenal. 

The  humiliating  spectacle  of  these  troops,  prisoners  to  a  motley  crew 
of  boj^s  and  roughs,  paraded  through  the  principal  street  of  the  town, 
guarded  with  their  own  arms,  which  had  been  taken  from  them,  aroused 
the  indignation  of  the  better  class  of  citizens,  who  naturally  became 
thoughtful,  and  asked  if  that  strange  guard,  which  surrounded  the  troops 
of  the  State,  were  the  masters  of  their  lives,  honor,  and  propertj^  This 
scene  made  the  people  thoughtful  and  indignant. 

During  the  same  night  the  mob  element  emboldened,  no  doubt,  by  their 
success  with  the  military  detachment,  broke  into,  and  sacked  the  various

gun  stores  of  the  cit}' — this  with  violence,  and  without  the  least  effort  at 
concealment  of  their  acts  or  intentions. 

This  was  the  first  organized  attempt  to  appropriate  private  property  by 
the  strong  hand,  and  aroused  the  citizens  to  action.  They  formed  them- 
selves into  a  law  and  order  posse^  under  command  of  the  sheriff  of  the 
county,  and  nightly  thereafter,  during  the  continuance  of  the  disorder, 
patroled  tlie  streets. 

This  organized  banding  together  of  citizens,  on  the  side  of  the  law, 
was  the  element  heretofore  wanting,  and,  by  its  show  of  strength,  soon 
taught  the  evil  disposed  portion  of  the  communit}^,  that  they  were  no 
longer  to  supersede  the  law  by  their  own  wills  and  brute  strength. 

In  a  few  days,  organized  bands  of  rioters  were  no  longer  to  be  seen  on 
the  streets,  and  threats  of  violence  became  feebler,  and  finally  died  out. 
With  the  breaking  up  of  the  organized  mob,  the  strange  faces,  that  were 
prominent  in  counseling  and  leading  it,  suddenly  disappeared,  and  arrests 
of  known  actors  in  violence  and  lawlessness  began. 

The  manufacturing  establishments  gradually  started  up,  and  the  trains 
ran  as  usual.  The  serious  question  as  to  the  food  supply  along  the  lines 
of  the  railroads,  all  freight  trains  having  been  stopped  by  the  strikers, 
was  removed  by  the  the  resumption  of  travel,  consequent  upon  the  breaking 
up  of  the  mob  organization. 

The  Seventh  and  Eighth  regiments,  stationed  at  the  Arsenal,  were  kept 
under  strict  discipline,  and  well  in  hand,  no  one,  in  uniform,  being  permit- 
ted in  town.  Both  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  and  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  railroads,  deprecated  the  contact  of  the  soldiers  with  the 
rioters.  They  feared  that  the  attempt  at  coercion  would  provoke  the  riot- 
ers to  burn  and  destroy  railroad  property ;  but,  if  let  alone,  they  would  do 
no  serious  injury  to  persons  or  property.  As  a  consequence,  no  call  was 
made  upon  me  for  troops — no  attempt  at  coercion  was  made.  The  strikers 
made  their  own  terms,  and,  finally,  disbanded,  the  lawless  spirit  having 
expended  itself  bj^  lapse  of  time. 

On  the  25th  of  Jul 3',  by  your  orders,  the  Eighth  regiment,  under  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Gobin,  marched  from  the  Arsenal  to  Rockville,  Dauphin, 
and  Mar^'sville,  and  were  there  placed  on  duty,  guarding  the  railroad 
bridges  at  those  points. 

Many  calls  were  made  upon  me  for  troops,  notabl}^  bj^  the  sheriff  of 
Schuylkill  county,  the  burgesses  of  Shamokin,  Pottsville,  Cressona,  Gi- 
rardville,  Mt.  Carmel,  and  Ashland ;  but,  as  none  could  be  given,  I  re- 
commended, in  each  case,  the  example  of  Harrisburg.  This  advice  was  fol- 
lowed at  the  various  points  in  Schuylkill  and  Northumberland  counties, 
where  riotous  demonstrations  were  made  or  threatened.  Citizens  formed 
themselves  into  companies,  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  at  their 
own  homes,  and  I  promptl}^  sent  them  arms  and  ammunition.  With  these, 
armed  men  patrolled  their  own  towns,  and  kept  in  order  those  disposed  to 
evil. 
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At  no  point  within  the  bounds  of  mj''  command,  was  there  an  actual  con- 
flict between  the  citizens,  except  at  Shamokin,  in  Northumberland  county. 
At  that  place,  during  the  evening  of  July  25,  the  rioters  broke  into,  and 
robbed  of  all  freight  the  Reading  depot,  and  when  a  second  attack  was  made 
upon  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  depot,  armed  citizens,  acting  under  the  or- 
der of  the  burgess,  fired  into  and  dispersed  the  mob.  Several  persons 
were  killed  and  wounded,  but  all  lawless  acts  were  effectually  ended. 

At  every  point  where  citizens  organized,  and  armed  for  self  defense,  the 
mob  element  was  successful}^  held  in  check,  and,  in  mj  opinion,  furnishes 
the  only  remed}^  for  formidable  out  breaks,  such  as  that  of  July  22,  and  23. 
Whenever  the  outbreak  becomes  general,  and  manifests  itself  at  many  and 
widely  separated  points  at  the  same  time,  well  disposed  citizens  must  visi- 
bly exhibit  their  sympathj^  on  the  side  of  the  enforcement  of  law  and  order, 
and  stand  in  organized  form'  by  the  side  of  the  uniformed  militia  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

On  the  31st  of  July,  the  Eighth  regiment  was  relieved  from  guard  duty 
on  the  railroad  bridges,  and  ordered  to  the  Arsenal,  Harrisburg,  where, 
having  relieved  the  Seventh  regiment,  they  were  instructed  to  await  the 
arrival  of  the  Fourth  regiment,  under  General  Frank  Reeder. 

During  the  night  of  the  31st,  in  compliance  with  jour  orders,  I  pro- 
ceeded by  rail  from  Harrisburg,  with  the  Seventh  regiment,  towards  Pitts- 
burg, leaving  instructions  with  Colonel  Gobin  to  follow  me  with  the  Eighth 
regiment,  upon  being  relieved  by  the  troops  under  General  Reeder,  and 
arrived  without  accident  at  Roup's  station,  on  the  evening  of  August  1, 
where,  by  your  directions,  I  established  a  camp,  locating  in  the  woods  north- 
west of  the  station.  During  the  night  of  August  2,  the  Eighth  regiment 
arrived  at  the  same  station,  and  went  into  camp. 

On  the  1st  day  of  August,  in  compliance  with  Special  Order,  No.  84,  I 
assumed  command  of  the  Fourth  and  Tenth  divisions,  and  finding  the  lo- 
cation of  General  Dobson's  command  unhealthy  and  unpleasant,  occupy- 
ing, as  they  did,  cars  standing  upon  the  railroad  siding,  I  directed  him  to  re- 
move his  troops  to  Roup's  station,  where  they  Vent  into  camp  under 
canvas. 

The  command  furnished  such  guard  details,  as  were  required,  for  the 
protection  of  persons  and  property,  in  the  vicinity  of  Pittsburg,  and  being 
brought  under  strict  militar}-  discipline,  improved  the  opportunity  to  per- 
fect themseves  in  drill  and  all  soldierly  requirements. 

The  behavior  of  the  men  was  excellent,  their  attention  to  the  details  of 
soldier  life  commendable.  Their  drills  and  parades  of  ceremony  were  daily 
witnessed  by  large  crowds  of  people. 

My  command  was  inspected  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  your- 
self, on  the  3d  of  August,  and  presented  a  very  creditable  appearance,  in 
numbers,  discipline,  and  drill. 

No  extraordinary  call  was  made  for  troops  during  our  stay  at  Pittsburg, 
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the  disorderly  elements  having  expended  their  strength  in  the  riotous  de- 
monstrations of  the  21st  and  22d  days  of  July. 

On  the  9th  and  10th  of  August,  my  command  was  ordered  to  the  various 
places  of  company  rendezvous,  the  troubles  between  railroad  corporation 
and  employe  being  considered  settled  for  the  time,  and  left  Pittsburg  with 
a  pleasant  impression  of  its  people,  who  certainl}^  did  all  that  they  could 
to  make  our  stay  in  their  midst  as  comfortable  as  such  life  could  be  made. 

I  would  especially  call  attention  to  the  matter  of  the  water  supply  at  the 
Arsenal,  Harrisburg.  The  onl}^  resource  is  a  well  in  the  grounds  ;  this  was 
soon  emptied  by  the  demands  made  thereon  by  the  troops  of  the  Fourth 
division,  and  compelled  the  hauling  of  water  from  the  Susquehanna  river. 
It  is  essential,  if  the  Arsenal  is  ever  again  to  be  occupied  as  a  garrison,  by 
a  large  number  of  men,  that  the  water  supply  should  be  in  the  building, 
and  inexhaustible.  A  connection  with  the  water  mains  supplying  the  city 
of  Harrisburg  will  remedy  the  evil. 

I  am  grieved  to  be  compelled  to  report  that  two  companies  of  the  Eighth 
regiment,  one  at  York  and  one  at  Lebanon,  no  doubt  overborne  by  the 
persuasions  or  threats  of  those  sympathizing  with  the  strike,  refused  to 
obey  the  orders  to  march,  and  thus  fulfill  their  obligations  as  members  of 
the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

Whether  weakness,  fear,  or  sympathy  with  the  strike  was  the  cause  of 
their  refusal,  I  know  not,  but  the  result  was  the  same,  whatever  the  rea- 
son. It  was  manifest  that  they  could  not  be  relied  upon  in  the  hour  of 
danger,  and  they  were  consequently  disbanded. 

The  alacrity  of  the  response,  the  fullness  of  the  ranks,  the  readiness 
with  which  orders  were  obeyed,  and  the  discipline  and  good  order  shown, 
satisfies  me  that  the  Fourth  division  can  be  relied  upon  in  any  emergency. 
Coming,  as  most  of  the  troops  of  my  command  do,  from  regions  periodi- 
call}^  disturbed  by  the  same  causes  which  produced  the  July  riots,  the 
conduct  of  the  men  is  especially  commendable,  and  a  proof  of  thorough 
reliability. 

The  Seventh  regiment,  well  officered,  and  with  an  efficient  staff,  attracted 
considerable  attention,  for  their  soldierly  bearing  and  full  ranks,  having 
four  hundred  and  eightj^-six  present,  out  of  a  total  of  five  hundred  and 
eleven  on  the  rolls.  The  Eighth,  though  not  so  strong  in  numbers,  and 
shorn  of  strength  and  prestige  by  the  absence  of  three  companies,  one 
neither  armed  nor  uniformed,  and  another  scattered  through  a  country  dis- 
trict and  unable  to  concentrate  upon  a  sudden  emergency,  did  their  duty 
well  and  faithfully.  One  compan}^  of  the  Eighth,  company  F,  Captain 
Hoffman,  deserves  special  mention  from  the  fact  that  every  man  belonging 
to  the  organization  was  present. 

The  Ashland  Dragoons  were  ordered  forM^ard  mounted,  but  the  com- 
manding officer  having  answered  that  parties  owning  horses  refused  to  hire 
them  for  this  service,  the  company  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  sheriff 
of  Schuylkill  county.     No  occasion  arose  for  their  services. 
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The  health  of  my  command  was  good,  and  the  medical  department  eflB- 
cient. 

The  quartermaster  and  commissary  departments  were  successfully  con- 
ducted by  Major  Joseph  Y.  Einstein  and  Major  E.  J.  Phillips,  of  my  staff. 
Supplies  had  to  be  purchased  here  and  there,  as  the  emergenc}-  forbade 
any  previous  provision  for  the  sudden  demand.  For  several  days,  the 
question  of  food  for  the  troops  became  very  serious,  from  the  cessation  of 
freight  trains  over  the  railroads.  That  the  troops  were  well  and  promptly 
supplied,  is  due  entirely  to  the  tact  and  energy  of  these  officers.  They 
were  detailed  to  act  for  the  occasion,  and  developed  a  remarkable  adaptation 
to  the  duties  of  the  positions,  so  unexpectedly  imposed  upon  them. 

I  would  strongly  urge,  in  view  of  the  experiences  of  July  last,  that  the 
State  furnish  to  her  National  Guard  a  cheap  fatigue  uniform  for  active 
service ;  but  more  essential  still,  that  blankets,  knapsacks,  haversacks,  and 
canteens  be  supplied,  so  that  the  troops  when  called  out  and  moved  to  a 
community  so  unsympathetic  as  to  refuse  shelter  and  food  to  the  armed 
forces  of  the  Commonwealth,  each  soldier  will  have  with  him,  when  he 
starts  from  his  home,  what  is  necessary  for  the  health  and  warmth  of  his 
body. 

The  gentlemen  of  my  staff,  ( with  the  exception  of  three  who  were  sick, 
but  whose  places  were  supplied  by  volunteers,)  some  of  them  with  import- 
ant business  interests,  requiring  their  personal  attention,  without  a  mo- 
ment's hesitation,  responded  to  the  call,  and  assumed,  and  well  and  faith- 
fully performed  the  duties  of  the  soldier.  It  is  but  proper,  that  I  should 
make  special  mention  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  Wesley  Awl,  my  assistant 
adjutant  general,  who  kept  me  fully  advised  as  to  the  lituation  at  Harris- 
burg,  during  the  21st  and  22d  of  July,  up  to  the  time  of  my  departure, 
with  the  troops,  from  Pottsville,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  while  on  the 
way.  He  also  arranged  for  the  transportation  and  landing  of  the  several 
commands  at  points,  so  as  not  to  come  in  contact  with  the  excited  mob 
in  and  about  the  depot  at  Harrisburg.  To  him  is  due  the  credit  for  my 
arrival  at  the  Arsenal,  with  my  entire  command,  ^coming  in  detachments, 
from  various  points,)  unnoticed  by  the  excited  mob  at  the  depot,  and  thus 
prevented,  what  might,  otherwise,  have  resulted  in  a  serious  conflict.

General  :  In  obedience  to  instructions,  contained  in  your  letter  of  the 
30th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  a  report  of  the  part 
taken  by  the  Fifth  division,  and  other  troops,  under  my  command  during 
the  disturbances  in  July  and  August,  of  the  present  3^ear. 

On  the  evening  of  the  20th  of  Juh',  last,  I  received  the  following  tele- 
gram, which  was  the  first  intimation  of  an^^  intention,  on  the  part  of  the 
military  authorities  of  the  State,  to  call  upon  the  National  Guard  of  this 
division : 

Mount  Union,  Pa.,  7th  mo.,  20,  '77—8.05  P.  M. 

General  James  A.  Beaver,  Bellefonte  Pa.  : 

Situation  at  Pittsburg  is  becoming  very  serious.  Troops  are  in  sympa- 
thy, in  some  instances,  with  the  strikers.  Can  you  rely  on  yours  ?  If  so, 
put  Fifth  regiment  under  arms,  to  await  orders  to  move  to  Pittsburg.  On 
Fast  Lne  west ;  telegram  over  P.  R.  R.  wires  will  reach  me.

In  reply  to  which,  I  sent  the  following  message : 

•  Bellefonte,  Pa.,  20th  July,  1877. 

General  James  W.  Latta,  Altoona,  Pa.  : 

Keller  holding  election  for  colonel  of  Fifth,  at  Altoona,  this  evening. 
He  can  communicate  orders  to  company  commanders  in  person.  We 
should  discriminate,  in  selection  of  troops.  If  important  that  I  should 
move  head-quarters  to  Altoona,  for  convenience,  wire  me.

Colonel  Keller,  after  personal  consultation  with  the  company  com- 
manders of  the  Fifth  regiment,  then  assembled  at  Altoona,  and,  after  being 
assured  that  the  men  of  their  respective  commands  could  be  relied  upon, 
delivered,  in  person,  the  cautionary  command  contained  in  your  telegraphic 
order  to  me.  On  the  following  day,  on  my  return,  in  the  evening,  from  a 
meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  College,  I  found  two  telegrams  awaiting  me,  which  were  as 
follows : 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  July  21,  1877. 
Major  General  James  A.  Beaver,  Bellefonte,  Pa.  : 

Communicate  with  railwaj^  people  as  to  speedy  concentration  of  your 
troops,  should  their  services  be  required.     The   railwa}^  authorities,  at 
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Philadelphia,  will  ad^dse  them,  hy  wire,  to  arrange  with  you.  I  have  cau- 
tioned three  divisions,  not  yet  put  under  arms,  that  it  may  be  necessary  to 
use  them.  Such  may  be  the  case  with  your  Twelfth  regiment.  Without 
issuing  orders,  caution  Stead  accordingly.

State.     Will  you  obtain  permission  ?

Upon  going  to  the  telegraph  office  to  answer  the  second,  I  found  the 
following  dispatch  just  coming  over  the  wires  : 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  21st  July,  1877. 
General  James  A.  Beaver,  Bellefonte,  Pa. : 

Sheriff  Stiffler,  of  Blair  county,  has  called  for  troops  at  Altoona.  Put 
yourself  in  communication  with  him,  and  find  how  many  he  wants,  and  ad- 
vise me  here  of  number  furnished.  Give  reasonable  aid,  but  don't  take  all 
unless  absolutely  necessary,  and  report  to  me  how  many  he  asks  for,  so 
that  I  may  see  whether  we  can  do  without  men  her^.  Box  of  ammunition 
sent  to  you  at  Altoona.

I  immediately  replied : 

Bellefonte,  Pa.,  21st  July,  1877. 
General  James  W.  Latta,  Pittsburg,  Pa. : 

Both  regiments  ordered  to  move.  I  will  go  to  Altoona  to-night,  so  as 
to  control  movements  there.  Have  no  particulars  from  Sheriff  Stiffler,  or 
railway  officials  at  Altoona.

I  then  telegraphed  Sheriff  Stiffler,  as  follows  : 
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Bellefonte,  Pa.,  21st  July^  1877. 
Sheriff  Stiffler,  Hollidayshurg^  Pa. : 

General  Latta  wires  me  of  your  desire  for  military  aid.  What  necessity 
exists  for  it,  and  how  many  men  do  you  require  ?

Soon  after  sending  this  dispatch,  I  received  the  following,  which,  al- 
though, probably,  an  answer  to  my  inquiry,  was  not  very  satisfactory  to 
me : 

Altoona,  Pa.,  7, 21,  '77. 
General  James  A.  Beaver,  Bellefonte,  Pa. : 

I  telegraphed  the  Governor  for  aid,  as  I  was  unable  to  quell  the  mob 
that  attacked  Colonel  Rodgers'  train,  and  stoned  and  fired  upon  his  men. 
I  have  been  unable  to  make  the  necessary  arrests,  and  to  restore  quiet.

In  order  to  obtain  more  definite  information,  as  to  the  necessity  for 
military  aid,  I  then  telegraphed  Superintendent  Gardner,  of  the  Pennsjd- 
vania  railroad,  as  follows  : 

Bellefonte,  Pa.,  21st  July,  1877. 
G.  C.  Gardner,  General  Superintendent,  Altoona,  Pa. : 

Sheriff  Stiffler  asks  for  assistance  at  Altoona.  I  have  asked  him,  at 
Hollidaysburg,  for  particulars.  What,  in  your  opinion,  is  the  necessity 
for  help,  and  how  many  men  are  needed  at  that  point  ?

To  which  I  received  the  following  reply : 

Altoona,  Pa.,  July  21,  1877. 
General  Beaver,  Bellefonte,  Pa.: 

The  necessity  for  troops  here,  is  to  guard  the  depot,  in  the  passage  of 
trains.  Colonel  Rodgers  was  fired  into,  and  stoned,  by  the  mob,  and,  I 
presume,  it  would  take  at  least  three  hundred  armed  men,  to  prevent  trou- 
ble. There  is  a  detachment  of  twenty-nine  troops  at  Tyrone,  in  command 
of  Captain  Parker,  that,  I  think,  had  better  remain  there  until  some  other 
troops  come  through  to  this  point.  Rioters  seem  to  be  outside  parties, 
not  Pennsylvania  railroad  employes.

I  had,  in  the  meantime,  given  orders  to  Colonel  Wilson,  who  had  been 
elected  colonel  of  the  Fifth  regiment,  at  Altoona,  the  evening  previous,  to 
assemble  his  command  as  speedily  as  he  could  possibly  do  so,  at  Tyrone, 
and  to  Colonel  Stead,  of  tlie  Twelfth  regiment,  to  rendezvous  at  Williams- 
port,  starting  that  night,  with  as  many  companies  as  he  could  obtain. 

The  orders  having  been  transmitted  to  Colonel  Stead,  late  in  the  evening, 
he  was  unable  to  secure  the  attendance,  of  a  large  part  of  the  companies 
at  Williamsport,  but  started  during  the  night  with  parts  of  companies  A, 
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B,  and  D,  numbering,  in  the  aggregate,  abont  eighty  men.  When  his  train 
from  Williamsport  reached  this  point,  (Bellefonte,)  companj^  B,  of  the 
Fifth  regiment  joined  it,  and  I,  together  with  Colonel  Keller,  of  mj^  stnff. 
Honorable  John  H.  Orvis,  additional  law  judge,  Twenty-fifth  judical  dis- 
trict, J.  L.  Spangler,  Esquire,  district  attornej^  of  Centre  county,  D.  H. 
Hastings,  Esquire,  and  James  A.  Le3'den,  a  West  Point  cadet,  home  on 
furlough,  wlio  had  kindlj'^  volunteered  to  serve  upon  my  staff,  in  the  absence 
of  the  other  regular  members  thereof,  took  passage  ujwn  the  same  train. 
Upon  arriving  at  T3a'one,  about  seven  o'clock,  on  the  morning  of  the  22d, 
we  found  compau}^  E,  of  the  Fifth  regiment,  (of  Philipsburg,)  at  that 
point,  and  also  a  train  upon  the  siding  containing  the  First  Cit}^  Troop 
of  Philadelphia,  a  portion  of  the  Second  regiment,  and  detachments  of 
several  other  commands,  all  belonging  to  the  First  division,  and  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Lyle.  Assuming  command  of  the  whole,  our  train 
was  made  up,  and  we  started  for  Altoona  with  about  two  hundred  men  of 
the  First  division,  and  one  hundred  and  thirt}^  of  the  Fifth  division. 

Before  leaving  Bellefonte,  I  received  from  Sheriff  Stiffler,  the  following 
telegram : 

Altoona,  Pa.,  22d  July,  1877. 
General  James  A.  Beaver,  Bellefonte,  Pa.: 

I  am  advised  by  Adjutant  General  Latta,  that  he  has  requested  you.  to 
furnish  me  aid.     How  many  men  have  3'ou  with  3'ou  ?

Before  leaving  T^^'one  I  had  telegraphed  Sheriff  Stiffier,  as  follows:

I  will  reach  Altoona  this  morning,  with  four  or  five  companies,  say  one 

hundred  and  fifty  men.     Others  will  follow  during  the  da}^,  if  necessary, 

to  be  kept  at  Altoona.

To  which  I  received  the  following  reply : 

Altoona,  Pa.,  July  22,  1877. 
James  A.  Beaver,  Tyrone,  Pa : 

0.  K.     Will  meet  and  consult  with  j^ou  just  before  arriving  here.

After  leaving  Tyrone,  we  moved  at  once  to  Altoona,  and  were  met,  at  the 
outer  depot,  b}^  Sheriff  Stiffler  and  several  railwaj'^  ofiieials.  I  found,  upon 
inquirj',  that  the  sheriff"  had  summoned  no  posse  comitatus ;  that  he  had 
made  no  serious  attempts  to  arrest  persons  accused  of  violation  of  the  law, 
and  that,  in  my  opinion,  no  valid  foundation  had  been  laid  for  the  legiti- 
mate use  of  military  assistance.  We  continued  to  approach  Altoona,  how-

ever,  and  found  no  opposition  whatever.  Passed  through  the  city  unmo- 
lested, and  ran  our  train  about  a  mile  beyond  the  depot,  where  the  engine, 
upon  which  I  was  riding,  was  boarded  b}^  a  railwaj'^  official,  said  to  be  the 
master  of  transportation.  He  informed  us  that  the  engine,  which  furnished 
the  motive  power  for  our  train,  was  to  be  replaced  by  two  other  engines,  fresh 
from  the  3'ard.  Thej  had  been,  or  were  supposed  to  be,  on  the  track,  in 
front  of  our  train,  but,  upon  inquir}^,  it  was  found  that  the}^  had  been  run 
back  to  the  round-house  Avithout  authority.  My  first  intention  was  to 
continue  across  the  mountain,  with  the  engine  which  had  carried  us  over 
the  middle  division  of  the  railroad,  drop  the  cars  containing  the  troops  of 
the  Fifth  division,  and  allow  the  detachment  of  the  First  division  to  con- 
tin  ae  over  the  mountain,  but,  inasmuch,  as  the  railroad  authorities  had 
arranged  for  fresh  locomotives,  I  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  interfere. 

After  the  train  was  stopped,  I  was  informed  by  a  messenger  from  the 
office  of  the  general  superintendent  of  the  railway,  that  he  desired  to  be 
in  telegraphic  communication  with  me,  and  finding  a  signal  station,  about 
midwa}"  between  our  train  and  the  depot,  containing  a  telegraphic  instru- 
ment and  operator,  I  established  my  head-quarters  there,  and  found  that 
it  save  me  an  admirable  opportunity  for  looking  along  the  line  of  railway, 
from  the  train  in  which  the  troops  were  to  the  depot.  In  going  down  to 
this  station,  with  members  of  my  statf,  we  enconntered  quite  a  crowd  of 
men  and  boj^s,  along  the  track  upon  which  tlie  train  had  stopped.  No 
riotous  demonstrations  were  made,  no  violence  offered  to  us,  but,  as  we 
were  recognized  as  officers,  epithets  of  a  character  not  very  complimentary 
were  fired  at  us,  ns  we  moved  along.  The  men  who  composed  this  crowd 
did  not  impress  me  as  being  either  very  determined  or  very  much  excited, 
but  to  be  impelled  by  curiosity,  rather  than  other  motives. 

Upon  reaching  the  signal  station,  we  found  that  the  engines,  which  had 
been  intended  for  our  train,  had  been  taken  to  the  round-house,  as  it  was 
alleged,  b}'  persons  concerned  in  the  strike,  which  had  been  inaugurated 
among  the  railroad  men  at  Altoona.  Being  informed,  when  in  the  station, 
that  engine-drivers  and  firemen  were  ready  to  run  out  the  engines,  to  at- 
tach to  the  train,  I  directed  them  to  take  their  engines,  as  if  nothing  had 
happened,  run  them  out,  in  a  determined  w^aj^,  and  attach  them  to  the 
train.  Tlie  engines  were  brought  out  without  molestation,  and,  as  they 
passed  the  signal  station.  Colonel  Keller,  of  my  staff,  got  upon  the  first 
engine,  in  order  to  direct  their  movements.  After  passing  the  station,  a 
short  distance,  two  or  three  men  came  up  to  the  engine,  on  which  Colonel 
Keller  was  riding,  and  invited  the  engine-driver  to  dismount.  He  waited 
a  moment,  slackened  the  pace  of  the  engine,  halted,  in  spite  of  the  re- 
monstrances of  Colonel  Keller,  and,  finally,  upon  a  second  invitation,  dis- 
mounted, without  any  violence  whatever  being  offered.  A  number  of  men 
then  clambered  upon  the  engine,  and  also  upon  the  second  one,  which  had 
been  deserted  by  its  driver,  and  ran  both  engines  back  to  the  round-house, 
closed  the  gate  of  exit  from  the  j^ard  of  the  round-house,  and,  being  rein- 
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forced  by  quite  a  large  crowd,  threw  a  heaA^y  truck  across  the  road,  in 
front  of  the  gate,  and  spiked  the  switch  leading  to  the  main  track.  The 
crowd  seemed  to  act  with  deliberation,  and  without  much  excitement,  and 
supposing  that  a  mere  show  of  force  would  easily  disperse  them,  I  directed 
Colonel  Stead,  with  one  company,  to  march  to  the  gate,  open  it,  and  fur- 
nish a  guard  for  the  engines,  as  they  came  out.  He  marched  down  in  a 
few  minutes,  wdth  about  thirty  men,  parts  of  companies  A  and  B,  of  his 
regiment,  reached  the  gate  at  the  yard  of  the  round-house,  and  made  a 
determined  effort  to  open  it.  The  crowd  increased  very  rapidly,  lined 
both  sides  of  the  entrance  to  the  yard,  filled  the  bank  or  rising  ground  on 
the  right,  covered  the  bridge  wdiich  overlooked  the  entrance,  clambered 
upon  the  frame-work  of  the  gate,  and  filled  the  tracks  close  to  the  switches 
leading  from  the  round-house.  The  crowd,  which  by  this  time,  probably 
numbered  two  to  four  thousand  persons,  became  riotous  in  their  demon- 
strations, attacked  Colonel  Stead's  men  with  clubs,  stones,  and  other  mis- 
siles, and,  pressing  close  upon  them,  endeavored  to  disarm  them in  three 

or  four  instances,  with  success.  Captain  Foresman,  of  company  B,  and 
one  of  his  men,  were  both  struck  on  the  head  with  stones,  knocked  down, 
and  severely  injured.  The  men  acted  with  great  coolness  and  decision, 
but  were  unable  to  use  their  rifles  with  effect,  because  of  the  pressure  of 
the  crowd  upon  them.  Finding  that  their  efforts  proved  unavailing,  and 
that  a  number  of  men  of  the  Fifth  regiment,  who  had  friends  among  the 
strikers,  had  been  approached  by  them,  and  had  avowed  an  unwillingness 
to  fire  upon  them  under  any  circumstances,  and,  in  some  instances,  had 
even  gone  so  far  as  to  fall  out  of  line,  indicating  an  unwillingness  to  do 
duty,  and,  in  the  case  of  two  or  three,  had  delivered  their  arms  to  the 
strikers,  I  deemed  it  unsafe  to  order  them  to  reinforce  Colonel  Stead. 

I,  therefore,  sent  orders  to  Colonel  Ljde  to  disembark  his  whole  com- 
mand, to  throw  out  skirmishers  w^ell  to  the  front,  and  flankers  on  both  sides 
of  the  railroad,  so  as  to  keep  the  entire  track  clear  of  the  crowed  ;  march 
down  to  the  yard  of  the  round-house,  force  the  gate,  and  bring  out  the 
engines,  which,  it  was  supposed,  were  in  readiness  to  attach  to  his  train. 
After  considerable  delay,  his  command  marched  doWnthe  railroad,  in  good 
order,  but  without  their  skirmishers  or  flankers,  and,  as  a  consequence,  be- 
fore he  reached  the  gate,  his  command  was  hemmed  in  by  the  crowd,  so 
that  it  became  impossible  to  manoeuver  with  effect.  After  considerable 
dallying  and  delay,  he  reported  to  me,  that  he  was  so  hemmed  in  by  the 
crowd,  that  his  men  could  not  make  use  of  their  arms,  and  that,  in  his 
opinion,  it  was  impossible,  by  reason  of  the  barricades,  and  the  nature  of 
the  ground  to  force. the  gate.  I  merely  directed  him  to  carry  out  his  ori- 
ginal orders,  but,  if,  after  a  deterrhined  effort,  he  found  it  impossible  to 
secure  entrance  at  the  main  gate,  to  march,  by  the  flank,  to  another  en- 
trance of  the  round-house,  and  open  the  gate  from  the  inside.  After  he 
left  me,  however,  it  w^as  reported  to  me,  by  one  of  the  railway  officials,  that 
the  engines  had  been  disabled  and  the  fires  withdrawn,  and  that  no  engine- 
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driver  or  fireman  could  be  secured  to  run  them.  One  of  the  railroad  em- 
plo3'es  volunteered,  at  my  request,  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  regard  to  this 
report,  and,  upon  his  return,  finding  that  the  report  was  true,  and  that 
nothing'  could  be  gained  b3'  a  conflict  with  the  crowd,  1  countermanded  the 
order  to  Colonel  Lyle,  disembarked  all  the  troops  except  a  guard  for  the  train, 
and  marched  to  the  depot,  and  had  breakfast  served  to  the  men,  about  one 
o'clock,  P.  M.  Before  Colonel  Lyle  marched  his  command  to  the  gate. 
Captain  Statler,  of  company  I,  Fifth  regiment,  arrived  in  Altoona  with  his 
command.  He  was  ordered  to  clear  the  railroad  track,  both  in  front  and 
rear  of  Colonel  Lyle's  command,  which  he  did  in  good  style,  his  men  mov- 
ing with  precision  and  steadiness,  and  demeaning  themselves  as  good  sol- 
diers throughout.  It  is  proper  to  state,  here,  that  compau}^  E,  of  the  Fifth 
regiment,  being  armed  with  altered  Harper's  Ferry  muskets,  caliber  .69, 
had  no  ammunition,  and  were,  therefore,  practically  useless. 

The  most  positive  instructions  had  been  given  to  all  ofl^icers,  that  no 
firing  should  be  done,  unless  it  became  absolutely  necessary  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  men,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  under  the  most  in- 
sulting jeers  of  the  crowd,  the  use  of  stones  and  other  missiles,  which,  un- 
der ordinary  circumstances,  would  be  considered  great  provocation,  these 
orders  were  strictly  carried  out.  Xot  a  shot  was  fired,  although  the  arms 
were  loaded,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  if  the  orders  had  been  disobeyed,  the 
same  scenes  which  you  witnessed  at  Pittsburg  would  have  been  witnessed 
b}'  us  at  Altoona.  Whilst  the  conduct  of  some  ten  or  a  dozen  members 
of  the  National  Guard,  in  this  trying  emergency,  was  disgraceful  in  the  ex- 
treme, I  desire  to  say  here  that  the  nerve  and  determination  displayed  by 
the  men,  together'  with  their  implicit  obedience  to  orders,  impressed  me 
at  the  time,  and  leads  to  the  conviction,  that  the  great  mass  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  needs  but  proper  encouragement  from  the  Legislature  and 
the  people,  to  make  them  equal  to  any  emergency  which  may  hereafter 
arise. 

The  onl3^  object  which  I  had  in  view,  in  the  use  of  the  militarj^,  was  to 
secure  the  engines  to  move  the  train,  upon  which  Colonel  Lyle's  command 
was  to  cross  the  mountains.  Failing  in  this,  for  the  reason  already  stated, 
and  finding,  as  I  have  heretofore  intimated,  that  the  sheriff"  of  Blair  count}^, 
had  not  even  attempted  to  exhaust  the  civil  authority  which  he  possessed, 
and  that  he  was  unwilling,  at  my  request,  to  warn  the  crowd  that  they 
should  disperse,  under  the  penalt3^  of  being  considered  as  rioters,  and 
treated  as  such,  and  finding,  also,  that  the  presence  of  the  troops  only 
seemed  to  irritate  the  citizens,  and  continue  the  excitement,  I  determined 
to  withdraw  the  troops  from  the  citj^,  and  hold  them  in  readiness  in  the 
vicinity,  for  any  emergency  that  might  arise.  The  companies  of  the  Fifth 
division  were  removed  about  a  mile  and  a  half  below  the  cit^',  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  shops  of  the  railroad  compan^^,  which  were  extremel}^  val- 
uable, and  had  large  quantities  of  material  collected  in  their  immediate 
vicinity,  so  that,  in  case  of  fire,  the  men  could  be  made  available  for  the 
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purpose  of  extinguishing  it.     Colonel  Lyle's  command  remained  in  the 
cars,  a  short  distance  below  the  depot. 

My  arrival  at  Altoona,  and  failure  to  forward  Colonel  Lyle's  command, 
were  announced  to  3'ou,  in  the  following  dispatch: 

Altoona,  Pa.,  22cl  July,  1877. 
General  James  W.  Latta,  Pittsburg,  Pa.: 

Arrived  here  this  morning,  at  eight  o'clock,  witli  Colonel  Lyle's  com- 
mand, and  five  companies  of  the  Fifth  division;  passed  through  the  city 
without  molestation,  but,  in  attempting  to  attach  new  engines,  employes 
were  persuaded  to  leave  their  posts,  and  engines  taken  to  the  round-house 
b}^  the  crowd.  Have  made  several  fruitless  attempts  since  to  move  Col- 
onel Lyle.  The  crowTl  resorts  to  moral  suasion,  influencing  many  of  the 
troops.     The}'  are  neither  nois}^  nor  excited.     Will  advise  you  if  Colonel 

Lyle  moves.

After  the  men  were  breakfasted,  I  made  several  further  attempts  to  secure 
power,  by  which  to  move  Colonel  L3de's  train,  all  of  which  proved  unsuc- 
cessful, chiefl}^  for  the  reason  that  emploj'es  of  the  railroad  could  not  be 
relied  upon.  Tliat  evening,  application  was  made  to  me  b^'  the  general  super- 
intendent of  the  railroad  to  furnish  transportation  for  several  detachments 
of  troops  who  desired  to  move  east.  This  I  refused  to  do,  but  learned 
afterwards,  that  arrangements  had  been  made  in  some  waj^,  independently 
of  me,  to  furnish  the  necessar}'  transportation.  When  the  regular  pas- 
senger trains  in  the  evening  left  Altoona,  several  detachments  of  troops, 
belonging  to  the  First  Division,  embarked  upon  them  without  any  autho- 
rity^, as  I  was  informed,  from  Colonel  Lyle,  and,  certainl}",  without  any 
authorit}^  from  me.  Colonel  Lyle,  with  men  of  his  regiment,  and  detach- 
ments of  the  First,  Third,  and  Sixth  regiments,  Washington  Grays,  Wec- 
cacoe  Legion,  and  Keystone  batter}-,  all  of  the  First  division,  remained 
at  Altoona,  determined  to  await  an  opportunity  to  join  their  division,  which 
they  then  supposed  to  be  at  Pittsburg. 

I  made  temporary  arrangements  with  the  proprielsor  of  the  Logan  House 
to  furnish  cooked  rations  to  the  men  of  the  command,  until  our  commis- 
sariat could  be  established.  Upon  the  arrival  of  Major  McFarlane,  A.  D. 
C,  on  my  staff,  he  was  detailed  as  division  commissar}^,  and  by  his  energj^, 
prudence,  and  general  efficiency,  soon  established  a  commissar}'  depart- 
ment, through  which  the  men  of  the  Fifth  division  were  furnished  with 
regular  rations.  The  men  of  Colonel  Lyle's  command  were  furnished 
cooked  rations,  from  the  hotel,  for  several  days. 

After  the  troops  were  quartered,  I  looked  about  to  ascertain  the  true 
state  of  affairs  in  Altoona,  and  found  that,  by  a  tacit,  if  not  by  an  actual, 
agreement,  between  the  railroad  authorities  and  the  strikers,  the  passage 
of  all  freight  trains  over  the  railroad  was  suspended.  Passenger  ti-ains 
were  run  only  by  sufi'erance,  and  the  strikers  had,  practically,  control  of 
the  running  of  the  road.  The  next  day,  at  their  dictation,  the  workshops 
of  the  railroad  company  were  closed,  throwing  out  of  employment  sev- 
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era!  hundred  men,  and  it  was  understood  that  no  trains  would  be  allowed 
to  run  on  the  road,  upon  which  any  troops  were  carried.  Finding  that  we 
were  likely  to  be  kept  at  Altoona  for  some  time,  I  sent  requisitions  to 
Harrisburg,  on  Monday  morning,  the  23d  of  July,  for  tents  sufficient  to 
accommodate  the  entire  division,  intending  to  go  into  camp  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  city,  and  bj^  the  enforcement  of  strict  discipline,  and  close  atten- 
tion to  details  of  camp  duties  and  drill,  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
command,  and  hold  the  troops  well  in  hand,  for  any  emergency  which 
might  arise.  The  tents  were  not  furnished,  for  the  reason,  I  suppose,  that 
no  freight  trains  were  run  on  the  road,  and  they  could  not  have  been 
transported  in  express  cars,  if  it  had  become  known  that  military  stores 
were  being  carried  for  the  use  of  the  troops.  During  our  entire  stay  at 
Altoona,  the  men  were  quartered  in  cars. 

On  the  25th  of  July,  the  Governor  passed  through  Altoona,  on  his  return 
from  the  west,  giving  assurance,  by  his  presence,  of  a  speedy  restoration 
of  order  and  quiet  in  those  places  where  violence  prevailed  and  lawlessness 
was  triumphant. 

On  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  July,  companies  F,  G,  I,  and  K,  of  the 
Twelfth  regiment,  arrived  from  Tyrone,  where  they  had  remained  a  day  or 
two,  because  none  of  the  engine-drivers  or  conductors  of  the  regular  pas- 
senger trains,  allowed  the  cars  with  troops  on  them,  to  be  attached  to  their 
trains.  Before  reacliing  T3a'one,  their  train  was  met,  on  the  Bald  Eagle 
Valley  road,  by  a  crowd,  reported  by  themselves,  to  number  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  men,  which  was  easily  dispersed  by  Captain  A.B.  Horton, 
of  Wellsboro',  with  a  skirmish  line  of  his  company,  which  he  disembarked 
from  the  cars,  and  deployed  for  that  purpose. 

On  the  27th,  Captain  Yan  Ormer,  of  company  C,  of  the  Fifth  regiment, 
with  his  companj',  and  part  of  compau}^  I,  of  the  same  regiment,  arrived, 
having  marched  across  the  country,  from  Bedford,  a  distance  of  some  forty 
miles.  He  was  turned  back  from  Saxton,  on  Sunday  evening,  because  the 
superintendent  of  the  Huntingdon  and  Broad  Top  railroad  refused  to 
transport  his  men  further  than  that  point. 

The  first  movement  of  troops  westward  from  Altoona,  after  our  arrival 
there,  took  place  on  the  2*7th  of  July,  when  the  Governor,  with  the  Tenth 
division,  passed  through.  I  spent  the  entire  night  previously,  in  the  tele- 
grapli  office,  in  communication  with  his  train,  endeavoring  to  arrange  with 
the  railway  officials  for  the  men  to  man  the  engines,  to  help  the  different 
sections  of  his  train  over  the  mountain.  Although  there  were  nearly  one 
hundred  engine-drivers  in  Altoona,  and  as  man}^,  or  more,  firemen,  and  al- 
though the  general  su[)erintendent,  Mr.  Gardner,  who  is  deservedly  popu- 
lar with  the  railroad  employes,  remained  up  all  night,  and  used  ever}^  exer- 
tion in  his  power  to  induce  them  to  do  so,  not  one  could  be  found  who  would 
agree  to  take  charge  of  the  engines,  to  assist  in  the  transportation  of  troops. 
In  the  emergency,  volunteers  were  called  for  from  the  military,  when  Cap- 
tain Statler,  of  company  I,  of  the  Fifth  regiment,  and  S.  Ashton  Hand,  of 
the  Washington  Grays,  of  Philadelphia,  volunteered  to  take  charge  of  the 
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helpers,  which  were  attached  to  the  two  sections  of  the  Governor's  train. 
On  the  Snnday  previons,  after  our  arrival  at  Altoona,  when  we  had  expe- 
rienced a  like  difficulty,  in  regard  to  engine-drivers,  Mr.  Hand  had  volun- 
teered to  take  charge  of  an  engine,  exhibiting  great  coolness  and  determina- 
tion, under  circumstancos  which  were  really  trying,  if  not  alarming. 

One  of  the  incidents  connected  with  the  Governor's  passage  west,  was 
the  stealing  of  an  engine  from  the  jsuxl  of  the  round-house  of  the  West- 
ern division,  by  some  of  the  strikers,  who  run  it  up  the  mountain,  in  ad- 
vance of  the  train,  with  the  intention,  as  was  supposed,  of  letting  it  run 
"m7cZ"down  grade,  and  thus  disable  or  destroy  the  engine  attached  to 
his  train,  or,  perhaps,  wreck  the  whole  of  it.  Whatever  the  intention  may 
have  been,  there  was  a  failure  to  do  any  serious  damage,  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  the  steam  failing  in  the  engine,  it  was  soon  exhausted,  and  was 
run  upon  a  side  track,  and  left  standing.  This  incident  caused  considera- 
ble delay,  inasmuch  as  it  compelled  a  line  of  skirmishers  to  go  in  advance 
of  the  tram,  in  order  to  intercept  the  "wild"  engine,  if  let  loose. 

The  disposition,  on  the  part  of  the  strikers,  to  engage  in  acts  of  this 
character,  impelled  me  to  the  first  actual  use  of  the  military  authority, 
after  the  operations  of  Sunday,  which  resulted  in  the  occupation  of  the 
yard  of  the  round-house  of  the  Western  division,  by  Colonel  Stead,  with 
his  regiment,  and  companies  B,  E,  and  I,  of  the  Fifth  regiment,  who 
marched  thither,  from  their  camp  below  the  city,  on  the  2nh,  in  order  to 
control  the  movements  of  the  helpers  for  the  two  sections  of  the  train 
containing  United  States  troops,  in  command  of  Colonel  Hamilton,  of  the 

First  artiller}'. 

The  Twelfth  regiment  continued  to  occupy  the  yard  attached  to  this 
round-house,  until  a  short  time  before  our  departure  from  Altoona.  The 
three  companies  of  the  Fifth  regiment,  which  had  accompanied  it  in  this 
movement,  returned  to  their  camp,  near  the  lower  shops,  the  next  day, 
where  they  were  afterwards  joined  by  companies  H,  A,  and  G,  whose  ar- 
rival brought  together  all  the  troops  composing  the  Fifth  division,  except 
company  D,  of  the  Fifth  regiment,  and  the  two  companies  of  cavalry, 
which  had  not  been  ordered  out.  Careful  attenl^ion  to  details  of  camp 
life  soon  told  upon  the  morale  of  the  men,  and,  in  a  very  few  days,  they 
were  ready  to  discharge  any  duty  which  they  might  have  been  called  upon 

to  perform. 

It  is  proper  here  to  say,  that  the  men  themselves  took  in  hand  the  pun- 
ishment of  those  who  had,  on  Sunday,  voluntarily  surrendered  their  arms 
to  the  crowd,  and  drove  them  from  their  camp  as  unworthy  a  place  in  the 
National  Guard.  The  division  remained  quietly  in  camp,  attending  to  the 
daily  duties  of  camp  life,  until  the  8th  day  of  August,  when  it  was  reviewed 
and  inspected  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and,  on  the  9th,  it  was  relieved 
from  further  duty,  and  the  men  sent  to  their  homes. 

It  may  be  proper  to  say,  in  this  connection,  that  a  tour  of  camp  duty  of 
ten  days  to  two  weeks  in  length,  in  each  year,  such  as  is  required  in  some 
of  our  sister  States,  would  go  far  towards  bringing  our  National  Guard  to 
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a  degree  of  efiicienc}',  which  would  enable  us  to  meet  such  an  emergency 
as  that  through  which  we  have  passed,  without  anj  of  the  unfortunate  re- 
sults which  fell  in  the  wake  of  our  late  disturbances,  and  which  it  is  the 
desire  of  all  good  citizens  to  avert  in  the  future.  In  order  to  provide  for 
such  camps,  and  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties,  it  is  important, in  my 
opinion,  if  not  absolute!}^  necessary,  to  provide  a  comfortable  and  cheap 
uniform  for  the  members  of  the  National  Guard,  to  be  furnished  b}^  the 
State,  at  a  fixed  price,  together  with  blanket,  knapsack,  haversack,  canteen, 
cup.  plate,  knife,  fork,  and  spoon  for  each  man,  and  sufficient  camp  equi- 
page, in  the  control  of  each  compau}',  to  enable  them  to  provide  for  their 
comfort  at  all  times  when  called  into  service.  The  expense  incident  to 
furnishing  the  men  of  tlie  National  Guard  with  such  a  uniform  and  equip- 
ment, would  be  very  little  if  au}^  more  than  is  now  expended  in  the  annual 
appropriation  in  money  made  for  tlieir  benefit,  and  the  question  of  a 
change  of  the  present  system  of  appropriation  to  one  such  as  is  herein  in- 
dicated, is  one  which  I  hope  will  be  brought  by  you  to  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  during  the  coming  winter.  Some  judicious  legislation  is  evi- 
dently required  to  enable  those  who  are  interested  in  the  National  Guard, 
and  are  willing  to  devote  their  time  and  energy,  gratuitously,  to  its  service, 
to  bring  it  to  the  standard  which  all  deem  it  capable  of  attaining,  and 
which  would  make  it  equal  to  any  emergency. 

I  desire,  in  closing  this  report,  to  make  special  mention  of  the  members 
of  the  staff,  who  were  in  attendance  at  Altoona  during  the  emergency,  and 
who  rendered  faithful  and  efficient  service,  namel}- :  Colonel  Miller,  division 
surgeon  ;  Colonel  Keller,  assistant  adjutant  general ;  Colonel  Elliot,  divi- 
sion inspector  ;  Major  Starkweather,  division  paymaster  ;  Major  Thomp- 
son, division  quartermaster;  Major  McFarlane,  acting  division  commis- 
sary; Major  Alvord,  and  Major  Hale,  aids-de-camp. 

The  gentlemen  who  accompanied  me  as  voluntar}-  aids,  rendered  A^ery 
efficient  service  iu  various  ways,  and  often  uuder  circumstances  when  it 
would  have  been  almost  impossible  for  persons  who  were  known  to  be 
militar}^  officers  to  have  done  anything.  Judge  Orvis  and  Mr.  Spangler 
succeeded  in  transporting  ammunition  to  General  Brinton,  in  valises  and 
satchels,  when  it  would  have  been  entirelj-  impossible  to  have  sent  it  in  the 
ordinar3^  way,  if  it  had  been  known  that  such  supplies  were  on  the  train. 
During  our  stay  at  Altoona,  J.  L.  Spangler,  Esq.,  was  appointed  aid-de- 
camp upon  the  division  staff,  and  P.  H.  Hastings,  Esq.,  paymaster  of  the 
Fifth  regiment.  The  solderly  qualities  displa^'ed  b}^  Mr.  Le3^den,  who  is 
now  pursuing  his  studies  at  West  Point,  give  promise  of  usefulness  and 
efficiency  in  the  profession  which  he  has  chosen,  and  for  which  he  is  being 

educated.

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General  of  Pa.: 

General  :  In  submitting  this,  m}^  official  report  of  the  movements  of 
troops  under  my  command,  from  July  19th  to  the  8th  day  of  September,  1877, 
I  desire  to  state  onh^  such  facts  as  can  be  verified  b}'  the  CA'idence  of  those 
who  are  personal!}'  cognizant  of  the  occurrences  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  multitude  of  falsehoods,  the  statements  of  so-called  "eye  witnesses," 
the  ridiculous  letters  of  would-be  critics,  and  the  comments  of  a  portion 
of  the  press,  based  on  a  misconception  of  the  true  state  of  affairs,  pub- 
lished at  a  time  when  mob  rule  was  in  the  ascendant,  and  the  truth  could 
not  be  properh'  ascertained,  cause  me  to  be  much  more  explicit  than  I 
otherwise  would  be. 

Deplorable  as  are  the  results  of  the  reign  of  the  mob  and  of  terror,  even 
for  so  brief  a  period,  in  Pittsburg,  it  is  believed  that  no  law  abiding  citizen, 
on  a  calm  review  of  the  facts,  will  now  that  the  excitement  has  subsided, 
condemn  the  conduct  of  the  troops  under  my  command.  Indeed,  the  chief 
matter  of  surprise  is,  that  under  the  aggravatifig  circumstances  and  gi-eat 
provocation  occurring  at  the  outbreak  of  this  lawless  violence,  the  military 
force  exhibited  a  degree  of  patience,  fortitude,  and  forbearance,  worth}^  of 
all  commendation,  and  which,  I  venture  to  assert,  is  almost  without  a 
parallel. 

Had  they  exercised  that  full  measure  of  retaliation,  in  their  self  defense, 
in  which  the}'  would  have  clearl}-  and  certainly  been  justified,  the  con- 
sequences, however  lamentable,  could  not  justly  be  charged  upon  them, 
as  the  authorized  representatives  of  the  power  and  supremacy'  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, solemnly  charged  with  the  maintenance  and  enforcement  of 
law  and  order  b}'  force  of  arms. 

On  the  evening  of  July  19,  at  about  10.30  o'clock,  \  received  a  telegram 
from  you,  asking  me  to  furnish  information  as  to  "what  the  sheriff  of  Alle- 
gheny county  was  doing  relative  to  alleged  serious  disturbances  on  the 
Penns3'lvania  railroad  at  this  point." 

I,  at  once,  placed  myself  in  telegraphic  communication  with  you,  and 
awaited  at  the  outer  depot  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  the  arrival  of 
Sheriff  Fife,  who  had  been  sent  for. 

At  about  twelve  o'clock,  (midnight,)  he  arrived,  and,  at  his  request,  I 
accompanied  him  to  the  Twenty-eighth  street  crossing,  where,  it  was  said, 
a  large  number  of  strikers  had  assembled,  who  had  been  instrumental  in 
stopping  the  passage  of  all  freight  trains,  and  had  assaulted  and  beaten 
some  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  road.  When  we  approached 
several  shots  were  fired,  not,  however,  directly  at  us,  and  the  sheriff  was 
received  by  them  with  shouts  of  derision. 
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Taking  a  position  on  a  small  pile  of  lumber,  he  addressed  them — telling 
them  he  was  the  sheriff  of  the  count}^,  and  demanding  that  they  should 
disperse,  etc.  This  address  was  received  with  a  fresh  outburst  of  indigna- 
tion, and  was  answered  by  one,  who  seemed  to  be  the  leader,  with  the  re- 
marks : 

"  We  know  what  we  are  doing  ;  we  have  consulted  our  attorneys  ;  before 
to-morrow,  at  eleven  o'clock,  every  railroad  in  the  north  will  be  stopped  ; 
we  dare  you  and  j^our  posse.^^ 

Finding  it  impossible  to  accomplish  anything  peaceably  with  them,  we 
returned  to  the  telegraph  office,  at  the  outer  depot,  and  Sheriff  Fife  advised 
the  State  authorities,  b}?"  telegraph,  of  the  action  he  had  taken,  and  its  re- 
sults, as  stated. 

At  about  three  o'clock,  a.  m.,  of  Friday,  Jul}^  20,  I  received  from  joii 
telegraphic  instructions  to  order  one  regiment  on  duty,  and,  in  accordance 
therewith,  1  issued  the  following  orders : 

Head-Quarters  Sixth  Division,  N.  G.  of  Pa., 

Pittsburg,  July  20,  1877, 3  o'clock,  A.  31. 
Special  Orders,  No.  5. 
In  accordance  with  instructions  from  head-quarters  National  Guard  of 
Penns3dvania,  the  Eighteenth  regiment  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to 
assemble  at  the  Central  Armory,  fully  uniformed,  armed,  and  equipped  for 
duty,  at  6.30,  a.  m. 

Colonel  P.  N.  Guthrie  will  report  for  dutj^,  with  his  command,  at  Union 
depot,  at  seven  o'clock,  a.  m.,  sharp. 

By  orders  of  Major  General  Pearson. 

James  B.  Moore, 

Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Assistant  Adjutant  General. 

In  consequence  of  unavoidable  delaj^s.  Colonel  Guthrie,  with  his  com- 
mand, did  not  report  for  duty  until  about  twelve  o'clock. 

Ascertaining  that  a  large  number  of  "  strikers  "  had  assembled  at  and 
near  Torrens  station,  (about  five  miles  from  the  Union  depot.)  where 
thousands  of  cattle  were  penned  in  the  stock-yards,  and  a  large  number  of 
cars  were  stationed  on  the  side  tracks;  and  fearing,  from  the  excited  con- 
dition of  those  assembled,  that  serious  troubles  might  also  take  place 
there,  I  sent  the  Eighteenth  regiment  to  that  point,  instructing  Colonel 
Guthrie  to  take  especial  charge  of  that  locality.  In  the  meantime,  I  had 
notified  you  of  the  condition  of  affairs,  and  suggested  that  the  remainder 
of  my  division  be  called  out.  In  obedience  to  instructions  received  in  an- 
swer thereto,  I  issued  the  following  orders : 

Head-Quarters  Sixth  Division,  N.  G.  of  Pa., 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Juhj  20,  1877. 
Special  Orders,  No.  6. 
Brigadier  General  Joseph  Browne  is  hereby  directed  to  have  the  Four- 
teenth and  Nineteenth  regiments  of  his  command,  assemble  at  their  armo- 
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ries,  fully  armed  and  equipped,  and,  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  to 
report  at  the  Union  Depot  hotel,  in  this  cit}',  for  duty. 

By  orders  of  Major  General  Pearson. 

James  B.  Moore, 
Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Assistant  Adjutant  General. 

At  one  o'clock,  (Friday,)  the  crowds  at  Torrens  station,  and  at  the 
crossing  at  Twenty-eighth  street,  had  largel}^  increased.  I  again  accompa- 
nied the  sheriff  of  the  county,  and  he  commanded  them  to  disperse ;  I  per- 
sonally asked  them  to  go  to  their  homes,  and  told  them  the  consequences  of 
their  illegal  acts.  But  little  attention  was  paid  to  the  demands  made,  ex- 
cept to  hurl  foul  epithets,  and  derisive  cheers,  some  calling  out:  "  We  will 
have  bread  or  blood ;  we  will  wade  up  to  our  waists  in  blood  before  we 
leave." 

Awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  Fourteenth  and  Nineteenth  regiments,  I 
forwarded  telegraphic  reports  of  my  actions  to  you,  stating  that  it  would 
""  require  a  strong  hand  to  quell  the  disturbance  and  disperse  the  mob. 
Thinking  it  better  to  overawe  the  mob  by  an  appearance  of  strength,  and 
thus  avert  bloodshed,  I  have  ordered  out  the  remainder  of  mj^  division." 

At  this  time  I  had  about  one  hundred  and  thirt}^  men  under  arms,  all  of 
whom  belonged  to  the  Eighteenth  regiment. 

Later  in  the  afternoon,  small  attachments  of  the  Nineteenth  regiment 
reported  at  the  Union  depot,  and  not  until  late  in  the  evening  was  there 
sufficient  numbers  to  make  an  advance.  At  about  three  o'clock.  Captain 
Breck  reported  with  two  "  Napoleon  "  guns,  and  with  such  fixed  ammuni- 
tion as  he  could  manufacture. 

At  this  time,  seventj^-five  men  included  all  then  at  hand,  at  the  Union 
depot,  from  the  Nineteenth  regiment  and  the  batterj^ 

The  "  strikers,"  and  those  in  sj^mpathy  with  them,  had  congregated  in 
large  numbers  at  Twenty-eighth  street,  and  while  I  felt  perfectly  assured 
that  I  could  clear  the  track,  yet  I  knew  it  could  only  be  done  by  a  serious 
loss  of  life,  a  result  I  wished,  if  possible,  to  prevent. 

I,  therefore,  at  4.35  o'clock,  p.  m.,  telegraphed  yo\i  "  that  matters  were 
getting  worse,  and  that  at  that  time  the  Fourteenth  regiment  had  not  re- 
ported a  man.  The  Nineteenth  regiment  but  fifty  men.  That  I  feared 
that  many  of  the  troops  in  some  of  the  regiments  were  in  sympathy  with 
the  strikers  ;  and,  further,  that  the  railroad  officials  were  anxious  to  have 
other  troops,  and  that  they  suggested  that  a  Philadelphia  regiment  be 
sent." 

I  again  visited  the  localities  where  the  mob  had  assembled,  and  found, 
from  the  immense  numbers  that  were  congregating  at  the  various  points, 
the  violence  of  their  conduct,  and  the  sympathy  extended  by  many  repu- 
table citizens,  who  should,  and  no  doubt  did,  know  better,  and  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  troops  (some  of  whom  had  relatives  in  the  ranks  of  the 
strikers)  were  openly  expressing  a  determination  not  to  molest  those  who 
were  then  engaged  in  the  violation  of  the  law,  that  my  command  was  in- 
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adequate  to  disperse  them,  I  therefore  telegraphed  you  that :  "  I  had  but 
two  hundred  and  thirty  men  under  arms,  and  that  there  were  not  less  than 
four  or  five  thousand  "  strikers  "  and  rioters,  and  increasing  hourly,  and 
from  the  sympathy  extended,  I  had  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that,  to  avoid 
'  bloodshed,  we  should  have  not  less  than  two  thousand  troops.  That  while 
I  could  clear  the  road,  it  could  onl}^  be  for  the  time  being,  and  at  a  fearful 
loss  of  life,  and  suggested  that  two  thousand  men  be  sent." 

At  11.10  o'clock,  p.  M.,  I  received  intelligence,  by  wire,  from  you, 
stating  that  you  "  had  ordered  Major  General  Brinton,  by  telegraph,  to 
move  his  entire  division  to  Pittsburg,  um  Pennsylvania  railroad;  and, 
further,  that  two  Gatling  guns  were  to  be  furnished  to  the  Keystone  bat- 
tery, upon  its  arrival  at  Harrisburg." 

During  the  night  I  received  a  telegram  from  you,  announcing  that  you 
had  ordered  "Generals  Brinton's,  Gallagher's,  Huidekoper's,  Beaver's,  and 
White's  divisions  under  arms,  in  readiness  to  move  at  a  moment's  notice." 

At  1 1.30  o'clock,  p.  M.,  I  received  a  telegram  from  Major  General  Brin- 
ton, announcing  that  his  "  division  was  getting  under  arms,  and  hoped  to 
leave  by  one  o'clock,  with  about  eighteen  hundred  men,  fully  armed." 

During  the  night  of  Friday,  the  Eighteenth  regiment  slept  on  their 
arms,  without  shelter  or  covering  of  an}^  kind,  in  the  open  field,  where  they 
had  been  stationed,  and  had,  by  the  arrival  of  additional  members,  reached 
the  respectable  number  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  men.  After  nightfall, 
the  Fourteenth  regiment,  Colonel  Joseph  H.  Gray  commanding,  arrived  at 
the  Union  depot,  and  additional  members  of  the  Nineteenth  regiment  arriv- 
ing, swelled  my  entire  command  up  to  about  six  hundred  men.  These  two 
regiments,  and  Hutchinson's  battery,  occupied  the  Union  depot  during  the 
night,  and  at  2.30  o'clock,  a.  m.,  of  Saturday,  I  ordered  these  three  com- 
mands under  arms. 

The  former,  I  sent,  by  a  circuituous  route,  to  take  position  on  the  hill 
facing  Twentj'-eighth  street.  The  guns  of  Hutchinson's  battery  were  placed 
on  gondola  cars,  and,  supported  by  the  Nineteenth  regiment,  moved  to 
Twenty-eighth  street,  um  Pennsylvania  railroad,  arriving  at  that  point  just 
before  daylight.  As  the  Nineteenth  regiment  and  the  artillery  reached 
that  position,  the  Fourteenth  regiment  had  deplo3^ed  along  the  summit  of 
the  hill,  and,  moving  down,  cleared  it  of  all  "strikers,"  a  few  of  whom  had 
been  placed  there,  evidently",  for  the  purpose  of  giving  notice  of  the  ap- 
proach of  the  troops.  Disembarking,  the  battery  was  placed  in  position 
facing  Twenty-eighth  street,  and  commanding  that  approach.  The  Nine- 
teenth regiment  occupied  the  railroad  tracks  facing  Liberty  street,  (west- 
erly,) while  the  Fourteenth  regiment  occupied  a  position  about  midway 
between  the  base  of  the  hill  and  its  summit. 

I  then  ordered  and  directed  Brigadier  General  Browne,  commanding  the 
troops  at  that  locality,  to  "keep  the  tracks  clear,  and  allow  no  citizen  to 
occupy  the  face  of  the  hill." 
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At  six  o'clock,  A.  M,  the  tracks  were  clear,  and  no  one,  save  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Fourteenth  regiment,  was  on  the  hillside,  whilst  Hutchin- 
son's battery  held  the  position  commanding  Twenty-eighth  street.  I  can- 
not better  describe  the  events  of  the  next  few  hours,  at  that  point,  than  by 
quoting  from  Captain  B reek's  report.     He  sa3'S  : 

"  General  Pearson  immediately  gave  orders  to  General  Browne  to  have 
the  hill,  (which  was  then  clear  of  people,)  kept  clear,  and  Twenty-eighth 
street  and  the  tracks  cleared  to  the  lower  side,  and  the  crowd  kept  entirely 
off  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company's  property.  The  tracks  were  par- 
tially cleared  by  the  Nineteenth  regiment,  the  line  facing  Liberty  avenue ; 
and  General  Pearson  then  left  for  Union  depot,  first  ordering  me  to  report 
to  General  Browne  for  orders.  He  had  barely  left,  when  the  people  began 
to  assemble,  some  working  their  way  around  the  flanks  of  the  Nineteenth 
regiment  through  the  interval  between  the  companies,  and  from  the  hill, 
gathering  in  little  squads  on  the  railroad  tracks,  in  rear  of  the  Nineteenth, 
and  near  my  guns.  Shortly  after  five  o'clock,  the  Nineteenth  regiment 
formally  mounted  guard,  and  stationed  a  strong  line  of  sentries  on  the 
lower  side  of  the  track.  The  remainder  of  the  regiment  stacked  arms,  and, 
with  the  rest  of  the  troops,  anxiously  awaited  for  rations." 

"  The  crowd,  as  the  morning  wore  on,  began  to  increase  rapidly,  and  it 
seemed  to  me  that  little  effort  was  made  by  the  commanding  officer  to  keep 
them  back  ;  at  least  they  seemed  to  have  no  trouble  in  getting  into  the  rail- 
road company's  property,  in  rear  of  the  infantry.  At  about  seven  o'clock, 
seeing  that  General  Pearson's  orders  were  not  being  obeyed,  and  that  my 
guns  were  in  danger, in  case  any  assault  should  be  made,  I  placed  them 
close  together,  a  little  further  up  the  road.  Meantime,  the  strikers  and 
their  friends  had  not  been  idle,  but  passed  around  amongst  the  troops, 
telling  their  grievances,  and  enlisting,  to  a  large  extent,  the  sympatliies  of 
the  soldiers.  They  also  argued  with  the  commanding  officer  the  legal  right 
to  clear  Twentj'-eighth  street,  and,  apparently,  satisfied  him  that  he  had  no 
right  to,  for,  before  nine  o'clock,  all  efforts  to  keep  the  tracks  clear  had 
been  abandoned." 

After  leaving  General  Browne's  command,  I  returned  to  my  head-quar- 
ters, at  the  Union  depot,  and  sent  such  rations  as  could  be  procured  to  my 
troops. 

About  2.30  o'clock,  p.  m.,  the  first  section  of  the  train,  containing  a  por- 
tion of  Major  General  Brinton's  command,  arrived,  followed,  in  about 
thirty  minutes,  with  the  remainder  of  his  division.  His  entire  force,  at 
this  time,  numbered  about  six  hundred  men,  and  two  Gatlingguns.  After 
having  furnished  them  with  sandwiches  and  coffee,  all  that  could  then  be 
obtMined,  orders  were  given  to  move  to  Twent3^-eighth  street,  via  Pennsjd- 
vania  railroad,  (that  being  the  shortest  and  most  direct  route  to  the  scene 
of  trouble,)  where  I  contemplated  leaving  Major  General  Brinton's  com 
mand,  and  moving  part  of  Brigadier  General  Browne's  brigade  to  Torrens 
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station  to   strengthen   Colonel  Guthrie,  using  the  remainder  of  his  troops 
to  run  out  such  trains  as  were  ready  to  move. 

The  Gatling  guns  were  taken  out  by  hand,  and  the  entire  force  moved 
towards  the  point  above  indicated.  Arriving  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Trans- 
fer offices,  which  were  immediately  opposite  Twent3^-third  street.  General 
Brinton,  by  my  orders,  deployed  a  portion  of  his  command,  not  only  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  his  rear  and  flanks  from  tlie  hundreds  of  evil  dis- 
posed persons,  who  thronged  the  tracks,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of  guard- 
ing the  many  hundreds  of  freight  cars,  that  lined  the  road  from  the  Union 
depot  to  near  Twenty-eighth  street,  and  which  were  loaded  with  every 
variety  of  valuable  freight. 

The  column  advanced,  headed  by  Richard  H.  Fife,  Esq.,  sheriff  of  the 
county,  and  hispo8se.  Arriving  in  the  neighborhood  of  Twentj'-eighth  street, 
it  was  found  that  the  mob,  numbering  thousands,  had  full  and  complete 
possession  of  the  tracks  ;  hundreds  of  them  stood  upon  the  tops  of  cars,  while 
the  hillside,  which  was  steep,  and  not  less  than  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
in  height,  was  one  dense  mass  of  people.  Brigadier  General  Browne,  who 
had  been  left  in  charge  of  that  localit}^,  with  positive  orders  to  keep  the 
tracks  open  and  the  hillside  clear,  had  not  only  disobeyed  that  order,  but 
had  moved  the  Nineteenth  regiment  from  the  position  it  had  been  placed 
in,  in  the  morning.  A  large  portion  of  it  stood  below  the  private  road, 
leading  to  the  Western  Pennsjdvania  Hospital.  One  company,  or  a  por- 
tion of  it,  and  a  few  men  of  the  Jefferson  cavahy,  (which  had  been  dis- 
mounted, and  ordered  to  report  to  Colonel  Howard,)  still  remained  with 
Captain  Murphy,  and  were  standing  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  tracks  of 
the  railroad. 

The  Fourteenth  regiment  was  very  nearly  hidden  from  view  by  the 
thousands  of  men,  women,  and  children  that  lined  the  hillside.  Hutchin- 
son's battery  had  been  moved  to  a  different  locality,  but  still  occupied 
a  commanding  position.  The  guns  of  the  battery  were  surrounded  b}^  an 
excited,  turbulent  mob. 

Brigadier  General  Browne  could  not  be  found,  and  was  not  again  seen 
by  me  that  day. 

Finding  the  Nineteenth  regiment  in  a  position  in  which  it  could  not  possi- 
bly be  of  any  service,  it  was  moved  towards  the  side  of  the  hill,  where,  in 
case  of  an  attack,  it  could  be  used.  I  then  and  there  discovered,  from 
Colonel  Howard,  that  he  greatly  feared  that  many  of  his  own  command 
were  in  sympathy  with  the  rioters,  and  could  not  be  depended  upon,  and 
that  he  thought  that  some  of  the  Fourteenth  regiment  were  in  like  condi- 
tion, and  that  some  of  his  men  had  thrown  down  their  arms  and  left  the 
field.  This  I  afterwards  discovered  to  be  correct,  as  some  of  the  men  of 
both  regiments  were  afterwards  seen  in  the  neighborhood  of  Minersville 
and  Soho,  miles  from  the  scene  of  action ;  others  on  Thirt}- -ninth  street, 
throwing  up  tlieir  hats,  shouting,  and  in  favor  of  mob  rule.    Still,  knowing  the 
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abilit}^  and  firmness^  of  Colonels  Gra}^  and  Howard,  as  well  as  the  officers 
under  them,  I  placed  implicit  faith  in  their  being  able  to  hold  the  men  that 
remained  faithful  to  dut}'. 

Returning  to  Major  General  Brinton,  I  found  him  pushing  his  waj^  to- 
wards Twenty-eighth  street  crossing,  assisted  by  the  sheriff,  who  had  gone 
into  the  midst  of  the  rioters,  and  commanded  them  to  disperse,  being  an- 
swered, however,  as  before,  with:  "Go  to  h — 1,  we  ain't  afraid  of  you,  or 
3'our  troops  ;  whj^  don't  you  fire?  etc."  I  again  called  on  them  to  disperse, 
but  received,  in  answer,  onlj-  the  most  insulting  language. 

Major  General  Brinton  had  moved  the  First  regiment  up,  until  the  right 
rested  near  Twentj^-eighth  street.  "  Fours  left"  was  then  executed,  and  the 
crowd  forced  back  off  the  main  tracks,  and  a  side  track  leading  to  upper 
round-house ;  both  ranks  were  faced  about,  and  what  had  been  the  rear 
rank,  was  marched  toward  the  hill,  clearing  the  tracks  nearl}-  to  the  upper 
edge."  A  compan}-  had  been  brought  up,  and  were  moving  towards 
Twenty -eight  street  crossing,  at  "arms  port."  I  had  instructed  Major 
General  Brinton,  prior  to  this,  to  "clear  the  tracks." 

Leaving  several  members  of  mj^  staff  on  the  ground,  I  walked  down  the 
tracks,  (accompanied  by  Major  Evans,)  to  the  telegraph  office,  corner  of 
Twenty-sixth  street  and  Liberty  avenue,  about  two  hundred  j^ards  away, 
and  telegraphed  j^ou  at  the  Union  Depot  hotel,  (where  j^ou  had  arrived, 
prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  First  division,  and  had  been  made  aware  of  my 
plans,)  asking  that  "  Iluidekoper's,  Gallagher's,  White's,  and  Beaver's  di- 
visions, (all  of  whom  had  been  ordered  under  arms,)  be  sent  for  at  once, 
as  I  found  the  mob  had  assumed  such  large  proportions,  as  to  make  it  un- 
advisable  to  undertake  the  moving  of  trains  at  that  time."  Having  in- 
formed 3'ou  of  the  situation,  I  was  about  going  back  towards  Twenty-eighth 
street,  when  I  received  the  intelligence,  that  a  serious  collision  had  taken 
place  between  the  troops  and  the  mob.  A  moment  after,  seeing  some  dead 
and  wounded  carried  past,  and  finding  that  mau}^  of  the  mob  were  hurry- 
ing down  Liberty  avenue,  towards  the  workshops,  I  sent  for  Major  Gen- 
eral Brinton.  ^ 

Having  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  firing,  I  again  quote  from  Captain 
Breck's  report,  he  being  within  a  few  feet  of  the  column  that  was  attacked : 

"  Affairs  began  to  assume  a  serious  aspect,  the  crowd  getting  suddenly 
ver}'  quiet,  and  anxiously  trying  to  anticipate  the  next  move.  *  h=  * 
Arrangements  were  perfected,  and  some  company,  unknown  to  me,  en- 
deavored to  clear  the  Twentj^-eighth  street  crossing,  the  opened  ranks  of 
the  First  regiment  protecting  the  flanks  of  the  company.  The  attempt 
was  unsuccessful,  and  an  apparently  stronger  company  was  ordered  up 
from  the  rear.  This  company  advanced  steadily  at  a  carrv,  and  forced  the 
crowd  back  a  few  feet,  when  determined  resistance  was  met.  I  don't  know 
that  an  order  to  charge  baj'onets  was  given,  but,  almost  as  one  man,  the 
company  stepped  a  little  to  the  rear,  and  seizing  their  guns  with  the  left 
hands,  near  the  muzzles,  tried  to  bring  them  to  a  charge,  many  of  the 
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guns  being  held  b}^  the  crowd,  which  could  now  safely  be  called  a  mob,  as 
nearl}^  every  man  on  the  Twenty-eighth  street  crossing  had  a  weapon  or 
some  missile  in  his  hand." 

"  Simultaneouslj'  with  the  attempt  to  charge  bayonets,  a  pistol  shot  was 
fired,  rapidh^  followed  b}^  other  shots,  and,  as  if  a  preconcerted  signal,  the 
air  was  filled  with  stones  and  lumps  of  coal,  thrown  into  the  ranks  of  the 
troops.  Almost  immediatel}'',  there  was  a  musket  fired  from  near  the  right 
of  the  advancing  companj^,  followed  by  two  or  three  more  single  shots, 
and  then  xery  nearly  a  volle3\" 

"  The  crowd  on  the  face  of  the  hill  started  for  the  top,  and  observing 
that  the  First  regiment  were  making  preparations  to  fire  in  the  direction 
of  ni}'  guns,  I  jumped  off*  the  limber,  and  told  the  men  to  shelter  them- 
selves behind  the  guns,  which  they  did." 

"  The  First  regiment  had  probably  fired  three  or  four  shots  per  man, 
when,  observing  that  the  fire  was  slackening,  I  ran  down  on  the  track,  and 
helped  the  officers  to  stop  it,  the  hill  being  b}^  this  time  clear  of  people." 

"  A  great  mistake  was,  in  not  carrying  out  the  orders  of  Major  General 
Pearson,  given  to  General  Brown,  to  keep  the  hill  and  company's  prop- 
erty clear  of  people.  The  Sixth  division  could  have  done  this  easil}^,  had 
the  efl'ort  been  a  determined  one,  properly  directed.  The  men,  in  the  morn- 
ing, willingly  obeyed  orders,  but  the  free  intercourse  and  exchange  of 
views  between  the  commanding  officer  (who  was  dressed  in  citizen's 
clothes)  and  the  strikers,  proved  contagious  amongst  the  men,  and  before 
noon  it  was  apparent  to  an}^  disinterested  observer,  that  outside  troops, 
only,  could  keep  order." 

"As  to  the  origin  of  the  firing,  Mr.  Meyers,  first  lieutenant  of  this 
battery,  who  was  standing  near  the  watchman's  house,  reports  that  a 
drunken  man,  flourishing  a  revolver,  and  whom  he  had  put  away  from  my 
guns,  walked  down  on  to  the  center  of  the  track  at  Twenty-eighth  street, 
and  fired  toward  the  First  division.  So  tar  as  I  was  able  to  see,  the  first 
shot  was  fired  from  a  coal  car,  standing  just  above  the  street,  followed  by 
a  shot  from  behind  the  little  house  on  the  road  leading  up  to  the  hospital. 
At  any  rate,  several  shots  were  fired  before  the  militar}^  fired.  I  am  satis- 
fied, from  the  character  of  the  fire,  that  the  latter  fired  without  orders. 
I  was  in  a  good  position  to  hear  and  see,  and  am  certain  no  command  to 
fire  was  given.  Mr.  Meyers  was  in  a  much  better  position  to  hear,  and 
makes  the  same  report.  The  giving  of  the  order  would  not  have  been  de- 
layed more  than  a  moment  or  two,  however,  had  the  troops  been  under  the 
best  of  discipline.  There  was,  at  a  moderate  calculation,  a  cart-load  of 
stones  and  lumps  of  coal  in  the  air,  at  one  time,  before  the  troops  fired, 
and  had  they  not  fired,  the  mob  emboldened,  would  have  taken  the  guns 
of  that  company  in  less  than  three  minutes.  The  firing,  all  told,  did  not 
last  more  than  two  minutes,  and,  considering  the  short  range,  and  the 
number  of  people  on  the  ground,  was  singularly  ineffective.     My  battery, 
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concealed  from  view  at  first  by  the  crowd  in  front  of  it,  caught  a  great 
deal  of  the  First  regiment's  fire,  but,  fortunately,  there  were  no  casualties. 
My  men,  with  four  exceptions,  remained  by  the  guns,  and  aiiticipating  ar 
order  to  move,  I  made  necessary  preparations." 

From  the  above  statement  of  facts,  as  well  as  reports  from  other  relia-' 
ble  sources,  I  am  convinced  that  the  troops,  aggravated  b}^  the  outrageous 
conduct  of  the  mob,  the  fact  that  a  number  had  been  struck  with  stones, 
that  pistol  shots  had  been  fired  into  the  ranks,  and,  further,  that  their 
guns  were  in  danger  of  being  wrested  from  them  b}'  the  multitude  of  ex- 
cited men,  who  pressed  upon  them  from  ever}'  quarter,  fired  without 
orders. 

This,  I  think,  was  a  mistake.  The  order  to  fire  should,  and  doubtless 
would,  have  been  given  by  the  officer  in  command,  had  the  men  remained 
cool  but  a  few  moments  longer. 

The  result  of  this  desultory  firing  was  the  killing  and  wouuding  of  many 
people  on  the  hillside,  while  on  the  Twenty-eighth  street  crossing,  where 
the  most  active  rioters  were  stationed,  no  casualties  occurred. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Cassatt,  (vice  president  of  the  Penns3dvania  railroad,)  had 
been  a  silent  observer  of  the  entire  proceeding,  as  was  also  Robert  Pitcairn, 
superintendent  of  the  western  division  of  the  road,  who  had  been  in  the 
midst  of  the  melee  at  Twenty-eighth  street.  These  gentlemen,  finding  it 
impossible  to  obtain  ''  crews"  to  run  out  trains,  and  greatly  fearing  the  de- 
struction of  the  round-houses,  Avork-shops,  and  offices,  and  their  costly  con- 
tents, asked  if  I  could  not  bring  the  troops  in,  and  guard  the  property. 
With  this  view,  and  believing  that,  until  I  had  received  the  additional  re- 
inforcements asked  for,  sufficient  to  at  once  overawe  the  rioters,  and  then 
put  a  summar}^  end  to  mob  violence,  I  ordered  the  troops  to  take  posses- 
sion of  and  occupy,  hold  and  guard  the  buildings,  etc.,  until  I  had  an 
adequate  force,  at  my  command,  to  take  decisive  measures. 

Major  General  Brinton  accordingl}^  placed  his  command  in  the  round- 
houses, work-shops,  and  offices,  (w^hich  were  brick  buildings,  extending 
along  Liberty  avenue  from  Twenty-sixth  to  Twenty-Eighth  streets,)  placing 
Hutchinson's  battery  in  the  yard  adjacent  to  the  lower  round-house. 

The  Fourteenth  and  Nineteenth  regiments  were  stationed  in  the  transfer 
offices  and  sheds,  which  were  long  frame  buildings,  extending  along  the 
tracks,  from  Twenty-third  to  Twenty-fourth  streets. 

I  telegraphed  you  the  condition  of  affairs,  and  awaited  3-onr  repl3\  It 
was  bat  a  short  time  before  the  mob,  many  of  whom  were  w^omen  and 
children,  gathered  around  the  principal  points  were  the  troops  were 
stationed.  An  occasional  pistol  shot,  and  the  throwing  of  stones  through 
the  windows,  indicated  that  they  had  lost  none  of  their  determination  to 
resort  to  further  violence. 

I  telegraphed  the  mayor  of  Pittsburg,  (William  C.  McCarthy,)  asking 
him  to  make  his  appearance,  and  suggested  that  his  presence  might  be  of 
8  Adj.  Gen.  Rep. 
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service.     His  Honor,  hoAvever,  did  not  appear,  neither  did  he  answer  my 
telegram. 

The  troops  of  Major  General  Brinton's  command  were  almost  in  a  fam- 
ished condition,  having  eaten  nothing  since  their  leaving  Philadelphia,  ex- 
'cept  a  lunch  at  Altoona  and  at  Pittsburg,  whilst  my  own  division  were  but 
little  better  off.  Telegrams  for  rations  were  sent  yon,  and  I  am  convinced 
that  everj^thing  was  done,  but  without  snccess,  to  procure  and  forward  the 
necessarj'  supplies. 

During  this  time,  S3^mpathizers  with  the  mob  were  active  in  distribnting 
arms  and  ammunition  to  those  who  were  oj^posing  the  ascendanc}^  of  law 
and  order. 

Major  General  Brinton  had  placed  his  Gatling  guns  in  a  position,  raking 
Twenty-sixth  street,  Breck's  guns  being  placed  a  short  distance  in  their 
rear.  Twenty-sixth  street  was,  at  this  time,  a  mass  of  surging  humanity, 
collected,  some  from  idle  curiositj^,  others  to  assist  and  back  up  the  rioters, 
in  their  cries  for  vengeance  upon  the  authorities.  Twice  did  General 
Brinton  desire  to  open  fire  with  his  Gatling  guns,  but  no  sooner  did  the 
active  rioters  hear  the  command,  than  they  ran  behind  the  stone  wall  and 
buildings,  leaving  the  women  and  children  on  Twenty-sixth  street  exposed. 
Well  knowing  that,  to  open  fire  at  that  time,  with  artillerj-  or  infantrj^, 
would  onl}^  result  in  the  killing  of  a  large  number  of  innocent  spectators, 
I  gave  orders  to  General  Brinton,  "  not  to  use  his  Gatlings,  or  to  fire,  un- 
less the  situation  should  become  more  desperate  than  it  then  was." 

General  Brinton,  again  complaining  of  the  half  famished  condition  of 
his  troops,  and  inquiring  if  I  could  not  procure  something  for  his  men,  I 
stated  I  would  undertake  to  get  them  mj'^self. 

Accompanied  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  B.  Moore,  Majors  J.  B.  Steen, 
H.  C.  Evans,  and  my  brother,  E.  F.  Pearson,  who  had  been  temporarily 
acting  on  my  staff,  I  started  for  my  head-quarters,  at  the  Union  depot,  and, 
on  reaching  there,  found  you  in  consultation  with  several  of  the  Gover- 
nor's staff.  To  my  great  surprise,  it  was  then  and  there  stated  by  j^ou,  and 
others  in  high  official  position,  that,  on  account  of  the  exasperation  exist- 
ing against  me,  personally,  amongst  the  rioters,  who  held  me,  as  it  ap- 
peared, responsible  for  the  loss  of  life  occasioned  by  the  firing  of  the  mili- 
tary, that  my  further  presence,  in  active  command,  would  only  serve  to 
incite  them  to  new  deeds  of  outrage  and  lawlessness.  At  this  crisis  of 
events,  a  request  of  such  a  character,  emanating  from  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  the  State,  and  his  advisers,  personally  present  at  the  scene  of  dis- 
turbance, and  cognizant  of  all  that  had  transpired,  I  did  not  feel  at  liberty 
to  disregard  or  disobey,  therefore,  yielding,  against  my  own  desire  and 
convictions,  to  the  earnest  entreaties,  as  to  what  was  conceived  by  you,  at 
that  moment,  to  be  in  the  interest  of  public  order,  and,  with  the  hope  of 
averting  further  violence,  I  reluctantly  changed  my  official  head-quarters 
to  the  house  of  a  member  of  my  staff,  the  location  of  whose  residence  was 
taken  by  you 
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I  left  three  members  of  my  staff  with  you,  with  a  request  to  communicate 
with  me  when  3'ou  deemed  it  necessary,  and  stated  I  would  be  readj'  for 
any  duty  I  would  be  called  upon  to  perform. 

It  is  but  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  important  fact,  that  at  this  time, 
(about  10.30  o'clock,  p.  m.,  Saturday,)  not  a  railroad  car  had  been  fired,  or 
a  building  or  a  shop  been  lit  with  the  torch  of  the  incendiary. 

Being  thus  substantially  relieved  from  all  immediate  command,  and  the 
direction  of  military  operations,  I  do  not  expect  to  be  held  responsible  in 
any  way  for  the  sad  scenes  of  arson,  plunder,  and  pillage  which  afterwards 
marked  that  night  of  horrors,  and  sullied  the  good  name  of  a  great  Com- 
monwealth. 

With  the  exception  of  issuing  an  order  for  ammunition,  to  be  obtained 
at  the  Alleghen^^  arsenal,  I  took  no  further  active  part  in  the  subsequent 
direction  of  militar}'  movements, and  on  the  following  daj^,  learned,  through 
one  of  my  aids,  unofflciall}^,  that  3^011  had  left  the  citj'.  No  orders  were 
received  by  me  after  leaving  m^-  head-quarters,  at  the  Union  depot,  at  10.30 
o'clock,  p.  M.,  of  Saturday. 

The  report  of  Major  General  Brinton  sets  forth  the  operations  of  his 
command,  to  which  I  respectfully  refer  you  for  information.  The  conduct 
of  the  mob,  and  the  retreat  of  his  division  along  Penn  avenue,  on  the 
early  morning  of  Sunday,  are  graphically  told,  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
under  the  excitement  of  the  occasion,  I  believe  correctly  set  forth,  al- 
though there  ma}^  be  some  unintentional  inaccuracies  in  matters  of  detail 

An  order  was  promulgated  by  3'ou  on  Tuesday  following,  (July  24,)  as- 
signing Brigadier  General  Joseph  Browne  to  the  command  of  the  Sixth 
division,  thus  formallj''  relieving  me. 

On  Wednesda}^,  August  1,  at  3.45  o'clock,  p.  m.,  I  received  the  following: 

Adjutant  General's  Office, 
Pittsburg,  August  i,  1877. 
Major  General  A.  L.  Pearson,  Commanding  Sixth  division^  N.  G.  of  Pa.^ 

Pittsburg^  Fa.  : 

General:  You  are  hereby  directed  to  assemble  3'our  troops,  prepara- 
tory to  a  movement,  not  later  than  eight  o'clock  this  evening,  cavalry  and 
artiller3^  dismounted.  Transportation  will  be  furnished  as  speedlj-  as  pos- 
sible, and  3^ou  will  be  advised  of  it,  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to  inform  3'ou. 

By  command  of  John  F.  Hartranft,  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 

James  W.  Latta, 
Adjutant  General. 

In  obedience  thereto,  I  at  once  placed  m3^self  in  communication  with 
the  troops  of  the  division,  all  of  whom  had  received  verbal  orders  from 
Brigadier  General  Browne,  to  "disband." 

At  the  time  designated,  the  division,  numbering  one  thousand  and 
thirt3'-six  men,  and  eight  guns,  were  assembled,  and  read3^  to  move,  but 
in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  transportation,  the  movement  was  not  made 
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until  12.40  o'clock,  a.  m.,  at  which  time  the  first  section  of  the  train  left 
the  Union  depot,  followed  shortly  after  by  the  second  section.  The  third 
section,  contained  the  artillery  and  several  companies  of  infantry,  leaving 
at  1.30  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Following  your  directions,  I  moved  eastward  to  Lewistown,  and  thence 
via  Sunbur}^  and  Northumberland. 

The  destination  of  the  division  was  to  have  been  Scranton,  but  your 
orders  were  subsequently  countermanded,  and,  on  the  2d  instant,  received 
orders  to  "remain  during  the  night  at  Plymouth." 

Having  received  intelligence  from  3'ou,  that  "  indications  in  the  vicinity 
of  Plymouth  pointed  towards  difficulty,"  and,  further,  "to  move  cautiously, 
and  handle  the  matter  vigorously,  and  to  make  such  arrests  as  I  thought 
the  nature  of  affairs  warranted,"  I  pushed  the  trains  forward,  as  speedily 
as  possible,  until  Nanticoke  was  reached.  I  then  moved  the  trains  cau- 
tiously, until  within  a  mile  of  Plymouth.  The  night  being  exceedingly 
dark,  and,  having  ascertained  that  the  railroad  switches  had  been  destroyed, 
I  detailed  two  companies  from  the  Eighteenth  regiment,  and  sent  them  in 
the  advance,  as  skirmishers.  We  finally  reached  the  depot,  at  Plymouth, 
where  a  large  number  of  miners,  and  others,  had  assembled.  Learning, 
from  the  burgess,  that  serious  apprehensions  were  felt  for  the  safet}^  of  the 
town,  and  that  threats  had  been  made  to  burn  it,  I  detailed  a  sufficient 
number  of  men  to  effectually  guard  the  place,  as  well  as  to  prevent  any 
further  destruction  of  the  tracks  of  the  railroad. 

On  the  3d,  having  received  telegraphic  instructions  from  Governor  Har- 
tranft,  to  "  guard  the  road  and  propert}^,  from  below  Nanticoke,  to  Kings- 
ton," I  placed  the  Fourteenth  regiment  at  various  points,  as  follows :  One 
hundred  men  at  Washington  breaker,  one  hundred  at  Avondale,  and  the 
remainder  of  tne  regiment  at  Nanticoke,  where  Colonel  Gray  made  his 
head-quarters.  The  Nineteenth  regiment  was  placed  in  position  at  Ply- 
mouth Junction,  at  which  place  Colonel  Howard  made  his  head-quarters. 

Hutchinson's  battery,  and  one  company  (C)  of  the  Eighteenth  regiment, 
were  stationed  at  "  Bull  Run,"  that  being  a  portion  of  the  town  of  Ply- 
mouth, noted  for  its  desperadoes. 

Knap's  battery  and  one  company  (F)  of  the  Eighteenth  regiment, 
being  stationed  midway  between  Plymouth  and  Washington  breaker,  the 
remainder  of  the  Eighteenth  regiment  was  held  as  a  reserve,  and  remained 
with  Colonel  Guthrie,  whose  head-quarters  was  at  Plymouth,  where  Briga- 
dier General  Browne  established  his  head-quarters. 

The  entire  road  was  picketed  from  below  Nanticoke,  to  within  a  short 
distance  of  Kingston,  and  the  various  bridges,  crossing  the  Susquehanna 
river,  and  the  numerous  coal  breakers,  thoroughly  guarded. 

The  telegraph  wires  having  been  cut,  and  the  poles  dragged  down,  de- 
tails were  furnished,  to  protect  the  workmen,  who  had  been  sent  to  repair 
them.     The  switches  on  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad. 
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which  had  been  misplaced,  and,  in  some  instances,  destroyed,  were  re- 
paired, and  the  road  placed  in  complete  running  order. 

August  4,  I  received  Special  Orders,  No.  36,  from  j^our  head-quarters, 
directing  the  Twentieth  regiment.  Colonel  Bonnaffon,  to  report  to  me  for 
duty,  and  further,  "to  establish  my  head-quarters  at  Kingston,  without 
delay,  retaining  control  of  the  railway  line,"  which  was  done  at  once. 
Colonel  Bonnaffon  having  reported,  with  his  regiment,  it  was  placed  at 
Wilkesbarre,  where  his  entire  command  had  plenty  of  active  duty  in  pro- 
tecting the  several  railroads  running  into  that  city,  and  the  various  coal 
breakers  in  that  neighborhood. 

On  the  lOtli  of  August,  in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in 
Special  Orders,  No.  40,  directing  me  to  send  "  the  Nineteenth  regiment  to 
Scranton,  and  there  relieve  Major  General  Huidekoper's  command,  (Seventh 
division,")  and,  further  directing  that,  "my  command  be  extended  to  in- 
clude the  city  of  Scranton,"  I  at  once  relieved  the  Nineteenth  regiment, 
then  at  Plymouth  Junction,  by  a  portion  of  the  Eighteenth  regiment,  and 
sent  it  to  Scranton,  where  it  remained  until  the  end  of  its  term  of  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  troops  were  without  tents,  and  had 
but  very  few  blankets,  overcoats,  or  gum  blankets,  they  performed  every 
duty  assigned  them,  without  a  murmur  of  complaint. 

Frequently,  at  night,  the  pickets  stationed  along  the  line  of  the  railroad, 
would  be  fired  at,  by  men  concealed  in  the  bushes,  but  no  losses  were  sus- 
tained. (The  onl}^  loss  sustained  b}^  my  command,  during  the  entire  term  of 
service,  was  one  man,  Jacob  Neumeister,  company  E,  Nineteenth  regi- 
ment, killed  by  a  pistol  ball,  fired  by  one  of  the  mob,  at  Twenty-eighth 
street.) 

On  the  tth  of  August,  having  received  two  Gatling  guns,  by  your  direc- 
tions, I  placed  them  in  charge  of  Captain  Breck.  The  guns,  when  received, 
were  in  the  worst  possible  condition — rusty,  dirty,  and  broken — but  a  few 
days  of  hard  work  rendered  them  serviceable. 

On  the  22d  August,  Knap's  battery  and  Jeff'erson  cavalry  were  relieved 
from  active  duty,  and  directed  to  report  at  their  respective  places  of  com- 
pany rendezvous,  at  Pittsburg. 

On  September  3,  I  received  the  following: 

Head-Quarters,  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania, 

Adjutant  General's  Office, 
Harrisburg,  SejDtemher  5,  1877. 
Special  Orders,  No.  49. 

I.  The  Sixth  division  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  with  the  exception  of  Hutchinson's 
battery.  Captain  E.  Y.  Breck,  is  hereb}^  relieved,  upon  their  arrival  at  their 
respective  places  of  company  rendezvous,  from  further  active  duty. 

II.  Major  General  A.  L.  Pearsou-^'will  direct  his  division  to  proceed  to 
Pittsburg,  as  follows : 
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The  Fourteenlh,  regiment,  on  Wednesday;  the  Eighteenth  regiment,  on 
Thursda}^,  and  the  Nineteenth  regiment,  on  Friday. 

lY.  Captain  E.  Y.  Breck,  commanding  Hutchinson's  battery,  will  send 
to  their  homes  for  final  discharge  from  further  active  service,  sucli  of  his 
men  whose  business  or  families  demand  their  presence.  He  will  retain 
such  as  are  willing  to  continue  in  service,  and  detail  a  recruiting  party  of 
three,  who  will  be  furnished  by  the  division  commander,  with  the  necessary 
transportation  and  instructions,  to  recruit  this  command  with  such  men, 
up  to  physical  requirements,  as  are  willing  to  enlist  in  the  service  for  the 
period  of  five  years.  Furloughs  with  transportation  may  be  granted  for 
forty-eight  hours,  to  nine  of  his  men.  He  will  report  to  Colonel  Hartley 
Howard,  make  requisition  for  rifles  and  accouterments,  and  be  prepared 
for  duty,  either  as  infantry  or  artilleiy. 

Y.  The  division  is  deserving  of  the  thanks  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  for  a  continued  and  faithful  public  service,  rendered  willingly  at 
much  personal  sacrifice.  You  have  protected  life  and  property,  and  main- 
tained the  peace  in  regions  where  disturbances  so  threatened  the  civil  au- 
thorities, as  to  require  the  presence  of  soldieiy  to  subdue  the  evil  disposed, 
and  by  your  manly  bearing  and  deportment,  you  have  established  for 
yourselves  a  credit  and  reputation  among  the  law  abiding  citizens,  that 
will  enure  lastingly  to  your  good  names  as  soldiers. 

YI.  Colonel  Hartley  Howard,  Nineteenth  regiment.  National  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania,  is  hereby  detailed  for  duty,  under  the  provisions  of  General 
Orders,  No.  8,  and  assigned  to  command  of  the  First  regiment,  Yolunteers, 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania.  He  will  remain  in  the  Luzerne  region, 
establishing  his  head-quarters  at  such  point  along  the  line  of  the  Blooms- 
burg  division  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railway  as 
he  may  select.  Upon  the  withdrawal  of  the  Sixth  division,  he  will  as- 
sume command  of  all  the  territory  now  in  charge  of  Major  General  A.  L. 
Pearson,  and  of  such  National  Guard  forces  as  are  now  on  duty  in  that 
vicinity.  In  the  meantime,  however,  as  the  division  is  withdrawn,  he  will 
make  such  disposition  of  the  Twentieth  regiment,  as  the  situation  demands, 
and  report  the  location  and  numbers  to  this  department. 

YII.  Colonel  S.  Bonnaffbn,  junior,  commanding  Twentieth  regiment,  is 
hereb}?-  directed  to  report,  with  his  command,  for  duty,  to  Colonel  Hartley 
Howard.

The  provisions  of  this  order  were  fully  complied  with,  and,  upon  their 
arrival  at  Pittsburg,  the  troops  were  relieved  from  further  active  duty. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  desire  to  express  \ny  hearty  appreciation  of  the 
conduct  of   those  of  \\\j  stafi"  who  were  on  duty  during  the  late  riots. 
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Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  B.  Moore,  assistant  adjutant  general,  not  only  faith- 
fully attended  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  but,  after  my  retirement,  attached 
himself  to  the  Eighteenth  regiment,  and  carried  a  musket  in  the  ranks,  un- 
til he  again  assumed  the  duties  of  his  position. 

Major  J.  B.  Steen,  division  quartermaster.  Major  J.  H.  Dickson,  divi- 
sion commissary,  and  Majors  H.  C.  Evans,  W.  W.  Powers,  J.  W.  Murray, 
and  J.  [I.  Fife,  faithfully  performed  every  duty  assigned  them.  Major  H. 
H.  Byram,  Clark  H.  Johnson,  and  W.  A.  Magee,  were  appointed  on  the 
staff  after  the  Pittsburg  riots.  Prior  to  that  time,  the  former  served  in 
Knap's  battery,  and  the  latter  tAvo  were  members  of  the  Eightentli  regi- 
ment. Durino-  the  tour  of  duty  in  the  Luzerne  regions,  they  wereassidu- 
ous  in  their  exertions  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  several  offices.  Doc- 
tor E.  A.  Wood,  surgeon-in-chief  of  my  division,  is  deserving  of  especial 
thanks  for  the  energy  and  ability  displayed  by  him  ;  untiring  in  his  efforts, 
frequently,  na}-.  almost  constantly,  acting  as  surgeon  for  the  batteries  and 
some  of  the  regiments. 

Colonel  P.  X.  Guthrie  is  entitled  to  the  thanks,  not  only  of  his  superior 
officers,  but  of  the  public,  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  he  and  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  Eighteenth  regiment  performed  their  services  from 
the  first  to  the  last.  Ordered  out  at  a  moment's  notice,  they  left  their 
offices,  workshops,  and  homes,  and  reported  for  duty,  without  a  murmur, 
and  from  the  hour  they  so  reported,  never  for  a  moment  w^ere  they  dis- 
missed, until  the  Uh  day  of  September,  when  they  were  discharged  from 
further  service. 

Colonel  Joseph  H.  Gray,  and  the  officers  of  the  Fourteenth  regiment, 
as  well  as  the  great  majority  of  the  men  of  that  command,  are  deserving 
of  thanks.  This  regiment,  composed  largely  of  the  working  classes,  had 
very  much  to  contend  with,  many  of  the  members  being  closely  related  to 
some  of  those  who  were  opposing  law  and  order,  yet  they  rallied  around 
their  officers,  and,  in  face  of  the  f\ict  that  some  of  their  companions  had 
basely  thrown  down  their  arms,  and  cowardly  left  the  field,  performed  their 
duty.  At  ten  o'clock,  p.  m.,  Saturday,  July  21,  by^orders  from  Brigadier 
General  Browne,  Colonel  Gray  withdrew  his  command  from  the  transfer 
offices,  and  moved  them  to  the  Union  depot,  where  he  was  directed  to  dis- 
miss his  regiment.  At  this  time.  Colonel  Gray  states  he  had  present,  for 
duty,  twenty-eight  officers  and  one  hundred  and  forty-six  men.  On  Mon- 
day morning,  July  23,  in  obedience  to  verbal  orders  of  General  Browne, 
this  regiment  was  re-assembled,  and  remained  on  duty  until  September  6. 
The  services  performed  by  this  command,  iii  Luzerne  regions,  were  ardu- 
ous and  constant. 

Colonel  Hartley  Howard,  commanding  the  Nineteenth  regiment,  and  his 
officers,  had  the  same  trouble  to  contend  with.  In  fact,  the  Colonel  felt  a 
diffidence  in  calling  out  his  command,  feeling  that  many  of  his  men  were 
not  as  reliable  for  the  service  called  upon  to  perform  as  he  could  wish. 
The  five  companies  that  reported  for  duty,  on  July  20,  averaged  about  six- 
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teen  officers  and  men  ;  nearly  all  the  officers,  and  many  of  the  men,  re- 
mained on  dnty,  and  unfiinchlngl}^  performed  every  service. 

This  regiment,  like  the  Fourteenth,  although  dismissed  on  Saturday 
night,  by  orders  from  the  brigade  commander,  speedily  reassembled  on 
the  Sunday  evening  following,  and  from  that  time,  until  the  end  of  their 
term  of  service,  (September  8,)  were  unremitting  in  their  attention  to  duty. 
The  fact  that  Colonel  Howard,  and  one  company  from  his  regiment,  as  well 
as  several  of  the  officers  of  his  staff,  were  retained  in  the  service  of  the 
Commonwealth  during  the  three  months'  term,  is  in  itself  sufficient  evidence 
that  their  services  were  appreciated. 

Captain  W.  J.  Murphy,  and  the  men  of  the  Jefferson  cavalry,  that 
hurriedly-  answered  to  his  call,  were  untiring  in  their  efforts,  and  performed 
every  service  to  my  satisfaction. 

Captain  E.  Y.  Breck  and  the  officers  and  men  of  Hutcliinson's  battery 
were  unremitting  in  their  attention  to  duty.  This  battery  was  among  the 
first  organizations  to  report  for  duty,  and  being  retained  in  the  three 
months'  service  full}'  indicates  its  worth. 

Captain  J.  D.  Walker,  and  the  officers  and  men  of  Knap's  battery,  per- 
formed every  service  in  the  coal  regions  of  Luzerne  county,  to  my  entire 
satisfaction.  This  batter}^  was  not  ordered  on  dut}^  by  me  during  the  riots 
in  Pittsburg,  deeming  a  portion  of  a  battery  sufficient. 

The  conduct  of  the  mayor  of  Pittsburg,  (William  C.  McCarthy,)  in 
causing  my  arrest  for  murder,  based  upon  an  information  made  twenty- 
,^even  days  prior  to  the  arrest,  and  "  upon  information  received,"  setting 
forth  that  "  I  had  caused  the  troops  to  fire  upon  the  citizens,"  etc. ;  the  fact 
that  his  Honoi;  refused  to  accept  bail  for  m37^  appearance  ;  my  subsequent  re- 
lease b}'  the  court,  on  a  bond,  in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  conditioned  for  my 
appearance  when  desired,  and  the  subsequent  action  of  the  grand  jury  of 
Allegheny  county,  in  returning  the  bill  of  indictment  "ig'?7ora?7iiiS,"  are 
sufficientl}'  well  known,  and  do  not  require  any  further  notice  at  my  hands. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place,  to  renew  the  suggestions  made  personally  to 
you  a  long  time  ago,  in  relation  to  changes  in  the  National  Guard  of  this 
Commonwealth,  which,  to  me,  seem  imperative.  That  there  should  be  ten 
major  generals  commanding  as  many  divisions,  with — as  in  man}'-  in- 
stances— less  than  a  regiment,  seems  to  be,  not  only  a  costly,  but  useless 
expenditure.  Three  divisions,  properly  divided  into  a  suitable  number  of 
brigades,  and  well  officered,  would  do  the  work  assigned  them  in  a  much 
better  manner,  and  at  a  greatl}'^  reduced  expense. 

The  uniforming  of  the  Guard,  by  the  State,  in  the  fatigue  uniform  of 
the  United  States  army,  would  do  much  towards  breaking  down  tlie  ridicu- 
lous notions  entertained  by  some  officers  of  having  their  men  appear  in 
uniforms  of  all  colors,  shapes,  and  styles. 

A  more  rigid  military  law  to  punish  desertion  and  insubordination,  and 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  officers  and  men  at  drills,  as  well  as  when 
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called  to  the  field,  would  materially  lessen  the  labors  of  those  officers  that 
strive  to  do  their  duty. 

These  suggestions  I  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration. 
Thanking  the  Commander-in-Chief,  as  well  as  yourself  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  Governor's  staff,  for  the  mauy  acts  of  kindness  received  by 
me  and  my  command,

Meadville,  November  15^  1877. 

Major  General  James  W.   Latta,  Adjutant   General  of  Pennsylvania, 

Harrisburg. 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  July  20,  orders  were  re- 
ceived from  you  for  the  Seventh  division  to  assemble,  and  report  at  Pitts- 
burg for  duty. 

The  companiesbeingwidely  scattered,  over  many  of  the  thirteen  counties 
embraced  in  the  territory  of  the  division,  and  many  of  them  miles  away 
from  telegraph  stations,  it  was  impossible  to  communicate  with  all,  so  as 
to  commence  a  concentration  of  the  troops,  until  the  morning  of  the  21st, 
when  the  mob  spirit  had  so  pervaded  the  railroad  employes  and  other 
ciAdlians,  as  to  cause  them  to  take  open  and  active  measures  to  discourage 
and  prevent  the  movement  of  troops,  which  was  ^then  easil}^  done,  the 
soldiers,  unfortunately,  being  without  ammunition.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, it  was  deemed  best  to  push  three  companies,  D^  E,  and  F,  Seven- 
teenth regiment.  Captains  Fisher,  Gates,  and  Wiley,  under  command  of 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Ma  gee,  of  the  same,  lying  near  the  Allegheny  Yalley 
railroad,  direct  to  Pittsburg,  hoping  that  celerity  of  action  would  make  up 
for  the  want  of  ammunition,  but  a  mob  at  Brady's  Bend  made  the  further 
progress  of  this  battalion  impossible.  The  remainder  of  the  division  com- 
menced assembling  at  Greenville,  on  the  Erie  and  Pittsburg  railroad,  com- 
panies A,  C,  F,  I,  and  K,  of  the  Fifteenth  regiment,  and  companies  B,  C, 
I,  and  G,  of  the  Seventeenth  regiment,  reaching  there  with  creditable 
promptness;  companies  G  and  H,  of  the  Fifteenth  regiment,  remaining  at 
Sharon  and  Ncav  Castle,  respectively,  to  join  the  division  on  its  way  to 
Pittsburg,  but  in  waiting  for  the  other  companies,  which  had  responded  to 
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the  call,  but  which  were  virtually  mobbed  en  route,  the  important  crisis  of 
the  21st  and  22d  of  Jul}^  passed. 

My  judgment  then  being,  that  the  need  of  troops  would  not  be  confined 
to  Pittsburg,  nor  to  those  two  days,  I  directed  the  few  companies,  assem- 
bled at  Greenville,  to  return  to  their  armories,  and  by  a  determined  effort, 
succeeded,  afterwards,  in  assembling  the  entire  division  at  Franklin,  ex- 
cepting company  H,  Seventeenth  regiment,  which  joined  us  elsewhere,  by 
my  direction,  and  there  went  into  camp,  to  await  your  orders. 

Availing  myself  of  the  energy  and  experience  of  members  of  my  staff, 
who  did  service  during  the  campaign,  the  command  was,  from  the  outset, 
provisioned  and  fed  in  the  field,  and  furnished  with  the  necessarj^  blankets 
and  camp  utensils,  so  far  as  the  countr37^  could  supply  them. 

The  assembling  of  the  troops,  during  the  few  days  following  the  21st  of 
July,  was  a  most  difficult  matter,  the  success  of  the  Pittsburg  mob  having 
induced  a  more  extended  and  bitter  opposition  than  was,  at  first,  encoun- 
tered. As  railroad  transportation  was  impossible,  and  as  almost  every 
company  of  the  division  had  to  march  from  its  armory,  surrounded  and 
threatened  by  crowds  of  men,  the  action  of  officers  and  men,  speak  loudly 
of  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  this  division.  Most  of  the  companies 
marched  towards  the  place  of  rendezvous,  until  relieved  by  wagons,  pro- 
vided for  them,  the  Corrj"  compan}^.  Captain  Brown,  having  made  nearlj?- 
the  whole  distance  of  thirty-six  miles  on  foot.  I  regret  to  add,  that  this 
effort  resulted  in  the  death  of  Kyland  Hatch,  from  over  exertion. 

While  awaiting  the  decision  of  railroad  officials  to  j^our  question,  whether 
transportation  could  be  furnished  to  m}^  command  to  Waverl}^,  New  York, 
I  permitted  companies  B,  C,  and  I,  Captains  Kurtis,  Riddle,  and  Orton,  of 
the  Seventeenth  regiment,  to  remain  at  and  near  Erie,  upon  the  earnest 
solicitation  of  the  mayor  of  that  city,  for  a  da}'  or  more,  and  I  am  satisfied 
their  presence  prevented  an  outbreak  there,  which  was  seriously  threat- 
ened. 

Not  being  able  to  secure  transportation  b}^  rail  to  Waverlj^,  New  York, 
I  reported,  with  the  division,  to  3^ou,  at  Pittsburg,  on  Saturda}^  evening, 
July  28,  where,  without  food  and  without  shelter,  the  command  was  put 
into  position  for  the  defense  of  the  general  camp.  The  discomfort  of  the 
men  was  further  increased  by  a  furious  rain  storm,  which  lasted  much  of 
the  night. 

On  Sunday  morning,  July  29,  instructions  were  sent  me  to  give  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  such  protection  as  their  willing  emplo3'es 
might  need,  to  enable  them  to  move  the  freight  trains  accumulated  east 
of  Pittsburg.  For  this  dut}^,  I  detailed  the  Fifteenth  regiment.  Colonel 
Carpenter,  and,  by  that  evening,  the  stock  trains  were  all  moved,  and,  by 
Monda}^  evening,  all  the  merchandise  trains. 

A  train,  with  United  States  troops,  having  been  meantime  thrown  from 
the  track  near  Johnstown,  by  rioters,  I  put  part  of  the  Seventeenth  regi- 
ment, Colonel  Magee,  on  cars,  and  patrolled  the  railroad  on  two  successive 
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dajs^  once  going  so  far  as  Conemaugb,  and  near  dusk,  on  that  part  of  the 
road  where  trouble  was  apprehended,  so  as  to  invite  an  attack,  but,  beyond 
a  crowd  and  threats,  no  difficulty  occurred. 

On  August  1,  the  Governor,  in  person,  gave  me  instructions  to  take  my 
command  home,  but  by  way  of  Elmira,  New  York,  and  to  stop  at  Pittston  for 
a  day,  to  make  a  display  of  the  troops ;  but  I  had  barely  reached  my  quarters, 
when  an  order  came,  to  move,  with  all  dispatch,  to  the  neighborhood  of 
Wilkesbarre,  as  the  miners  were  assembling,  and  threatening  the  peace 
of  that  part  of  the  State.  Taking  the  Seventeenth  regiment.  Colonel 
Magee  Avith  me  on  the  first  section,  and  followed  first,  by  the  Governor's 
train,  and  then  by  the  Fifteenth  regiment,  Colonel  Carpenter,  we  reached 
Northumberland  by  morning,  and,  after  giving  the  men  time  to  cook  and 
wash,  proceeded  to  Kingston.  During  the  trip,  my  first  section  was  fre- 
quently molested  by  rocks  and  coal,  thrown  from  the  breakers  above,  as 
we  ran  by  them,  but  the  speed  of  the  train  prevented  anj^  return  of  the 
assault.  The  second  section  of  the  train,  with  the  Fifteenth  regiment, 
met  with  much  opposition,  and  Colonel  Carpenter  had  frequently  to  dis- 
embark companies,  remove  obstructions  from  the  track,  la}^  rails,  and  guard 
his  train  by  a  skirmish  line  past  the  villages.  At  Kingston  and  Wilkes- 
barre, the  division  remained  August  2,  3,  and  4,  during  which  time  the 
bridges  were  guarded,  the  railroad  opened  for  the  transportation  of  General 
Pearson's,  Sixth  division,  and  protection  afi'orded  to  the  emplo3'es  of  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company,  who  had  been  prevented  from  moving 
any  freight  trains  for  many  days.  This  road  having  been  positively  opened 
for  business,  my  command  was  then  ordered  to  Scranton,  to  relieve  the 
First  division. 

Having  sent  three  companies  of  the  Fifteenth  regiment  to  Fairview,  on 
the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad,  and  beyond  recall,  on  August  4,  and  Colonel 
Carpenter  being  engaged,  with  the  rest  of  his  regiment,  at  Sugar  Notch, 
w^here  some  violence  was  shown  that  day,  I  proceeded  to  Scranton,  with 
the  Seventeenth  regiment.  Colonel  Magee,  and  reached  there  after  dark, 
and,  with  three  hundred  and  fifty  men,  relieved  somf  fifteen  hundred. 

Thrown,  in  this  waj^,  in  the  dark,  into  a  strange  cit}-,  amidst  a  popula- 
tion angry  and  excited  by  the  death  of  three  of  their  leaders,  and  further 
weakened  by  a  detail  of  over  one  hundred  men  to  guard  the  Lackawanna 
store-house,  I  was  apprehensive  that  the  rioters  might  take  advantage  of 
m}^  position,  and  make  an  attack  upon  ni}^  train. 

Fortunately,  this  was  not  made,  and,  strengthened  by  the  arrival  of  the 
Fifteenth  regiment,  during  the  night,  I  was,  by  noon  of  the  next  day,  in 
such  position  as  to  be  secure  beyond  all  danger. 

Having  been  warned  b}^  the  Governor  of  anticipated  trouble  in  Scran- 
ton, and  directed  by  him  to  furnish  such  protection  as  was  needed  b}^  the 
good  citizens,  and  especially  by  those  thirty-eight  brave  men  who  had  met, 
and,  after  killing  the  three  leaders,  had  routed  a  brutal  mob  of  three  thou- 
sand miners,  I  watched,  with  some  anxiety,  the  efl'ect  of  the  large  Sunday 
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funeral  of  these  men,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  coroner's  inquest,  held 
among,  by  and  in  behalf  of  this  same  bold  and  desperate  mob. 

During  Monday  and  Tuesday  the  inquest  continued,  and  with  no  real 
work  for  the  troops,  I  held  the  annual  review  of  the  division  on  Tuesday, 
August  7.  In  strength  and  character,  the  division  never  paraded  better. 
The  spectators  packing  the  streets  where  the  parade  was  made,  and  num- 
bering over  ten  thousand,  applauded  or  jeered,  as  their  S3'mpathies  directed, 
but  without  causing  an}"  collision,  for  which  I  was  prepared. 

Another  day  of  quiet  passed,  with  late  reports  from  the  coroner's  court 
that  days  would  elapse  before  a  decision  could  be  reached,  when,  suddenly 
and  quietly,  constables  arrived  on  Wednesday  evening,  at  nine  o'clock, 
and  made  two  arrests  for  willful  murder. 

Hearing  of  the  trouble,  and  having  my  head-quarters  with  the  troops,  I 
arrived  at  the  house,  where  the  arrests  were  made,  with  one  compan}^  of  the 
Seventeenth  regiment,  just  as  the  party  was  leaving  it,  and,  after  some  little 
discussion  with  the  constable,  took  forcible  possession  of  the  two  prisoners, 
and,  sending  for  the  other  thirty-six,  kept  them  under  guard  that  night. 
In  the  morning,  I  notified  the  alderman,  who  had  issued  the  warrants  of 
arrest,  that  the  gentlemen  were  subject  to  his  orders,  and  intimated  to  him 
that  I  would  further  assist  him,  by  furnishing  a  guard,  the  whole  division, 
if  necessary,  for  the  protection  of  them. 

His  reply  not  being  of  a  satisfactory  nature,  the  gentlemen  were  taken 
to  the  judge,  at  Wilkesbarre,  and  such  legal  steps  taken  as  would  relieve 
them  from  further  arrest  on  the  same  charge.  My  interference  with  civil 
process,  was,  I  think,  justified  by  the  knowledge  that  the  commitment  was 
intended  only  as  a  means  of  securing  the  bodies  of  these  gentlemen,  that 
the  mob  might  avenge  the  death  of  their  late  comrades,  and,  from  state- 
ments made  since,  I  am  sure  their  lives  would  have  been  taken  that  night. 

Excited  by  the  cry  of  "fall  in,"  resounding  through  the  streets,  the  pop- 
ulation swarmed  about,  and  collected  constantly  and  in  large  numbers  near 
the  troops,  but  were  discouraged  from  any  violence,  by  the  prompt  measures 
taken  to  disperse  them. 

The  day  following,  an  arrest  of  one  of  these  thirty-eight  gentlemen  was 
made,  on  a  charge  of  carrying  concealed  weapons,  but  the  constable  and 
offender  were  brought  together  to  my  head-quarters  by  some  soldiers,  who 
were  near  by  w^hen  the  arrest  was  made.  Finding  the  officer  without  a 
warrant,  I  released  the  gentleman,  and  protected  the  constable  from  the 
troops,  until  he  was  at  a  safe  distance.  On  Friday,  the  10th  of  August, 
the  division  was  relieved  from  duty,  and  by  Saturday  every  company  was 
home,  having  given  good  and  faithful  service  for  twenty-three  days. 

With  considerable  experience  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  in  the  care 
of  troops,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  my  men  were  called  upon  during 
this  summer's  campaign  to  undergo  inconveniences  and  discomforts  that 
would  not  have  been  exacted  of  troops  in  regular  service,  and  the  cheerful 
and  faithful  manner  in  which  the  duty  was  performed,  entitles  them  to 
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have  provision  made  by  the  State,  so  that  in  future,  blankets,  haversacks, 
canteens,  and  ammunition  may  always  be  near  at  hand  and  available. 

While  it  would  be  impossible,  or,  at  least,  unjust,  to  recommend  any 
officer,  or  riny  company,  for  especial  efficiency,  among  the  many  deserving 
notice,  I  think  I  may  be  permitted  to  allude  to  the  fact,  that  in  the  various 
details  made,  of  division,  regiment,  or  company,  for  any  especial  work, 
there  never  was  an  expression  of  doubt  or  fear,  but  that  the  troops  were 
equal  to  the  task,  and  would  succeed  in  accomplishing  what  was  assigned 
to  them  to  do. 

Rigid  discipline  was  enforced  throughout  the  campaign,  and  drills  re- 
quired, when  circumstances  would  permit,  and  I  believe  I  can,  with  par- 
donable pride,  claim  a  high  place,  among  citizen  soldiery,  for  the  Seventh 
division. 

In  connection  with  this  report,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  apparent 
fact,  that  the  laws  of  the  State  are  deficient,  so  far  as  the  military  are 
concerned,  and  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  having  the  same  modified 
in  many  respects.  One  change  I  do  most  urgently  recommend,  is  that, 
instead  of  the  present  company  allowance  of  $400  per  annum,  each  man 
shall  be  paid  fifty  cents  for  each  two  hours'  drill  every  other  week,  and  an 
allowance  of  one  and  a  half  dollars  per  day,  for  dut}^  on  annual  inspection, 
and  for  duty  during  riots  or  invasion.  This  would  not  increase  the  cost 
to  the  State,  and  would  insure  better  attention,  and  greater  discipline  in 
the  Guard. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  establishment  of  three  arsenals  in  the  State, 
say  one  at  Freeport,  on  the  Allegheny  river ;  one  at  Northumberland  or 
Wilkesbarre  ;  and  one  at  or  near  Norristown,  each  to,  also,  be  the  quarters 
of  a  company,  or  more,  of  State  regulars,  who  can,  at  all  times  of  danger, 
be  depended  on,  in  advance  of  the  National  Guard.  The  experience  of 
the  old  world,  and  our  own  this  summer,  must  convince  us  that  society 
is  always  liable  to  unlooked-for  trouble,  in  the  shape  of  mobs  and  riots,  and 
that  there  is  necessity,  in  every  communitj^,  of  some  permanent  military 
organizations,  the  whole  duty  of  whose  members  is  to  protect  the  public, 
and  preserve  the  peace.  The  expense  of  this  force  would  not  exceed  the 
cost  usually  expended  by  a  second  class  city  on  its  police,  and  would,  I 
think,  be  cheerfully  borne  by  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania : 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  furnish  3'ou  with  a  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  my  division  during  the  late  disturbances  in  July  and  August. 

In  obedience  to  Special  Orders,  Xo.  25,  dated  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  July 
21,  (hereunto  appended  and  marked  "A,")  the  several  companies  were  tele- 
graphed, in  detail,  to  get  at  once  under  arms,  arrange  for  transportation 
b}^  rail,  and  move  to  Pittsburg.  Colonel  John  A.  Black  was  directed  to 
receive  his  regiment  at  the  Union  depot,  and  report  with  it  to  Major 
General  Pearson.  In  company  with  m^^  Adjutant  General,  Colonel  Haz- 
zard;  Division  Inspector,  Colonel  Oursler;  Surgeon-in-Chief,  Colonel  Cole- 
man, and  Major  Foster,  A.  D.  C,  1  proceeded  to  Pittsburg,  arriving  Sun- 
day morning.  Having  learned,  by  telegraph,  the  state  of  affairs  from  all 
parts  of  the  division,  I   reported  the  same   to  3^ou,  in  detail,  as  follows: 

For  the  Tenth  infantr}-,  companies  A  and  F,  from  Monongahela  city, 
Washington  count}',  had  embarked  on  a  special  train  on  the  night  of  the 
21st,  but  were  stopped  by  striking  coal  miners,  who  took  possession  of  the 
switch,  and  refused  to  allow  the  train  to  move  out.  Corapan}'  K,  from 
Wajniesburg,  Greene  county,  had  moved  overland,  at  ten.  p.  m.,  on  the  21st, 
to  Rice's  landing,  on  the  Monongahela,  where  Captain  Kent  put  his  men 
on  board  the  steamer  Snowden  ;  when  this  boat  reached  Monongahela  citj^, 
notwithstanding  the  presence  of  a  large  and  threatening  mob,  company  A, 
and  a  small  detachment  of  company  F,  were  embarked  on  the  Snowden, 
under  cover  of  the  guns  of  companj^  K,  and,  with  Captain  Kent,  arrived 
at  lock  Xo.  1,  within  the  city  limits,  being  the  only  troops  of  the  division 
to  reach  the  city. 

Compan}'  H,  from  Washington,  Pa.,  proceeded  to'  the  Chartiers  depot, 
where,  as  Captain  Hawkins  reports,  he  "was  met  b}^  an  armed  and  excited 
mob,  of  probably  two  hundred,  who,  with  fearful  oaths,  placed  themselves 
in  front  of  the  engine-house,  and  refused  to  allow  the  trainmen  to  move  the 
cars ;  also  taking  possession  of  the  turn-table,  disabled  it  so  the  engine 
could  not  be  turned."  The  engineer  then  reported  to  Captain  Hawkins  that 
the  compan}'  had  telegraphed  him  "not  to  take  the  engine  out,"  and  he 
moved  his  company  back  to  its  armory 

Company  E,  from  North  Washington,  Westmoreland  county,  moved 
across  to  Apollo,  overland  six  miles,  but  the  trainmen  refused  to  move 
the  train  with  the  soldiers  on  board,  which  fact  was  at  once  telegraphed 
to  general  superintendent  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company. 

Compan}'  C,  Connellsville,  Fayette  count}',  was  promptl}^  ready  to  move  ; 
but  no  trains  were  run  over  the  Connellsville  road,  during  the  twent^'-four 
hours,  and  they  remained  in  their  armory,  under  arms,  awaiting  orders. 
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Company  I,  Latrobe,  received  orders  to  be  in  readiness  to  move,  but, 
telegraphic  communications  being  cut  off,  received  no  further  orders,  and 
remained,  under  arms,  in  their  armory. 

Company  D,  Captain  Le  Fever,  from  Livermore,  was  promptly  assembled 
at  depot,  but  refused  transportation.. 

Compan}^  G,  Somerset,  Pa.,  a  recently  organized  company,  not  yet  uni- 
formed, had  moved  over  the  branch  road  to  Mineral  Point,  on  the  Connells- 
ville  road,  but  could  get  no  further,  for  want  of  transportation. 

The  Hugus  Rifles  being  off  the  line  of  telegraph,  did  not  receive  orders 
in  time  to  make  any  movement  on  the  21st  or  22d. 

It  being  manifestly  impossible  to  assemble  the  command,  the  several 
companies  were  directed  to  return  to  their  armories,  and  await  further  or- 
ders. 

On  the  26th  of  July,  I  received  Special  Orders,  No.  29,  (hereunto  ap- 
pended, and  marked  "B,")  directing  me  "  to  assemble  the  division  at  Greens- 
burg."  Orders  were  at  once  telegraped  the  companies  to  secure  wagon 
transportation,  and  move  across  the  country  to  Greensburg.  By  the  cour- 
tes}^  of  the  board  of  managers  of  the  Westmoreland  County  Agricultural 
Society,  the  fair  grounds  and  buildings  were  secured  for  a  cantonment, 
and  the  troops  assigned  to  comfortable  quarters  immediately  on  arrival. 
To  Cai)tain  Hazzard,  of  company  A,  belongs  the  honor  of  being  first  to 
respond,  who,  after  a  forced  march,  arrived  at  Greensburg  at  daylight,  on 
the  27th,  having  traveled  fort^'-one  miles. 

Captain  McQuilken,  for  some  unaccountable  reason,  onlj^  arrived  at 
Greensburg  on  the  afternoon  of  the  29th,  after  a  march  of  but  twentj^-two 
miles. 

At  two  o'clock,  A.  M.,  on  the  morning  of  the  28th,  I  received  orders  (ap- 
pended and  marked  "C,")  to  embark  m}^  command  on  cars,  and  proceed  to 
Pittsburg,  which  point  was  reached  at  six  o'clock,  a.  m.  On  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day,  we  were  moved  to  East  Liberty,  where  I  reported  to 
Major  General  Harry  White,  in  obedience  to  Special  Orders,  Nos.  30  and 
34,  dated  August  1,  (hereunto  appended  and  marked  "D"  and  "  E.") 

During  our  stay  at  East  Libert}^,  we  performed  guard  duty  at  the  stock 
yards,  and  over  freight  trains,  as  the}^  were  being  made  up,  and  sent  forward, 
at  East  Liberty  and  at  Shady  Side.  On  the  1st  of  August,  the  division 
was  inspected  b}'  you. 

On  the  6th  of  August,  the  division  broke  camp,  and  the  several  compa- 
nies returned  to  their  respective  places  of  rendezvous,  in  obedience  to 
special  orders  No.  37,  (hereunto  appended  and  marked  ''F.")  I  beg  leave 
to  saj^  that  company  C  was  permitted  to  remain  home,  by  reason  of  an  ap- 
prehended uprising,  on  the  request  of  the  authorities  and  citizens  of  Con- 
nellsville,  where  they  were  held  in  active  duty,  until  ordered  to  join  the 
command  assembled  at  Greensburg. 

Compan3'  F  (colored  company)  was  also  held  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  local  authorities  and  committee  of  safety,  at  Monongahela  city,  until 
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August  1,  when  Captain  Catlin  was  relieved  from  further  dut}?^  in  the  emer- 
genc}^,  and  directed  to  dismiss  his  company.  Major  Crossland,  A.  D.  C, 
was  directed  to  remain  with  company  C,  at  Connellsville,  and  Major 
Foster,  A.  D.  C,  with  compan}^  F,  at  Monongahela  city,  to  render  such 
assistance  as  might  be  deemed  advisable,  both  joining  me  for  duty  as  soon 
as  relieved. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  entire  command,  during  the 
disturbances,  was  such  as  to  merit  m}'  approval;  indeed,  I  was  not  pre- 
pared to  find  such  steadiness,  under  the  excitement  incident  to  their  first 
call  into  active  service.  This  was  due  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  fact  that 
so  many  of  our  officers  both,  commissioned  and  non-commissioned,  are 
veterans  of  the  late  war,  and  whose  spirit  and  determination  was  at  once 
caught  up  by  the  men.  I  felt  great  confidence  in  the  steadiness  of  these 
troops,  and  should  not  have  experienced  anxiety  as  to  their  conduct  under 
severe  trial.  The  Tenth  regiment  is  well  organized,  under  the  lead  of 
Colonel  Black,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Llo^^d,  and  Major  Wilson,  officers  of 
character  and  experience. 

In  conclusion,  you  will  permit  me  to  repeat  my  suggestion  in  report  of 
Centennial  Encampment,  dated  September  4,  1876,  that  each  company  in 
the  National  Guard  be  fully  equipped  with  knapsacks,  blankets,  haver- 
sacks, and  canteens,  and  a  full  set  of  books.  To  this,  I  now  add  over- 
coats and  gum  blankets ;  and  further  suggest,  as  a  result  of  our  late  ex- 
perience, that  if  the  State  would  supply  the  full  fatigue  uniform  of  the 
regulation  pattern,  require  its  use,  and  forbid  any  other,  greater  efficiency 
would  result.

Indiana,  Pa.,  December  i,  1877. 

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania : 

General  :  On  the  morning  of  July  21,  last,  I  received  your  order  to  have 
"the  troops  of  this  command  under  arms,  to  await  orders  to  move  to  Pitts- 
burg." Having  just  reached  home,  through  the  troubles  on  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  railroad,  by  Pittsburg,  I  fully  appreciated  the  cause  of  this  order, 
and  immediately  proceeded  to  execute  it.  I  communicated  by  telegraph 
with  such  commanding  officers  as  could  be  reached  in  that  way.  To  others, 
1  sent  messengers  by  horse.  Late  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  I  received 
your  order  to  "  send  Thirteenth  regiment  to  Pittsburg  at  once,  and  advise 
you  of  departure,  reporting  to  General  Pearson."  I  could  reach  but  three 
companies  immediatelj^  company  A,  Captain  Story,  at  Butler;  company 
H,  Captain  Duff,  at  Freeport,  and  company  I,  Captain  Howard,  at  Indiana. 
The  others  were  collecting,  under  my  orders,  at  these  head-quarters,  as  a 
rendezvous.  I  immediately  directed  the  three  companies  named  to  pro- 
ceed by  rail  to  Pittsburg.  Company  I,  Captain  Howard,  taking  train  at 
this  point,  on  Indiana  Branch,  at  ten  o'clock,  p.  m.,  to  Blairsville,  thence 
by  West  Penn  railroad  to  Freeport,  thence  to  Butler  Junction,  about  a 
mile  distant.  At  Freeport,  company  I  was  joined  by  company  H,  Captain 
Duff,  and  at  Butler  Junction  by  company  A,  Captain  Story,  from  Butler. 
I  directed  Major  T.  A.  Cochran,  Thirteenth  regiment,  N.  G.,  who  lives  at 
Apollo,  on  West  Penn  railroad,  to  take  command  of  these  three  companies, 
and  proceed  with  them  to  Pittsburg,  and  report  as  you  directed.  They 
reached  Butler  Junction  about  two  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Sunday,  the 
22d  of  July.  This  point  is  distant  about  twenty-seven  miles  from  Pitts- 
burg.    They  were  not  able  to  proceed  further  from  that  point. 

The  riotous  proceedings  at  Pittsburg,  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  these 
troops  at  Butler  Junction,  were  in  full  progress,  and  becoming  currently 
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reported  throughout  the  whole  neighborhood,  and,  indeed,  through  the 
whole  countrj^  The  strike  of  railroad  employes  was  becoming  general. 
The  lawless  and  disorderly  element,  which  exists,  more  or  less,  in  all  popu- 
lous communities,  readily  took  advantage  of  the  confusion  the  strike  was 
creating,  to  ply  their  vocations.  "  Law  and  order"  were,  for  the  moment, 
defied.  I  take  pleasure  in  commending  the  fortitude  and  soldierly  con- 
duct of  Captain  Story,  with  his  officers  and  men,  of  company  A,  on  the 
evening  of  July  21.  In  obedience  to  my  orders,  he  collected  his  company, 
and  marched  to  the  depot,  in  Butler,  to  take  the  train.  The  excitement 
was  then  intense.  On  his  way  to  the  depot,  he  encountered  riotous  inter- 
ference. A  large  crowd  had  collected,  a  portion  of  which  tried  to  interfere 
with  the  shipment  of  his  company.  From  this  crowd,  stones  were  thrown 
at  his  troops.  Although  this  company  had  no  ammunition,  I  having  none 
at  my  disposal,  yet,  the  members  had  provided  themselves  with  a  few 
rounds  of  buck  and  ball.  When  the  stones  were  thrown,  a  shot  was  fired 
in  the  direction  whence  they  came.  Although  no  one  was  injured  by  this 
shot,  3^et  no  more  stones  were  thrown  afterwards.  Reaching  the  depot. 
Captain  Stor^^  found  the  pipe  connection  between  the  water  tank  and  the 
boiler  of  the  engine,  which  was  to  take  out  his  train,  cut.  He  promptly 
had  it  repaired,  and,  throwing  a  guard  on  either  side  of  the  engine,  pro- 
ceeded on  his  way  to  Butler  Junction.     . 

From  Major  Cochran,  while  in  command  of  these  companies,  I  received 
reports,  as  follows : 

"  I,  pursuant  to  your  order,  took  the  train,  22d  instant,  at  one,  a.  m., 
on  which  were  company  I.  Captain  Howard,  Lieutenant  Sutton,  and  thirty 
men.  When  we  arrived  at  Freeport,  company  H,  Captain  Duff,  and  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant  Evans,  with  company,  joined  us.  At  Butler  Junction, 
Captain  Story,  and  First  Lieutenant  Ensminger,  company  A,  with  com- 
pany, joined  us.  There,  a  change  of  conductors  was  made,  without  any 
notice  given  me,  and,  upon  inquiry,  I  found  the  conductor  who  was  to 
take  us  through,  standing  on  the  platform.  I  ordered  him  to  proceed  at 
once.  He  said  his  engineer  said  he  could  not  take  his  engine  out,  as  it  was 
disabled.  I  then  went  to  the  engineer,  and  ordered  him  to  hitch  his  engine 
to  our  train,  and  pull  out.  He  said  his  engine  was  disabled,  and  he  could 
not  take  her  out.  I  asked  him  to  take  another  engine,  standing  near, 
but  he  said  he  could  not,  without  orders.  I  then  wired  to  Generals  Pear.^on 
and  Latta  my  situation,  and  soon  after  it,  about  six  o'clock,  a.  m.,  wired 
to  you.  I  again  wired  Generals  Pearson  and  Latta,  jointly.  Xot  hearing 
from  them,  I  received  no  order  till  about  three  p.  m.  Operator  told  me 
there  were  orders  to  furnish  train  to  take  troops  home.  I  awaited  orders 
from  you,  and  your  orders  to  return  were  complied  with." 

"  The  command  behaved  themselves  well,  notwithstanding  we  were  with- 
out ammunition,  and  surrounded  by  the  strikers  and  their  sympathizers, 
twice  our  numbers.     As  far  as  I  know,  troops  all  arrived  home  safely." 

I  established  head-quarters  in  the  telegraph  office  here,  and  kept  up  con- 
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stant  communication  with  the  troops  sent  ahead,  and  continued  efforts, 
throughout  the  night  of  the  21st,  and  morning  of  the  22d,  to  collect  bal- 
ance of  this  command  at  suitable  points  to  forward  immediately  to  the 
scene  of  the  mob.  Having  no  ammunition  here,  nor  for  the  companies 
sent  ahead,  I  directed,  b}^  wire,  conductors  of  trains  not  to  take  them  into 
Pittsburg,  unless  ammunition  was  first  supplied.  I  was  informed,  about 
two  o'clock,  A.  M.,  of  the  22d,  by  wire,  my  troops  would  stop,  by  your 
orders,  at  a  point  ten  miles  east  of  Allegheny,  where,  I  presumed,  ammu- 
nition would  be  issued.  I  remained  in  telegraphic  communication  with 
Pittsburg,  and  awaiting  the  arrival  of  Colonel  Neel,  of  Thirteenth  regi- 
ment, and  the  balance  of  the  troops,  intending  to  proceed  with  them  to 
Butler  Junction,  taking  in  some  companies  by  the  way. 

About  three  o'clock,  a.  m.,  of  the  22d,  I  got  information,  by  wire,  from 
Pittsbuig,  that '•  mob  had  charge  of  the  city,  burning  up  the  cars,  and 
breaking  into  the  cars  and  stealing  good.s."  Colonel  Neel,  with  com- 
panies near  him,  had  to  come  twenty  miles  in  wagons,  and  could  not  reach 
here  until  about  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  Sunday.  This  Sunday  was  an  anx- 
ious daj^  at  these  head-quarters.  Our  troops  at  Freeport  had  no  ammuni- 
tion, and  could  not  move  ahead.  Before  Colonel  Neel  arrived  with  other 
troops,  in  the  afternoon,  the  mob  had  done  the  work,  which  made  that  day 
historical  in  the  country.  When'the  troops  reached  here  in  the  afternoon, 
Mr.  Creighton,  superintendent  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  railroad,  on  con- 
sultation, deemed  it  most  prudent  not  to  transport  troops  towards  Pitts- 
burg, wiring  me  about  two  o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  the  22d :  "  We  do  not  think  it 
advisable  to  attempt  to  move  your  troops.  Of  themselves,  they  are  but  a 
handful,  and  their  appearance  would  only  incite,  along  the  line,  to  fresh 
outbreaks.  We  want  to  keep  this  division  open  for  movements  of  passen- 
ger trains,  and  do  not  care  to  take  the  risk  of  moving  any  militia." 

In  view  of  the  fact,  that  we  had  no  ammunition  for  troops  at  Butler 
Junction,  or  for  those  here,  or  along  the  line,  and  that  Major  General 
Brinton's  troops  had  left  Pittsburg,  it  was  deemed  prudent  not  to  forward 
troops  at  Butler  Junction.  Troops  were  coming  from  the  east,  and  about 
five  o'clock,  Sunday  (22d)  afternoon,  I  was  informed  "  if  train  with  troops 
succeeds  in  getting  away  from  Altoona,  we  may  manage  to  reinforce  them 
with  your  Indiana  companies,  via  Intersection." 

These  troops  from  the  east,  being  parts  of  different  organizations  in 
Major  General  Brinton's  division,  and,  perhaps,  some  others,  came  west 
that  evening  as  far  as  Blairsville,  sixteen  miles  from  here,  and  rendezvoused 
at  Blairsville  Intersection  for  several  days.  In  this  situation,  about  five 
o'clock,  Sunday  evening,  (the  22d,)  I  withdrew  troops  from  Butler  Junc- 
tion to  their  company  rendezvous.  Thus  closed  the  operations  of  Sunday, 
the  22d  of  July. 

I  was  unable,  for  several  days,  to  have  any  communication  with  you. 
The  events  of  Saturday  and  Sunday,  the  21st  and  22d  of  July,  had  created 
great  commotion  and  anxiety  throughout  this  region,  and,  indeed,  all  over

the  coimtiy.  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  hold  the  troops  collected  here,  and 
the  companies  elsewhere,  at  their  company  rendezvous,  respectively,  for 
any  emergency.  Companies  D,  F,  G,  and  I,  of  the  Thirteenth  regiment, 
were  detained  at  this  point,  with  Colonel  Neel  and  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Travis,  and  subsisted  as  cheaply  as  possible. 

On  Monday,  the  23d,  Major  General  Brinton,  with  his  troops,  came  to 
Blairsville  Intersection,  from  Pittsburg,  over  the  West  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road, and  rendezvoused  for  several  days.  Provisions  being  scarce  at  that 
point,  I  was  requested  to  supply  rations  for  his  command  for  a  day  or 
two.  Knowing  the  severe  service  through  wliich  his  troops  had  recently 
come,  and  the  scarcity  of  provisions  around  them,  I  was  glad  to  be  able 
to  comply  with  this  request,  and  directed  my  commissary  accordingly,  and 
he  supplied  the  rations.  Matters  continued  in  this  condition  for  days. 
All  freight  communication  over  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  West  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad,  and,  indeed,  over  all  the  other  other  railroads  in  this  locality, 
was  stopped,  and  riot  and  commotion  were  spreading  eveiy where. 

On  Tuesda}'  evening,  July  24,  I  sent  Adjutant  A.  H.  Mitchell,  of  the 
Thirteenth  regiment,  N.  G.,  to  Harrisburg,  to  report  personally  to  Gover- 
nor Hartranft  and  yourself  the  situation  here,  and  learn  your  orders. 

In  due  season,  on  the  25th,  I  received  direction,  from  the  Governor,  to 
hold  my  men,  and  await  communication  from  him  at  Philadelphia. 

From  the  21st  to  the  26th  of  July,  all  the  troops  under  my  command 
were  held,  subject  to  orders,  for  active  service,  and  under  strict  military 
discipline,  until  the  afternoon  of  the  26th,  when  I  received  your  order,  <lated 
Philadelphia:  "Move  your  command,  without  delay,  to  Blairsville  Intersec- 
tion." I  communicated  with  railroad  officials  and  managers  to  transport 
the  troops  over  Indiana  Branch,  Allegheny  Yalley  railroad,  and  West 
Pennsylvania  railroad,  to  that  point.  We  arrived  there  about  midnight, 
and,  having  no  tents,  bivouacked  in  an  open  field,  until  the  morning  of  the 
2Tth  of  Jul}^,  when  we  established  "  Camp  Laurel  Hill."  Early  that  day, 
I  received  your  order  to  "  embark  command  on  cars  at  Blairsville  Intersec- 
tion, awaiting  special  troop  train,  and,  upon  its  arrival,  proceed  with  it  to 
Pittsburg."  This  I  did.  The  special  troop  train,  with  Governor  Hartranft 
and  staff, reached  Blairsville  Intersection  about  six  o'clock,  p.  m.  This  di- 
vision accompanied  the  Governor  to  Pittsburg,  where  we  arrived,  after  cau- 
tious running,  with  occasional  interruptions  during  the  night,  about  six 
o'clock  Saturday  morning,  tiie  28th.  We  disembarked,  and  camped  on 
cinders  and  coal  ashes,  near  Twenty-eighth  street,  in  sight  of  the  scene  of 
the  lawless,  disgraceful,  and  riotous  proceedings  of  a  few  days  before.  I 
cannot  fail  to  mention  here,  the  generous  hospitalit}'  of  Charles  Armsti'ong, 
Esq.,  near  whose  inviting  mansion  our  troops  were  located.  His  doors 
were  cordially  opened  to  the  hungry  and  weary  soldier. 

Although  several  days  had  elapsed  since  the  violent  outbreaks  at  Union 
depot,  yet  everywhere  around  us,  on  the  morning  of  the  28th,  were  heard 
defiant  threats,  '^  that  no  freight  trains  should  be  taken  out,  except  over 
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the  dead  bodies  "  of  those  who  thus  threatened.  Many,  very  many,  citi- 
zens and  propert}^  owners  of  Pittsburg,  that  morning  called  at  my  head- 
quarters, and  expressed  the  most  serious  apprehension  of  renewed  lawless- 
ness, and  welcomed  the  arrival  of  so  large  a  body  of  troops  as  a  safe  and 
sure  protection. 

The  advent,  however,  of  this  train  of  well  equipped  and  imposing  sol- 
diery was  having  its  influence  in  restoring  respect  for  that  "  law  and  order" 
which  had  been  so  recklessly  defied.  The  coming  of  several  thousand  or- 
ganized soldiers,  led  by  so  cool  and  distinguished  a  commander  as  the  Go\- 
ernor  of  the  Commonwealth  on  the  spot,  where,  but  a  few  days  before,  the 
torch  of  the  incendiary,  the  knife  of  the  assassin,  and  the  pilfering  hand  of 
the  thief  had  held  supreme  control,  could  not  fail  to  awe  into  submission 
to,  and  respect  for  "  law  and  order,"— without  the  necessitj^  of  taking  human 
life,  or  shedding  blood, — the  most  desperate  rioter.  While  comparative 
quiet  prevailed  in  Pittsburg,  on  the  arrival  of  our  troops,  on  the  morning  of 
the  28th,  yet  all  trade  and  freight  communication  over  the  railroad  had 
ceased.  Freight  trains  were  not  allowed  to  run,  and  had  not  for  many 
days.  The  country  round  about  was  already  feeling  the  effects  of  this 
embargo  upon  railroad  traffic.  Many  car  loads  of  live  stock  had  accumu- 
lated at  the  stock-yards,  near  East  Liberty,  and  opposite  Torrens  station, 
the  movement  of  which  was  forcibly  prevented. 

The  intention  of  the  railroad  officials  was  to  move  some  of  this  stock 
east,  on  the  evening  of  the  28th,  and  there  being  some  riotous  demonstra- 
tions in  that  direction,  I  was  ordered,  by  Governor  Hartranft,  in  connection 
with  Major  General  Gallagher,  Eighth  division.  National  Guard,  to  put 
m}'  command  iu  camp  at  Torrens  station,  and  furnish  such  details  as  may 
be  necessary  for  guarding  stock,  and  other  property,  at  that  point.  We 
immediately  proceeded  by  rail  to  East  Liberty  and  Torrens  station. 
General  Gallagher  camped  at  East  Liberty.     I  encamped  on  the  grounds 

of ,  establishing  Camp  "  Law  and  Order,"  at  Torrens 

station,  opposite  the  stock-yards.  Reaching  there  near  dark,  I  found 
them  loading  stock  cars  for  shipment,  the  intention  being  to  start  stock 
trains  that  night.  Soon  after  the  establishment  of  our  camp,  that  evening, 
riotous  demonstrations  east  of  the  loaded  trains,  and  in  their  immediate 
front,  were  reported  to  my  head -quarters.  These  demonstrations  were 
made  by  squads  of  men,  assembled  in  front  of  the  locomotives  of  the  for- 
ward trains,  who  freely  and  repeatedlj^  uttered  the  threats  :  "  Be  d — d  if 
these  trains  shall  ever  leave  here,"  and  they  were  reported  to  be  armed 
with  clubs  and  pistols.  I  directed  Lieutenant  Colonel  Travis,  Thirteenth 
regiment,  with  two  companies  to  proceed  to  the  scene  of  trouble,  and  dis- 
perse these  crowds.  This,  after  prudent  effort,  was  done,  without  any 
casualt3^  In  the  meantime,  I  had  placed  my  own  and  Major  General  Gal- 
lagher.'s  division  under  arms,  to  be  ready  for  an}^  emergency.  A  drenching 
rain  soon  began  to  fall.  The  troops  were  exposed  to  it  during  the  quiet- 
ing of  this  disturbance.     They  bore  themselves  patiently  like  veterans. 
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The  effort  to  start  freight  trains  the  night  of  the  28th  was  abandoned,  and 
the  first  train  was  started  east  on  the  morning  of  the  29th.  Durinof  that 
day,  large  crowds  assembled  on  the  tracks  in  front  of  the  stocl^-yards, 
some  of  wliom  soiiglit,  by  getting  on  to  the  engines,  and  by  violent 
threats,  to  intimidate  the  engineers,  and  other  employes,  from  taking  out 
the  trains.  Such  proceedings  made  a  constant  patrolling  of  the  tracks  of 
the  road,  and  the  neighborhood  of  the  stock-yards,  necessar}-,  that  peace 
and  order  might  prevail.  During  the  nights,  large  guard  details  from  the 
Eighth  and  Ninth  divisions  were  regularly  made,  and  kept  on  constant 
duty.     On  the  1st  of  August,  I  received  an  order,  as  follows: 

VI.  Major  General  T.  F.  Gallagher,  Eighth  division,  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  is 
hereby  directed  to  report  to  Major  General  Harry  White,  Ninth  division, 
N.  G.  of  Pa.,  who  is  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  Eighth  and  Ninth  di- 
visions. 

YII.  Major  General  Harry  White  will  furnish  such  details  as  may  be 
necessary  to  guard  and  protect  the  road  and  trains,  east  of  East  Liberty, 
and  in  case  of  emergency  furnish  Major  General  J.  K.  Sigfried  with  such 
troops  as  he  (General  Sigfried)  may  require. 

This  order  was  complied  with,  but  General  Sigfried  never  called  for 
troops. 

We  continued  to  patrol  nightly,  and  occasionally  during  the  day,  the 
neighborhood  of  the  stock-yards,  and  made  some  arrests  of  persons  who 
had  been  engaged  in  the  riots  of  the  21st  and  22d  of  July.  Such  persons 
I  turned  over  to  the  civil  authorities  of  the  city.  On  the  4th  of  August, 
threatened  violence,  and  an  intention  to  take  forcible  possession  of  some 
coal  mines,  some  eight  miles  east  of  our  camp,  by  a  considerable  body  of 
miners,  who  were  out  of  work,  were  authoritatively  reported  to  my  head- 
quarters. I  promptly  moved  my  command,  on  foot,  to  the  threatened  lo- 
cality. To  make  the  display  of  force  as  formidable  as  possible,  I  divided 
the  troops  into  two  bodies,  and  approached  from  different  directions.  The 
effect  of  tlie  march  was  good  upon  both  miners  and  soldiers.  This  demon- 
stration dispelled  any  plan  of  outbreak,  if  one  had  been  formed,  and  brought 
the  discontented  miner  and  citizen  soldier  nearer  togetlier.  A  brief  period 
of  friendly  intercourse  between  soldier  and  miner,  convinced  the  miners 
that  the  soldier  came  among  them,  not  as  their  enemy,  but  as  their  friend, 
to  prevent  the  folly  of  that  riotous  and  lawless  effort  to  forcibly  re- 
dress real  or  imagined  grievances,  which  is  sure,  ultimatelj^,  to  bring  mis- 
fortune, and  the  heav}"^  penalties  of  the  law  on  all  who  engage  in  it. 

This  long  march,  known  in  the  division  as  the  "  Mucklerat  Campaign," 
was  cheerfully  endured  by  the  soldiers,  and  had  its  beneficial  effect.  On 
the  return  from  this  march  to  the  old  camp,  at  Torrens  station,  the  com- 
mand remained  performing  a  tedious,  yet  necesssar}'  round  of  duty,  until 
the  7th  of  August,  when  they  were  relieved,  with  the  following  compli- 
mentary order,  which  I  gladly  preserved,  and  reproduce  here: 

"  III.  In  dispensing  with  the  services  of  the  Eighth  and  Ninth  divisions 
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of  the  N.  G.  of  Pn.,  the  Commander-in-Chief  takes  this  occasion  to  con- 
gratulate officers  and  men  upon  their  speedy  assembling,  scattered  as  maTij 
of  them  were,  and  with  the  ordinarj^  means  of  travel  stopped,  the  willing- 
ness, cheerful  obedience,  and  readiness  with  which  all  calls  for  duty  were  re- 
sponded to,  and  the  effective  good  worked  by  their  presence,  with  others 
of  their  companions,  in  sustaining  the  dignity  of  the  law,  preserving  the 
public  peace,  and  protecting  the  citizens  in  the  enjoyment  of  those  rights 
which  the  government  is  bound  to  secure." 

While  in  camp,  officers  and  soldiers  were  without  tents  or  shelter,  and 
slept  upon  the  ground,  until  the  da}^  before  we  broke  camp,  when,  through 
the  kindness  of  Colonel  Stewart,  of  Governor  Hartranft's  staff,  I  was  en- 
abled to  get  the  use  of  some  tents.  I  shipped  these  tents,  upon  breaking 
camp,  to  the  arsenal  at  Harrisburg.  My  liead-quarters,  a  portion  of  the 
time,  1  had  in  a  freight  car,  opposite  the  stock-yards,  the  balance  of  the 
time  in  an  ordinary  passenger  car. 

On  the  7th  of  August,  the  men  reached  their  homes,  from  which  they  had 
been  so  suddenl}^  called,  believing  they  had  tried,  at  least,  to  render  a  sub- 
stantial public  service.  While  in  camp,  the  troops  were  regularly  inspected 
by  yourself,  and  were  given  all  the  advantages  of  drill  and  military  dis- 
cipline, and  deported  themselves  becoming  the  character  of  the  American 
soldier. 

I  cheerfully  commend  the  soldierl}^  deportment  and  faithful  attention  to 
duty  of  Colonel  Neel,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Travis,  Major  Cochran,  and  the 
regimental  staff.  Adjutant  Mitchell  was  conspicuous  in  discharging  his 
well  known  duties.  Surgeon  Miller,  Captain  McLain,  and  Quartermaster 
Wallace,  were  alwa3"s  ready  and  at  their  posts.  The  line  officers  were  con- 
stant and  clieerful  in  their  duties.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Allen,  division  in- 
spector, served  well  as  acting  assistant  adjutant  general.  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Hunter  never  failed  to  look  after  the  sick  and  the  medical  stores. 
Major  Patterson  patient!}^,  honestly,  and  well  discharged  his  tedious  quar- 
.termnster  duties.  Major  Beale  acted  as  commissary  most  efficientlj'. 
Major  Mobley  brought  his  experience,  as  a  soldier  and  a  business  man,  con- 
stantly to  my  aid,  while  Majors  Irwin,  Dunlap,  and  Coleman,  respectively, 
were  with  us  all  the  time,  rendering  suitable  service.

General  :  In  accordance  with  instructions  from  your  Department,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  disposition  and  ser- 
vice of  the  Tenth  division,  during  the  labor  riots  of  July  and  August,  18t7. 
On  July  20,  in  view  of  the  increasing  apprehension  on  the  part  of  the 
public,  in  reference  to  the  approaching  labor  troubles,  I  ordered  my  divi- 
sion to  hold  itself  in  readiness  for  active  service,  which  order  was  promptly 
responded  to  by  the  entire  command.  Communication  with  those  in  com- 
mand of  the  three  arms  of  the  service,  was  constantly  maintained,  and  the 
troops  were  ready  to  assemble  as  soon  as  ordered. 

On  July  22,  I  received  the  following  message  from  his  Excellency,  Gov- 
ernor Hartranft : 

Cheyenne  City,  W.  T.,  July  22,  1877. 
General  J.  R.  Dobson,  Phcenixville,  Pa.: 

Concentrate  your  command  on  line  of  Pennsylvania  railroad,  if  you  have 
not  alread}^  been  ordered,  and  act  according  to  the  situation.  Answer  me 
at  once,  at  Omaha. 

John  F.  Hartranft. 
To  this,  I  sent  the  following  reply  : 

Ph(ENIXVille,  Pa.,  July  22. 

Governor  J.  F.  Hartranft,  Omaha,  Nebraska  : 

My  division  is  read}^  to  move,  at  a  moment's  notice,  to  any  point  required. 
Have  ordered  ammunition,  including  grape  and  canister  for  batter}^

At  5.50,  p.  M.,  I  received  the  following  dispatch  from  Adjutant  General 
Latta : 

Pittsburg,  July  22,  1877. 

General  John  R.  Dobson,  Phoenixville,  Pa. : 

Reports  point  to  trouble  in  the  neighborhood  of  Columbia.  If  you  are 
satisfied,  from  such  inquiries  as  you  make,  that  they  aie  sufficiently  serious 
to  require  troops,  you  may  order  company  there  on  duty,  without  further 
request.  Notify  me  of  j^our  action.  Put  whole  division  in  readiness  to 
move.     Draw  for  ammunition,  in  mj^  name,  at  Fort  Mifflin  or  Harrisburg. 

James  W.  Latta. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this,  I  at  once  telegraphed  to  the  mayor  of  Columbia : 
"If  troops  are  actually  required  to  keep  the  peace,  answer,  and  what 
number.     By  order  of  General  Latta." 
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To  which  he  replied  : 

"All  quiet  here  now,  and  no  need  of  troops.     Will  accept  your  offer,  if 
necessary. 

Mayor." 
This  I  made  known  to  General  Latta,  by  the  following : 

Phcenixville,  July  22^  1877. 

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Pittsburg  : 

Mayor  of  Columbia  reports  all  quiet.  Ammunition  ordered  from  Fort 
Mifflin. 

J.  E.  DOBSON, 

Major  General  Commanding. 
In  pursuance  of  the  above  orders  from  Governor  Haitranft  and  General 
Latta,  I  made  arrangements  for  the  convening  of  the  division,  and,  by 
reason  of  its  being  the  regular  rendezvous  of  the  command,  easily  access- 
ible by  the  various  companies,  and  favorabh^  situated  for  tho  transporta- 
tion of  the  troops,  to  au}^  point  in  the  State,  at  which  they  might  be  re- 
quired, I  ordered  the  command  to  concentrate  at  Paoli,  with  division 
head-quarters  at  Malvern,  on  the  Pennsylvania  railroad.  To  this  point, 
all  the  troops  assembled  prompt!}^,  except  company  H,  Elev^enth  regi- 
ment, which,  being  unarmed,  was  detained,  by  the  demonstrations  of 
the  mob,  at  Columbia,  and  the  Delaney  Guards,  whom  I  ordered  to  report 
to  Sheriff  William  B.  Morrison,  at  West  Chester. 

On  July  23,  the  various  companies  having  assembled  at  Paoli,  I  at  once 
issued  orders,  establishing  a  routine  of  camp  duty,  and  company  and  bat- 
talion drills.  Being  without  camp  equipage,  and  unable  to  draw  rations 
from  Philadelphia,  on  account  of  the  stoppage  of  trains,  the  troops  would 
have  suffered  materialh",  but  for  the  kindness  of  the  citizens  of  Phoenix- 
ville.  West  Chester,  and  the  intervening  country,  who  generously  supplied 
us  with  provisions,  until  the  commissary  stores  arrived. 

Acting  upon  the  orders  of  General  Latta,  I  telegraphed  commandant  at 
Fort  Mifflin,  for  seventeen  thousand  rounds  for  small  arms,  and  fiftj^  grape 
and  canister,  for  the  battery,  and  dispatched  Major  W.  P.  Widdicomb,  of 
mj  staff,  to  Fort  Mifflin,  to  receive  them.  Arriving  at  Fort  Mifflin,  Major 
Widdicomb  was  unable  to  obtain  transportation  for  the  ammunition  from 
there  to  Philadelphia.  Upon  application,  therefore.  Mayor  Stokley  pro- 
vided steam-tug,  and  the  ammunition — except  for  the  battery,  which  could 
not  be  provided  at  the  fort — was  brought  to  Philadelphia,  in  charge  of 
Major  Widdicomb.  Great  caution  being  necessary,  at  that  time,  to  convey 
the  ammunition  through  the  cit}^.  Colonel  Thomas  A.  Scott  was  applied 
to,  who  rendered  material  and  personal  aid,  in  conveying  it  from  the 
wharf,  through  the  city,  to  the  Penns3dvania  railroad  depot,  and  thence, 
over  the  line  of  his  road,  to  the  division  head-quarters,  at  Malvern  station. 
Subsequentl}^,  ammunition  for  the  batter}^  was  secured  at  the  Frankford 
arsenal,  and  reached  them  on  the  24th. 
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On  July  24,  among  others,  I  received  the  following  telegrams  from  his 
Excellency,  Governor  Hartranft : 

Lamoille,  Iowa,  July  23^  ^77. 
General  Dobson,  Phoenixmlle : 

See  to  ammunition  and  provisions.  Your  orders  will  come  to-morrow 
or  to-night. 

J.  F.  Hartranft. 

Ada,  Ohio,  July  ^^,  '77. 
General  Dobson,  Malvern^  Pa. : 

Report,  with  your  command,  to  General  Hancock,  at  Philadelphia. 

J.  F.  Hartranft. 
Upon  the  strength  of  these  orders,  I  reported  to  General  Hancock  by 
telegraph,  and  made  application  to  the  Penns3dvania  railroad  for  transpor- 
tation, which  being  furnished,  the  division  was  placed  on  the  cars,  except 
the  cavalry,  which,  being  mounted,  was  to  march,  when  I  received  a  tele- 
gram from  General  Bolton,  as  follows  : 

NoRRiSTOWN,  July  ^^,  1877. 
Major  General  J.  R.  Dobson: 

Loan  me  all  the  troops  j^ou  can,  and  forward  them,  if  possible,  with 
plenty  of  ammunition  to  Reading. 

W.  J.  Bolton, 
Major  General. 
I  received  one  also  from  General  Latta,  about  the  same  time : 

Harrisburg,  July  24-^  1877. 
Major  General  J.  R.  Dobson: 

Send  immediately  three  companies  to  Reading,  to  report  to  General 
Bolton.  March  them  to  nearest  point  on  Chester  Valley  railroad,  where 
transportation  will  be  waiting  for  them.

Owning  to  the  previous  telegram  from  Governor  Sartranft,  ordering  me 
to  report  to  General  Hancock,  at  Philadelphia,  I  was  unable  to  comply 
with  the  request  of  General  Bolton,  and  the  orders  of  Adjutant  General 
Latta,  and  .1  immediately  telegraphed  the  latter,  calling  his  attention  to 
the  orders  from  Governor  Hartranft,  and  received  his  reply  as  follows: 

Harrisburg,  July  24-,  1877. 
Major  General  J.  R.  Dobson: 

Proceed  in  accordance  with  orders  of  Governor  Hartranft.

About  the  time  the  division  was  ready  to  move  to  Philadelphia,  I  was 
handed  the  following  from  General  Hancock,  in  reply  to  my  telegram  to 
him,  relative  to  Governor  Hartranft's  disposition  of  the  Tenth  division : 
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St.  George  Hotel,  Philadelphia,  July  24^  1877. 
General  J.  R.  Dobson: 

Your  dispatch  received.  I  have  heard  nothing  from  Governor  Hart- 
ranft,  on  the  subject  of  jowy  reporting  to  me.  The  order  was  doubtless 
given  under  a  misapprehension,  on  the  part  of  the  Governor,  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  authoritj-  exercised  by  me  here.  I  would  advise  j^ou  to  con- 
sult with  him  further,  before  removing  your  troops. 

W.  S.  Hancock. 

After  the  receipt  of  this  telegram  from  General  Hancock,  declining  the 
services  of  my  division,  reports  having  reached  me  of  the  demonstrations 
of  the  rioters  at  Reading,  and  the  consequent  fear,  entertained  along  the 
line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad,  that  their  depredations 
would  extend  through  the  Schu^dklll  valley,  in  the  direction  of  Philadel- 
phia, after  consultation  with  the  officers  of  the  division,  finding  the  entire 
command  to  be  not  only  willing,  but  anxious  to  move  in  tliat  direction, 
I  deemed  it  best  to  follow  out  my  inclinations,  and  comply  with  the  re- 
quest of  General  Bolton,  as  contained  in  his  telegram.  I  accordingly  noti- 
fied General  Latta,  of  General  Hancock's  refusal  to  accept  the  services  of 
vay  command,  and  asked  that  we  be  sent  to  Reading.  To  this  telegram 
I  received  the  following  reply,  dated, 

Harrisburg,  July  24,  1877. 
General  Dobson,  Malvern : 

Peace  is  restored  at  Reading.     Bivouac  your  troops  for  the  night. 

James  W.  Latta, 
Adjutant  General. 

On  the  25th,  acting  under  orders  from  General  Latta,  I  directed  Major 
B.  F.  Bean,  division  quartermaster,  to  procure  two  days'  rations.  Dis- 
patching a  messenger  to  West  Chester,  and  proceeding  himself  to  Phoenix- 
ville,  the  provisions  were  secured  at  these  points,  and  distributed  to  the 
various  companies  in  camp.  In  pursuance  of  a  telegram  received  from 
General  Latta,  ordering  me  to  prepare  my  division  to  move,  upon  the 
arrival  of  Governor  Hartranft  and  staff,  I  telegraphed  for  instructions  as 
to  how  1  should  move  my  calvary,  and  received  the  following: 

Philadelphia,  July  26,  1877. 
Major  General  J.  R.  Dobson,  Malvern: 

Prepare  to  move  your  cavahy,  mounted.  Transportation  will  be  fur- 
nished for  men  and  horses.     Carbines  will  be  furnished  at  Harrisburg. 

James  W.  Latta. 
Adjutant  General. 

On  the  strength  of  this  order,  the  men,  horses,  what  camp  equipage  we 
possessed,  and  the  entire  accouterments  of  the  battery,  were  loaded  on  the 
train,  and  awaited  the  arrival  of  the  Governor  and  staff.  At  3.20,  p.  M.,the 
Governor  arrived,  by  Pennsylvania  railroad,  with  his  head-quarters  on  the 
train,  and,  at  3.50,  p.  m.,  the  division,  consisting  of  the  Eleventh  regiment, 
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Griffin  battery  of  six    guns,  and  the  Washington  troop,  moved  westward, 
under  the  direction  of  Governor  Hartranft. 

At  7.50,  p.  M..  we  arrived  at  Harrisburg,  where  we  found  ever3'thing  in 
confusion,  and  the  depot  under  the  control  of  the  police.  After  arms  and 
ammunition  had  been  furnished  to  company  H  and  the  Washington  Troop, 
the  train  proceeded  on  its  way  westward,  without  anything  wortliy  of  com- 
ment, until  just  at  day-break,  on  the  2Ttb,  when  we  arrived  at  Bell's  Mills, 
six  miles  east  of  Altoona.  At  this  point,  information  reached  us,  that  the  mob 
was  in  possession  of  tlie  railroad  shops  and  round-house;  that  they  openly 
defied  the  railroad  authorities,  and  were  prepared  and  determined  to  pre- 
vent the  running  of  trains  past  that  point,  in  the  direction  of  Pittsburg. 
On  the  receipt  of  this  information,  the  train  hands  left  the  trains,  and  re- 
fused to  proceed  to  Altoona,  fearing  the  violence  of  the  mob  at  that  point. 
Immediately,  a  number  of  men,  from  my  division,  volunteered  to  take 
charge  of  the  engines  and  trains,  and  run  them  to  Altoona.  I  selected  a 
sufficient  number  from  these,  and  reported  the  same  to  the  Governor. 

From  this  point,  I  telegraphed  Captain  Levi  M.  Hood,  commanding 
Delaney  Guards,  at  West  Chester,  that  as  the  necessity  no  longer  existed 
for  retaining  his  command  in  active  service,  he  should  march  his  command 
to  their  company  rendezvous,  and  dismiss  them  from  active  dut}-,  but  to 
hold  his  compan}^  in  readiness  to  respond  to  any  call  for  their  services, 
either  at  home  or  elsewhere,  from  the  civil  or  military  authorities. 

To  this,  I  received  a  message,  by  telegraph,  as  follows : 

West  Chester,  July  ^7,  1877. 
Major  General  J.  R.  Dobson  : 

Can  you  countermand  your  order  disbanding  Delaney  Guards  ?  I  desire 
their  services  here  in  the  count}',  being  apprehensive  of  trouble  along  rail- 
road lines  in  this  county. 

W.  B.  Morrison, 

Sheriff  of  Chester  county. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this,  I  telegraphed  Sheriff  W.  B.  Morrison,  that  my 
order  was  not  intended  to  disband  the  Delanej^  Guards,  but  was  sent  under 
an  impression  that  all  was  quiet  in  and  around  West  Chester,  and  that 
there  was  no  necessity  for  their  remaining  in  active  service,  but  that  if  he 
still  required  their  services,  I  would  at  once  order  Captain  Hood's  com- 
mand to  report  to  him,  and  hold  themselves  subject  to  his  orders.  I  also 
telegraped  Captain  Levi  M.  Hood,  a  special  order  to  the  same  effect. 

The  citizens  of  this  place,  (Bell's  Mills,)  among  whom  I  may  mention 
Mr.  Joseph  Ramsey  and  family,  threw  open  their  houses,  and  offered  sub- 
stantial assistance  to  the  officers  of  the  division,  and  all  whom  they  could 
accommodate — a  kindness  on  their  part,  which  I  cannot  pass  by  without 
referring  to,  at  this  time. 

After  a  delay  here,  of  a  few  hours,  during  which  ineffectual  efforts  were 
made  to  secure  railroad  emploj'^^s,  to  take  charge  of  the  engines  and  trains, 
those  whom  I  had  selected  from  among  those  who  volunteered,  were  as-

signed  their  respective  positions  on  the  trains,  and  the  division  once  more 
moved  cautiously  in  the  direction  of  Pittsburg,  and  reached  Altoona  to- 
wards noon.  At  this  point,  more  serious  and  formidable  demonstrations 
awaited  us,  than  at  any  other  locality.  A  large  crowd,  of  which  the  riotous 
element  formed  no  inconsiderable  part,  flocked  to  the  depot,  and  surrounded 
the  train.  Here,  an  attack  was  anticipated,  and,  doubtless,  obviated  only 
by  the  presence  of  his  Excellency,  Governor  Hartranft,  the  extreme  pre- 
caution which  had  been  taken,  and  the  faithful  deportment  of  the  officers 
and  men,  in  remaining  dutifully  in  their  proper  places,  ready  for  immediate 
action,  in  case  an  attack  had  been  made. 

At  this  place,  owing  to  the  heavy  grade  up  the  mountain,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  attach  a  second  engine  to  each  train,  and,  while  making  the  ar- 
rangements to  effect  this,  the  crowd  suddenly  decamped  in  the  direction 
of  the  round-house.  This  was,  evidently,  prearranged,  for,  upon  their  ar- 
rival there,  a  passage  was  opened  through  the  crowd,  the  doors  of  the 
round-house  swung  back,  and  an  engine,  with  steam  up,  in  charge  of  about 
a  dozen  men,  came  thundering  out  through  the  crowd,  up  the  mountain, 
and  was  soon  lost  to  sight.  Fears  were  entertained  that  they  intended, 
either  to  wreck  this  engine  in  the  tunnel,  or  run  it  down  the  mountain, 
into  our  train,  and  thus  prevent  our  further  progress.  I  ordered  Colonel 
Rupert,  of  the  Eleventh  regiment,  to  detail  a  guard  to  bring  engines  from 
the  round-house,  to  be  attached  to  our  trains,  and  company  E,  Captain 
McFarlan,  was,  accordingly,  detailed  for  that  service.  The  crowd  still 
remained  at  the  round-house,  and,  by  their  hooting  and  yelling,  evinced 
their  determination  to  prevent  the  troops  from  securing  any  engines.  The 
six  guns  of  the  Griffin  battery.  Captain  John  Denithorne,  commanding, 
were  placed  on  the  cars,  in  such  a  manner,  that  in  whatever  way  the 
crowd  might  move,  it  was  confronted  by  one  or  more  guns,  charged  with 
grape  or  canister.  The  men  were  at  their  posts,  quietly  awaiting  the 
orders  of  their  officers,  and,  I  have  no  doubt,  that  if  it  had  been  rendered 
necessary  to  use  the  batterj-,  at  this  time,  its  work  would  have  been  prompt 
and  efficient.  I  am  convinced  that  the  rioters  realized  this,  for  upon  the 
advance  of  Captain  McFarlan,  with  his  company,  to  the  round-house,  the 
demonstrations  of  the  crowd  gradually  ceased,  and  they  sullenly  dispersed, 
muttering  their  evident  disappointment,  and  the  engines  were  secur3d  and 
brought  out,  without  further  opposition. 

Captain  Wilson  Matlack,  of  the  Washington  troop,  was  ordered  to  march 
the  cavalry  up  the  mountain  dismounted,  and  remove  all  obstacles,  if  any, 
in  the  way  of  the  trains.  Both  sides  of  the  railroad,  up  the  mountain,  were 
skirmished  by  the  troop,  without  meeting  with  any  obstructions,  until  they 
arrived  at  the  Horse-shoe,  where  the}^  were  met  by  a  young  man,  who  said 
he  was  sent  to  tell  the  militarj'  that  the}'  would  not  be  allowed  to  proceed 
further  up  the  mountain.  Captain  Matlack  informed  him  that  he  was  sent 
to  remove  any  obstructions  he  might  find  in  the  way  of  the  trains,  and  that 
he  proposed  to  do  it,  and  permitted  the  young  man  to  return  to  the  party 
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who  sent  him,  and  inform  them  of  what  he  had  said,  and  that  if  they  were 
iu  the  way  when  he  reached  them,  it  would  be  his  duty  to  remove  them. 
Tile  engine  which  liad  been  taken  from  the  round-house,  at  Altoona,  was 
was  found  a  short  distance  from  this  point,  standing  on  a  siding,  with  the 
fire  drawn,  and  the  crowd  had  dispersed  and  disappeared  in  the  mountain. 

Threats  had  been  made  by  the  mob,  that  ho  train  would  be  allowed  to 
pass  over  the  mountain,  and  it  was  therefore  deemed  advisable  to  place 
a  guard  on  the  cars  and  engine.  Captain  Cornwell,  of  company  I,  with  a 
detail  from  his  companj^,  mounted  the  first  engine,  and  the  train  moved 
out  unmolested,  and  found  the  Washington  troop  awaiting  their  arrival. 
Arriving  at  the  tunnel,  the  cavahy,  preceded  by  Governor  Hartranft, 
reconnoitered  the  approaches  to  the  tunnel,  and  finding  everything  in  order, 
they  proceeded  without  further  obstruction,  after  which  nothing  occurred 
worthy  of  note,  until  we  arrived  at  East  Liberty.  Here  the  Governor  de- 
tailed Captain  Matlack,  with  the  Washington  troop,  for  special  service 
at  his  head-quarters,  and  stationed  them  at  the  Eastern  Exchange.  After 
a  delay  here  of  a  short  time,  the  division  proceeded  to  Pittsburg,  where 
we  arrived  about  10,  a.  m.  Here  we  disembarked,  and  bivouacked  on  the 
ground,  between  Thirty-third  street  and  the  burnt  district. 

At  six  o'clock,  p.  M.,  the  Governor  made  a  reconnoissance  of  the  situa- 
tion, observing  the  disposition  of  the  troops,  the  jiosition  of  the  battery, 
and  the  strength  and  extension  of  our  sentinel  and  guard  lines,  and  gave 
such  orders  and  instructions  as  might  secure  the  camp  against  surprise. 

No  freight  trains  having  been  permitted  by  the  rioters  to  pass  out  of 
Pittsburg  since  July  20,  and  the  presence  of  the  military,  with  Governor 
Hartranft,  having  restored  confidence  along  the  road,  from  Pliiladelphia 
to  Pittsburg,  and  convinced  the  rioters  that  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
would  be  enforced,  and  must  be  respected,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  after 
consultation  with  the  railroad  oflScials,  to  resume  the  running  of  trains  at 
once.  Thereupon,  by  direction  of  the  Governor,  I  ordered  a  detail  of 
guard  as  an  escort  to  two  trains  from  the  stock  3^ard  to  Derry,  in  the  morn- 
ing. The  division  was  put  on  dut}',  and  both  officeK3  and  men  instructed 
to  be  extremely  vigilant.  And  thus  we  went  into  camp,  amid  the  still 
smoking  ruins  of  that  terrible  scene. 

Early  in  the  evening,  a  part}'  of  six  men  approached  the  guard  line, 
from  the  north-west,  and,  at  a  proper  distance,  were  halted  by  one  of  the 
guards.  One  of  the  part}',  feigning  drunkenness,  pushed  forward,  and  at- 
tempted to  seize  the  sentinel's  gun,  and  pass  within  the  lines.  The  guard 
promptly  brought  his  bayonet  into  use,  making  a  severe  and  dangerous 
wound  in  the  thigh  of  the  offender.  The  officer  of  the  guard  was  at  once 
summoned,  who,  upon  arriving,  had  the  wound  dressed  by  Surgeon  B.  P. 
Whitaker,  and  then  turned  the  man  over  to  his  comrades,  who  gladly  left 
a  place  that  off'ered  them  so  little  opportunity  for  the  operations  of  their 
unlawful  designs.  After  this  incident,  which  no  doubt  proved  a  whole- 
some lesson,  the  night  was  passed  without  any  further  immediate  disturb- 
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ances.  Just  after  this  affair,  I  was  visited  bj^^  a  former  resident  of  Ches- 
ter couiit}^,  now  a  citizen  of  Pittsburg,  a  gentleman  in  whom,  from  my 
personal  acquaintance,  I  had  the  most  implicit  confidence,  and  who  was  in 
possession  of  facts  in  reference  to  the  operations  and  designs  of  the  rioters, 
which  he  gave  me,  as  follows : 

After  making  themselves  acquainted  with  the  position  and  strength  of 
my  command,  the  leading  rioters  decided  upon  the  following  plan  of  opera- 
tions :  While  they  were  willing  that  the  people  of  Pittsburg  should  pub- 
lish to  the  world  that  all  was  peace  and  quietness  in  the  citj^,  tliat  the 
authorities  had  reestablished  law  and  order,  and  that  the  disturbances  of 
July  20  were  the  direct  results  of  unnecessary  militar}^  interference,  they 
were  equally  well  aware  that  the  civil  authorities  of  Pittsburg  and  Alle- 
ghen}^  county  were  powerless  to  open  up  the  avenues  of  traffic,  or  protect 
the  lives  of  those  who  might  attempt  to  do  so.  But  in  the  presence  of  his 
Excellency  Governor  Hartranft,  and  the  militar}^  at  his  command,  they 
recognized  a  determination,  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  preserve 
law  and  order,  which  offered  them  little  chance  for  success.  They,  there- 
fore, decided  upon  the  following  plan  of  operation :  As  many  of  their 
trusted  men  as  possible  were  to  enter  the  camp  in  the  evening,  and,  hav- 
ing noticed  one  ununiformed  company  in  m}^  division,  they  concluded  they 
could  mingle  with  the  troops  unobserved,  and  thus  make  as  many  friends 
as  possible  in  the  camp.  Then,  at  a  preconcerted  signal  from  Thirty-third 
street,  they  could  spike  our  guns  ;  the  crowd  on  the  outside  were  to  rush 
in,  and,  in  the  confusion  which  would  ensue,  they  could  make  themselves 
masters  of  the  situation.  All  this,  I  have  no  doubt,  looked  ver}^  feasible 
to  tlie  unpracticed  military  mind  ;  but,  with  a  full  comprehension  of  the 
discipline  of  my  command,  and  the  determination  of  both  officers  and  men 
to  perform  their  duty,  I  had  no  reason  to  doubt  the  result  of  such  a 
movement  on  their  part.  The  failure  of  one  of  their  men  to  pass  an  un- 
uniformed guard,  with  almost  fatal  results,  checked  the  efforts  of  the  riot- 
ers in  putting  their  plans  into  operation.  And  when,  toward  midnight,  a 
large  mob  collected  on  Thirtj'-third  street,  they  found  everything  in  order, 
and  no  encouragement  to  attempt  the  fulfillment  of  their  designs.  They, 
therefore,  sullenly  withdrew,  without  again  venturing  within  hailing  dis- 
tance of  the  guard. 

The  night  proved  a  very  unpleasant  one,  for  soon  a  storm, came  up,  and 
the  troops  laying  without  shelter,  in  the  rain,  amid  the  dust  and  ashes,  and 
escaping  gases  of  the  smouldering  ruins,  occupied  a  very  uncomfortable 
position. 

Early  the  following  morning.  Captain  McFarlan,  company  E,  and  Cap- 
tain Cornwell.  company  I,  Eleventh  regiment,  who  were  detailed  as  guards 
to  the  trains,  reported  ready,  with  fifty  men  each.  They  were  respectively 
instructed  in  the  service  they  were  to  perform,  and,  at  six  o'clock,  the  train 
with  the  guard  started  out  for  the  stock-yard,  and  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road was  again  opened  for  traffic. 
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The  storm  of  the  previous  night  still  continuing,  I  applied  for  camp 
equipage.  There  being  no  room  in  the  site  we  occupied  for  tents,  the  Gov- 
ernor ordered  in  a  train  of  cars,  for  the  use  of  the  division,  which  it  occu- 
pied during  the  remainder  of  our  sta}^  there. 

Captain  McFarlan  returned  at  two,  p.  M.,  and  Captain  Cornwell  at  eight. 
p.  M.,  and  reported  their  safe  arrival  at  Derr3^,  with  their  trains. 

Another  visit  from  my  informant,  put  me  in  possession  of  the  following 
facts:  The  rioters  were  very  much  disappointed  in  finding  their  plans  of  the 
previous  night  frustrated  by  the  watchfulness  and  discipline  of  the  division, 
and  were  considering  the  matter  of  entering  suit  against  me,  for  injuries 
sustained  by  an  inoffensive  citizen  at  the  hands  of  one  of  the  men  in  my 
division,  and  had  taken  legal  advice  to  that  effect.  The}-  also  decided  to 
keep  a  strict  watch  upon  the  division,  and  if  thej^  could  discover  a  suffi- 
cient lack  of  vigilance  to  warrant  them  in  the  attempt,  the  plans  upon  which 
they  had  agreed  the  previous  night,  should  be  carried  out. 

Subsequently  I  learned,  through  the  same  source,  that  failing  to  find 
any  encouragement  from  the  division  to  prosecute  their  plans,  and  realiz- 
ing that  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  had  been  successfully  opened,  after  a 
dead-lock  of  nearly  two  weeks,  and  that  the  presence  of  the  troops  had 
rendered  futile  all  their  attempts  to  carry  out  successfulh^  their  operations, 
the}'  abandoned,  gradually,  the  hope  of  their  contemplated  movement. 

During  our  stay  here,  the  same  details  of  service  and  camp  dut}',  with 
company  and  battalion  drills,  and  dress  parade,  were  observed,  and  while 
no  further  demonstrations  occurred  to  cause  apprehension,  it  was,  never- 
theless, deemed  advisable  to  maintain  a  careful  watch,  and  observe  strict 
discipline  among  the  troops. 

On  Tuesday',  the  Governor,  with  his  staff,  was  making  preparations  to 
move,  and  directed  me  to  continue  our  vigilance  in  military  dut}'  during 
his  absence.  I  called  his  attention  to  the  unpleasant  quarters  of  my  com- 
mand, and  he  expressed  his  wish  for  us  to  occup}^  that  position  until  I 
should  hear  from  him. 

On  August  2,  I  telegraphed  General  Latta  the  continued  increase  of 
sickness  in  ray  command,  and  that  a  change  of  camp  was  advised  bj^  our 
surgeon,  and  received  a  telegram  from  Governor  Hartranft  expressing 
concern  for  the  health  of  our  troops,  and  giving  me  permission  to  select 
camp  near  Shadj'side..  This  was  immediatel}^  followed  by  an  order  from 
General  Latta  directing  me  to  report  to  General  Sigfried,  at  Shadyside. 
Accordingly^,  I  reported  to  General  Sigfried,  who,  with  myself,  selected  a 
site  for  camp  near  his  division,  and  on  August  4th  I  moved  nw  command 
from  the  position  we  occupied  at  Thirty-third  street  crossing,  and  went 
into  camp  near  Roup's  station,  where  we  remained,  without  an3'tliing 
occurring  worthy  of  note,  until  the  6th  of  August,  when  Governor  Hart- 
ranft returned  and  ordered  an  inspection  of  the  division. 

On  the  following  day,  the  division  was  inspected  by  General  Latta, 
accompanied  by  the  Governor  and  staff,  and  General  Sigfried  and  staff. 
10  Adj.  Gen.  Rep. 
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In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  the  following  general  order  was  received 
and  forwarded  to  the  troops,  through  the  proper  headquarters  : 

Head-Quarters  N.  G.  of  Pennsylvania, 

Shadyside,  Pittsburg,  T a.,  August  7,  1877. 
Special  Orders,  No.  38. 

I.  The  Tenth  division,  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  Major  General 
John  R.  Dobson,  is  hereby  relieved  from  further  duty  during  the  present 
emergenc}' ,  and  will  proceed,  by  rail,  to  its  several  places  of  company  ren- 
dezvous, and  then  be  dismissed.  The  quarter-master's  department  will 
furnish  the  necessary  transportation.  Attention  is  called  to  General  Order, 
No.  6. 

II.  The  Commander-in-Chief  takes  this  occasion,  to  extend  his  con- 
gratulations to  the  command,  for  its  duty  so  faithfully  performed.  Its 
composition  of  three  arms  of  the  service,  rendered  its  aid  of  particular 
value.  The  localities  to  which  you  return,  in  regions  of  the  State  where 
the  law  alone  is  the  known  rule,  can  be  assured  that  3'our  presence,*and 
that  of  your  fellows,  where  disturbances  for  the  moment  defied  its  powers, 
have  restored  the  quiet,  which  from  good  government  all  peoples  of  right 
ought  to  expect.

On  the  8th  of  July,  therefore,  I  ordered  transportation  for  the  troops, 
broke  camp,  and  reported  to  General  Latta  our  departure,  leaving  Roup's 
station  at  six  o'clock,  p.  m.,  and  arriving  at  Harrisburg  at  seven,  a.  m.,  on 
Thursday',  the  9th.  Here  the  two  sections  of  the  train  were  united  in  one, 
and  we  proceeded  by  way  of  Downingtown  to  Phoenixville,  which  place  we 
reached  at  two,  p.  m.,  dismissing  the  various  companies  by  the  way. 

I  have  received  from  Colonel  Alfred  Rupert,  commanding  the  Eleventh 
regiment  in  my  division,  a  more  complete  and  detailed  account  of  the 
movement  of  the  troops  under  his  immediate  command.  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  herewith  forwarding,  and  calling  your  attention  to  the  same 
as  containing  a  thorough  and  authentic  account  of  the  duties  performed 
by  the  various  companies  in  his  regiment. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  and  men  of  my  command,  for  the 
promptness  with  which  they  responded  to  the  order,  which  called  us  into 
action,  and  the  unwavering  perseverance  which  kept  them  together,  as  long 
as  their  services  were  required.  When  it  is  remembered,  that  it  was  at  a 
serious  sacrifice  to  all  personal  and  business  intei'ests,  and  that  the  ap- 
parent inactivity  of  the  service  we  rendered  might  have  called  for  some 
dissatisfaction  upon  the  part  of  my  officers,  it  is  a  fact  worthy  of  compli- 
mentary mention,  that  my  entire  division,  to  a  man,  remained  with  the 
command  until  dismissed  by  special  orders  No.  38.  As  in  other  divisions 
in  the  service  at  that  time,  so  in  the  Tenth,  the  officers,  and  many  of  the 
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men  in  the  ranks  represented  large  professional  and  business  interests  at 
home,  which  necessarily  suffered  materially  by  their  absence,  but  I  am 
happy  to  be  able  to  report,  that  all  minor  and  personal  interests  were,  for 
the  time,  made  subservient  to  the  duties  of  the  hour. 

In  looking  back  at  the  delicate  nature  of  the  duties  required  at  the  hands 
of  a  comparatively  inexperienced  body  of  men,  as  an  active  militar}^  organi- 
zation, and  remembering  that  my  division,  representing  the  three  arms  of 
the  service,  performed  their  several  parts  so  promptly,  intelligently,  and 
well,  it  might  appear  invidious  to  make  further  distinctive  mention  of  any 
particular  organization  in  the  command. 

But  I  feel  it  a  pleasant  dut}'  to  refer,  in  concluding  this  report,  to  the 
services  performed  b}^  the  members  of  my  staff,  and,  while  the  relative 
nature  of  the  assistance  and  duties  rendered,  brought  some  of  the  mem- 
bers into  greater  prominence  than  others,  still  I  feel  a  hesitancy  in  making 
any  distinction,  for  I  do  not  now  see  that  any  of  them  could  have  performed 
their  respective  parts  more  faithfully  or  efficiently. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  H.  H.  Gilkyson,  my  assistant  adjutant  general,  like 
others,  at  the  sacrifice  of  business  relations  at  home,  was  constant  in  attend- 
ance, and  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  the  peculiar  and  important  duties 
required  of  him,  and  his  services  were  rendered  competently  and  satisfac- 
torily. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Percy  C.  Hoskins,  division  surgeon,  was  careful  and 
attentive  to  the  welfare  and  health  of  the  command,  and  for  his  watchful- 
ness and  skill  great  credit  is  due. 

Major  B.  F.  Bean,  quartermaster,  and  Major  David  Corson,  commissary, 
were,  in  their  respective  departments,  prompt,  efficient,  and  reliable. 

Major  A.  C.  Fulton,  judge  advocate  general,  and  Major  M.  M.  Ellis,  pay- 
master, and  Majors  W.  P.  Widdicomb  and  R.  G.  Woodside,  aids,  were 
attentive  and  capable,  and  the  services  attending  their  respective  assign- 
ments were  conscientiously  and  judiciously  performed. 

To  the  citizens  of  Pittsburg,  and  particularly  to  the  ladies  of  that  city 

and  East  Liberty,  in  behalf  of  my  whole  command,  I  desire  to  return  my 

sincere  thanks  for  the  many  and  substantial  evidences  of  their  good  will  and 

favor  granted,  with  equal  cheerfulness  and  impartiality,  to  both  officers  and 

men.     Their  uniform  kindness  and  hospitality,  the  readiness  with  which 

they  accepted  the  inevitable  inconveniences  attending  our  stay  in  their 

midst,  and  the  many  and  warm-hearted  kindnesses  voluntarily  rendered  to 

the  sick,  can  never  be  forgotten  by  this  division,  and  was  one  of  the  few 

green  oases  which  dotted  our  otherwise  unpleasant  and  inhospitable  stay 

in  Pittsburg.

To  Major  General  Jno.  R.  Dobson,  Commanding  Tenth  Division.^  N.  G. 

of  Pa. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  duty  performed 
by  the  Eleventh  regiment,  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  subject  to  your  orders,  during  the 
late  riots  at  Pittsburg. 

I  received  on  Friday,  July  20,  18YT,  orders  to  hold  the  regiment 
read}^,  and  immediately  dispatched  notice  to  company  commanders  to 
that  effect,  receiving  at  once  response  from  each  that  the  order  would 
be  carried  into  effect.  On  Monday,  July  23,  orders  were  received  to  ren- 
dezvous the  command  at  the  Paoli  parade  ground,  and,  on  the  evening 
of  that  date,  camp  was  established,  and  by  the  evening  following,  the  en- 
tire regiment  was  in  camp  with  the  exception  of  company  H,  of  Columbia. 
The  ordinary  routine  of  camp  duty  was  at  once  established,  and  nothing  of 
importance  occurred  until  Thursday  morning,  26th  inst.,  when  I  was  directed 
to  prepare  the  command  for  embarkation  by  rail,  company  H,  of  Colum- 
bia, joining  at  this  date,  and  making  the  aggregate  strength  of  the  regi- 
ment, (including  band,)  four  hundred  and  eight}'  men.  At  four  o'clock, 
p.  M.,  of  same  daj^,  the  command  was  placed  on  westward  bound  train,  at 
Malvern  station,  in  two  battalions,  the  first  accompanied  by  the  Governor 
and  Commander-in-Chief  with  his  staff. 

No  event  of  consequence  took  place  on  the  way  out,  and  we  arrived  at 
the  Thirty-third  street  crossing,  Pittsburg,  early  on  the  morning  of  Satur- 
da}^,  July  28,  where  we  were  immediate!}^  put  into  position,  supporting  the 
Griffin  battery.  On  Saturday  evening,  I  received  verbal  orders  to  detail 
two  battalions,  of  two  companies  each,  under  command  of  reliable  and 
experienced  officers,  to  proceed  to  East  Libert}^,  with  instructions  to  re- 
port at  that  point  to  the  railroad  officials  for  special  duty  in  guarding  east- 
ward bound  trains,  and  thus  break  the  embargo  laid  upon  the  road  b}^  the 
strike.  For  this  purpose — companj^  E,  Captain  James  E.  McFarlan,  and 
company  G,  Captain  John  W.  Russell,  forming  first  battalion,  under  com- 
mand of  Captain  McFarlan,  and  Company  I,  Captain  R.  T.  Cornwell,  and 
company  K,  Captain  Householder,  formed  second,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Cornwell — the  two  battalions  left  camp  at  an  early  hour,  on  Sun- 
day morning,  29th  inst.,  and  returned  the  evening  of  same  daj^,  about  seven 
o'clock,  with  the  gratifying  report  that  they  had  successfull}^  guarded  two 
separate  stock  trains  eastward  as  far  as  Derry  station.  The  command  re- 
mained in  the  same  position,  at  Thirty -third  street  crossing,  until  Saturday 
afternoon,  August  4,  when  it  was  removed  to  Roup's  station,  about  three 
miles  eastward  from  first  location.  Tents  were  furnished  the  regiment  at 
this  place,  and  a  pleasant  grove  selected  for  camp,  where  we  remained  un- 
til Wednesday  evening,  August  8.     No  event  of  importance,  except  regi- 
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mental  inspection,  by  M-ajor  General  Latta,  accompanied  by  the  Governor 
and  staff,  and  Major  General  Dobson  and  staff,  which  took  place  on  the 
afternoon  of  Tuesday,  August  7.  Wednesday  evening,  August  8,  m  com- 
pliance with  general  order  from  division  head-quarters,  of  same  date,  the 
regiment  was  directed  to  proceed  eastward  for  dismissal — the  companies 
to  be  sent  to  their  respective  armories  and  dismissed — which  order  was 
carried  into  effect,  the  command  leaving  Roup's  station  about  six  o'clock, 
p.  M.,  reaching  Columbia,  on  Thursday,  about  seven  o'clock,  a.  m.  Leaving 
companj^  H  at  this  point,  Coatesville  was  reached  at  eleven,  a.  m.,  and 
company  C,  belonging  here,  was  disembarked.  At  Downingtown,  com- 
panies A  and  D  separated  from  their  regiment,  taking  the  Chester  Yalley 
road  for  their  destination  at  Phoenixville.  At  noon  the  remaining  com- 
panies reached  Malvern,  companies  E,  I,  F,  and  G,  taking  the  12.30  train 
for  West  Chester,  and  companies  B  and  K  going  by  wa}^  of  Philadelphia, 
for  their  home  at  Chester,  the  entire  command  reaching  their  respective 
armories  by  evening  of  August  9,  without  accident  or  mishap  of  any  kind. 
In  reviewing  the  campaign  from  the  beginning  to  the  close,  I  desire  to 
say  that  I  am  heartily  gratified  to  note  the  general  good  conduct  of  the 
regiment,  and  a  disposition  to  perform  their  entire  duty  as  soldiers  of  the 
National  Guard.  Where  the  officers  all  endeavored,  seemingly,  to  perform 
their  entire  duty,  and  where  all  did  well,  it  would  seem  improper  to  make 
mention  of  particular  cases  of  meritorious  conduct,  and  I  only  do  so  in 
the  case  of  those  officers  who  were  detailed  for  special  dutj^  and  service  in 
departments  that  required  constant  care  and  supervision ;  and  I  wish,  in 
this  connection,  to  mention  the  services  of  First  Lieutenant  H.  M.  Worth, 
company  E,  who  was  detailed  as  acting  commissary  of  the  regiment,  and 
Captain  L.  R.  Walters,  paymaster,  who  was  acting  adjutant.  Their  ser- 
vices were  given  cheerfully  and  efficiently.  I  desire,  in  conclusion,  to  ex- 
press my  thanks  to  the  Major  General  commanding  Tenth  division,  and  his 
assistant  adjutant  general,  for  manj^  courtesies  extended  during  term  of 
service.     All  of  which  is  respectfull}^  submitted.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  First 
regiment  volunteers  from  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsjdvania,  organized 
under  general  orders,  8  and  9,  head-quarters,  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  Harrisburg,  and 
composed  of  Captain  J.  DeY.  Hazzard's  company  A,  enlisted  from  the 
Tenth  regiment,  N.  G.  of  Pa. ;  Captain  Henry  Jacobs'  compan}^  B,  from 
the  Sixteenth  regiment ;  Captain  Thomas  F.  Malone3'^'s,  company  C,  from 
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the  Eighth  regiment ;  Captain  Merritt  Batchelor's,  compan}^  D,  from  Nine- 
teenth regiment;  Captain  J.  E.  McFarlan's,  company  E,from  the  Eleventh 
regiment;  Captain  JameS  A.  Shipp's,  company  F,  from  the  Seventh  regi- 
ment, and  Hutchinson's  battery,  (now  Breck's,)  who,  in  addition  to  their 
regular  armament  of  four  6-pomider  brass  pieces,  and  two  Gatling  guns 
acquired  during  this  campaign,  were  also  armed  as  infantiy,  with  Spring- 
field breach-loading  rifled  muskets,  constituting  a  part  of  this  organization, 
but  who  were,  as  far  as  possible,  treated  with  the  consideration  of  a  sepa- 
rate arm  from  infantry. 

Special  orders.  No.  49,  head-quarters  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  assigned  me  to  the 
command.  Special  orders.  No.  53,  head-quarters,  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  September 
12,  announced  the  staff  and  line  officers.  The  company  commanders  are 
named  above.  The  following  are  staff:  Surgeon,  Benjamin  F.  Whitaker, 
Eleventh  regiment ;  Assistant  Surgeon,  Theodore  F.  Jacobs,  Sixteenth  regi- 
ment ;  First  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant,  George  Hersh,  Nineteenth  regiment, 
and  First  Lieutenant  and  regimental  quartermaster  John  W.  Watt,  Nine- 
teenth regiment.  The  uQu-commissioned  staff  and  color  sergeant  were 
selected  by  me  from  the  command. 

On  September  1*7,  this  organization  began  arriving  from  company  camps 
of  rendezvous.  Toward  evening,  Captain  Jacobs  reported  his  company 
at  Wilkesbarre,  and  was  assigned  to  Mill  Creek,  Pine  Ridge,  Laurel  Run, 
Oakwood,  and  Henry  collieries,  relieving  companies  A  and  G  of  Colonel 
Bonnaffon's  Twentieth  regiment,  N.  G.  of  Pa.  Captain  Shipp  arrived  at 
Scranton  the  same  da}";  part  of  his  company  was  assigned  to  Green  Ridge, 
relieving  company  K,  Twentieth  regiment,  the  balance  to  Carbondale,  re- 
lieving company  I,  Twentieth  regiment,  stationed  in  that  vicinit}^ 

September  18,  company  B,  Twentieth  regiment,  stationed  at  Plymouth 
Junction,  was  relieved  by  a  detachment  from  the  battery,  which  had  been 
retained  at  Kingston,  from  the  Sixth  division,  N.  G.  of  Pa.  Captain 
Batchelor  reported  at  Kingston  late  this  night,  and  was  assigned  to  Wilkes- 
barre, to  occupy  the  camp  of  Twentieth  regiment,  and  assume  the  duties 
of  company  C,  that  organization. 

The  morning  of  next  day,  September  19,  Captains  Hazzard  and  McFar- 
lan  reported  at  Kingston.  The  former  relieved  companies  E  and  D,  Twen- 
tieth regiment,  covering  West  Nanticoke,  Avondale,  Washington  Breaker 
and  Plymouth,  while  Captain  McFarlan  was  moved  to  Wannamie,  Sugar 
Notch,  and  Ashle}^,  relieving  company  F,  Twentieth  regiment.  After  noon, 
this  day,  Captain  Maloney  also  arrived  at  Kingston ;  half  his  company 
went  into  camp  at  Pittston,  the  remainder  relieving  company  H,  Twentieth 
regiment,  in  Keiser  Valley,  back  of  Hyde  Park. 

The  several  companies  of  the  Twentieth  regiment,  as  relieved,  reported 
direct  to  Colonel  Bonnafi*on,  at  Wilkesbarre,  and  were  by  evening  of  Sep- 
tember 19th  entire  and  in  readiness  to  take  cars  for  Philadelphia. 

By  reason  of  the  non-arrival  of  the  quartermaster.  First  Lieutenant  E. 
B.  Scull  was  assigned  temporarily  to  the  position,  with  his  office  at  Wilkes-

barre,  that  city  having  been  the  depot  of  supplies  for  troops  before  our 
arrival.  Assistant  Surgeon  Jacobs  was  assigned  the  posts  from  Mill 
Creek  to  Wannamie  (on  Wilkesbarre  side  of  the  river).  My  head- 
quarters were  announced  Scranton,  where  the  balance  of  the  staff  officers 
were  also  quartered. 

Herewith  you  have  map,  showing  all  the  different  locations  named,  and 
covering  all  the  coal-field  in  Luzerne  county. 

All  posts  occupied,  were  improvements  representing  vast  outlay  of 
mone}^  of  corporations  or  individuals,  and  embracing  the  coal,  iron,  and 
railroad  industries  of  the  county,  which  were  threatened  with  destruction 
by  disaffected  workmen,  and  which  the  civil  authorities  were  unequal  to 
protect,  unaided  b}^  military.  From  the  extended  line  of  improvements — 
running  near  the  entire  length  of  this  large  and  wealthy  county — and  the 
few  men  composing  the  command  to  guard  them,  officers  and  men  were 
put  to  severe  service,  which  at  times  was  dangerous  as  well,  for  the  tur- 
bulent element  of  the  population,  made  frequent  attempts  to  burn  and  de- 
stro}^,  discharging  fire-arms,  with  murderous  intent,  and  throwing  railroad 
trains  offthe  track.  That  the  duty  assigned  us  was  carefully  and  judiciously 
discharged,  we  point  to  the  absence  of  any  serious  collision  between  citi- 
zens and  soldiers,  and  the  harmony  that  existed  between  the  civil  authori- 
ties, as  well  as  the  United  States  troops,  and  this  command. 

September  21,  the  detail  at  Plymouth  Junction  was  reduced  to  twenty 
men  and  one  officer,  the}^  to  stand  guard  only  during  the  night,  reporting 
back  each  morning  to  Kingston.  Lieutenant  Watt,  regimental  quarter- 
master, reporting  September  22,  for  duty,  Lieutenant  Scull  was  returned 
to  dut}^,  with  Captain  Hazzard. 

September  25  and  26,  the  posts  were  visited  and  inspected  bj^  his  Excel- 
lency^, Governor  Hartranft,  and  staff,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the  national 
colors  were  formally  presented  to  the  regiment.  Captain  Hazzard 's  com- 
pany was  consolidated  and  moved  to  Pl3^mouth ;  Captain  Maloney's  detach- 
ment, at  Pittston,  consolidated  in  Keiser  Yallej^,  with  balance  of  his  com- 
mand, and  Captain  Shipp's  detail,  at  Green  Ilidge,\Consolidated  with  the 
company  at  Carbondale. 

October  3,  a  portion  of  Parrish  &  Co.'s  men  having  commenced  work, 
Captain  Batchelor  discontinued  his  patrol  on  those  works. 

October  5,  Captain  McFarland's  company  was  relieved  from  Wannamie, 
Sugar  Notch,  and  Ashle}",  the  workmen  haA^ng  gone  in  at  those  points,  and 
moved  to  Susquehanna  county.  The  trestles  on  Erie  railroad,  in  that 
county,  being  threatened  with  destruction.  Being  out  of  the  territor}^ 
assigned  me,  j'ou  directed  the  immediate  withdrawal  of  this  company, 
which  was  put  into  camp  at  Providence,  (First  ward  of  Scranton,)  on  the 
12th  October. 

Captain  Hazzard,  from  Plj'mouth,  was  brought  to  camp  at  Providence, 
October  13.     The  batterj^from  Kingston  was  ordered  in,  October  15;  Cap- 
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tain  Batchelor,  on  16th  October;  Captain  Jacobs  joined  October  18,  leaving 
Lieutenant  Steel  with  fort}^  men,  at  Henry  Collieries  and  Oakwood,  who 
reported  in  camp  23d  October.  October  22,  Captains  Shipp  and  Maloney 
both  joined  from  detachments. 

On  24th  October,  his  Excellencj^,  Governor  Hartranft  and  staff,  several 
United  States  officers,  Scranton  City  battalion  officers,  the  maj^or,  and 
other  citizens  of  Scranton,  visited  and  inspected  the  troops  and  camp,  be- 
ginning the  ceremonies  with  a  review,  and  ending  with  undress  parade.  • 

The  interval  from  October  24  until  November  12,  was  devoted,  almost 
exclusively,  to  military  instruction  in  camp,  with  some  daily  details  for 
guard  at  Pine  Brook  breaker,  Shanty  Hill  district,  in  Scranton,  and  at 
Lackawanna  station,  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  railroad. 

Tuesday,  November  6,  being  election  day,  Hon.  Henry  M.  Hojt  and 
Colonel  Stanle}^  Woodward,  were  sent  as  State  commissioners  to  receive 
the  votes  of  the  regiment. 

On  Mondaj',  November  12,  the  command  made  a  street  parade  through 
Scranton.  Tuesday,  13th  November,  Captain  W.  B.  Hart,  cashier  of  State 
Treasury ,  arrived  in,  camp,  and  paid  the  troops.  Afternoon  of  this  day. 
Captains  Shipp  and  Malone^^'s  companies  were  placed  on  the  cars,  and 
moved  via  Harrisburg  for  dismissal.  Captains  Jacobs'  and  McFarlan's 
companies  moved  the  same  night  via  Philadelphia  to  their  homes. 

Captains  Hazzard,  Batchelor  and  Breck,  with  head-quarters,  next  daj^, 
14th  November,  vacated  the  coal  regions  in  Luzerne  county.  Thursday 
morning,  15th,  T  had  the  honor  to  telegraph  j^ou  from  Altoona,  that  in 
compliance  with  special  orders,  No.  62,  head-quarters  N.  G.  of  Pa.,  No- 
vember 9,  1877,  the  First  regiment  volunteers  was  dismissed. 

Oar  loss,  during  the  service  of  this  magnificent  organization,  was  one 
man  of  Captain  Hazzard's  companj^,  killed  b}^  a  locomotive,  at  Pl3^mouth, 
October  11.  The  health  of  the  command  was  uniformh^  excellent.  It  may 
not  be  amiss  to  mention  the  excellence  of  the  clothing  and  thoroughness 
of  the  entire  equipment  furnished  by  the  State. 

To  the  efficiency  of  the  staff  and  line  officers,  and  cheerful  obedience  of 
the  men,  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given.  I  beg  to  mention  Lieutenants 
Steel,  Baker,  and  Evans  for  special  services  rendered.

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CAPTAIN  FRANK  A.  STITZERS  REPORT  OF  DUTY  IN  CARBON 

COUNTY. 

Head-Quarters  Company  F,  Fourth  Regiment,  N.  G.  of  Pa., 

E ASTON,  Pa.,  July  5,  1877, 

Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General^  Pennsylvania ,^  Har- 

risburg^  Pa  : 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  at  12.10  o'clock,  p.  m.,  June 
19,  187T,  I  received  your  telegraphic  order,  dated  at  Harrisburg,  Penn- 
sylvania, same  da}^,  directing  me  to  report  to  the  sheriff  of  Carbon  county, 
with  my  command,  as  soon  as  possible.  Immediately,  after  the  receipt 
of  the  same,  I  bulletined  the  telegram  at  the  offices  of  the  ''  Dail}"  Express" 
and  "  Free  Press,"  together  with  a  company  order,  requiring  the  members 
to  assemble  at  their  armory  at  two  o'clock,  p.  m.,  for  instructions.  In  the 
meantime,  placing  myself  in  communication  with  Sheriff  Raudenbush  by 
wire,  I  soon  received  a  telegram  to  come  at  once,  prepared  to  remain  until 
Frida}^ 

In  compliance  with  company  orders,  the  members  assembled  promptly 
at  the  hour  named,  and  were  ordered  to  report  at  the  armor}^  at  3.15 
o'clock,  full}"  equipped  for  service.  Tlie  company  having  re-assembled  at 
the  armor}",  numbering  three  (3)  officers,  four  (4)  musicians,  and  twenty- 
eight  (28)  enlisted  men,  we  at  once  marched  to  the  Lehigh  Yalle}-  rail- 
road depot,  and  took  the  3.50  p.  m.  train  for  Mauch  Chunk,  arriving  there 
at  6.20  o'clock.  I  reported  to  Sheriff  Raudenbush,  who  was  at  the  depot 
awaiting  our  arrival,  and  the  company  was  assigned  to  quarters  in  the 
market  house,  in  a  central  part  of  the  town,  and  in  close  proximity  to  the 
jail.  Guards  were  at  once  posted  under  strict  military  discipline,  and  every 
precaution  taken  to  quell  any  disturbance  that  might  arise,  and  frustrate 
any  attempt  that  might  be  made  to  release  the  prisoners  under  sentence  of 
death. 

On  the  morning  of  the  20th  inst.,  four  additional  members,  who  had 
been  absent  from  town  when  the  company'  left,  reported  for  duty,  at  Mauch 
Chunk,  increasing  the  number  of  muskets  to  thirty-two  (32.) 

At  nine  o'clock,  a.  m.,  on  the  21st,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  Sherift 
Raudenbush,  we  took  position  in  front  of  the  jail.  Dividing  the  companj'' 
into  three  platoons,  I  advanced  platoon  front,  covering  the  three  ap- 
proaches to  the  prison,  forcing  the  crowd  back,  experiencing  little  difficulty 
in  doing  so,  as,  with  but  few  exceptions,  thej^  were  disposed  to  j-ield  readily 
and  cheerfully  as  each  platoon  advanced. 

At  12.40,  P.  m.,  by  direction  of  the  sheriff,  the  compau}^  was  relieved 
from  guard  dut}"  at  the  prison,  and  returned  to  quarters.  At  four  o'clock, 
the  crowd  having  dispersed,  the  town  assumed  its  usual  quiet  and  order. 
There  being  no  further  apprehension  of  danger,  our  services  were  no  longer 
needed.     The  sheriff,  (in  consideration  of  many  of  our  command  having 
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been  suddenly  called  away  from  business,)  released  us  from  further  duty, 
and  taking  the  6.20  P.  m.  train  for  Easton,  arrived  here  at  8.30  o'clock, 
June  21,  1877.

REPORT    OF    COMMISSARY    GENERAL. 

Head-Quarters  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania, 

Commissary  General's  Department, 

Harrisburg,  November  30,  1877. 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  m}^  report  as  Commissary  General  of  the 
National  Guard  of  Penns3'^lvania.  On  the  evening  of  July  26,  1877,  I  was 
directed  by  the  Honorable  M.  S.  Quaj^,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
to  have,  for  immediate  issue,  twelve  thousand  rations,  and  proceed  to 
Pittsburg,  leaving  thirtj-five  hundred  rations  at  Altoona,  for  the  troops 
under  command  of  Major  General  James  A.Beaver.  On  arriving  at  Pitts- 
burg, I  found  the  troops,  to  a  very  great  extent,  receiving  their  rations 
from  the  Aarious  hotels,  while  some  were  supplied  hy  purchases  made 
throuoh  the  division  commissaries,  whose  bills  I  am  now  examinins;. 

On  receiving  from  the  Governor  my  appointment,  as  commissarj'^  gen- 
eral of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  I  organized  directl}^  m}^  department, 
having  the  various  division  commissaries  report  for  duty,  all  of  whom  I 
found  perfectl}^  capable  and  willing  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  troops,  both  at  Pittsburg,  and  at  and  around  Wilkesbarre,  were  fur- 
nished with  regular  army  rations,  of  a  very  superior  qualitj^,  at  reasonable 
rates.  It  is  with  pleasure  I  state  that  all  parties  from  whom  I  purchased 
stores  were  perfectlj^  willing  to  credit  the  State,  and,  though,  in  some  in- 
stances, I  found  merchants  in  S3'mpath3^  with  the  labor  movement,  I  found 
no  one  making  any  objection  to  furuishing  supplies. 

The  great  extent  of  territorj^  covered  by  the  troops,  in  Luzerne  count}', 
called  into  requisition  great  energy  from  the  parties  having  in  charge  the 
distribution  of  rations,  and  I  cannot,  with  justice  to  mj'self,  overlook  the 
ver}^  great  and  valuable  services  rendered  by  ni}'  commissar}'  clerk,  John 
Lockhart,  whom  I  always  found  read}'  for  duty,  which  he  discharged  with 
promptness,  and  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

The  various  bills,  for  supplies  furnished  my  department,  have  been  ex- 
amined with  care,  and  are  in  condition  to  submit  to  the  proper  parties, 
upon  whose  approval  payment  will  be  made.

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REPORT  OF  SURGEON  GENERAL. 

National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania, 
Surgeon  General's  Department, 
NoRRiSTOWN,  November  30,  1877. 
Major  General  James  W.  Latta,  Adjutant  General: 

General:  In  presenting  m}^  report  of  the  reqnirements  and  condition  of 
the  medical  department  of  the  N.  G.  of  Pa.  for  the  past  j^ear,  I  have  the 
honor  to  represent  that,  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  nothing  of 
special  interest  transpired  ;  but,  on  Jul}^  26th,  in  response  to  j^our  telegram, 
I  reported  at  head-quarters,  in  Philadelphia,  and  received  instructions  from 
his  Excellenc}',  the  Governor,  to  procure,  without  delay,  all  surgical  and 
medical  appliances  essential  for  an  emergency  in  which  the  whole  National 
Guard  might  be  activel}^  engaged.  This  order  was  promptly  complied 
with,  and  the  purchases  made  of  Mr.  Gemrig,  a  surgical  instrument  maker 
of  Philadelphia.  With  these  stores  in  my  possession,  I  rejoined  the 
bead-quarters,  and  started  for  Pittsburg.  On  arriving  there,  I  convened 
the  surgeons-in-chief  of  the  First,  Fourth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth,  and 
Tenth  divisions,  and,  after  perfecting  an  organization,  issued  to  them 
surgical  instruments,  dressings,  ansesthetics,  and  other  hospital  property, 
which  would  have  enabled  them  to  have  given  prompt  and  efl[icient  aid  and 
treatment  had  their  professional  services  been  called  into  requisition. 
Fortunately,  no  conflict  occurred,  and  the  duties  that  devolved  upon  the 
medical  officers  were  of  a  passive  character — that  of  attending  to  the  san- 
itary condition  of  the  men,  and  giving  special  attention  to  the  hj-gienic 
condition  of  their  respective  camps.  This  precautionary  measure  con- 
trolled, or  materiall}^  modified,  the  endemic  or  local  causes  of  disease. 
The  cases  that  reported  for  treatment  were  of  comparatively  mild  charac- 
ter, and  included  cholera  morbus,  diarrhoea,  dysenter}^,  rheumatism,  inter- 
mittent and  remittent  fever,  and  phj-sical  exhaustion^,  the  result  of  fatigue 
and  exposure  to  the  sun.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  no  fatal  cases 
of  disease  occurred  during  the  whole  term  of  active  service.  In  this  con- 
nection, I  desire  to  direct  3'our  special  attention  to  the  generous  ofier  of 
the  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  West  Penn  hospital,  at  Pittsburg,  of  a  ward 
in  that  institution,  for  the  comfort  and  treatment  of  the  sick.  And  also 
for  similar  attention  and  courtesy  from  the  officers  of  the  Lackawanna  hos- 
pital, at  Scranton.  With  these  facilities,  all  who  required  hospital  treat- 
ment were  accommodated  and  carefully  cared  for.  In  apologizing  for  this 
meager  and  defective  report,  I  am  constrained  to  refer  to  a  manifesta- 
tion of  indifference  from  the  surgeons-in-chief  of  the  various  divisions, 
the  surgeon  of  the  Twentieth  regiment,  and  the  surgeon  of  the  First  regi- 
ment volunteers,  in  failing  or  neglecting  to  compl^y  with  your  order,  to  fur- 
nish me  a  full  report  of  their  "service  in  the  field,"  and,  also,  a  list  of  all 
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hospital  and  medical  stores,  for  which  they  are  responsible,  and  for  which 
they  have  not  accounted  for  as  expended.

T.  The  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  being  composed  of  men  in 
business,  which,  in  manj'  cases,  necessaril}^  suffers  during  their  absence 
for  any  protracted  period,  thereby  entailing  serious  loss  upon  themselves, 
and  hardships  upon  their  families,  and  the  preservation  of  life  and  property 
and  good  order  requiring  that  a  strong  force  should  still  be  kept  in  some 
regions  of  the  State  until  work  is  fully  resumed,  it  has  been  decided  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ninety- 
second  section  of  the  act,  approved  Ma}^  4,  1864,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
organization,  discipline,  and  regulation  of  the  militia  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsjdvania,"  to  organize  two  regiments,  of  ten  companies  each,  by 
detailing  from  each  regiment  of  the  National  Guard  such  officers  and  men 
only  as  can  absent  themselves  from  their  business  without  serious  loss,  and 
will  volunteer  to  serve  actively  for  a  period  of  three  months,  or  during  the 
present  emergency. 

First.  Division  commanders  are,  therefore,  directed  to  report 
at  once,  by  wire,  all  field  officers  who  are  able  and  willing  to  vol- 
unteer to  be  detailed  for  three  months'  dutj^,  unless  sooner  re- 
lieved. From  the  number  so  reported  will  be  selected  the  officers 
for  the  two  regiments  to  be  formed. 

Second.  Colonels  of  regiments  and  commandants  of  unattached 
companies  will  report,  at  once,  through  the  proper  channels,  all 
company  officers  of  their  commands,  who  are  able  and  willing  to 
volunteer  to  serve  for  three  months,  unless  sooner  relieved ;  from 
which  lists  a  captain  and  first  and  second  lieutenants  from  each 
regiment,  and  from  the  unattached  commands,  will  be  detailed  for 
duty  during  the  present  emergency,  and  the  officers  so  selected 
will  recruit  companies  of  eightj^  volunteiers  from  the  soldiers  of 
their  respective  regiments,  and  the  unattached  commands,  which 
companies  will  be  commanded  hy  said"  officers,  and  detailed  for 
service  for  three  months,  or  during  the  present  emergency. 

II.  Orders  announcing  the  officers  selected,  appointing  company  ren- 
dezvous, and  regulating  recruiting,  will  be  issued  immediately  upon  the 
receipt  from  division  commanders  of  the  lists  herein  ordered. 

III.  The  officers  who  give  their  names  to  be  reported  must  be  willing 
to  stay  in  the  field  three  months,  or  as  long  as  their  services  are  needed. 
The  Commander-in-Chief  desires  it  particularly  understood,  that  he  wishes 
those  onl}"-  to  volunteer  who  are  able  to  do  so,  with  the  least  inconvenience, 
and  able  to  stay  until  quiet  is  restored  in  every  part  of  the  State.  He  is 
satisfied  of  the  courage  and  fidelity  of  all  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Guard, 
and  in  making  these  details,  he  is  actuated  solely  by  the  desire  to  have  the 
burden  placed  upon  the  good  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  by  the  turbu- 
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lent  and  criminal  men  within  its  borders  fall  with  as  little  loss  and  incon- 
venience to  individuals,  and  as  little  expense  to  the  State  as  possible.

I.  Under  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  8,  officers  and  men  will  be 
selected  solel}^  from  the  National  Guard,  and  allotted  one  captain  and  two 
lieutenants,  as  far  as  possible,  to  each  regimental  organization  now  existing. 

II.  When  the  colonels  shall  have  been  selected,  the}-  shall  nominate  for 
detail  their  complete  staff  organization,  except  pnj-master  and  commissar^^, 
to  be  taken  from  those  officers  of  the  several  regimental  staffs  of  the  Guard 
who  ma}^  have  volunteered  to  serve  in  their  respective  departments. 

III.  As  soon  as  authorit}'^  shall  be  given  to  a  captain  to  recruit,  he  shall 
proceed  to  do  so  from  the  men  of  the  regiment  from  which  he  shall  be  de- 
tailed, to  be  selected  and  apportioned  among  the  sev^eral  companies  in  pro- 
portion to  their  numerical  strength ;  the  lieutenants  to  be  detailed  from 
other  companies  than  his.  Should  tliere  not  sufficient  volunteers  present 
themselves  in  accordance  with  this  apportionment,  then  they  may  be  taken 
generall}",  but  all  must  be  members  of  the  regiment. 

From  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  regiment  who  may  volunteer, 
the  captain  shall  select  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  detailed  com- 
pany, rank  for  rank,  and  in  case  a  sufficient  number  of  non-commissioned 
officers  shall  not  volunteer,  then  the  captain  shall  appoint  the  complement 
of  non-commissioned  officers  required. 

The  companies  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  sergeants,  eight  (8)  corporals, 
two  (2)  musicians,  and  sixty-seven  (67)  priA'"ates. 

The  men  A^olunteering  shall  be  subject  to  a  medical  examination  b}^  the 
surgeon  of  the  regiment,  and  none  but  men  in  good  health  and  physique 
shall  be  selected.  The  surgeon  will  reject  all  men  under  twentj'-one  and 
over  forty-five  j^ears  of  age,  and  less  than  five  feet  five  inches  in  height. 

lY.  As  soon  as  the  companies  have  been  fully  recruited,  the  captains 
will  forward  the  rolls,  blanks  for  which  will  be  furnished.     When  the  men 
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shall  have  been  passed  at  the  company  rendezvous,  tlie}^  will  be  supplied 
with  the  necessar}?^  clothing  and  equipment. 

Y.  The  commandants  of  companies,  from  which  men  volunteer,  are  directed 
to  permit  them  to  take  with  them  and  retain  for  their  full  period  of  service, 
their  rifle  and  accouterments,  and  each  man  will  report  to  his  company 
rendezvous  so  provided.

I.  Brigadier  General  George  F.  Smith,  judge  advocate  general,  after  a 
short  illness,  died  at  his  home,  in  West  Chester,  on  the  18th  instant. 

General  Smith  began  his  military  life  as  first  lieutenant  and  quarter- 
master of  the  Second  regiment,  Pennsjdvania  volunteers,  (three  months,) 
in  April,  1861,  and,  upon  his  honorable  discharge,  by  reason  of  expiration 
of  term,  was  again  commissioned  for  three  years,  as  captain  of  company 
B,  Forty-ninth  regiment,  Pennsjdvania  volunteers,  on  August  2,  1861, 
from  which  command  he  resigned  in  June,  1862,  to  accept  the  majority  in 
the  Sixtj^-first  Pennsylvania,  with  which  he  served  until  April  20,  1865, 
when,  having  been  advanced  to  its  colonelc}^,  he  was  honorably  discharged. 
His  service  covered  the  period  of  the  entire  war  of  the  rebellion,  almost 
continuousl}^  in  the  field.     He  was  twice  wounded,  and  once  prisoner. 

As  a  National  Guardsman,  he  was  first  commissioned  first  lieutenant  in 
the  "Washington  Troop,"  on  November  23,  1874,  and  was  subsequently 
appointed  colonel  and  aid-de-camp,  and  then  judge  advocate  general  to 
the  commander-in-chief.  His  soldier  record  is  one  of  merit  and  distinc- 
tion. He  was  a  collegian  of  high  scholarly  attainments,  and  a  lawyer  of 
pronounced  ability.  Elected  by  his  county  to  prosecute  the  pleas,  and 
then  as  its  representative  in  the  Legislature,  his  official  duties,  in  both  ca- 
pacities, were  discharged  with  fidelity  and  efficiency.  Removed  in  the 
prime  of  manhood  from  a  life  of  usefulness,  and  a  career  that  promised 
assured  success,  his  family  loses  a  kind  and  generous  husband  and  father, 
his  friends,  a  true,  honest,  manlj^  associate,  his  community,  a  worthy  cit- 
zen,  and  the  State,  a  valued  officer. 

II.  The  funeral  is  announced  for  Monday,  October  22,  at  two  o'clock, 
p.  M.,at  his  late  home.  West  Chester,  Pennsylvania.  Major  General  John 
R.  Dobson,  Tenth  division.  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  will  furnish 
the  troops  for  the  military  escort. 

III.  The  Governor's  staff  will  assemble  at  the  West  Chester  depot,  at 
Thirty-first  and  Chestnut  streets,  Philadelphia,  on  Monday,  22d  instant,  to 
proceed  by  12.30  p.  m.  train  to  West  Chester.

Section  2  of  the  act  approved  June  20, 1864,  published  in  General  Orders, 
No.  216,  current  series,  having  modified  the  armj^  ration,  the  following 
regulations  on  that  subject  will  be  observed  : 

1.  The  ration  is  twelve  ounces  of  pork  or  bacon,  or  one  pound  and  four 
ounces  of  salt  or  fresh  beef,  eighteen  ounces  of  soft  bread  or  flour,  or  twelve 
ounces  of  hard  bread,  or  one  pound  and  four  ounces  of  corn  meal ;  and,  to 
every  one  hundred  rations,  fifteen  pounds  of  beans  or  peas,  or  ten  pounds 
of  rice  or  hominy,  ten  pounds  of  green  coffee,  or  eight  pounds  of  roasted 
(or  roasted  and  ground)  coffee,  or  one  pound  and  eight  ounces  of  tea,  fifteen 
pounds  of  sugar,  four  quarts  of  vinegar,  one  pound  and  four  ounces  of 
adamantine  or  star  candles,  four  pounds  of  soap,  three  pounds  and  twelve 
ounces  of  salt,  and  four  ounces  of  pepper.  The  Subsistence  Department,  as 
may  be  most  convenient  or  least  expensive  to  it, and  according  to  the  con- 
dition and  amount  of  its  supplies,  shall  determine  whether  soft  bread  or 
flour,  and  what  other  component  parts  of  the  ration,  as  equivalents,  shall 
be  issued. 

2.  On  a  campaign,  on  marches,  or  on  board  of  transports,  the  ration  of 
hard  bread  is  one  pound. 

3.  Dessicated  compressed  potatoes,  or  dessicated  compressed  mixed 
vegetables,  at  the  rate  of  one  ounce  and  a  half  of  the  former  and  one  ounce 
of  the  latter  to  the  ration,  may  be  substituted  for  beans,  peas,  rice,  or 
homin}^. 

4.  Beans,  peas,  salt,  and  potatoes,  (fresh,)  shall  be  purchased,  issued,  and 
sold  by  weight,  and  the  bushel  of  each  shall  be  estimated  at  sixty  pounds. 

5.  When  deemed  necessary,  fresh  vegetables,  dried  fruit,  molasses,  pickles, 
or  any  other  proper  food,  may  be  purchased  and  issued  in  lieu  of  any  com- 
ponent part  of  the  ration  of  equal  money  value.  The  Commissary  General 
of  Subsistence  is  alone  authorized  to  order  such  purchases.

,  A  ffew  words  in  complimentary  allusion  to 
the  11th  Regiment,  of  the  10th  Division  of 
the  National  Guards,  may  surely  be  employed 

i  in  view  of  the  promptitude  with  which  this 
regiment  took  the  field  when  called  upon  to 
resist  an  assault  upon  Law  and  Order. 

This  regiment  is  composed  of  material  which 
has  seen  service  in  the  field.  Col.  Rupert, 
who  is  in  command,  served  three  years  in  the 
Penna.  Reserve  Corps,  and  has  a  military 
record  which  is  hiupassed  by  few.  Lieut.  Col 
W.  Gallagher  served  four  years  in  the  late  war 

•  and  proved  himself  to  be  an  excellent  soldier. 
Mr.  Washabaugh,  the  Major  of  the  regiment, 
also  served  in  the  civil  war  as  a  commissioned 

officer. 

,  In  reviewing  the  b'ne  officers  we  find  they  arp, 
with  few  exceptions,  veteran  soldiers- 
Captains  Cornwell,  McFarlan,  Ingram,  Russell, 
Denithorn  of  the  Battery,  Matlack  of  the 
Cavalry,  and  two- thirds  of  the  subalterns 
have  seen  service  in  the  field. 

We  cannot  doubt  that  Governor  Hartranft 
was  ftilly  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the  private 
eoldiers  and  their  officers  were  veterans,  and 
therefore  ordered  them  on  his  train  as  his 
advance  guard,  thus  showing  that  he  had 
implicit  confidence  in  their  soldier- like  abilities.

Gen.  G.  F.  Smith,  of  Chester  county,  was 
promptly  on  duty.  He  largely  assisted  at 
Malvern  in  the  oiganization  of  the  troops,  and 
in  the  preliminaries  essential  to  the    move.

The  11th  Regiment  is  composed  of  material

with  an  equal  degree  of  Jpromptitude  as  they 

did  when  required  to    suppress  the  gigantic 

insurrection  against  the  povernment   of  the 

United  Stater. 


Extract  from  I<«tler  froni  Maj .  MeCaaley 

PiTTSBUKG,  July  27th,  1877. 

I  joined  the  regiment  at  Bell's  Mills  on  Fri- 
day at  5  A.  M.  ;  all  are  well.  We  are  nearly 
4000  strong  ;  Chester  county  leads  in  numbers, 
our  company  especially  in  discipline  \  thas  far 
I  am  very  proud  of  the  "Fencibles  ;"  they  are 
a  credit  to  our  town  and  their  friends. 

The  mob  are  surprised  at  our  numbers 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  Governor  has 
Donducted  the  affair.  The  "Fencibles"  held 
the  post  of  honor  from  Altoona  to  Pittsburg  ; 
svhenever  the  danger  was  real  Hartranft  led 
ihe  men  in  person,  the  first  man  to  explore  the 
;unnel  and  all  places  of  danger. 

SuKDAY  Afternoon,  4  P.  M. 

I  have  been  officer  of  the  day  and  had  charge 
)f  the  camp  for  the  last  twenty- four  hours. 
The  Gov.  and  staff.  Gen.  Dobson  and  staff. and 
I  battery  of  artillery  with  a  train  of  ammuni- 
tion, had  to  be  guarded.  The  cannon 
rf^ere  shotted  and  trained  on  the  city  and  all 
ipproaches  to  our  camp.  A  single  pistol  shot 
.vould  have  been  the  signal  for  the  artillerists 
;o  fire:  if  they  had,  the  result  would  have  been 
'earful. 

The  first  freight  passed  west  about  10  minutes 
igo  ;  several  car  loads  of  stock  have  gone  east, 
mder  guard  as  far  as  Den-y.  I  think  the 
•oubles  will  be  over  this  week.

From  a   War  Correspondent. 

PiTTSBXJRO,  Sunday,  July  29.  '77. 

Dear  Local  :— Our  camp  is  now  located  on 
the  hill  among  the  ruins  of  freight  cars  and 
the  round  house.  Here  we  are  lying  without 
tents,  and  the  cars  that  brought  us  here  are 
still  used  as  shelter  from  the  rain,  which 
occurs  at  intervals  of  every  few  minutes.  This 
morning  the  strikers  along  the  whole  line  ex- 
perienced the  mortification  of  seeing  the 
freights  start  and  arrive.  At  6  o'clock  com- 
panies E  and  I.  of  West  Chester,  company  G 
of  Media,  and  company  K  of  Chester,  were 
ordered  to  East  Liberty,  the  batallion  under 
command  of  Capt.  McFarlan.  Upon  our 
arrival  at  the  latter  place  a  train  of  38  freight 
cars  loaded  with  stock,  with  two  engines,  or,  as 
they  are  called  by  the  strikers  double-headers,  to 
pull  it. was  in  readiness  to  start  East.  Captain 
McFarlan,  with  his  Co.  E.  took  the  first  car 
with  detachments  on  the  engines.  Captain 
Russell,  with  Co.  G,  took  rear  car  and  detach- 
ments of  both  companies  under  Lieut.  Worth, 
who  lined  the  topof  the  cars,  with  orders  to  shoot 
any  person  that  interfered  with  the  progress 
of  "^the  train.  The  train  was  guarded  to  Derry, 
a  distance  of  46  miles  from  Pittsburg,  where 
'  our  troops  left  it  and  returned  on  the  Pacific 
Express.  We  had  no  trouble,  and  the  strikers 
seemed  to  think  their  ch,se  hopeless,  but  the 
prominent  people  of  the  line  cheered  our  train 
and  were  glad  to  see  the  first  freight  train 
start.  On  our  way  we  met  three  freights  go- 
ing west  that  had  started  from  Altoona  this 
morning,  and  this  fact  assured  us  that  all  was 
quiet  and  that  our  guard  on  the  train  any 
farther  was  useless,  inasmuch  as  the  raikoad 
and  principal  towns  on  the  I'oad  were  strongly 
guarded  by  troops  stationed  there  Upon  our 
return  we  met  companies  I  and  K,  under  com- 
mand of  Capt.  Cornwell,  guarding  a  similar 
train  and  destined  for  the  same  point. 

The  frequent  showers  of  rain  and  the  dusty 
camp  have  caused  the  boys  to  look  hard  ;  their 
uniforms  are  completely  spoiled.  Our  com- 
missary, under  the  efficient  direction  of  Major 
Bean,  Division  Quarter  Master,  h  as  been  well 
looked  after,  and  the  boys  although  faring 
hard  in  some  ways,  have  been  well  fed,  and 
the  doctors  report  that  they  never  knew  so  few 
sick  among  so  many  men. 

The  West  Chester  companies  feel  proud  of 
being  among  the  first  to  start  a  double-header. 
The  West  Chester  Grays  was  the  first  company 
out. 

The  Governor  still  remains  with  us  ;  he  and 
his  staff  have  their  headquarters  in  a  car 
opposite  to  where  your  con-espondent  is  now 
writing. 

The  trouble  here  seems  to  be  at  an  end,  and 
it  only  remains  now  for  the  railroad,  to  see 
whether  they  can  supply  the  places  of  the 
strikers;  if  they  cannot,  they,  the  railroad, 
must  accede  to  the  strikers'  demands  ;  but  in 
the  present  condition  of  affairs  throughout  the 
country,  it  is  hardly  likely  that  there  will  be 
any  difficulty  in  finding  sufficient  workmen  to 
run  all  the  trains. 

The  burned  ruins  of  the  hundreds  of  freight 
cars  and  the  round  house,  with  its  hundred  of 
engines  lying  in  one  melted  mass,  would  fur- 
nish the  subject  of  an  intensely  interesting 
article,  but  I  shall  leave  that  for  a  more  elo- 
quent lead  pencil  to  describe.  The  debris  is 
fast  being  removed,  and  new  rails  are  taking 
the  place  of  those  crooked  by  the  fiery  element. 

We  shall  in  all  probability  remain  here  un- 
til all  fears  of  trouble  have  ended,  which  may, 
perhaps,  keep  us  here  another  week.         W. 


A  Hard  Worked  DiTl^lon. 

From  the  l»ittsburg  Leader  of  Monday. 
The  Tenth  Division,  Gen.  J.  K.  Dobson, 
which  came  in  on  Saturday  morning,  has  been 
the  hardest  worked  division  that  has  come  in 
yet.  At  Altoona  their  work  commenced  by 
placing  fifteen  men  from  Company  I  (Wayne 
JFencibles)  and  Company  K,Eleveuth  Eegiment, 
on  the  engine  as  guard.  While  lying  at  that 
point  word  was  brought  in  that  some  of  the 
strikers  had  stolen  an  engine  and  run  it  up  to 
the  tunnel  with  the  intention  of  letting  it  down 
as  the  trains  carrying  the  troops  made  the 
ascent.  Gov.  Hartranft  (who  was  along) 
ordered  General  Dobson  to  send  out  a  scout. 
The  Washington  Troop  of  Chester  county  were 
ordered  up  the  Horseshoe  and  found  the  engine 
on  a  siding  with  the  fire  drawn  and  abandoned. 
The  Griffin  Battery  was  so  placed  upon  the 
flats  that  they  had  tlae  control  of  round-house 
yard  while  in  Altoona,  and  by  order  two 
engines  were  removed  from  the  yard.  On 
Saturday  night,  although  the  men  had  had 
severe  duty,  two-thirds  of  the  division  was 
placed  upon  guard  duty,  and  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing Companies  E,  I.  K  and  G  were  ordered  to 
the  stock-yards  and  started  two  trains  for  the 
east.  The  men  were  placed  on  the  engine  and 
on  the  tops  of  the  cars,  and  thus  through  a 
drenching  rain  they  escorted  the  train  for 
fortv-six  miles." 


I  Eleventli  Beeiment. 

[From  the  Pittsburg  Dispatcti  of  Tuesday.] 
Much  of  the  credit  for  the  breaking  of  tha 
deadlock  belongs  to  the  Eleventh  Eegiment, 
N.  G.  of  Pa.,  Col.  Rupert  commanding.  Five 
battalions  were  detached  from  the  regiment ; 
the  first,  commanded  by  Capt.  James  E.  Mc- 
Farlan, the  second,  bv  Capt.  R.  T.  Cornwell, 
proceeded  to  East  Liberty  and  with  their 
respective  commands  took  charge  of  the  trains 
as  they  were  made  up.  No  interference  was 
offered,  and  law  abiding  and  peaceful  citizens 
testified  their  appreciation  by  an  ovation  of 
shouts  of  encouragement  and  waving  of  hats 
and  of  handkerchiefs.  It  was  a  special  honor 
that  the  11th  Regiment  enjoyed  in  obeying 
this  command,  and  every  man  felt  the  privilege 
that  had  been  conferred  upon  him. 

The  officers  in  command  of  the  battalions  are 
■veterans  of  the  late  war,  and  gentlemen  of 
honorable  records.

A.CRO;-S  THE  ALLEGHENIES. 


A  Wliole  Day  vritb  Oar  "Sojer  Boys." 

To  see  how  the  boys  of  the  Tenth  Division. 
N.  G..  •were  weathering  the  campaign,  we,  on 
Monday,  set  out  for  the  '"Smokey  City,"  and 
ff^und  it.  after  a  ride  of  fourteen  hours,  at 
8. 10  ou  Tuesday  morning,  basliing  in  all  its 
luxuriance  of  dirt  and  confusion. 

Without  anything  partaking  of  a  preliminary 
character,  we  will,  in  a  conversational  way, 
endeavor  to  tell  just  where  our  boys  were, 
what  they  were  doing,  how  we  found  them, 
and.  if  our  pencil  fails  us  not,  to  draw  some 
of  theii-  portraits  in  as  flatttring  a  manner  as 
possible. 

We  faund  the  regiment  lying,  or  rather 
squatting,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  in  the  southern  suburbs  of  the  city, 
on  a  portion  of  the  ground  made  historic  by 
a  part  of  the  riot  of  that  memorable  Sunday 
of  July  22d. 

Company  E,  better  known  to  our  readers  as 
the  West  Chester  Greys,  were  on  the  extreme 
right,  which  position  is  allotted  them  by  rea- 
son of  their  letter  in  the  regimental  formation; 
and  whilfe  Capt.  McFarlan  thus  held  the  right, 
the  left  wing  was  equally  well  sustained  by 
the  bi-ave  boys  of  the  Wayne  Fencibles,  whose 
veteran-Jike  appearance  has  generally  won  for 
them  the  distinction  of  theu-  being  regulars. 

Thus,  with  the  right  and  left  wings  so  well 
held,  let  us  in  their  du^  oi'der  place  the  other 
companies  hailing  from  Phoenixville,  Oxford, 
Coatesville,  Chester,  Media  and  Columbia,  and 
we  have  the  organization  formed  in  company 
order. 

Immediately  in  front  of  the  regiment  in 
bloody. murderous  looking  positions, frownes  the 
six  dogs  of  war  of  the  Griffin  Battery,  each 
gun  covering  some  particular  pomt,  and  aU  of 
them  double  shotted  with  grape  and  canister, 
seemingly  anxious  to  belch  forth  in  behalf  of 
law  an  order,  in  which  case  they  are  so  well 
enlisted  by  the  blue- jacketed  boys,  who  pet  and 
care  for  them  as  though  they  were  endowed 
with  life,  instead  of  their  being  but  so  much 
inanimate  iron,  relying  upon  the  death-dealing 
inspiratibns  of  powder  and  ball.  Immediately 
in  the  rear  of  tne  guns  the  boys  eat.  sleep  and 
perform  their  Christian  duties  to  God  and  their' 
country. 

Here  we  now  leave  the  commands,  and  step- 
ping a  few  paces  to  the  rear  we  rub  against 
regimental  and  division  headquarters  which 
are  located  in  passenger  cars. 

Here  we  found  Col.  Rupert  in  undress  uni- 
form, every  inch  of  him  denoting  him  the  true 
soldier,  and  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 
He. is  the  Von  Moltke  of  the  command.  Loung- 
ing in  ftil  conceivable  shapes, courting  ease  and 
repose  were  his  staff  composed  of  Col.  Galla- 
gher. M"*j.  Washbaugh,  Capt.  Waters,  Acting 
Adjutaut,  and  Acting  Sergeant,  Major  Turner. 

In  tbis  car  the  Regimental  Band,  under  the 
Majorship  of  L.  D.  Hyatt,  were  also  quartered, 
and  it  is  needless  for  us  to  say  they  at  brief 
intervals  took  a'  horn. 


A  little  further  up  the  line  of  headquarters, 
on  wheel?,  we  find  Maj.  B.  F.  Bean,  Division 
Quartermaster  and  Lt.  H.  M.  Worth,  of  the 
'"Grays."  who  is  acting  Regimental  Commis- 
sary. Here  the  pork,  beans,  onions,  beef,  hard 
tack  and  aJl  the  other  luxuries  which  go  to 
make  the  true  army  bill  of  fare,  were  dealt 
out  in  proportion  to  the  strength  of  the  several 
commands.  Sergt.  Caruthers, of  the  "Grays," 
is  here  in  detail,  and  he  is  active  in  seeing  that 
all  are  well  cared  for  who  apply  to  his  store 
for  supplies. 

Next  above  is  General  Dobson's  car.  Here 
we  find  the  General  in  shirt  sleeves,  and  doing 
his  utmost  to  meet  the  needs  of  his  command, 
of  wl>ich  he  is  justly  proud.  By  "his  side  his 
couEteims  and  good  looking  Aas't  Adjn.tant 
Geuerall  H.  H.  Gilkyson,  sits  preparing  orders 
for  the  day,* and  in  a  tired  and  off-duiy  sort  of 
style,  in  other  parts  of  the  headquarters,  we 
find  the  remaining  portion  of  the  General's 
Staff,  namely,  Col.  Ellis.  Maj.  Brown,  Maj 
Fulton  and  others,  happily  whiUng  away  the 
the  hours  in  conversation,  mixed  up  with  a 
game  of  casino. 

The  next  car  is  the  medical  department  of 
the  Division,  and  over  which  Surgeon  Whitaker 
presides  in  all  the  elegance  of  his  fast  increas- 
ing avoirdupois. 

On  a  siding,  immediately  opposite,  is  Gov- 
ernor Hartranft's  headquarter  car,  and  in 
which  a  telegraph  branch  of  the  Western 
Union  line  is  established.  The  Governor  goes 
about  m  reckless  ease  and  grace,  being 
divested  of  his  hat,  coat  and  vest,  and  with  one 
suspender  hanging  loosely  by  his  side,  and  one 
of  his  trowser  legs  inclined  to  perch  on  his 
boot  top,  he  looks  business  like  in  the  extreme, 
and  his  easy  presence  serves  to  give  the  boys 
in  grey  and  all  other  colors,  renewed  inspira- 
tion, and  to  more  firmly  believe  in  having  a  mil- 
itary man  holding  the  reins  of  the  old  Keystone 
Government.  His  Staff  is  with  him,  but  those 
gentlemen,  unlike  the  Governor.!  do  not  forget 
their  toilet,  and  look  more  like  band  box 
soldiers  than  does  theii-  distinguished  Chief. 

The  several  companies  of  the  regiment  rely 
entirely  upon  the  blue  vault  of  Heaven  for 
their  covering,  the  only  one  having  any  shelter 
being  the  Grays,  who  have  industriously  impro- 
vised barracks  out  of  half  burned  boards  and 
sheet  iron,  which  they  secured  from  the  ruins 
around  about  them. 

Under  this  roof,  when  there  is  no  duty  en- 
tailed upon  them,  they  eat,  sleep  and  pass  the 
hours  away  as  best  they  can. 

The  Fencibles  headquarters  is  a  pile  of  sand, 
covering  an  area  of  about  30  feet.  Upon  tbis 
they  sleep,  'fwid  if  our  readers  could  see  the 
faces  of  our  lawyers,  clerks,  students,  editors, 
etc.,  peering  out  from  under  grey  blankets  on 
this  sacred  pile,  they  would  witness  a  sight 
such  as  their  fancies  never  have  suggested. 

Yesterday  morning  we  looked  upon  this 
picture  just  as  the  grey  Auroral  tints  were 
breaking  over  the  hills  and  diffusing  themselves 
into  tho  dirty  city.  Reader,  imagine  Corporal 
R.  J.  Monaghan  arising  from  his  sandy  couch 
and  shaking  the  loose  sand  from  his  hair, 
kneel,  not  in  morning  devotion,  but  to  care- 
fully collect  together  a  little  handful  of  straw, 
on  which  he  had  rested,  and  tying  together 
with  a  string,  carefully  lay  it  aside  for  the 
next  night,  with  the  gruff  injunction  to  his 
comrades    not  to  steal  it.    Imagine  this;  and 


f  you  have  the  picture.  Strauge  it  is  but  true. 
In  this  group  you  will  find  Lt.  McCauley,  and 
we  hesitate  not  in  saying  his  appearance  would 
indicate  that  he  had  been  in  the  war  at  least 
six  mouths.  He  is  a  model  soldier  and  his 
men  bet  high  on  his  prowess.  Capt.  Cornwell 
and  Lt.  Evans,  of  the  Fencibles,  lodge  in  the 
Commissiary  car,  with  Major  Bean  and  Lt. 
Worth.  This  car  is  as  a  cremation  furnace, 
growing  hotter  every  day,  but  the  roof  above 
atones  some  little  for  the  heat.  In  these 
lodgings  we  were  baked  on  Tuesday  night. 

An  interestmg  sight  is  the  arrival  of  the  10th 
Div.  mail.  The  group  of  auxious  faces  which 
gather  around  Post  Master  Fred.  Wollerton,  ! 
form  a  picture  worthy  of  an  able  artist's  atten- 
tion. The  smiles  of  the  one  that  receives  the>^ 
looked-for  letter,  forms  a  strange  and  sad 
comparison  with  the  woe-begone  expression  of 
the  one  who  does  not  get  the  hoped-for  letter, 
and  the  looker-on  cannot  but  help  sympathis- 
ing with  the  poor  fellow,  who  silently  walks 
away  to  await  his  chances  in  the  next  mail. 
Col.  Rupert's  car  is  where  the  mails  are 
brought  to,  and  there  they  are  distributed  to 
the  several  commands.  We  noticed  yesterday 
morning  a  number  of  those  little,  long,  pinkish 
ones,  denoting  having  been  sent  from  some 
tender  ones.  Next  to  a  good  meal  of  fried  liver 
and  onions,  the  true  soldier  relishes  a  letter 
from  her. 

While  the  abhorrence  on  the'partof  the  Pitts- 
burgers  for  the  Philadelphia  soldiery  increases, 
BO  does  their  esteem  and  kindly  appreciation 
for  the  10th  Div.  increase  and  become  propor- 
tionately manifest.  The  citizens  charge  t  e 
PhiladelpliiariS  with  cowardice,  and  it  is  gener- 
ally conceded  that  the  charge  is  well  preferred. 
Not  a  day  passes  that  tome  of  our  West  Chester 
bovs  are  not  the  guests  of  some  of  the  people 
of  that  place.        te^^..sJs^        ^g^^^^^lT 

On  Tuesday  the  Messrs.  Monaghan  and 
Private  Fairlamb  dined  with  Rev.  Mr.  FuLon, 
the  young  Evangelist, who  resides  near  by.  It 
will  be  remembered  he  conducted  a  revival 
effort  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  this 
borough  last  Winter. '  Col.  Rupert  was  invited 
to  bring  his  staff  and  dine  with  J.  M.  Kennedy 
yesterday.  Mr.  Kennedy  is  a  Chester  C  untain. 
he  having  at  one  time  held  the  position  of 
Principal  of  the  Hopewell  iSeminaiy.  We 
presume  the  Colonel. like  a  true  soldier,"  obeyed 
the  summons. 

The  dress  parades  of  the  Regiment  are 
witnessed  by  a  large  assemblage  of  people, 
and  are  highly  appreciated  for  their  exhibitions 
of  soldierly  discipline  and  graceful  evolutions 
generally.  On  Tuesday  evening  the  assem- 
blage of  Pitts  burgers  to  witness  the  parade 
numbered  several  thousand  persons.  Some 
of  the  well-to-do  people  have  extended  the 
courtesies  of  their  dwellings  to  a  number  of 
our  West  Chester  boys,  allowing  them  to  use 
their  laundries,  and  in  other  ways  have  con- 
tributed to  their  comforts.  It  is"  needless  for 
us  to  say  these  favors  are  highly  appreciated, 
and  will  never  be  forgotten. 

Especially  do  our  boys  appear  to  be  the 
admired  of  the  fail'  sex  of  that  unfair  city. 
True  it  is.  the  strict  guard  regulations  mtei- 
fere  some  little  with  their  movements,  but  not 
materially  so— for  they,  the  soldiers,  knowing 
full  well  that  none  but  the  brave  deserve  the 
fair,  they  manage  to  ''run"  the  guard  and  then 
a  walk  under  the  combined  influences  of  the 
moon  and  smoke  is  the  result.  Girls  of  West 
Chester  don't  be  jealous:  the  boys  are  true 
enough  to  you, and  this  is  something  that  army 
regulations  makes  incumbent   upon  them. 

All  the  talk  of  the  camp  is  in  reference  to 
the  ride  from  Malvern  to  Pittsbmg.  and  the 
occasion  of  starting  the  freight  trains  east- 
ward. 


The  trip  to  Pittsburg  will  not  soon  be  for- 
gotten by  all  who  participated  in  it. 

The  accommodations  of  transit  were  not  of 
themost  pleasant  character, and  at  certain  points 
evident  dangf  r  served  to  add  a  spice  to  the 
journey.  At  Altoona,  especially,  were  the 
chances  for  a  war  with  the  rioting  element 
quite  well  defined.  The  taking  of  an  engine 
from  the  Round  house  by  lit.  Worth,  who 
was  given  commmand  of  the  West  Ches- 
ter Grays  to  do  the  work,  was  a  promi- 
nent part  in  that  night's  history.  To  listen  to 
the  boys  tell  how  over  1200  rough  men  thronged 
to  the  Round  house  with  tlie  evident  intent  to 
persistently  deter  the  troops  from  any  such 
action,  and  how  they  only  were  kept  from 
putting  their  riotous  and  rebellous  plans  into 
execution,  by  the  Griffin  Battery,  is  indeed  very 
interesting  to  listen  to.  The  Battery  was  here 
placed  iu  position,  two  guns  covering  the  doors 
of  the  round  house  and  the  other  four  bearing 
upon  other  points.  When  the  soldiers  bi-ought 
forth  one  of  the  iron  liorses,  some  of  the  mob 
censured  their  co -workmen  for  permitting 
it.     but     the    reply     came     "How    in     the 

d 1     could     we     help     it,      with     these 

infernal  dogs,  looking  at  us  with  their 
throats  doubly  filled  to  the  brim,  only  waiting 
for  the  word  to  blow  lis  into  atoms  .^"'  A 
man  looked  into  the  muzzle  of  one  gun  and 
seeing  the  canister,  remarked  to  a  companion, 
"These  devils  are  in  earnest  and  no  mistake."' 

While  taking  the  engine  from  the  Round 
house  was  being  accomplished,  it  is  said  that 
the  whole  division  behaved  in  the  bravest  and 
most  soldierly  manner.  The  battery  boys 
stood  at  their  guns  ready  to  send  a  leaden 
shower  of  hail  into  the  ranks  of  the  disturbers 
.  of  peace  and  order,  and  in  all  the  commands 
not  a  face  blanched  or  a  lip  trembled  as  they 
waited  to  do  or  die  in  the  work  which  they  had 
been  sent  to  accomplish.  Governor  Hartranft 
was  among  the  soldiers  all  the  time,  command- 
ing in  person  and  placing  each  company  wtiere 
it  would  be  likely  to  render  the  most  efficient 
service.  Upon  the  locomotives  so  obtained 
being  ready  to  proceed  with,  one  of  the  10th 
Division  boys  was  placed  at  its  throttle  valve, 
no  regular  engineers  being  willing  to  volunteer, 
and  so  the  engine  moved  triumphantly  out  of 
the  place  with  Governor  Hartranft  upon  it  and 
a  detachment  of  the  Wayne  Fencibles  on  the 
tender,  as  a  guard,  under  the  command  of 
Sergeant  Taylor.  The  rain  began  to  fall,  and 
the  Governor  asked  the  boys  to  take  shelter 
in  the  engine  house,  but  the  boys  refused  and 
remained  at  their  posts  to  obey  orders,  in 
shooting  down  the  first  man  who  made  any 
riotous  Jemorrstration  upon  them. 

Upon  reaching  the  long  tunnel  above  Altoona, 
fears  were  entertained  by  Gov.  Hartranft  that 
an  attack  might  be  made  in  this  subterranean 
passage,  and  to  guard  against  any  surprise  of 
this  character,  he.  the  Governor,  with  a 
detachment  of  the  Washington  Troop,  walked 
through  the  tunnel  ahead  of  the  locomotive,  as 
an  advance  guard.  This  act  on  the  part  of  his 
excellency  inspired  the  boys  with  still  greater 
admiration  for  tlie  Chief  ot  the  State,  and  they 
felt  safe,  and  with  him  at  their  eli'ows,  giving 
counsel  and  words  of  good  cheer,  they  steamed 
on.  until  the  Smokey  City  was  reached  on  Sat- 
urday morning.

The  roughest  night  experienced  by  our  troops 
thus  far  was  that  of  last  Saturday,  when  the 
rain  fell  in  torrents  and  thoroughly  saturated 
them.  Having  no  tents  or  other  means  of 
protection,  they  lay  upon  their  arms  on  the 
ground  where  we  left  them  yesterday,  and  like 
veterans  slept  in  spite  of  the  drenching  ele- 
ments. About  midnight,  some  disturbance 
outside  the  guard  lines  was  the  signal  for 
alarm,  and  instantly  every  man  was  up  in  line 
ready  to  defend  the  good  name  of  his  respec- 
tive command,  and  at  the  same  time  strike  a 
decisive  blow  against  the  reign  of  terror  as  it 
was  then  so  apparent.  Col.  Rupert  was  second 
to  no  one  on  the  color  hne  and  had  the  enemy 
appeared, death-dealing  volleys  would  have  been 
meted  out  to  him.  As  it  was,  the  alarm  prov- 
ed of  no  importance  and  the  men  sought  their 
muddy  beds  and  soon  all  was  again  quiet  and 
peace,  such  as  comes  of  sleep,  after  a  long  and 
weary  day's  active  service  under  arms. 
"'For  this  prompt  response,  on  the  part  of  our 
Division,  when  danger  was  evident.  Governor 
Hartranft  complimented  the  .  men  and  that  he 
has  unphcit  confidence  and  trust  in  the  boys  of 
this  military  district,  there  isn't  a  doubt  to  the 
contrary. 

The  guarding  of  the  first  stock  trains  East, 
as  far  as  Perry,  a  distance  of  40  miles,  being 
allotted  to  Captains  McFarlan  and  Cornwell, 
with  their  own  and  two  other  companies, is  also 
associated  with  that  exciting  interest  which 
only  grows  out  of  a  hazardous  and  praiseworthy 
undertaking.  The  journey  was  made  in  the 
rain,  but  the  men  quailed  not,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  each  man  stood  at  his  post  of  duty, 
with  that  fixed  resolution  which  argued  that 
the  dead  lock  of  the  freight  traffic  was  by  them 
to  be  broken,  and  the  old  order  of  peace  and 
good  citizenship  should  be  restored  to  that 
benighted  region.  We  will  not  attempt  to 
describe  this  journey.  Those  who  participated 
can  do  it  better  than  we,  and  when  they  return 
to  home,  children  and  friends  we  know  they 
will  recite  the  details  of  that  adventure  in  a 
way  decidedly  interesting 

On  Saturday  night  last  one  of  the  rioters, 
who  being  under  the  influence  of  rum, thought 
to  test  the  prowess  and  reliability  of  one  of  the 
guard,  a  member  of  the  Coatesville  company, 
doing  duty  not  far  from  Col.  Ruperts  head- 
quarters. To  do  this  he  approached  the  young 
soldier  and  in  a*  sneering  manner  said  :  ''I  say 
8oldier,yez  wouldn't  hurt  a  fellow,  would  yez .'" 
This  question  and  others  of  a  similiar  character 
he  repeated,  and  at  the  same  time  drew  nearer 
the  guard.  Having  confronted  him  he,  the 
rioter,  made  an  effort  to  snatch  the   musket 

from  the  guard,  but  he  was  on  the  alert,  and 
springing  back  from  hi.-,  cuemy.  a  pace  or  two, 
he  pierced  the  left  thigh  of  the  m'an  with  his 
bavouet.  producing  a  frightful  and  very  pain- 
ful" wound.  This  argument  satisfied  the  rioter 
as  to  the  mettle  of  the  guard  and  the  wounded 
victim  to  rum  and  misplaced  confidence  was 
taken  to  his  home  where  his  wound  was  proper- 
ly cared  for.    First  blood  for  Coatesville ! 

The  duties  of  the  soldiers  thus  far  have  been 
of  a  verv  irksome  and  tedious  character  and  were 
such  as' pertain  to  a  live  and  active  campaign. 
No  little  amount  of  guard  duty  has  to  be  per- 
formed and  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night 
the  round  of  the  guard  officers  and  details  are 
made  with  due  military  precision.  When  any 
leisure  time  is  offered  squads  are  to  be  scene 
among  the  ruins  searching  for  some  httle  relic 
to  take  home  as  a  memento  of  the  memerable 
22nd  of  Julv.  1877.  These  relics  consist  of 
broken  bolts,  glass,  bell  metal  and  other 
like  pieces  which  abound  in  the  debris. 


The  rioters,  it  appears  were  so  incensed  at 
Gen'l  Pearson,  that  they  had  a  coffin  prepared 
to  receive  his  remains,  after  they  had  duly 
prepared  it  for  such  a  receptacle.  This  coffin 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  10th  Division  boys, 
and  we  were  told  that  one  of  them  slept  in  it 
during  last  Saturday  night.  Since  then  it  has 
been  cut  up  into  small  pieces  and  now  almost 
every  soldier  of  Gen'l  Dobsoa's  command  has 
a  piece  of  it  in  his  pantaloon  pocket.  It  was 
constructed  of  popular  and  stained  in  imitation 
of  rose  wood.  Its  dimensions  were  very 
generous  and  would  have  held  the  General 
without  crowding. 

Some  of  the  men  have  very  handily  wrought 
frying  pans  from  some  of  the  sheet  iron  found 
at  the  scene— and  there  shapely  and  well  con- 
trived proportions  are  very  commendable  to 
those  who  so  improvistd  them. 

At  Division  Headquarters  the  "character'' — 
the  true  embodiment  of  a  funny  soldier  is 
"Private  B,"  he  who  has  furnished  the  Local 
News  with  much  valuable  information  as  to  the 
movement  of  the  command.  We  were  told  by 
one  of  the  General's  statf  that  "Private  B" 
actually  effected  his  own  detail,  having  written 
the  order,  duly  signed  it,  and  reported  for 
"special"  duty.  No  sooner  had  he  taken  his 
new  position  than  he  began  holding  levees  in 
the  General's  car,  and  oa  Tuesday  the  number 
of  invited  guests  numbered  35— thus  crowding 
headquarters  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Gen- 
eral was  obliged  to  withdraw  until  the  levee 
was  concluded.  •  Being  in  this  responsible 
position  of  emolument  and  trust,  he  set  to 
work  on  Tuesday  afternoon  to  improve  his 
personal  appearance  by  doning  a  huge  Picadilly 
collar,  and  the  result  was  as  follows  :

him  of  the  unmilitary  encamberance  he  wears, 
supposed  to  be  a  collar,  and  to  make  his  general 
appearance  as  soldier  like  as  possible.

None  of  the  boys  are  permitted  to  shave,  and 
the  growth  of  beardis  truly  remarkable.  The 
cloudy,  dirty  atmosphere  of  that  city  seeming- 
ly being  quite  productive  of  oeard,  and  when 
they  come  marching  home  they  will  present  an 
appearance  such,  as  we  know,  will  not  be 
looked  for  by  our  people. 

The  health  of  the  command  is  excellent. 
Yesterday,  ourof  the  entire  number  present, 
amounting  to  476,  only  7  were  exonerated 
from  duty  by  the  surgeon,  and  their  ailments 
were  of  a  very  triihug  character. 

The  uniforms  are  suffering  severely  from 
the  wear  and  tear  of  .  active  service,  some  of 
the  garments  being  considerably  •teared,"  and 
in  many  ways  fast  becoming  unfit  for  wear. 
Yesterday  Quartermaster  Beau  issued  several 
hundred  nice  blankets  to  the  command,  and 
when  we  loft  at  10  o'clock  A.  M..  appearances 
seemed  to  indicate  that  the  boys  were  to  be 
.  retained  for  some  time.  They  are  in  good 
spirits,  and  while  all  are  anxious  to  return 
home  to  their  respective  vocations,  'there  isn't 
one  who  will  do  so  until  the  command  has 
been  relieved. 


The  scene  of  the  cie^!t^uctioa  has  not,  nor 
never  will  it  be  faithfully  described,  the  work 
of  wanton  ruin  being  beyoud  the  power  of 
description.  The  debri-t  consisting  of  all  kinds 
j  of  iron  wrought  into  every  conceivable  shape 
I  covers  a  territory  almost  equal  to  that  occu- 
pied by  West  Chester,  but  the  famous  E  uni 
House,  where  the  rioters  endeavored  to  serve 
up  a  few  of  the  Philadelphia  National  Guards  on 
toast,  is  the  centre  of  attraction.  The  number 
of  locomotives  rendered  usele.ss,  is  over  one 
hundred  and  the  number  of  freight  cars  de- 
stroyed will  perhaps  never  be  defiuitely 
known.  The  shattori  d  and  blackened  vails 
of  the  well  arranged  Shops  of  tne  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  are  partly  intact,  standing 
there  as  grim  monuments  to  the  auimus  of  the 
men  who  visited  upon  that  city  this  wholesale 
work  of  destruction.  It  is  evident  to  every 
visitor  that  the  sympathies  of  the  people  of 
Pittsburg  were  only  awakened  in  behalf  of  the 
Railroad  Company  after,  all  the  property  was 
destroyed,  and  their  owu  wa;:-  placed  in  jeop.Hr- 
dy.  'Had  the  Company  had  more  property  it 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  burned,  the 
work  of  ruin  only  ceasing  when  the  supply  of 
valuable  fuel  with  which  to  fui'ther  feed  the 
flames  had  been  exhausted. 

A  man  named  McMunn,  is  the  recognized 
leader  of  the  strikers,  but  he  claims  that  the 
destruction  of  property  was  against  his  orders 
and  wishes.  He  is  a  villianous  looking  fellow, 
about  45  years  o*'  age,  and  at  one  time  ran  an 
engine  on  the  Pennsylvania  Raihoad.  Almost 
daily  since  the  arrival  of  the  10th  Division  at 
tbe  scene,  this  m^n  has  visited  Gov.  Hartranft 
trying,  it  is  said,  to  effect  some  compi'omise 
in  behalf  of  the  unlawful  element  he  takes 
pride  in  sayiug  he  represents. 

In  conclusion  we  say  to  our  readers  that  the 
"sojer  b^ys"  send  their  love  to  the  dear  ones 
at  home — Major  Fulton  included.  Oar  last 
glimpse  of  the  Major  showed  him  more  in  the 
garb  of  a  chaplain  than  that  of  a  blood-thirsty 
aid  on  a  Division  General's  staff.

Tenth  Div.  N.  G.  of  Penx'a,  Camp  Dob- 
son,  33d  &  LiBEKTY  Sts.— My  last  communi- 
cation was  brought  abruptly  to  a  close  by 
your  correspondent  being  detailed  for  guard 
duty  on  the  engine  at  Blairsville  Intersection. 
The  ride  from  that  point  to  Pittsburg  was  one 
of  unrivalled  interest  and  excitement.  Pi.u- 
mors  flew  thick  and  fast  as  to  what  we  might 
expect  should  we  attempt  to  enter  the  city 
during  the  night.  We  reached  Brestow,  the 
exti'eme  eastern  limits  of  the  city,  at  3  A.  M. 
The  entire  Division  remained  on  the  cars 
until  daylight,  and  then  were  hauled  up  to  the 
city  proper,  and  disembarked  in  an  open  lot. 
The  command  still  occupies  the  same  position. 
Our  first  night  in  camp  will  be  ever  a  mem- 
orable one  to  the  boys  ;  they  won't  forget  it. 
Unprovided  with  tents,  a  few  of  them  were 
without  blankets,  the  rain  pouring  down  upon 
upon  them,  there  they  lay  in  full  enjoyment 
of  the  practical  experience  of  a  soldier's  life, 
and  as  ihe  water  meandered  down  their  spiral 
columns,  or  hunted  the  depths  of  their  vest 
pockets,  I'll  wager  that  many  a  damp  soldier 
whispered  to  himself  that  home  and  a  warm 
bed  were  among  the  considerations  that  could 
tempt  him  from  a  career  of  glory  to  where 
domestic  comforts  were  more  easily  accessible. 

Early  Sunday  morning  two  battalions  were 
detached  from  Col.  Kupert's  Command  and 
ordered  to  proceed  as  a  guard  on  the  outgoing 
freight  bound  East  Upon  reaching  East 
Liberty,  Capt.  James  E.  MacFarlan,  in  com- 
mand of  the  first  battalion,  took  charge  of  the 
first  freight  train  that  has  passed  over  the 
PeEna.  Railroad  since  the  strike,  and  accom- 
panied it  as  far  as  Derry,  forty-five  miles  east. 
Captain  E.  T.  Cornwell.  Wayne  Fencibles, 
commanding  second  battalion,  followed  im- 
mediately after  in  charge  of  the  second  freight 
train. 

.  The  two  Commands   left    Pittsburg  on  the 
duty  for  which  they  had  been  detached.     Offi-  i 
cers  and  men  feeling  that  an    occasion  might 
arise  when  their  efficiency  as  soldiers  was  to  be 
put  to  the  proof. 

The  11th  Begiment.  Major  General  Dobson's 
Division,  broke  the  blockade,  and  to  them  be- 
longs all  the  credit  that  can  be  attached  to 
this  important  benefit  to  commerce  and  the 
business  of  the  country  generally. 

A  great  commercial  artery  running  east  and 
west,  the  entire  length  of  a  State,  second  only 
in  its  importance  and  position  to  that  of  any 
other  in  the  Union,  had  been  obstructed,  and 
the  wheels  of  commerce  stopped.  The  pros- 
perity not  only  of  this  State,  but  of  the  entire 
country,  was  threatened  by  delays  that  were 
ruinous  in  their  effect  upon  every  branch  of 
human  industry.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
praise  of  the  officers  ani  men  who  so  faithfully 
performed  their  duty  in  fulfilUng  their  in- 
structions. 

The  record  of  Gen.  Dobson's  Division  is 
indeed  one  to  be  proud  of  and  notwithstanding 
that  much  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
10th  Division  has  through  the  errors  of  mis- 
informed con'espondents  been  credited  to 
other  commands,  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Division  are  satisfied  in  the  consciousness  of 
having  performed  their  duty  whenever  they 
have  been  called  upon. 

The  appearance  of  everything  in  camp  in- 
dicates the  precautions  that  have  been  taken 
to  suppress  any  outbreak  on  the  part  of  a  mob. 
The  extreme  right,  at  the  33d  street  crossing, 
is  guarded  by  the  Wayne  Fencibles,  on  extreme 
left,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  28th  street  crossing, 
are  stationed  Capt.  McFarlan's  Grava,   in   the 


''^  centre  are  planted  the  six  guns  of  the  Griffin 
Battery,  placed  in  position  so  as  to  command 
the  several  approaches  to  camp.  Every  detail 
of  military  duty  .is  strictly  adhered  to  and 
faith  fuUv  carried  out.  Gen.  Dobson  is  sur- 
rounded' by  a  staff  of  efficient  %nd  competent 
,  officers,  who  are  ever  prompt  in  seeing  that  his 
orders  are  carried  out. 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Division  are  in  a 
passenger  car  in  the  Eastern  verge  of  the 
scene  of  destruction. 

Looking  West  from  where  I  writ  e,  one  sees 
the  view  and  wreck  of  hundreds  of  burned 
freight  cars,  while  still  farther  on,  standing 
out  in  bold  relief,  is  the  lower  Round  House 
with  its  ruin  and  devastation.  No  pen  can 
convey  a  description  which  equals  the 
amount  of  destruction  and  loss  of  property, 
that  millions  of  dollars  have  been  sacrificed  to 
the  passions  of  an  insane  mob.  and  the  rule  of 
anarchy  has  left  its  charred  and  blackened 
stains  upon  all  that  surrounds  us. 

Gen.  Brinton's  Division  left  here  early 
yesterday  morning. 

Gen.  Huidkoper  followed  with  his  command 
in  the  afternoon.  The  destination  of  these 
Divisions  is  generally  believed  to  be  Scranton. 
Gen.  Pearson  has  also  left  with  his  Western 
Pennsylvania  Regiments,  together  with  Hutch- 
inson's and  Knapp's  Batteries. 

Gen.  Siegfried  with  his  Philadelphia  Divi- 
sion has  been  ordered  here  but  as  yet  has  not 
arrived. 

There  is  much  uncertainity  attached  to  how 
long  the  10th  Divison  will  remain  here,  they 
may  be  ordered  away  at  almost  any  moment. 

The  entire  Division  have  realized  the  prac- 
tical life  of  the  soldier,  and  will  hail  with 
gladness  the  command  that  turns  their  faces 
homeward. 

The  departments  of  the  Surgeon  General 
and  Commissary  are  in  excellent  hands.  Dr. 
Hoskins  with  Doctors  Whitaker  and  Hutchin  - 
son  look  after  the  general  matter  of  the  entire 
Division.  Major  Bean  in  the  Commissary 
Department  has  valuable  assistants  in  Major 
Corsen,  Lt.  Worth  and  Commissary  Sargeant 
Jack  Caruthers. 

The  entu'e  Division  has  acquitted  itself 
creditably  in  the  discharge  of  ail  duties  that 
have  been  imposed  upon  it. 

Sargeant  Hoopes,  Wcrthington  and  Kinnard 
of  the  Battery,  are  favorites  with  the  entire 
command.  Nothmg  can  be  said  of  any  part 
of  the  Division,  but  what  will  redound  to 
their  credit. 

Capt.  Cornwell's  command,  and  also  that  of 
Capt.  McFarlan,  have  performed  their  full 
share  of  duty^  The  officers  of  these  two  com- 
panies, who  have  seen  service,  are  great  favor- 
ites with  their  commands.  It  appears  that  the  old 
soldier  has  been  more  cout-iderate  for  his  men, 
than  others  who  have  had  but  little  experience 
in  dealing  with  raw  recruits.  The  browned 
boys  from  West  Chester  are  all  soldiers  in 
appearance. 

The  Pittsburg  papers  have  been  flattering  in 
their  commendation  of  the  10th  Division,  and 
not  undeservedly  so. 

The  Hon.  J.  B.  Everhart,  ani  W,  W.  Thom- 
son, Ei-q..  of  the  Local  News,  paid  us  a  visit 
the  other  day, and  they  were  welcomed  in  royal 
style  by  everybody  that  knew  tbem.  The  Sen- 
ator was  received  by  the  Wayne  Fencibles, 
drawn  up  in  hne.  and"  with  hearty  cheers  at  his 
appearance.  Wm.  E.  responded  in  a  few  brief 
but  well  chosen  remarks.  Mr.  Thomson  ha-< 
no  doubt  praised  them  through  another  medi- 
um.

The  testimony  at  the  Coroner's  inquest  over 
the  dead  by  the  Pittsburg  riot  makes  it 
evident  that  the  first  shot  was  fired  by  one  of 
the  mob,  described  as  "-a  tall,  thin  man,  wear- 
ing an  old  straw  hat,  drawn  down  over  his 
face,  who  had  before  resisted  an  attempt  to 
arrest  him. "  This  pei'son  seems  to  have  been 
a  particularly  desperate  scoundrel.  "He 
loaded  his  gun  on  the  sidewalk,"  said  one  of 
the  witnesses,  '-walked  out  into  the  middle  of 
the  street,  kneeled  down  and  shot  at  the 
soldiers.  Then  he  walked  over  to  the  left  and 
prepared  his  piece  again  :  he  followed  them 
up  ;  I  saw  him  fire  two  shots."  Each  of  these 
shots  killed  a  Philadelphia  soldier,  and  not 
until  two  of  their  comrades  had  fallen  did  the 
troops  return  the  fire— without  orders,  it  is 
true,  from  their  officers.  Another  witness 
gave,  in  the  course  of  his  story,  an  instance  of 
the  mob's  brutality.  One  of  the  soldiers  came 
running  towards  him.  crying  as  he  fell  on  the 
sidewalk,  "My  God!  take  me  somewhere  :  I  am 
shot."  The  witness  stood  over  him  as  he  lay 
dying,  '"when  a  man  approached  us  with  a 
revolver  in  his  hand  ;  he  was  about  too  shoot 
the  wounded  soldier,  when  I  persuaded  him,  at 
my  own  ^eril,  not  to  do  so  ;  the  soldier  begged 
for  God's  sake  not  to  kill  him  ;  the  would-be 
assas.sin  then  ran  away,  when  others  came  up 
and  were  about  to  search  the  soldier ;  i  again 
interfered,  and  said  if  there  was  any  searching 
to  be  done  I  would  do  it  ;  at  this  juncture  the 
regiment  came  marching  up.'  A  nice,  noble, 
Christian,  civilized  set  was  that  Pittsburg 
mob !  But  we  don't  perceive  that  the  "good" 
citizens  of  that  pleasant  town  are  particularly 
active  in  bringing  to  justice  these  murderers 
of  citizens  who  left  their  homes  and  gave  up 
their  lives  to  maintain  the  laws  of  the  republic 

Hartranft's  Bide— Fastest  on    Becord. 

When  the  strike  at  Pittsburg  began,  Gov. 
Hartranft— with  his  family  and  a  few  friends- 
was  on  his  way  to  California,  and.  if  we 
mistake  not,  the  first  telegram  apprising  him 
of  the  teiTible  liot,  reached  him  at  Ogden  City, 
Utah  Territory.  He  immediately  turned  back 
— the  balance  of  the  partv  however  con'inuing 
on  to  their  destination.  The  C.  &  N.  W.  R.  R. 
Co.  furnished  the  Governor  with  a  special 
engine  and  car,  and  it  is  said  the  speed  made 
by  the  train  exceeded  that  made  by  the  cele- 
brated Jarret  and  Palmer  train  last  year.  One 
stretch  of  348  miles  was  made  in  eight  hours 
and  twenty-one  minutes .  Time  lost  by  stop- 
pages, sixteen  minutes— beating  the  Jarret  and 
Palmer  train  twenty-one  minutes.  This  was 
fast  time,  and  when  it  is  known  that  no  special 
preparation  waa  made  for  the  return  trip, 
i"'Hartranft's  Ride"  may  beset  down  as  the 
Jf  astest  on  record. 

Our  Boys  in  Camp.— Owing  to  Col.  Rupert's 
message  to  his  wife  on  Wednesday  night, 
stating  a  probability  of  the  troops  of  his  com 
mand  being  ordered  home,  quite  a  number  of 
anxious  eyes  looked  for  the  boys  in  gray  yes- 
terday, but  they  came  not.  They  are  s'tiii  in 
Pittsbm-g,  whefe,in  our  opinion,  they  Avill  likely 
remain  for  some  days,  perhaps  weeks.  If  any 
troops  are  needed  to  look  after  the  order  of 
that  city  we  believe  the  10th  Division  will  be 
chosen  to  that  duty.  They  are  well  disciphned, 
and  the  Pittsbm-g  people  think  weU  of  them. 

LATER. 

A  private  letter  from  Second  Serg't  Worth- 
ington of  the  Griffin  Battery, writes  under  date 
of  August  2d.,  at  Lawrenceville,  states  that  all 
the  troops  have  been  removed  from  Pittsburg 
excepting  those  of  the  10th  Division.  Lawrence- 
ville is  a  httle  station  between  Pitts- 
burg and  East  Liberty.  It  may  be  that 
the  authorities  are  withdrawing  all  the  troops 
from  the  Smokey  City,  but  are  doing  it  in  a 
way  so  that  no  uprising  of  the  mob  may  occur 
from  the  action. 


Camp  Notes. 


— Shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  Tenth  Divi- 
sion a  certain  Pittsburg  reporter  captured 
Major  Fulton  and  plied  him  with  questioLis. 
The  Major  very  kindly  gave  him  a  full  list  of 
the  Staff  and  Regimental  officers,  etc.  After 
passing  an  hour  in  satisfying  the  greedy  re- 
porter he  took  his  departure,  promising  to  fur- 
nish the  Major  with  a  dozen  copies  of  the 
paper.  The  next  morning  the  paper  appeared 
with  some  very  tiatteriug  notices  of  the  First 
Division  and  General  Brinton,  but  not  a  word 
about  the  Tenth.  The  Major  was  mad  and 
offered  ten  dollars  to  any  one  who  would  bring 
the  reporter  within  the  lines  of  the  Tenth  and 
let  him  know  of  the  arrival. 

—  A  member  of  one  of  the  companies  wit- 
nessed the  sweetening  of  some  coffee.  He 
turned  iu]disgust  to  a  comrade  and  said:  "Tliey 
are  giving  us  the  meanest  kind  of  sugar,  it  is 
black."  That  sugar  was  the  best  brown  (light) 
when  opened,  but  Pittsburg  air  did  not  agree 
with  it. 

— To  sneak  off  from  camp  and  pass  the  day 
with  a  friend,  and  then  return  after  taps  and 
be  placed  upon  double  guard  duty  is  one  of  the 
pleasures  of  camp  life. 

— Going  to  the  Allegheny  river  to  wash  off 
coal  dust,  and  come  back  covered  with  coal  oil, 
has  its  enjoyments,  but  the  question  is  which 
is  preferable,  dust  or  ile  ? 

-One  night,  while  Sergeant  Worthington  was 
doing  duty  at  his  gun,  the  Governor  attempted 
to  pass  between  the  gun  and  limber,  but  the 
stern  Sergeant,  with  Napoleonic  fir mnes, ordered 
his  Excellency  back, and  he  had  to  obey  and  go 
round.  It  was  forbidden  to  allow  anyone  to 
pass  between  the  gun  and  limber. 

— A  gentleman  and  wife,  with  their  infant, 
visited  the  camp,  and  while  there  one  of  the 
Division  officers  captured  the  little  one  and  ran 
off  with  it.  He  wanted  an  "infant  of  the  Di- 
vision."

Col.  Rupert  writes  honie  from  Pittsburg, 
ucder  date  of  Augiist  2,  and  from  a  private 
letter  we  are  permitted  to  make  the  following 
extract : 

'•We  are  still  here  occupying  the  old  ground. 
Nothing  of  importance  has  occurred  and  all 
goes  along  pleasantly.  The  weather  is  very 
warm  and  the  men  are  kept  off  duty  as  much 
as  pcssible. 

"Col.  Gallagher  visited  the  Washington  Troop 
at  East  Liberty,  yesterday,  and  he  reports  them 
liioely  cared  for  in  the  way  of  camp  and 
rations,  and  are  enjoying  themselves.  The 
rumor  that  tv/o  of  our  number  were  killed  was 
without  any  foundation,  nor  has  any  one  of 
the  Command  met  with  any  accident  to  my 
knowledge.  It  is  difficult  to  form  any  opinion 
as  to  our  return.  The  State  will  keep  us  until 
the  turbulent  element  quiets'  down ,  and  the 
cities  enlarge  their  police  force,  so  that  they 
may  hold  the  subduing  povfer  more  in  theii* 
own  hands. 

The  1st,  6th  and  7th  Divisions  left  here  yes- 
terday for  the  coal  regions.  We  will  hardly 
follow,  as  it  requh'es  considerable  time  to  load 
our  calvarly  and  artillery,  so  that  I  am  led  to 
think  when  we  move  it  will  be  to  return  to 
Paoli  and  dismiss.    We  are  all  well."

GENERAL  NEWs! 

Affairs  in  the  Lehigh,  Wyoming  and  Lacka- 
wanna regions  have  almost  resumed  their 
usual  aspect.    A  full  resumption  of  travel  on 

the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  and  the  branches 
of  the  New  Jersey  Central  is  expected  to-day. 
The  Bethlehem  lion  Works  will  resume  to- 
morrow. It  is  said  the  miners  near  Scranton 
and  Wilkesbarre  wiU  hold  out  for  25  per  cent, 
advance.  Gov.  hartranf t  and  staff  left  Kings- 
ton yesterday  for  Pittsburg.  The  regular 
troops  now  at  Wilkesbarre,  Scranton  and  other 
places,  which  have  been  the  scenes  of  riotous 
demonstrations,  will  remain  for  some  time. 

The  disaster  at  Plevna  continues  to  weigh  on 

the  Russians,  and  to  paralyze  their  operations. 

The  Tiurkish  forces  are  advanced  eastward  as 

far  as  Selvi,  which  is  twenty- five  miles  from 
the  Russian  position  at  Timova .  The  Turks 
claim  to  have  inflicted  considerable  loss  on  the 
Russians  at  Jeni  Saghra,  compelling  them  to 
flee  in  disorder  to  the  Cainboghax  Pass.  The 
defeat,  if  confirmed,  may  imperil  the  safety  of 
all  the  Russian  forces  south  of  the  Balkans.  In 
Armenia  the  Russians  have  advanced  to  Pennek 
preparatory  to  operations  against  Ears.  The 
Russian  Imperial  Guard  is  to  be  mobilized. 
The  major  part  of  it  will  be  sent  to  Bulgeria. 
A  Washington  telegram  says  the  labor 
question  has  been  discussed  at  several  recent 
Cabinet  meetings,  ^'to  the    conclusion    of    all 

other  subjects,"  and  it  also  asserts  that  '"a 
good  portion"  of  the  President's  first  message 
to  Congress  will  be  devoted  to  that  question. 
Several  members  of  the  Cabinet  are  under- 
stood to  favor  the  appointment  of  a  Commis- 
sion to  settle  the  troubles  arising  between  the 
railroad  corpora  tions  and  their  employes,   etc. 

All  the  stone  cutters  on  the  new  Parliament 
building  in  Quebec  struck  on  Saturday.  The 
contractors  decided  to  pay  20  cents  per  foot, 
instead  of  $1  50  per  day.  The  men  demand 
40  cents  per  foot,  which,  they  say,  is  about  the 
equivalent  of  their  present  wages. 

The    poor-house    near  Simcoe,     Ontario,    a 

wooden    structure,    was    destroyed   by  fire  on 

Saturday  night,  and  seventeen  of  the  inmates 
perished  in  the  flames.  Four  men  were 
severely  injured. 

The  fisrt  Jewish  golden  wedding  in  Wash- 
ington, was   celebrated   yesterday.    President 

Hayes  sent  a  basket  of  flowers  and  a  congratu- 
latory letter  to  the  venerable  couple— Mr.  and 
Mrs,  Minaherm. 

The  coal  heavers  at  Bayonne,  N.  J.,  are  dis- 
contented at  the  reduction  of  their  wages  to  89 
cents  per  day,  or  less  than  ten  cents  per  ton. 
This,  they  say.  amounts  to  one  cent  per  bar- 
row, and  to  roil  a  barrow  takes  ten  minutes. 

The  Committee  of  Pubhc  Safety  of  Pittsburg 
have  sent  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
thanking  him  for  his  action  during  the  recent 
trouble,  and  requesting  that  a  permanent 
gan'ison  be  stationed  at  the  Allegheny  Arsenal. 
The  Secretaiy  has  referred  the  paper  to  the 
Adjutant  General.

Fulton,  a  prominent  lawyer  of  West  Chester, 
is  judge  advocate  ;  Major  B.  F.  Bean,  of 
Chester  county,  and  D.  Corson,  of  Chester 
city,  attend  to  the  quartermaster  and  com- 
missary department,  Major  Woodside,  of  Ox- 
ford. Pa.  and  Major  Widdicombe, of  Phoenix ville, 
are  A.  D.  C. 

The  Tenth  division  is  composed  of  the  mili- 
tary of  Chester,  Lancaster  and  Delaware 
counties,  and  consists  of  the  Eleventh  regi- 
ment, commanded  by  Col.  Alfred  Rupert,  of 
West  Chester  ;  the  Washington  Troop,  a  fine 
body  of  cavalry,  commanded  by  Cap't  Matlock, 
of  Chester  county  ;  these  troops  are  now  lying 
at  East  Liberty:  they  are  mounted  and  finely 
equipped.  GriflSn  Battery,  of  Chester  county, 
is  commanded  by  Cap't  Denithorne.  This 
battery  is  the  only  one  in  the  State  that  is 
f  uUy  equipped  ^\'ith  six  guns,  and  numbers 
nearly  a  hundred  members.  It  is  thoroughly 
equipped  and  disciplined  and  is  considered  one 
of  the  best  in  State.

H.  M.  Worth,  of  the  Daily  Local  News 
of  West  Chester,  acting  Commissary  of  the 
Eleventh  Regiment ;  Private  Thomas  Worrall, 
of  the  Local  JNews  and  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  fleraM  ;  also  Private  WiUiam  Cor- 
nell of  the  Local  News. 

Frederick  William  Morningstone,  aged  six'y- 
nine,  of  Grifiin  Batteiy,  is  an  old  veteran.  He 
served  three  years  in  the  Portugese  army, 
two  and  a  half  years  in  the  French  army,  two 
years  in  Holland,  served  for  a  time  in  the 
Missouri  militia  during  troubles  there,  was 
four  years  iiuthe  late  rebellion— in  fact  has  all 
bis  life  been  in  either  the  regular  or  militia 
service. 

Georfje  R.  Hoopes.  quartermaster-sergeant 
of  Griflin's  battery,  whetips  up  the  "grub"  for 
the  boys  of  his  battery.

From  a  private  letter  written  by  Col.  Rupert . 
to  his  wife,  on  Aug.  4th,  we  take  the  follow- 
ing : 

"The  weather  here  is  beautiful  at  present. 
Have  had  no  rain  since  last  Saturday.  Yester- 
day afternoon  I  went  up  to  visit  the  "Washing- 
ton Troop.  They  are  encamped  four  miles 
east  of  the  city  proper,  at  East  Liberty.  They 
have  a  very  pleasant  time — are  quartered  at  a 
large  hotel ;  have  good  stabling  for  their 
horses,  and  the  men  take  their  meals  at  the 
hotel.  The  whole  vicinity  is  largely  built  up 
by  the  merchants  of  Pittsbm-g.  who' live  there 
in  preference  to  remaining  in  the  dirty  city. 

After  partaking  of  a  good  supper  on  my 
visit,  Capt.  Matlack  furnished  me  with  a  good 
horse,  and  with  18  men  we  made  a  scout  of 
several  miles  out  to  the  coal  mines,  etc.  The 
troops  deserve  great  praise  for  their  good  turn- 
out at  Altoona  when  things  looked  "squally." 
They  were  sent  in  advance  of  the  trains  and 
scoured  the  track  for  several  miles  ahead,  and 
in  doing  so  they  captured  the  engine  that  the 
strikers  had  run  up  tlie  road  with  the  inten- 
tion of  letting  it  loose  to  collide  with  ours  on 
its  back  track.  I  say  this  for  the  Troops, 
simply  because  they  certainly  did  take  the  post 
of  danger  at  Altoona,  if  there  was  any  danger 
at  that  point. 

I  expect  to  take  dinner  with  Mr.  J.  M. 
Kennedy,  once  a  Chester  Countain,  at  an  early 
day.  He  lives  close  by.  Tb.e  people  are  very 
kind  to  us,  and  their  attentions  are  many  and 
genuine.  Maior  Brown,  of  the  Regular  Army, 
was  over  to  see  us  yesterday.  More  Regulars 
came  yesterday,  and  it  looks  to  me"as  if  we 
woiild  be  relieved  soon,  probably  by  the  middle 
of  next  week.  It  is  not  likely  the  mob  will 
show  its  hydra-headed  form  again^  still  it  is  one 
of  those  things  that  "no  feller  can  find  out."

Extract  of  a  I^etter  from  Capt   Comwell. 

The  following  is  a  short  extract  from  a 
private  letter  from  Capt.  Corn  well,  of  the 
Fencibles,  to  his  wife,  contaming  something  of 
interest  to  many  : 

"We  do  not  expect  to  be  here  much  longer 
There  are  a  few  men  of  the  Fencibles  that  are 
slightly  indisposed  but  nothing  serious.  In 
the  main  all  are  well  and  in  good  spirits.

Head  Quakteks,  10th  Division,  N.  G.,  of  Pa. 
Roups  Station,  Pittsburg,  August  6th.— Gen. 
Dobson's  Division  broke  camp  at  33d  street, 
at  6  P.  M.,  Saturday. 

The  Griff  en  Battery  supported  by  Cap't 
McFarlan's  company,  proceeded  on  foot,  the 
balance  of  the  command  reached  here  by  the 
cars.  Upon  our  arrival  tents  were  distributed 
to  the  men,  but  few  were  pitched,  however, 
until  Sunday  morning.  The  unpacked  tents 
served  as  a  couch  for  the  weary  and  tired 
boys.  Too  much  soldiering  makes  them  all 
anxious  as  to  when  this  "cruel  war"  will  end. 
The  novelty  has  long  since  worn  off,  and  the 
contemplated  excursion  of  a  few  days  has 
extended  into  a  two  weeks  campaign,  with  as 
much  certainity  attached  to  our  continuance  in 
active  service  as  war. 

The  romance  of  Camp  life  has  ended  when 
the  hundreds  of  ladies  who  attend  the  evening 
dress  par£ldes,  fail  to  inspire  the  men  with 
enthusiasm  or  a  desire  to  prolong  their  pre- 
sent mode  of  living.  "Strike  tents"  and 
"right  about,"  the  command  will  be  obeyed 
with  alacrity  and  the  boys  will  sacrifice  any 
further  opportunities  of  becoming  heroes,  in 
the  prospect  of  shortly  reaching  home. 

Gov.  Hartranft  reached  here  during  the 
night. 

Gen.  Smith, of  the  Governor's  Staff,  brought 
word  this  morning  to  Gen.  Dobson  that  the 
10th  Division  would  be  inspected  by  the 
Governor  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.  At  the*  time 
appointed  everything  was  in  readiness,  and 
when  the  Governor  appeared  at  Headquarters 
the  Battery  let  go  a  salute  of  seventeen  guns. 
The  Division  was  highly  comphmented  for 
their  excellent  appearance. 

The  prevailing  impression  is  that  our  hours 
here  are  numbered,  the  order  may  reach  us  to- 
night to  embark  for  home,  probably  not  till 
to  morrow.  It  is  generaiiy  concluded  that  the 
inspection  was  preliminary  to  ourdisbandment. 

Judge  Advocate  Fulton,  yesterday,  secured 
the  release  of  a  private  of  the  11th  Regiment, 
who  had  been  arrested  and  imprisoned  for  a 
criminal  act  committed  in  Pittsburg.  Chester 
county  law  was  too  much  f ©r  the  Pittsburg 
Major,  it  brought  him  from  his  home  sixteen 
squares  away  on  a  Sunday,  and  persuaded  him 
to  sign  a  release  liberating  the  prisoner. 

Everybody's  well  as  far  as  heard  from,  the 
change  to  the  country  with  its  abundance  of 
fresh  air,  from  the  health  of  the  Camp  at  33d 
street,  has  worked  a  wonderful  influence  upon 
the  health  of  the  entire  Division.

THE  RIOT   WAR   ENDED. 


OITB  '^SOJEB  BOYS"  AT  K03IE. 


Tlielr  Beeeptlon  In  West  CTbeater. 


Yesterday  was  one  not  soon  to  be  forgotten 
by  the  citizens  of  West  Chester.  It  will  go 
down. into  history  as  a  glowing  day  in  her 
annals,  and  for  many  years  to  come  it  will  be 
recalled  in  conversation,  as  a  day  associated 
with  honor  to  the  brave  boys  in  gray  and  blue, 
who  so  nobly  responded  to  the  call  of  the  State 
to  suppress  riot  and  mob  rule,  which,  for  a 
time  threatened  her  free  institutions. 

The  12:30  train  on  the  "Old  Eoad"  brought 
in  from  Malvern  the  West  Chester  Grays, 
Wayne  Fencibles.  Oxford  Guards,  Cooper 
Rifles,of  Media  and  the  3d  Platoon  Griffen 
Battery. 

The  reception  was  of  the  most  hearty  and 
genuine  character.  Hundreds  of  our  citizens 
with  the  West  Chester  Pioneer  Corps,  Liberty 
Cornet  Band  and  the  Sheriff's  Posse  were  at 
the  depot  to  receive  the  soldiers,  and,  as  the 
train  rolled  into  the  borough, cheer  upon  cheer 
went  up  from  the  assembled  multitude. 

Before  reaching  the  depot  the  battery  fired 
two  volleys,  which,  with  the  rounds  of  applause 
and  music  made  a  din  of  harmony,  such  as  only 
comes  with  occasions  of  such  a  character. 

The  several  commands  were  at  once  formed 
into  line  by  Col  Ptupert,  and  with  the  citizens, 
band  and  Pioneer  Corps  marched  up  Market 
street  to  in  front  of  the  Court  House  where  the 
hne  was  halted  and  massed,  and  when  the 
cheers  had  died  away,  Geo.  M.  Rupert,  Esq., 
intro<fuced  Senator  James  B.  Everhart,  who 
received  the  veterans  in  the  following  neat  and 
appropriate  address  : 

SOLDiEKs  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD  :— We  are 
glad  to  see  you  again.  You  left  your  avocations 
and  enjoyments  for  the  field.  You  return,  worn 
with  duty,  and  wreathed  with  laurel. 

You  have  fulfilled  your  mission.  Y^our.  patriot- 
ism and  courage  were  equal  to  the  occasion.  In 
behalf  of  free  institutions,  personal  liberty, 
honest  industry,  and  majestic  law.  you  faced 
organized  violence.  You  encountered  the  inclem- 
encies of  night,  heat  and  rain,  the  fatigues  or  dis- 
cipline, the  risks  of  the  rail,  the  hazards  of 
ambuscade. 

The  prestage  of  your  progress  and  presence 
accomplished  peace.  Y'ou  broke  the  tyranny  of 
anarchy.  You  forced  open  the  way  of  travel. 
You  inaugurated  the  resumption  of  transporta- 
tion. Y'ou  restored  labor  to  its  privilege  and  busi- 
ness to  its  functions.  You  reestablished  order, 
and  reassured  the  public  mind.  You  have  justi- 
fied your  reputation.  You  have  satisfied  our 
pride.  We  thank  you.  We  welcome  you  back  to 
the  shade  of  your  vines  and  maples— to  the 
endearment  of  your  homes— to  the  "smiles  and 
caresses  of  your  friends  and  lovers— to  the  grate- 
ful approbation  of  all  the  people. 

Your  service,  your  names  will  be  written,  with 
honor,  in  the  annals  of  the  land. 

When  the  Senator  had  closed.  Col.  Rupert  in 
a  few  appropriate  remarks  called  upon  Capt. 
Cornwell,  of  the  Wayne  Fencibles,  to  respond, 
to  which  request  he  complied  in  the  following 
words : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  :— I  am  sorry  I  cannot 
upon  the  spur  of  the  moment,  fittingly  respond  to 
the  very  beautiful  address  of  welcome  to  which 
we  have  just  listened.  This  spontaneous  demon- 
stration, these  glad  shouts.this  clapping  of  nanda, 
and  ringing  of  bells,  these  orations,  flags,  proces- 
sions and  bands  of  music,  but  more  than  all,  the 
warm  grasping  or  hands,  and  the  beam  of  joy  and 
gladness  that  radiates  from  every  eye,  bespeak 
for  us  a  most  genuine  and  heartfelt  welcome,  and 
for  which  we  are  most  grateful.  We  were  not 
prepared  for  such  an  ovation,  and  the  exhibition 
of  good  will,  gratitude  and  welcome,  alrao.st 
overcomes  me,  and  incapacitates  me  for  vocal 
expression. 


We  knew  that  your  hearts  were  with  us  when 
we  left  your  midst,  two  and  a  half  weeks  ago,  to 
assist  in  arresting  the  reckless,  wild  career  of 
mob  violence,  and  in  restoring  the  reign  of  law 
and  order.  Your  encouragement,  your  interest, 
your  sympathy,  and  your  liberality  in  providing 
help  for  such  as  could  ill  afford  to  quit  their  daily 
avocations,  touched,  as  it  always  will,a  responsive 
curd  lU  the  hea.il.  of  every  soldier.  Every  man 
was  put  upon  his  metal,  and  he  would  have  done 
and  dared  in  any  post  of  danger  all  that  laid  with- 
in the  power  of  mortal  man  to  accomplish  in  the 
furtherance  of  the  cause  which  we  went  out  to 
advance.  You  have  dose  better  than  you  knew, 
and  are  to  be  largely  credited  with  whatever  of 
excellence  and  reputation  the  10th  Division  has 
attained. 

I  need  not  attempt  to  recite  to  you  any  of  the 
events  of  our  campaign.  Your  intercourse  with 
us  has  been  so  intimate  and  constant  that  you  are 
almost  as  well  advised  of  all  its  incidents  as  I. 

The  entire  Division,  infantry,  artillery  and  cav- 
alry, has  acquitted  itself  well,  and  I  cannot  for- 
bear saying  that  Col.  Rupert,  who  was  so  recently 
elected  to  the  Colonelcy  of  his  regiment,  before 
being  called  upon  to  lead  it  in  active  service,  has 
won  golden  opinions  from  his  entire  command. 

As  to  our  military  record  I  can  only  refer  you 
to  Gov.  Hartranft's  Congratulatory  Order,  No.  35, 
published  last  evening  in  the  Pittsburg  papers. 

Again  we  thank  you  for  this  generous  and 
hearty  welcome  and  reception. 

This  through  with,  cheers  were  given  by  the 
citizens  for  the  gallant  boys,  and  in  return  the 
soldiers  cheered  the  citizens,  and  not  forgetting 
i  their  Colonel,  a  rousing  cheer  was  rent  up  for 
Col.  Rupert,  their  brave,  loved,  and  much 
esteemed  commander. 

The  line  was  then  reformed  and  marched  to 
the  Church  Street  Market  House,  where  a 
collation  was  spread  for  the  companies,  con- 
sisting of  sandwiches,  coffee,  cakes,  cheese,  ice 
cream  and  segars.  Of  this  supply  the  men 
and  ofiicers  partook  with  that  willingness 
which  indicated  well  sharpened  appetites,  and 
for  an  hour  or  more  the  scene  was  one  not  to 
be  described.  Ladies  and  gentlemen  made 
themselves  busy  and  useful  in  looking  after 
the  wants  of  the  soldiers,  and  no  one  was  left 
to  depart  without  being  satisfied  so  far  as  his 
wants  of  appetite  were  concerned.  The  pro- 
visions thus  made  and  dispensed,  though 
gotten  up  in  a  great  haste,  proved  to  be  equal 
to  the  emergency  and  just  what  was  needed  for 
the  occasion. 

This  over  our  home  companies  marched  to 
their  respective  armories,  deposited  their  arms 
and  accoutrements  and  were  once  more  made 
citizens,  to  resort  to  their  various  avocations 
which  they  had  so  hurriedly  left  at  the  tap  of 
the  drum  calling  them  to  suppress  the  reign  of 
mob  violence  and  riotous  rule.  The  Oxford  and 
Media  companies  took  the  first  trains  out  of 
town  for  tiieir  respective  homes,  and  soon  our 
town  was  divesled  of  the  excitement  for  which 
it  had  been  hungering  during  the  last  two 
weeks. 

The  service  which  our  soldiers  performed 
was  meritorious  and  praiseworthy.  The  10th 
Division  gained  for  itself  a  record  and  a  name 
that  will  redound  to  its  credit  when  it.  as  an 
organization,  has  ceased  to  exist,  and  in  refer- 
ence to  which  we  have  only  to  insert  the  fol- 
lowing notice  taken  from  the  Pittsburg  Tele- 
graph of  August  8th,  together  with  Governor 
Hartranft's  order  for  dismissal  from  active 
service: 

•'The  10th  Div.,    Major    General   John    R. 
Dobson,   is  by  special  order    No.    35    released 
from  further"  duty.     The    Division    comprises 
the  11th    Regiment,    Colonel    Alfred  Rupert.  ; 
the  Griffen  Battery,  Captain    Deuithorne.  and  ! 
the  Washington  Cavalry    Troop,  Captain  Mat-  I 
lack.     The    effectivenets    and    worth    of    the 
Division  has  been  proven  by  the  work    it    has 
accomplished.     By    order  of  the  Governor  the 
Division    assembled    on    the    23d  of  July,    at 
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Malvern  Station,  twenty-one  miles  west  of 
Philadelphia,  on  the  Pennsylvania  Kailroad, 
went  from  thence  on  the  26th  of  July,  entering 
Pittsburg,  early  Saturday  morning,  the  28th 
ult.  On  the  Sunday  following,  two  battalions 
were  detached  from  the  Division,  and  accom- 
panied as  a  guard  as  far  as  Derry  the  two 
first  freight  trains  that  bad  started  eastward 
since  the  strike.  The  10th  Division  can  justly 
claim  the  credit  for  openini^  the  road  for  to 
them  it  belongs,  other  Divisions  that  in  no  way 
participated  in  this  service  to  commerce  gen- 
erally have  been  credited  with  the  work  per- 
formed bv  the  Tenth,  and  it  is  but  hindering 
simple  justice  to  state  that  two  battalions  of 
the  Eleventh  Regiment,  Tenth  Division, accom- 
plished this  work  alone  and  unaided  by  any 
force  outside  of  the  Division." 

Governor  Hartrauf  t,  in  his  order  retiring  the 
division  from  duty,  takes  occasion  to  compli- 
ment with  glowing  praises  General  Dobson's 
command.  General  Dobsou  himself  is  a  vet- 
erau.  and  is  surrounded  in  the  several  depart- 
ments of  his  command  by  men  of  tried  experi- 
ence, and  well  known  as  worthy  gentlemen  and 
good  soldiers,  and  the  compliment  has  been 
well  earned  by  the  conduct  and  efficiency  of 
both  officers  and  men.  Following  is  Governor 
Hartranft's  order : 

Headquarters  N.  G.  of  Pennsylvania, 
Adjutant  General's  Office, 
Shadyside,  Pittsburgh,  Aug, 

Special  Orders  Xo.  35  : 

I.  The  Tenth  Division  National  Guards  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Major  General  John  R.  Dobson,  is  here- 
by relieved  from  further  duty  during  the  present 
emergency.  It  will  proceed  by  rail  to  its  several 
places  of  company  rendezvous,  and  to  be  there 
dismissed. 

II.  The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  fur- 
nish the  necessary  transportution. 

III.  Attention  is  called  to  General  Order  No.  6. 

IV.  The  Commander-in-Chief  takes  this  occa- 
sion to  extend  his  congratulations  to  the  command 
for  its  duty  so  faithfully  performed.  Its  composi- 
tion of  three  arms  of  the  service  rendered  its  aid 
of  particular  value.  The  localities  to  which  you 
return,  in  regions  of  the  State  where  the  law 
alone  is  the  known  rule,  can  be  assured  that  your 
presence  and  that  of  your  fellows,  where  distur- 
bances for  the   moment   defled  its  powers,  have 

tfestored  that  quiet  which  from  good  government 
all  people  of  rights  ought  to  expect.

The  Division  left  camp  at  near  East  Liberty, 
on  Wednesday  evening,  about  5  o'clock.  At 
Columbia  one  of  the  companys  (Co,  H..)  dis- 
embarked, that  place  being  the  home  of  its 
members.  It  was  received  by  a  band  of  music 
and  a  large  turnout  of  citizens,  and  a  joyous 
time  was  the  (iccasion.  The  next  Company  to 
quit  the  Command  was  the  one  of  Coatesville. 
Here  too  people  in  large  numbers  were  out  to 
receive  their  brave  boys,  and  a  joyous  recep- 
tion was  the  result.  At  Downingtown  the  two 
Phcenixvilleand  two  platoons  of  Grififen  Battery 
also  Gen.  Dobson  with  several  of  his  staff  t;j*)k 
the  Chester  Valley  road  for  home,  via  Bridge- 
port and  the  Phila.  and  Reading  Railroad. 
Upon  reaching  Malvern  the  Chester  Company 
proceeded  to  Philadelphia,  and  thence  home, 
also  the  Washington  Troop,  thus  leaving 
the  first  mentioned  four  compan- 
ies a  nd  battery  boys  to  come  to  West  Chester. 
At  each  of  the  above  points  of  separation,  the 
battery  fired  two  guns  in  honor  of  the  depart- 
ing Companies,  and  cheers  three  times  three 
were  given  with  a  will. 


Before  leaving  camp  at  near  East  Liberty, 
the  citizens  of  that  place  furnished  two  twa- 
horse  wagon  loads  of  sandwiches  to  the  Divi- 
sion, which  kindness  was  well-bestowed  and 
was  appreciated  accordingly. 

At  Altoona  Mr.  James  L.  McClellan,  "mine 
host"  of  the  Logan  House,  served  the  entire 
command  with  an  ample  supply  of  hot,  smok- 
ing coffee,  which  in  the  dead  hour  of  night 
was  gratefully  partaken  of  by  the  boys,  and 
thus  for  Mr.  McC.'s  kind  remembrances  of 
them  in  both  going  to  and  coining  from  the 
"war,"  the  men  of  the  Division  will  ever  hold 
him  in  their  best  memories. 

The  appearance  of  the  troops  was  that 
becoming  veterans  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the 
term.  Their  bronzed  features,  bearded  faces 
and  soiled  apparel,  together  with  their  trap- 
pings peculiar  to  the  camp,  gave  them  a  look 
which  gained  for  them  hearty  cheers,  not  only 
from  their  own  people,  but  from  all  the  towns 
through  which  they  passed  on  their  way  home. 

The  Grays  brought  with  them  a  very  hand- 
some New'foundland  pup  as  a  trophy  of  the 
"war."  and  the  Battery  boys  own  a  black  pig 
as  their  share  of  the  living  plunder  of  the 
Smokv  Citv. 

That  we  are  glad  to  have  our  soldiers  back 
with  us  there  can  be  no  mistake,  and  we  trust 
that  peace  and  good  order  may  so  reign  as  to 
never  again  call  them  again  from  their  friendfl, 
families  and  peaceful  pursuits  of  life.  /
